N January a German Prince wrote unto 
y one of the nobleft Princeffes of the. Lew- 
KS Countries, admiring that People were fo fe- * 


cure in Holland, and not more alarmed at 

the great preparations of War by the French 

and their Creatures, which he verily fore-faw to tend 
to nothing elfe, but the invafion of the Netherlands. 
Cunctantem maxime Mars odit. . 
In Febr. the Bishop of Munfter took many Officers 
into fervice,pretending his own fecurity,which caufed the 
States, as fufpecting him,to choofe Officers for four Horfe’ 
and five Foot Regiments, appointing their feverall Places - 

of raifing them. 

April22. The King of France began his journey to the 
Spanish Netherlands, which being in great Pomp and at- 
tendance, for to take a view of his Conquefts , caufed not 
alittle fear tothe Spaniard. But the Ear/ of Moztery held 

ja vigilant Eye; Yea, England began to be awakened , 
and fecured their Coafts. This State alfo took care 
both for Ships atSea, and ftrengthening the Guarifons 

on the fide of Flanders. - 

In May, when the French Court was at Dunkirk,abun-

toview theCourts,which by boththeK ings were fo highly 
entertained , that it was judged far to {urpafs common ci- 
vility , and that fomthing elfe was init, as afterwards did 
plainly appear. 

InJuly,upon the tidings of the ficknefs of the Duke d’ An- 
jou, the King returned home , and arrived at St. Germain 
the 17. dito, finding his Son but a little before departed. 

In Auguft, befide the continual taking on of French 
Souldiers , and preparing Magazins, 187.Commiffions | 
were diftributed at Paris, befideExpreffes fenttoGermany, 
Genua,Switferland,Savoy, Venice, LLuqua,Corfica,Scote 
land,and other places,for to leavy Regiments, & through- 
out all France their Sea- Equipage was haftened. At which 
time the States Fleet was before the Wielings, and the Ef- 
quadron of Admiral van Geat was met by the Merlin Yagt, 
commanded by Captain Crow, fent over to fetch the Am- ° 
bafladrix Temp/e from the Hague; who ,,makinga brava- 
do, would have the whole Efquadron to ftrike ; butas not 
having fufficiently infifted thereon, he was at hisreturn © 
clapt up in the Tower : which bufinefs proved afterwards | 
the greateft pretence af the English to their breaking 
with us. :

A LETTER to the King of France. 


M Ay it pleafe your Majefty. Afier ferious confideration of that 
bounty, which the Kings your Progenitors , ba-ve alwayes she- 
awed tothis State, we could not without regret give credence unto the 
veports abroad , that thefe mighty preparations for War in your 
Kingdome should be intended again{t us , which ne-vert hele{s by 
reafon of advertifements from all parts , and the’ management 
by your State Officers in the Courts of Kings and Princes round 
about , doth caufe us to fufpelt. We therefore bavve frilly fear~ 
ched , whither there might not fomething in the management © 
lour affairs be found an cccafion to move your Majefty, 16 declt~ 
ne that friendship » wherewith it bath pleafed your Majefty ta 
honour us unto this prefent 5 but having found nothing to accu~ 
@ our felves , nor for which we bave been reproved by your 
Majefty, we could not imagine, that the ‘Fuftice which & exerci 
ed in your Kingdome, world permit your Majefty totmprove your 
Armes againft your moft faithful and ancient Allies, without any — 
foregoing manifeftation of thofe nf » of whith you required 
‘ dh & separ 
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reparation. Andreally, itis [o far fromusto give any juft canfe un- 
to your Majefty , or in any thing to come short of the agreement con- 
| eluded in Paris Decemb, 1662. that we apprehend, that we have ob- 
© Served the fame with all ftrifnefs and care, and do offer without any 
delay, tomdke fatisfattion, if through miftake we harve come short 
thereof. It is true , Great Sir, that for fome time there hath not been 
that Compliance as to Sea affairs and Marchandife; but this wasve- 
xy much to ouy griefe, neither have we omitted any thing that might 
jufily be required of ws to prevent 5 and wholy toremorve the troubles 
that have fallen out_on either fide, even as we ave ready yettodo, 
and not onely astothat , but inwhatfoever may fully teflifie ro your 
Mazjefty our earneft defire, to render unto you the honour and high 
efteem we are obliged unto asto your Perfonand Worth, andto give 
Jou allthe contentment , awhich you could defire from your beft and — 
mnoft affetionate Allies, for the reftoring of Trade at Sea , and Traf- | 
fick in the fame way, asit was at our laft agreement ; yea, inre- 
[pet of our condefcention to.your tmtereft , to gorothe uttermoft , we | 
are able without prejudiceto what we ftand bound to other Confede~ | 
vates. Tobe short, Royal Sir, we donot believe tojuftifie thofemar-_ 
tial prepares, which are both ath Sea and Land, according to the intel- 
higence we daily receive ; but we would affure your Majefty, that we | 
doit not with purpofe to wrong any, but throug extream neceffity 5 | 
and moft ftrong obligations to defend our State and Subjetts: and that | 
at shall be our joy to lay down our Armes ; when it shall pleafe 
jour Majefty to free ws from thofe troubles, which that War doth 
bring upon us, that feemeth near approaching on all fides , affuring 
our felves, we ought not to ftand in fear of yours. We have given 
Commiffion unto our Ambaffador D’ Groot : to defire a particular au-— 
dience as to thefe things by your Majefty , and to propound them more 
atlarge, with adduionof whatfoever may fervve to affurey our Ma- | 
Jefty of the uprightnefs of our intents. Here we will break off and | 
not further enlarge ; but onely to beg of God to prefer-ve your Majefty.

CharlesR. ¢ 
W E have been alwayes fo xealous for the Quiet of Chriftendom , 

and {o carefull not to invade any other Kingdome or State, 
that We hope the World will do Us the Fuftise to believe , that it ws 
nothing but inevitable neceffiry that forceth Us to the refolution of ta- 
king up Armes. 

Immediately upon Our Reftauration to Our Crowns , the firft work 
We undertook, was the eftablishing of Peace , and the fetling a good 
Correfpondence between Us and Our Neighbours; andinparticular , 
Our care was, to conclude a ftrift League with the States General 
of the United Provinces , upon fuch equal Terms , as would cer- 
tainly not have been broken , if any obligations could have kept them 
within the bounds of Friendship or ‘F uflice. 

This Leaxue was maintened inviolable on Our part. But in the 
year (664. we were ftirred up by the Complaints of Our People , and 
the unanimous Vote of Both Our Houfes of Parliament , finding it a 
vain attempt to enilearvour the profperity of Our Kingdoms by peace- 
able wayes athome , whilft Our Subjetts were flill expofed to the In= 
juries and Oppreffions of thofe States abroad. * 

That whole Summer.was [pent in Negotiations and endeavours on 
Our fide , tobring them toreafonnable Terms , which nurwithftan=- 
ding all We could do, proved at length ineffettual : for the-more we 
purfued them with friendly Propofitions , the more obftinately they 
Rept off fromagreeing with us. 

Upon this enfued the War in the year 1665. and continued to 
the year 1667. in all which time Our Viltories and their Loffes 
were memorable enough, to put them in mind of being more faith- 
Sullto their Leagues for the future. But in flead of that, the Pea- 
ce was no fooner, made , but they returned to their ufual cum), 
ftom, breaking Articles , and [upplanting Our Traile, For in-. >|

* were togive Liberty to all Our Subjetts in that Colony , to Tran[port 
st and thery Eftates into any other of Our Plantations. In 
_ purf{uance of this Agreement, We delivered up the Place, and yet 
i}. | they detained all Our men in it; onely Major Banifter they fent away 
') so prifoner , for but defiring to remo-ve according tothe Articles. Our 
Ambaffadonr complaining of this behaviour , after two years folli- 
titation, obtained an Order for the performance of thofe Articles» 
| But when We fent Commiffioners , and two Ships to bring Our Men 
away, the Hollanders ( according to ther former praitice in the 
bufine{s of Poleroon for above fourty years together ) fent private 
Orders contradifory to thofethey had owned to Us in Publick; and 
fothe onely effet of Qur Commiffioners journey thither , was to bring 
away {ome few of the pooreft of our Subjetts, andthe Prayers and 
Cryes of the Moft confiderable and wealthieft of them , for relief out 
of thatCaptivity. After this, We made Our Complaints by Our Let- 
ter in Auguft laft tothe States General , wherein We defired an Or- 
dex to their Go-vernours there , for the full obfervance of thofe Arti 
cles ; yet toths time We could never receive one word of anf{wer or 
fatisfatkion.

Atlength, hearing nothing fromthem , We fent another Amba{- 
fador tothem , who after feveral preffing Memorials in Our Name, 
could recerve no Anfwer , till after he had declared bis Revocation.

States General of the United Provinces fome years fince 5 intheir 
atlings toward him ; and it being come to that paffe, that his Majefty 
can nolonger but with ftainto hi honour connive at the unworthi- 
neffe ated againft him by [uch manner of doing, which fo little agreeth 
with the great obligations , wherewith his Majefty and the Kings 
his Predeceffors , have fo liberally filled up the meafure untothem: 
fothat his Majefty hath declared|, and doth declare by thee prefents 
Jfignet by his own hand, that he hath arvefted and fully refalved to 
make war with the aid States General of the United Provinces , both 
by Sea and Land. 

To this end , his Majefty commandeth all his Subjelts . Vaffals, and 
Servants to fall upon the Hollanders ; and bath , & doth forbid them 
From hence for ward to hold any Corre/pondence , Trade or Intelligen- 
ce with them upon pain of Death.

our deftruction ; neither will it any whit clear them, to fay | 
they were deferted of our Army , feeing they would not be | 
helped, for two Regiments.could not doit, and their ftan- | 
ding fo much upon terms, fufficiently evidenced, that this 
change was aforehand refolved upon by them in’ power: © 
Iris true, moft of the Citizens would yet have defended 
the City , bur being in a tumultuous way, and trampling - 
under toot the refpect of the Magiftracy , as a headlefie | 
company not tobetrufted, they were caufe of their own - 
ruin. And put the cafe they had been forfaken , yet would 
it not excufe them; for it was not likely that the French } 
would have dared to fall upon Utrecht, being a great City, 9 
not fortifyed, and in the midden ofan open Country, and ] 
no place of retreat being near it , where they might be fe- | 
cured. Certain itis, they had nocaufe to fear as yet, for |

after : and befides all this, they should have waited till the 
French had come, thenhad beentime enough to fall to!

Cities do complain more of the French » than they of U- 
trecht, and juft itis upon them, having dealt more treache- ° 
roufly thanany : couldthey notas well have shut the gates 
againft the French, as they did again{t the Prince? 

The 23.dito, Safeguard from the King camein with 
two Trumpetters, and foon after a French Garrifon: 
whereupon they prefently Capitulate for the whole Pro= 
vince, a thing never heard before, and caufe ofall fubfe- 
quentdifafter. For hereby Over- Y {fel pretended to be cut 
off from Holland, fo follows the example of Utrecht and 
make Capitulations alfo; a project alfo to do the fame 
being made ready in Friefland - yea, Holland it felfalmoft 
gone, moft of the Cities {peak of fending for Safeguard, 
and they in higheft place knew no better remedy; all this 
came from Utrecht, Overyffel following their example, 
and had not Providence appeared for us in a wonderfull 
and unexpected way , we had all been delivered up tothe 
fury ofthe Enemy. 

The 16. July, the Bishop of Munfter came before De- 
venter, a gallant fortified City , provided of all things with 
a {trong garrifon of Soldiers, befides 1450. South- Holland 
Countrymen and refolute Citizens , together making up 
10000. able men, all refolved to ftand out to the utmoft a- 
gainft the Enemy. The Colonel Stecke was Commander 
in chief over the Garrifon , asalfo Head of the provintial 
Militia: He held much communication with the Gover- 
_ nour of Coeverden Colonel Broerfma , whom his High- 
nefs not trufting, had caufed to come to Deventer , where 
he thought, he could do no great hurt. The Enemy mar- 
ched over the Yffel, where was moft convenience behind 
the hedges of the city gardens , toapproach and plant his 
morter peeces , out of whichthe 20. early inthe morning 
he shot intothe City with Bombes, doing little or no harm 
with them , whereupon the Commander for to fatisfie the 
Citizens, offered to make a fally upon the Enemy, asalfo 
he did, not alrogether without fuccefle; yet fo purpofely 
ordered, as not todo to much hurtto the Enemy. Inthe 

C2 mean 
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| meanwhile, they continued the Bombes from the over- 
fide of the Y ffel till the afternoon, when fome of the Ma- 
giftrates without the knowledge of the Citizens or Garri- 
fon, fenta Letter to the Bishop , defiring a ceffation of Ar- 
mes, and fafe conduct for Committees to go fetch the ad- 
vice ofthe Cities Campen and Swol; this was doneafter 
that the Bishop the day before had ‘notifyed , that his inten- 
tion was to joyn Deventer again to the Empire, And the 
21. in the morning they fent again a Trumpetter, for cefla- 
tion of Arms, the Canons founding too loud in their 
ears, though they hitherto had fuftained little harm by 
them. Now they called the {worn Commons, where by 
the moft voyces it was concluded to give over the City; 
and three were deputed to capitulate, the Citizens and 
Soldiers knowing nothins thereof, fave the Governour 
‘inftigated by that Traytor Broerfma. In the mean while, 
upon pain of death, noman might shoot, and the Sole 
diers who were on flame to ruine the Enemies appro- 
ches and Batteries, were not fuffered to fallon. Toward 
evening the agreement was made without the knowled- 
ge of the Councel of War, and with a damnable {eclu- 
ding of the Soldiery , who all, the very Pefants inclu- 
ded, were by this horrid accord to remain prifoners of 
war, and be shut up in the Churches. The 21. dito, 
Jate in the night, the City was poffeffed by the enemy , 
‘| none almoft knowing thereof, or any neceffity prefing 
thereunto y fave onely the treachery of thefe wicked 

Guetts. 

22.dito , It was not enough for Deventer thus to have 
betrayd it’s felf, but it would have share alfo in betraying 
the reft. They had the 20. dito, feemed to defire the advice 
of Campen and Swol, but now they would be their advi- 
fers , {ending a Commiffary of the Bishop to them, with 
two Trumpetters andthe Burgemafter Lefpiere to Swoll, | 
where after relation of what was paft at Deventer , the fame 
Capitulation was offered to them, which confpiracy being 
{melt by the Colonels Bamphield and Ripperda , they did 
wilely in time ritire out of the City with their Regiments, 
ce though 
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though-unjuftly accufed of fome to have hereby mali- 
tioufly betrayed the fame; for here being of the fame crue, 
who without the knowledge of the Militia had betrayed 
Deventer, thefe undoubtly should have been ferved in 
the fame kind, and all have been laid up in the Church, 
as before their departures they fufficiently perceived: for 
though the remainder were afterward permitted to go out 
free, itwas becaufe they thought it not worth the while to 
detain fo few: as their practife was for the moft part where 
the Garrifons confifted but of few. However Swoll ma- 
de their agreement full enough, though the fubfcription 
were deferred to the morrow after: In the mean while 
shamefully abufing the name of the States of Over-Yffel 5 
Swoll fummons the other Cities of the Province there to 
appear with all fpeed, loofing no time, and toCapitu- 
late for themfelves: Whereupon all the Cities and Forts 
of Over-Yffel were Provintially given up to the Enemy , 
and the Ommer-fcons, with the new Retrenchment 
laying round about in a Moras, was upon this. news for- 
faken by itsGarrifon. 1 doubt not, but whoever hears 
what hath been related , will ftand amazed: but this is 
the real Truth thereof. Though fome of thefe Cities ha- 
ve not blushed to write Apologies, deferving to have 
been an{wered with an halter. ‘Ihe Enemy comes in all 
haft taking poffeffion of the placesgiven up to him, viz. 
Swoll, Hattem, Campen, Swart-{luce, Geelmuyen 5 
Haffelt , Blockzijl , Steeawijck » Meppel , Scons the 
Rouveen, Ommer-fcons, yea rusheth intothe Kuynder 
it felf, the Territory of the Friefes; and in cafe he had 
been ina pofture to have marched forward , he would eafy 
have mattered whole Friefland, the General Alua with 
his Militia being gone as for as Leeuwarden. After the 
Conqueft of Over- Yffel the Province was parted between 
the head parties, Deventer is allotted to the Eletor of 
Colen, Campen to the French, Swoll to all three together ; 
the reft fellto the Bishop of Munfters share, and fo remain 

to this day. ; 
17-June, The King of France was come before Dogs- 
C 3 burg, 
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burg, and:though there were a reafonable ftrong Garri- _ 
fonin it, yet withoutany great refiftance, they gave up 
ghemfelves to the King, who from thence in hafte went 
to Zutphen : taking itin without trouble, though it were 
alfo provided reafonably well ofall things, and a Garri- 
fon in it: In both thefe Cities the Soldiery and alfo the 
Hollands Waart-gelders or Auxiliary Troups, were de- 
tained prifoners of war. Thus there being no more to be 
conquered at the Yffel; the King brake up from thence » 
andcame in Perfon with his Army the 27. dito paft Aar- 
nem hard by Utrecht, encamping himfelf without the — 
City , and put Garrifonsin all the Cities of that Provin- 
ce, as Wijck, Montfoort, Yfelfteyn , Amersfoort, and 
the Gelder Cities, Harderwijck and Elburg 5 yea, in 
Woerden and Ouwaier it felf Citysin Holland, and fo- 
mre few coming before Naarden, the dread was fo great , 
that they within caft away their Arms, fome {wimming 
over the Mote of the City , leaving it for the French to

Bic wereagain driven out: Thefe Succeffes fo tranfported 
the French 5 that fome few of them asked the way to Am- 
fterdam , as thinking to takein that alfo. The King re- 
mained in the Leger without Utrecht, & camethe 5. July 
accompanied with Duked’Orleans , Monmouth , Luxen- 
burg, andother Grandees, totakea view of the Town, 
being on Horfeback , but foon returned out again into the 
Leger; appointing the Duke of Luxenburg Governour ~ 
of the City and Province, and Stoupa General ofthe Swit- 
zers, Commander of the City. But we willleavethe King | 
here a while, Turenne before Nimwegen,andthe Bishop | 
of Munfter in Over-Yffel: for to take notice, what fell | 
out worth the obfervation abont that time , both in the Po- ,

yet I verily believe, thatif at that time 4. or §000. horfe 
onely had gone forward, Amitterdam it felf andthereby 
Holland, yea, the whole State would have fallen into the 
enemies hand ;, fo great terrour had ferzeduponall, & the 
Regents voyd of Counfel: The Magiftrates in their com- 
mon Councel difputing , whither they should quit all, or 
endeavour a while to defend themfelves: Many preten- 
ding that it wasimpoffible, as not being provided with ne- 
ceffaries, wherefore their advife was in cafethe Enemy ca- 
me, to meet him with the Keyes: Others would defend 
themfelfs and ordered that Bulwarks should be erected , 
bridges broken down; fcarce knowing what they faid or 

did, fetting many timethe cart before the horfe. I dread 
evento think upon the terrour, confufion, and aftonish- 

ment of thattime, e{pecially of the 25.June and there a- 

bout; the moft underitanding of the Land then being at 

non-plus: The Penfionary him{elf, who feldom or ne- 

ver wasatapinch, plucking uphis shoulders, and isfaid 
to have given no other advice than a good and fpeedy ac- 
commodation with the Enemy , asthe onely expedient to 

be found: {n profecution of which advice three Deputies 

were {uddenly fent for England, andthreetothe French _ 
Leger, of whom the Lord d’Groot was the chief. I know 
not what inftructions they hac’, but it is faid, that they 
for England had no other Commitlion, than to learn what 
the demand of that King was , and that they for the French 
Leger had full power to treat with the King; thatis, to 
deliver upthe Country, for in thatconjuncture of time , 
what elfe could be expected than an honorable capitula- 
tion. 

But the Province of Zealand , June 29. rejected the rea- 
fons alledged by Holland for this Commiffion, and pro- 
tefted again{t them , declaring it to bea thing unheard of 
in the government of thefe Countries, to make any Ple- 
nipotentiaries ( without an arreited inftruétion ) to treat 
with any Potentate, much leffe with an open Enemy 3 
efpecially when it concerned our Religion, Liberty and 
the lawfull government of the Land , wherefore they difa- 
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vowed this Commiffion , as fufpicious and of dangerous 
confequence, 

. Thecommunalty, now taking notice of thefe tranfa- 
ctions, and feein the aftonishment of the Regents, and 
the thteatned danger , begin to raife tumults: Orhers flee 
where ever they imagine a place of fafety to be , trans{por- 
ting their families,and what was moft precious Eaft, Welt, 
to France, yea England it felf, tranfporting an ineftima- 
ble Treafure out ofthe Country to their extream danger 
and damage; the rémaining with trembling fpirits , atlaft . 
take up Arms to defend their Country : The Magiftracy ~ 
in diverfe Cities being fain , asifthey were willing to ani- 

mate and encoutage the reft, to contribute what could fer- 

ve, for defence of their Cities , other places inthe mean 

while were wholy neglected; the Pott for Hollands fecuri- 

ty were befet with Soldiers,and mode defenfible-theBanks 

and Dams about Amfterdam opened, the Country fet un= 

derwater, the wayes cut throw, bridges caft down, [rench- 

_ mentserected, Outlayers brought upon the Rivers, the 
Wall sepaired, Canon brought up , the Watch doubbled , 

and forfecurity of the Citizens, the 29. of J une it was pu- 

blished from the Town-houfe , that the Councel was fully 
refolved to defend the City to the utmoft ; and burgers 
were fent out of the Hague and Rotterdam to the Polts of 
the Army, and out of other Cities to the Frontiers of Hol- 

land, Heufden, Geertruydenburg , Breda, the Klundert , 

the Briel, &c. But allthis could not take away from the 

difturbed {pirits of men, that impreffion they had taken 
that many member ofthe Magiftracy were guilty oftreae 
fon and held correfpondence with the enemy ; as it hap- 
pens often, the bad fucceffe of undertakings is laid tothe 
charge of the managers thereof.

Whither this were fo orno, 
Tleave to the judgement of others, this onely 1 know , 
of which none are ignorant» that they had the weight of 
the Government in their hands, directing the refolutions 

_of the State occoding totheir pleafure, and fo perhaps 
may truly be faid to bethe caufe or at leaft the Ring-lea- 
ders ofthe refolutions ofthattime: An extractofa Letter 
from Zealand June 25. being very remarklable to this 
end; viz. That one Naffau Advocate in te Hague, had 
fome dayes paft , declared in the Counce] of Vliffing with , 
weeping tears , that fome of his kindred fitting in the’ 
Councel of State and Cities of Holland , had difcove- 
redtohim , how that Province had formeda Project , af- 
ter what manner Holland should be delivered upto the 
French.

Lords Councellers of the Commiffion were to bewit 
neffes thereof: and that by reafon of the multitude of af. 
fairshe could not {pecify what defects of the Armies had 
been, nor what fupply had from time been made, dire 
cting for his defired juftification to the actions of his care 
full performancetherein. 

In Zealand many of the Lords alfo were faid to follow 
the party ofde Wit: whereupon a general rifing was ona 
fudden throughout whole Holland and Zealand, fome 
they affailed in perfon, others had their houfes {poiled, 
many were forced to quit their places in Government} 
yea, in fome places all the Magiftrates put by; fome Cities 
were by force of the Pefants taken in, and the Magiftra- 
tes conttrained to act according to their wil : which con 
fufion prefaging the unavoidible ruine of the Country , 
caufed the States to refolve Auguft 27. not onely toem- 
power his Highnefs, accordings as should be requifite 
and hispleafure shouldbe, to alter the Magiftracy in all 
Cities, butalfo entreated him for the common good, te 
doit withall {peed. 

The Bishop of Munfter having put Garrifons in all 
Over-Yffel, and pofted fome of his Troups on the bors 
ders of Friefland, he made towards Coeverden , that fa- 
mousand impregnable Fortreffe , coming before it the 8, 
ofJuly, the 12 dito, without much trouble became Mas 
fter thereof, they within having {carfly loft a Soldier, an¢ 
though indeed the drought at this time were fuch, as hath

July paffedthe Waal by 
their Ship- bridge, and rounded the City on the Land fide, 
bringing their Loop-graves asin an inftant tothe Moat, 
and the 4. dito made a Battery with 5. half Kartouwes, and 
affaulted by ftorm that night the Pefthoufe- bulwark , ent- 
ring the fame , but were driven outagain , the Colonel | 
van Gent , brother of the Admiral deceafed, being there 
flain: The 6. ditoin the night they ftormed again, but 
were three times couragioufly beaten off, as alfo the 7. 
dito. Inthe mean while, Patents were come to the Grave, 
to depart with moft part of the Garrifon to the Bos, where 
the Governour having gotten in fome Spaniards, bit no. 
order to recave them, fent them back tothe Grave , where 
being come near theCity,they were fet upon by theFrench,” 
and forthe moft partrouted, by whichalfothe Grave was 
loft.

2. Free permifjion for a whole year to all English that remained in 
the Colony of Surinam , to depart thence when they shall defire, with 
all thew goods , of what nature foever they be, according to the Trea-. 
ty of Breda. 
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3. Perpetual banishment out of allthe Territories of the United 
Provinces of allthe Kings Subje@s chat ave declared guilty of Crimer 
Lala Majeftarts , together with allother, which shall be noted by hus 
Mayefty to have published feditious Libels , ov otherwife to ha-ve con- 
phired againft the Peace, and tranquility of bis Kingdoms. 

"4. Reftoring to bis Majefty the expences of the war, to the [um 
ofone million of pounds flerling 5 whereof 400000. shall bepaid, be- 
sween this and the month OGober next en{uing , and she reft by 
300000. pounds flerling every year.

‘The 1g. dito the English Ambaffadors came in the © 
Kings own coach, conducted by 500. horfe to Antwerp 
where they had conference with the Earl of Montery , ha- 
ving a Commiffioner of France with them, BOnTRE » to - 
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draw Montery from fiding with us, forafmuch as hithertog 

notonely by order from the Spanish Court, but through 
_ hisown inclination and vigilancy, he had much affifted 
this State,by fending auxiliary troups in moft Frontiersin 
Brabant, Flanders, Maeftricht , and into our Army it felf 
wherefore they defired , that he would call them back 
again, or make himfelf matter of thofe Cities in which 
they lay : but perceiving they could gain nothing upon 
him , departed the 26. dito from Antwerp over Calis for 
London, where they arrived the laft dito. 
_ The 26. July, the King brake up from Boxtel, with 
Monfieur & other Grandees, with a conduct of 14.000. 
men, pafling through the Meyery over Beringen, St. 
Truyen, Hanuyt, Charleroy, Onetioy: dire&tly to St, 
Germein, where he arrived 1.Auguft: the Prince ofCondé 
foilowing him shortly after with moft of the Gentry and 
Voluntartes : in which return they of Mattricht , (as for- 
merly & afterward) got very great booty, daily going forth 
for prey, and fince the beginning of the war till now , have 
got an incredible{poil, of which the Spanish Auxiliaries 
had not the leaft part, whofe horfe were moft in this fervi- 
ce. The Duke of Monmouth went home over Flanders , 
his Regiment of 2400. being melted away to 1500. And 
thusto the admiration of every one, this Compayne was. 
before Auguft broken up, Monfr.de Turennealio, Ge- 
neraliffimo of the Kings Leger in the Netherlands , left 
the fiege of the Bos, and marched higher up ; fome Troups 
at times appearing before Heufden , andthe Bos, to fetch 
incontribution , and burned fome Villages about Breda. 

The Bishops of Colen & Munfter had begun 28. July 
to play with their Canon upon Groeningen, & to open 
their Loopgraves. They in the City were reafonably pro« 
vided, & had preparedall thing without forto hold outa 
fiege. But that which was moft ofall,they hada gallant Go- 
vernour, the Lord Rabenhaupt, anda notable Comman- 
der,the Duke of Holftein Pleun,and other worthyOfficers: 
The Governour took upon himfelf the whole manage- 
meat of the Militia and Si wigs » being very ftrictin 
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difcipline ofwar, and very vigilant to look toall things: 
_ Hereby the Magiftrate was fruftrated of their opportuni- 

~ ty,,to play their parts, as they in other Cities did , and citi- 
zens and foldiers kept from mutiny. The Enemy made 
his approaches both out of the Munfters and Colish Quar- 
ters, shooting very hard continually, whereby they got to 
the Counter({carp, cafting without ceafing fiery Bullets, 
Bombes, Granados, Stink: potsand Pitch - Garland into 
the City. Bur they within both Citizens , Students and 
Soldiers, defended the City with unwearied pains: never 
appeared the leaft difcouragement amongift them ; but 
contrary itincreafed , through the fuccefle of diverfe iflu- 
ings forth upon them , and by the fuccours of fuch ascame 
from other places, as many Companys of Koningsmark, 
fome Friefes, and the whole Regiment of jorman of Am- 
fterdam, befide the fupply of all neceffary Provifion and 
Ammunition. When they fawtheir Houfes through the 
force of the Bombes tumbling down, in ttead of being dis- 
heartened, they were the more encouraged, The Wo- 
men themfelves {tepping over the ruines of their habita- 
tions ,to encourage their Husband to the fight; they light- 
ly efteemed the loffe ofan Arm, Leg, Child or Friend, in 
re(pect of their purchafed liberty, in which they continued 
with fuch con{tant manfullneffe and unwearied zeal , un- 
- tillthat che Enemy the 28, Auguft was forced with shame 
to quitthe fiege. Oh! Praife- worthy Groeningers , how 
wickedly did other Cities betray themfelves; yetin truth, 
this of Groeningen could hardly be termed a fiege,the City 
being onely clofed at 2. or 3. Bulwarks , andthe reft free 
__ being provided ofall neceflaries , never fuftaining a ftorm, 
onely furoufly shot up on with Bullets and Granados , 
which did little hurt except to the houles , although it is re- 
ported , they caftin above §coo Granados, many of them — 
weiging 4. ands. hundred pound a piece, which indeed 
did ruine that part of the City , butdid little hurt to peo- 
ple, there being not above 8o. flain during the whole fie- 
e, but very many ofthe Enemy , who belides the woun- 


ded amounted tothe number of 4536. under which were 
three 
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thee Commanders, two Lieutenants Colonels , 63. Cap- 
tains, with many other Officers: many were taken prifo- 
ners, and about 5000. ran away, fothat the army of 24.000, 
was decreafed to 14000 and an infinite number of Fire- 
worksconfumed. TheEnemy leaving the City, fet their 
Tents and Leger-place on fire; bot were fain to leavefome 
Canon with much Ammunition and Leger inftruments 
behind them , the which they ofthe City made good prize 
of, and flighted all the Enemies works. 

At Sea, fince the battle ofthe 7. June, nothing confides 
rable fell out, our Fleet ftill keeping near Zealand, upon 
-what ground , isdiverfly conjectured; ‘The Enemies Fleet 
alfo feemed to have little intention for another engage- 
ment, yet in the midft of July they came before the Texel, 
in all appearance thedefign being to Land their men fo- 
me where or other, but the Heavens by a violent ftorm 
hindred the fame,which fooner than they were willing dra- 
ve one of their ships a shore, and fent back many shattered 
home again , the reft remaining crofling about our Seas 
ports, thinking in appearance yet to bring about their de- 
fing: in the mean while, our Fleet having no confidera- 
ble loffe by that ftorm. But the Enemy having repaired 
their Ships for the moft part, {pread themfelvesall about 
on Sea, for to watch our marchand men ; but efpecially 
our Ships returning fromtheIndies. And ther. Auguft 
fome Seamen came hither in an Advice- Yaght from Chi- 
lon, and being purfued by the English to our very Coaft, 
and feeing no way ofefcape , they them{felves endeavored 
to finck her , and foefcaped in the Boat, however the En- 
glish faved the faid Jaght, and brought it for England, but 
wasofnogreatvalew. ‘The 6.dito, tidings came of 14, 
- Eaft-Indies Ships, happily arrived upon the Eems , who 
not knowing of the war , and having met with no English , 
faving two Frigats before the Eems, who made fignsfor 
afliftance, but in vain; and therefore were fain to fuffer 
them all {afely to get in, which being atthe time ofthe be- 
fieging of Groeningen, the FortDelf-zijl had the hap to'be 
furnished with powder and shot out of Kait- India, the ber- 

ter 
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ter to defendthe ships. Suddenly many Smack - boats 
were fent thither, to take out the fineftWares,and to bring 
them home over the Wadden , and our Ships of war went 
to the Eams, to fetch off thefe India Ships, all which bya 
{pecial providence arrived at their feveral Ports without 
any hinderance, and the Fleet returned again to Zealand, 
And itis very remarkable, that the English lurking for 
our Eaft- Indie ships, themfelves,lofta very rich Indie ship 
of their own, called the Faulcon, being taken by a Zealand 
Caper, and brought upat Bergen in Norway. After this 
nothing was done by both Fleets,the defign of theEnemy, 
which was to Land on our Coatfts , being continually hin-: 

‘dered by hard weather , in the mean while our Capers, 
which at the beginning of the War were not permitted , 

with many other that had Commiffion from Zealand, 

went out to Sea, and yet daily do, whichalready have fo 
much endammaged the French and efpecially the 

English , that their lofle is rated at fome millions. 

The condition of the remainder of our Country, we 
left under the fad tumult of the Inhabitants , by which all 
things were like to come into a lamentable confufion , 
and if [judge notamiffe , in greater peril , than through 
the Armies of the French, every moment we being in 
danger to ftrand upon the blind Rocks of the incenfed vul- 
gar, of which the effeéts were fo many and diverfe, 
that it would be too confufed and tedious a work 
to rehearfe or read them ; it will be fufficient to rela- 
te the chiefeft , by which may eafily be judged of 
the reft. ; 

Upon the general infurrection of the Citizens againft 
the Magittrates, it was in fome Cities published , and 
Letters from ‘his Highneffe divulged dated the 9. July» 
wherein the Citizens were commanded to abftain from 
-fuch manner of proceedings , and to let things remain as 
formerly they were, upon pain of difpleafure , and to be 
punished as difturbers of the common peace, it being an 
* intrenchement on his Highneffe authority as Stadholder 5 
whofe office it is to difpofe of the concerns of sino 
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{tracy : wherefore if any in the Regency were guilty 3 
they might be orderly charged, and being found guilty 5 
should be according to defert punished. Hereupon the 
Citizens expected that bis Highnefs would makea gene- 
ral reformation in the Goverhmént, but nothing came of 
it ; and no wonder , fot this lron was too hot for him to 
lay hold on, the time not being yet fuitable to begin a work 
ot fuch confequence: Neverthelefs, the Commons would 
{ohaveit, and theretore they fet upon the work again. 
Rotterdam and Dort difplaced the moft part of the agie 
ftrates, and nominated others in their room : andin many 
other places,by threatning Petitions,the reftitution oftheir 
Old Priviledges laid by , were required. Delf was taken 
in by the Pefants of Maesland , and the Magiftrates con- 
{trained to give them and the Citizens fatisfaction. The li- 
ke was done at der Gou,and at der Tholen the Pefants ca- 
me to alter the Magiftrates. At Zierickzea they brake the 
windows of the Town- houfe, but the Citizens shut out the 
Pefants that were entring,themfelves gl a aa, the Town- 
houfe, shutting it up, ad difplacing all the Magiftrates. 
At Middleborough the Citizens and common people 
had fet upon the Magiftrates till fuch time the Pefants ca- 
me, brake open the City gates , and lifting up the Doors 
from off the Bars , drew 7. of the Lords without the City, 
whom they would not let go till they had received fatis- 
faction. Vlifflingen and ter Vere alfo turned all upfide 
down , andat ter Goes, the Citizens rofe up againft {ome 
whom they termed Traytors: Leyden was deep in the 
reformation, depofing all their Lords and shut up the 
Town-houfe. Haerlem did not much leffe: In North- 
Holland the Women themfelves very bufy , to have 
things ordered to their mind. At Amfterdam alfo were 
meetings at their Doelens,fome of whom, not fatisfyed to 
have occafioned great trouble in the Church, were ring- 
leaders alfo to do the like in the Policy : But the Magiftra- 
tesaccording totheir wonted wifdom,defirous to prevent 
the ftorm opproaching refigned the whole Government ,: 
andayery one his charge to the free difpofal and pleafure — 
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ofhisHighnefs,who feeing the unavoidible neceffity for the 
common peace, did according to the refolution of the Sta- 
tes General in date of 7. Augutt , take in hand the altering 

of the Magiftracy , difpofing thereofin fome Cities as he 
thought beft himfelf, in others he chofe out fome of them 
that were upon nomination,in fome he did it by Commif- 
fioners, which notwith{tanding gave not full content to 
all, but much disfatisfaétion {till remained , which was not. 
alittle fomented by {uch as imagined themieves injuried 
by this alteration. But bleffed be God, that this drew no 
further difafter along with it, and the Gouvernment was 
in fome meafure brought toa more fetled pofture, by put-. 
ting by fuch as the commons fufpected. Whatconcerns 
the plundrings, and perfonal affaultings , they were diver- 
fe, whereby alfothe greateft of the Land were in jeopardy, 
as Burgemaiter Graaf, the Ambaffador de Groot,the Lord 
of Beverning'; yea, the ancient Prince Maurice of Naflaw 

“himéfelf ; ye, fuch was the rage of the vulgar, as they threat- 
ned to plunder the houfe of Admiral de Ruyter; which al- 
fo was really done to many of the Magiltrates houfes in 
diverfe Cities : but it shall futfice to note in its place one 
example thereof , happened at the Hague the 20. 
Augutt. 

After the King of France his departure, the quitting 
of the fiege before the Bos, the breaking up of Turennes 
Leger, and the delivery of Groeningen , no great matter 
of concern paffed between.us andthe Enemy , except {c- 
me skirmishes, of which | will note the principal as they 
fell out. ae 

22. July;the Ambaffadorde Groot, who was the chief 
ofthe Commiffioners fentto the King of France, filently 
departed the Land with his Family , as perceiving that the 
changeoftime, would not permit the transaftions with 
France to go forward , his Highneffe not being altogether 
fatisfyed with him therein ; but difavowing the fame , de- 
clared , that he was ready to defend his Country tothe ut- 
moft, and to hazard lifeandallfor the fame. De Groot 
‘wrote a Letter to the State in way ofexcufe, that he was 
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Ponely retired for to efcape the machinations ofhis ene- 
mies, andthe rage of the vulgar , by which for fome while 
he had been in perill of being overwhelmed: That all his 
fervices had beenimproved for the good. of the Lands 
neither would yet undertake any thing to the prejudice of 
the State. ,, 
26.dito, The Friefes under Alua, were unawares af. 
faultet by 13. Standards of the Bishop, between Dragten 
and Bergen , where the Frieles being allured intoan Am- 
bush , would have fallen short, had they not been fecon- 
ded, whereby thofe of the Bishop were driven back with 
the lofs of 150. horfe, being onely 25. of our foldiers flain. 
31. dito, The Penfionaris de Wt . for the firtt time went 
to Church, after his recovery of his wounds, wherein he 
was the more haifty, for to have the opportunity , tobe 
af_iftant to the intricate and dangerous condition of his 
brother the Ruart van Putten,who the 24.dito was brought 
from Dortto the Hague , and there kept prifoner. The 1. 
Auguit, the Penfionaris went and complimented his 
Highneffe over his INuftrious Character and advance. 
The 4. dito, he appeared id the Affembly of the States of 
olland :. where he made an Oration of his great fervices 
and care for the welfare of the State, but perceiving that in 
this conjuncture they could be no longer for the profit, but 
ontrarywife to the difadvantage of the Land, he therefore 
as cometo lay down his office of Penfionarship ; perhaps 
@ihe forefaw he was not like longtohold, or at leaft 
e@iite the fame, and withal defired that accordingto 


igh Court of juftice; but forafmuch as there fell difpu- 
e aboutthe Ranck , and afterward Zealand was oppofite 
o the Seffion it felf, and as is reported the Chair of Sta- 
e was denied to him in the Church, he never after appea- 
ed in the Councel. Lae

1. Auguft, Towards evening went out of Utrecht about 
3000. men, mott Horfe,having fome pieces by them, with 
which the day after they came before Krooneaburg , whe- 
‘re Captain Witze commanded with about 200 men, it 
was a {trong Fort , but not provided with Ammunition, of 
which the French with fome loffe made themfelves ma- 
{ters , carrying away out Soldiers prifoners to Utrecht ; 
which alfo they did to the Fort Loenerfloot , in which lay 
onely a few men , both which Forts a while after they left; 
by powder demolishing Kroonenburg , and having plun- 
dered all Loenen and what was thereabout, rétired with 
the fpoil to Utrecht. 

8. dito, In the Quarters of his Highneffe, Captain de 
Hingyofla, whohad laid in Wefel , was fentenced by the 
High Councel of War to be beheaded, for cowardize, 
mutiny, andtreachery. Colonel Mombas, whohad defer- 
ted his poft ofthe Tolhoufe, was the fame day his brother 
in law, de Groot departed the Land, fentenced to be de» 
prived ofall digwities and Offices; to be detained 15. years 
prifoner; but this fentence was neuer pronunced againft 
kim , and not long after he efcaped, and went overto 
the Enemy, upon which 3000. gildens was fer upoa him 
by proclamation, The 23,Auguit,Colonel d’Offery for his

another Colonel of Wefel alfo was difgraded and fent 
away + other Officers of Rijnberck , Wefel, and other pla- 
ces for their cowardize were detained prifoners , {ome at 
Maftricht, others at Gorcum and Bodegrave. 

10. dito, Some Horfe out of the Quarters of his High- 
neffe, advanced tothe very gates of Utrecht, rushing into | 
the Enemies retrenchment, killing many and bringing 
away 16 prifoners, with the lofle of two men onely. About | 
this time, our Militia was muftered by theLord Beverning — 
here , and by others in other places, and were found to 
be 783.

away the Horfe that werecoming thither ; In the mean 
“ while, the mutiny ofthe Citizens encreafed , crying now 
we have both the Traytors within, they shall not efcape us; 
and two of the Citizens Officers, with fome Gentlemen 
of the Companies and Commons went up , to bring them” 
down, where they found the Rvard in his Gown upon his] 
bed , and ohn fitting before him, who with foft words 
andin way ofexcufing did pacifiethefe Officers, and pre=' 
vailed with them to fit down at Table to eat: by which 
ftay and the encreafe'’of the vulgar , the tumult rofetoan 
extream height, andfo shot they furioufly at the Apa 
ate 
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Gate, and at length with iron Inftruments brake it in pie- 
ces, as alfo fome inner-doores: upon whichthe dooreof 
the prifon chamber was opened , Fohx deWit asking , well 
good people, to what end is all this force? but feeing it 
was their intention caufe them to come down, he took his 
brother by the hand, and went with much thrufting and 
kicking down the ftairs ; coming below , Ze¢zthought to 
have gone behind the armed men, and not thorow the 
ranks; but was by the vulgar preefently feifed on , and by 
acitizen ftroke on the head withthe thick end of his mus- 
quet , fo that he felldown, but foon rofe up again; butat 
the fecond blow he funk down to the ground , and'thena 
citizen fetting his foot upon his neck, shothim witha 
pocket piftol thorow the head: The Ruard was ferved in 
the fame kind, being fallen upon, beaten , shot, and rhruft 
thorow ,andthe Gown of the Ruard , and Cloak of ‘fobs 
torn into {mall pices with their cloths, and fo thrown 
about. 

Itremained not thus onely , buttheir dead bodies were 
dragged to the place ofexecution, and hanged by their 
feet ttark naked upon the affents ofthe Gibbet, in the 
fight of allthe World: whereupon the vulgarsfury not 
yet fatisfyed, they toward the evening firft cut off the 
two foremoft fingers of John de Wit , wherewith he had 
fubfcribed and {worn the perpetual Edié&, and afterward. 
cut of the Fingers,Toes, Nofe, Ears, and privy Members 
of both ofthem, and prying into tho innermoft_parts , 
plucked out their BowJs, winding them about their arms, 
tore their Hearts out of their bofoms, {crewed open their 
Bodies with wooden pricks, offering, to fale in all parts of 
the City , yea, in other 'Townsinlandifch and outlandish 
the torn pieces of their Garments, and Members of their 
bodies; A Toe was fold for 1o. the joynt of a Finger for 
¥2. a Finger for 15. andan Ear for 25. ftuyvers, and fo 
prorato, accordingly , fome of them they dryed, embal- 
med, and carried aboutto be feen for money ; and they 
that went tothe higheft pitch of inhumanity , did mab § 
referens) rofttheir Flesh and ate it. Who would believe 
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that ever our Netherlands should have brought forth z 
thropophagi? - : a 
The night drawing her Curtains before this tragi 
~ Theatre, the Actors and Spectators departed ; whereup 
came a Coach with five Laquies, which took away wh 
was leftof the Bodies, bringing the fame inthe Houfé 
Iohn de Wit ; burying the fame filently the next night, 
the New Church, in the Grave where Fohn de Wits 
laid: Some there were that {pake of takingthem up out 
_ the Graves again , to burn them to ashes, and fling the 
. into the air; fearing perhaps , leaft by another change 
time, their bones should rearthem up, a Grave ofhono 
as Martyrs of the State as was formerly foretold , shot 
be doneto Barnevelt. However, they fatisfyed themfe 
in putting their hands tothe laft work of breaking to fitt 
their Arms,which were made to be hung up in theChuré 
for they would root out their memory , ifthey could 
well astheir Lives from the Earth. 
Their Kindted complying with the intemperan 


ers {pake of the transtaction, as their fancies led thet

leets of Enemies could be folong thus ney to each other , 
jithout any engaging. 
- The War which till now hath been fo fore upon us, was 
iven on by the profeffed enmity of 2. mighty Kings , 
ine Elector, andthe Bishop of Wettphalia , betides ma= 
ly other who under hand did favour and affift them: 
there on the contrary , we onely a little fupplied by the 
Bpanish Netherlands, were forfaken of all our former Al- 
ies. With Brandenburg in deeda Treaty defenfive was 
dade, but hitherto without any effet , untill that the 
ords of Amerongen and Pelnits took their journey thi- 
er with vaft {ums , the ship in which they were , happily 
mecting a boat from Hamburg before the Welfer, who 
ld them there lay three English ships before the Elve, 
Mhich waited for the coming of an Holland ship with mo- 
ney, and that, if they would but look up, they might fee 
them - wherefore it feemed moft fafe tothefe Lords, to. 
il with the money to Bremen, where they well arrived - 
from that time forward, there was a gathering of fome Sole 
t ers, of which continually was much fpoken and long ex. 
Pectation ; At the fame timealfo the Emperor raifed for. 
Ges at Egra , occording to aleague defenfive between him 
and Brandenburg, for the penty of the Empire againft 
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Erancein which league Spain and Denmarck, alfo wer 
included ; which to us feem edto promife fome good, an 
the rather becaufe it was certainly reported the Branden 
burgers traine came down , and the Electorhimfelf 26. 
Augutt arrived at Halberftadt, where alfo the Earl Monte- 
cuculi, General ofthe Imperial Troups came the 10. Sep- 
tember. It was expected that both thefe Armies would 
have come further to the Rhijn fide,and preffe into Wett- 
phalia: wereupon, alfo Turenne gathered his Forces and 
encamped between Weefel and Doesburgh, for to have 
a waking eye upon them: but the Auxiliary Troups ha- 
ving laid {ome while about Halberftadt, changed their 
courfe , returning back to Franckfurt, The Elector lea- 
ying {ome Forces upon the borders of Weftphalia,and the 
Auxiliaries fate down at Fridburg and Butspach ; whereu- 
pon Turenne alfo marched up higher with his Army ; ae 
longft the Rhijn, and pitched over againft Ceulen. 

And notwithftanding , we here were altogether igno- 
rant of the intent the Auxiliaries hadinthis march, yet it | 
put fome courage into us; for hereby Turennes Army > 
was kept off fromus, and inthe interim our Armies en- 
creafed mightily with inlandish Forces, as diverfe Regi- 
ments of Konincksmark, The General Polens, of the 
Duke of Holftein Pleun , ofthe Earl of Witgenttein, and | 
the like, which came out of other Countries; the method 
alfo of the Militia was better ordered; the Leger Pofts in 
better defence, and the commotions at home fedated ; all 
which gave more fatisfaction to the Citizens; but on the 
contrary , itencreafed the mifery of the conquered places, — 
and daily augmented their oppeffion: On the plains all 
was ruinated by fire and {word, in theCities excetlive bur- 
dens and contributions raifed, and Soldiers inquartered | 
in the Citizens houfes,and themfelves difarmed; and upon 
high threats of punishment required to bring all their 
Arms up to the Town-houfe tot belockt up: Diverfe of © 
their Curches, contrary toagreement, taken from them , 
and thorowoutall the Conqueft the following Proclama- 
tion of the King was published : Whereupon on the

Rom the King : His Majefty being well informed , that a 
great mumber of the Inhabitants of the new conque- 
ed Lands by bis Arms Holland have abandoned and for faken their 
ands, Houfes, and Inheritances , retiring themfel-ves elfewhere 
His Majefties pleafure being to force them to return , doth ordain and 
ommand expre/ly , that owners of the faid Houfes thus abandoned , 
o come and dwell there again and , that before the end of this month 
w running on, without any longer delay, upon pain, the time being 
aft of confi{cation of alltheir revenues , and to be obliged every day 
topay 50. gilders for the maintenance of the Troups of bis Magefty 
and in cafe of no payment , their Houfes to be rafed down to the 
ground, and their plantations ruinated. 

His Majefty commands and ordains to his Lieutenants Generals 
Commanders of his Troups inthe conquered Countries , as alfoto the 
Lord Robert Intendant of the Fuftue , Polity and Finances , in his 
regard to look unto the execution of thefe prefents , the which bis Ma= 
jefty will have puplished, andin all places affixed , “where it’s require, 
that none may pretend ignorance hereof. Given at Verfalles , the 9,

In Engeland thetime of the Parliaments coming toges 
ther approached, but it pleafed the King to prorogue them 
untill February next coming , of which there were diverfe 
thoughts, but moftjudged ita fing of {mall apearance of 
peace, which feemed the more credible , becaufe of the 
news; that France and England had prolonged theyr Al- 
liance for 6, moneths. 

The 28. dito, Ours made an attempt upon Naarden, te 
whichend many ships went withSoldiers trony derGow to 
the Southern Sea, and from Amfterdam and other Potts 
with boats to Weefp, for to fall upon Naarden altogether 
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mt one time early inthe morning, both by Water and b 
Land; the Soldiers at Land, with whom his Highneffe wa 
in perfon being ready at the fertime, and were advanced 
near unto the City, they within not yet knowing of it, 
but by reafon of an extraordinary calm , the Soldiers 
in the ships, nor the Float- boats with the Canon 
could come up, forthe attempt came to nothing, for his 
Highneffe not willing to hazard his forces, which might 
have been failen upon from behind out of Amersfoord 
and Utrecht, drew off the Militia to their Pofts, onely lea- 
ying fome Potted in Grave-land and Ankeveen. . 
Oétob. 7. Some French ( who upon the attempt of 
Naarden werecome from Utrecht ) fell upon ours, who 
were Pofted in Graven-land, putting to flight, and taking 
fome of them prifoners; whereupon the French advanced 
before the Sluce of Ankeveen, where Prince Maurice had 
planted fome Pallifados, and caft up of afudden a Breft- 
work , upon which the French fell on with great fury, but 
were repulfed with the loffe of fifty men, and on our fide 
onely one Captain. 
10.dito, An attempt upon Woerden was made, the 
Lord of Zuyleftein out of the Princes Quarter, and the 
£arl of Horn out of Ouwater, coming inthenight before 
it, but paffed by to their appointed pofts; Zuylettein with 
the Regiment ofSolms, and fome other Companies to 
Groven-bridge , betwixt Utrecht and Woerden, to hin- 
der fuccours from Utrecht, pofting there with a Battery 
toward Utrecht: The Earl of Horn having by him fome 
Companies of Mariners lay Pofted upon Polanen and the 
Saw-mills, toshoot upon the City from thence. The 11. 
dito, with the breaking of the day , the Watch-man on 
the Tower {pyed, that there were Forces come before the 
City , and founding twice the Bells, all was alarmed in the 
City, and the found of Mufquets heard , anfwered one 
another: Whereupon the Watch made a fire upon the 
South-eaft Corner ofthe Walk, for a fignto them of Ut- 
recht, that thy were in ftreffe for fuccours , andthe wind 
blowing very hard, the Tower, Church, and 15. or 14. 
Houles 
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oufes were confumed toashes, the fire during till the 
fternoon was the City-houfe wouderfully preferved. In 
he mean wihle, his Hieghneffe made his approaches tothe 
ide of Bodegrave , to make an attempt upon it ; but they 
ithin fent forth fome to fet on fire the Tile-houfes , it 
eing about the evening , which in meafure fucceeded , 
utthey were foon driven in again by ours: At which ti-. 
e Duke of Luxenburg with 6. a 7000. men, fell upon the 
uarter of Zuylettein , but was manfully refitted : The 12. 
ito, arly in the morning, the Princes men {caled the 
alls by the favour of Fire-ballsandGranados,upon which 
they within iffued out, but fell short, and foon returned 
back to the City, leaving behind many dead, among 
which were 18. Officers, being followed by our men to 
the very gates , which the French had out ofa fudden fear 
left a good while open, and without guard; foasit might: 
by our men haye eafily been taken, had they gone for« 
ward. 

Whilethis wasa doing , andall things prepared to force 
the City, for which the Prince himfelfin perfon advaficed 
to the very Gate, the Duke of Luxenburgh (who the 
night before was beaten off from the quarter of Zuyle- 
{tein) through the help of fome Pefants was led along the 
Houdijck toCamerijck , and from thence came by the 
Cruipin (though the waters were knee- deep and higher ) 
betwixt Woerden and the quarter of Zuyleftein , andon 
»afudden fell upon them from behind, where it was naked 
and the Canon turned: and however they fought man- 
fully, yet that quarter not able to ftand out againft the 
whole power of the French, would have been ruined, in 
cafe the Earl of Horn, had not come to their affiftance, 
who fell upon the French with fuch courage , that many 
were flain , fighting with the rapier in their hand, and the 
Mariners withtheir knives. By which defence our men 
had opportunity to retisein order, onely the Canon of 
Zuyleftein, with his Ammunition was taken ; but the 
Earl of Horn brought of hismen,and fummoned the City 
before he departed : And his highnefle hearing the tidings 
hereof; 
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herof, gave order to retire with the whole train, and to t 
turn to the Leger-pofts , the city by thefe fuccours bein 
too much fortityed , for to attempt further upon it. In thi 
encounter indeed the defign upon the City did not pro 
{per, yet there was no difadvantage in the battle; ther 
being loft on out fide not above §00. men inall, both pri 
foners and {lain , among whom was the Lord Zuyleftein 
and Lieutenant Colonel Schimmel-penning , on the othe 
hand the French loft above two thoufand , among who 
were fome of great quality with many highand inferio 
Officers, fo that France it felf did not greatly boaft of thi 
encounter. 

At thefametime it was appointed , that the Garrifon o 
Schoonhoven should make a diverlion,under the Marqui 
de Lovigni, and alarm Vreeswijck , otherwife called d 
Vaert, over againft Vianen, which was alfo done,with fuch 
fuccefs that our men approaching longftthe Dike , with 
the loffe of 7. or 8. under which were two Captains, ente- 
ted the fame, bat inftead to advance further and fall up- 
on the French , who notabove an hundred meanly retren- 
ched lay below the Sluce, every one fella plundering,and 
with their booty retired , fetting fome houfes on fire; whe- 

- yeupon the French came afterward and burnt down the 
Church it felf with fome other houfes. At the fametime 
alfo it was ordered to makea falfe alarm about Naarden , 
buthad noeffect. 

17. dito, 36. Out of Aardenburg affaulted the Fort 
Knocke;, laying on the Vaart, upon the Steen-ftraet , whe-| 
tethe French had a Coftomhoufe, which they took in, kil 
ling many of the French, and taking 29. prifoners, among 
whom was the Cuftom-matter and the Controller, and 
brought with them the King Arms , with good booty 
fetting the Fort on fire , but was afterwared again repared 
by the French. 

The 17. dito, the great Councel of War was heldat der | 
Gow 5 were prefent his Highneffe , and the Gene- 
tals ofthe Leger, but their Con{ultations were kept very 
clofe: but {oon after, a great number of lnland-ships to ah 
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umber of 800. 0/1000. were arrefted, with whichthe 26. 
ito and following dayes from Rotterdam and der Gow 
ere shipped the moit part of the States Horfe, and fo« 
e Regiments of Foot, to the Brabants Coafts , being fol- 
lowed by fome of the greateft Commanders and his High- 
neffe himfelf, who brought them into potture about Bre- 
da, and marched intothe Country of Luyck,with what de- 
fign was kept very fecret. 

26.dito, The Muntters with 1400 men ,camealong the 
Long Acker or New- fconfe , and fell upon ours for to rai- 
fe the fiege of the Bellingwolder or Old-fconfe, but were 
fo welcomed , that they were forced foon to retire to the 
New-fconfe, 200. and more being flain and ftript ; whe- 
reupon thofe of the Old-fconfe the 27. dito began to par- 
ly, and, departed thence with burning match,to the num- 
ber of goo. of which fcarcely an 100. came into Coever- 
den, and our men did with all {peed labour to block u 
the New-fconfe, asclofeas poflibly might be; but foraf- 
muchas it cannot be well approached to, and they within 
weil provided , it migt in all appearance hold out long. 

The Emperial and Brandenburger Forces kept along 
whileabout Franckfurt, where were held diverfe Confe- 
rences with the Princes thereabout , touching the mar- 
ching of thefe people through their Territories , the Ele- 
ctor of Ments,being refolved to hinder their coming over 
the Rhijne ; and therefore took away the Bridge before the 
City, whereupon the Confederates in the beginning of 
November made aShip-bridge over the Main nearFleers. 
heim , where fell out skirmishes about Ufingen, where 
fome ofthe Emperialifts guardinga Pas over the Lhaan , 
were fet upon by fome Companies of Turenne, who him- 
felf with his Army marched trom Colen up higer , and wag 
already advancoed near Coblents and the Wefter-wald: 
‘This encounter fell out to the advantage of the Confe- 
derates , they keeping the Pas, though they were fewer 
in number, and the 7. and 8. dito, they paffed over the 
Bridge they had made + the Emperial General Montecu- 
culibeing to depart to Weenen, and the Duke de Bodr- 
| neville 
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neville to come in his place to command the Emperial 
Troups: And at this time the Prince of Condé was comé 
to Mets, to gather an Army about the Moefel , to with- 
ftand the Confederates , to which endall was brought to- 
gether in France, what poffible could be, to fend to Cone, 
de: The 24. dito, the Duke of Anjou; who was born 5 
while the King wasin the Field died. Te French fearing 

that the Emperialiits would march longft the Bergitraat 

through the Palts , and pafle the Rhijn at Straatsburg over 

the Bridge, to come intothe Elfas , thereupon the Com- 

mander in Brifack shipping 700. men, came the 16. No- 

vember in the night and burntthe Bridge at Straatsburg 5 

ruining 8. arches thereof, to the great attonishment of the 

Emperialifts not feeking that way, made a Bridge over 

the Rhijna little higher than Maints, andin part marched 

over the fame; Whereupon alfo the Marshal Turenne 

laid over the Rhijne , fomwhat below Coblents by Ander- 

nach , and departed with fuch {peed out the Bergsland and 

Welterwald , that the fick and overweary were left behind 

above a 1000. in number, all which by the Pefants there 

about were knockt in the head. 

November 4. 400. French came into the Village Wa- 
verveen: wherethe Pefant at firft made fome refittance , | 
butfoon retired; an Outlayer having in it 28.men, and 
{ome iron pieces , defended it felfcouragioufly , butran 
aground, avd fo was maftered , whereupon the French 
plundered the Town, much abufing the Pefants, and be- | 
fore they departed, fet the Town on fire.

fire Abkow, nothing being exfpected, but this Winter 
they will ruinate all the open Country where ever they can 
come. : 

14. dito, A party of goo. out of Ouwater, furprized 14. 
ships with Hay by Monfoort, with Oats, Straw and Corn, ” 
intending for Utrecht, fome they brought with Laps fo 
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the reftthey burnt. And the day following, the Marquis 
de Touars Commander of the. Goverwelle - fluce witha 
allant party, fet upon many Boats with provifion, going 
or Utrecht and Woerden, taking 30. ofthem, and funk 
8. before Woerden , whereupon {oon after the French de- 
ferted the Cities Y ffel{tein and Monfoort, blowing up the 
Tower of the Fort of Monfoort. 

16. dito, The Muntfters forfook the Yler-fconfe , becau- 
fe as itfeemed, 2500. Horfe of the Prince of Courland ; 
taken into fervice of thisState, were arrived at Lier in 
Eaft-Friefland, for to come here into our Country trough 
Groeningen. About an hundred of our men laying be- 
fore the Old-fconfe , were commanded to take poffeffion 
of the Yler-{confe ; whereupon a day two or three after 
3000. Muntters fell on again, driving our men out, and 
taking fome prifoners, as alfo routed 200. of the Courlan- 
ders, who were gone a grafing too far in Weftphaly , yet 
many ofthefe afterward made shift to return to their main 
body: the Muntfters loft not many leffe in thisrencoun- 
tre, and quitting the Yler-fconfe again , it was well nigh 
wholy ruinated. 

20. dito , 50. men out of Block-zijl madea party and 
hard by Haffelt encountred 36. of Colen with a Lieute- 
nant, whom with 24. they took prifoners, and killed the 
reft. The28- dito, The French came to the Poft of An- 
keveen, from which they were forced to retire with the 
loffe of 8. men, and 4.. or 5. prifoners; yet in their retiring 
burnt fome houfes behind the Town. Fhe 30. dito, they 


came again to Abkow, thinking to burn down the remai- 


ning of it, but our men falling outofthe Fort, hindred the 


fare , and took 30. of them prifoners ; and fome other of ’ 


ours ina boat, went to Breuckelen , and fetcht 19. French 
from thence , and brought them prifoners to Abkow. 

' 26. dito, In theafternoon 1000. men went forth oft of 

Utrecht and Vyanen, joyning with fome Horfeand Foot 

of Cuylenburgh, from thence they marched to that fair 

’ Town, of Ameyde ,. which had a retrenchment at the 

» Sluce » with Paliffados , where hic Bamphield with 


his 
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his Soldiers had the watch: In the nicht the French fellon; 
and made themfelves maiters thereof, finding, asitfee- — 
meth, little refifttance , forthe Field Marshal Wurts at ‘he 
noile of the shooting, hafting from Gorcumto their affi- 
ftance, found the worcks yet entire , onely one Paliffado 
hewed down: after the French had plundredand burnt 
down part of the houfes, they returned back with 64. pri- 
foners, of Soldiers ,Contrymen and Women: but many 
of their own were wounded , among whom was the Mar- 
quisde Caftelnou, a chief Commander and Head of this 
action , who dyed of his wounds at Utrecht: They had 4. 
times as many flain, as we, among whom were many Of- 
ficers, for our Outlayers or Boats shot with their Canon 
fore upon them. Many of the Regiment of Bamphield 
ranaway , and he himieif was accufed of misdemeanor , — 
andas itis reported, put in prifon at Langerack ; The 
French feeking by all means poffible, through one or 
other ofour Poftsto breack into Holland, madefomefew | 
dayes after an attempt upon Schoonhoven, but were bea- 
ten off with great loffe. 

29. dito, 500. men from Block-zijl and the Kuynder, — 
came before Swartfluce , with 30. Capers , and 3. very 
great Flat-boats, which were fenced and provided with | 
great Guns, or half Cartows, having about aIcoo. men ~ 
with them for to Land , and fo altogether to fall upon the — 
Sluce: 200..of our Land-foldiers fell on fo ftoutly atthe — 
appointed time, that they had even got the maftery of the 
Fort, but the Ships and Boats advanced not, but keptoff, - 
shooting atadiftance , doing little or no hurtto the Ene- 
my ; our Men on‘Land making fign with their Hats for 
them to fail forward, butin vain, though they hadboth | 
wind and ftream for their advantage; whereuponaparty | 
of Horfe from Haffelt and Meppel came rushing on , fal- 
ling upon theback of our men,and took in the Fort again, | 
about an 100. of ours, either flain, drowned, or woun- 
ded, and near 200. taken prifoners ; which wasimputed to 
the treachery or cowardize of fome, for had they that tell 


On, as was meet » been feconded, they had not se i got - 
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Swart-fluce, but Haffelt alfo, which wastheintent of the 
Entreprife, but now the fecond time brought to nothing 
to our shame and loffe. 

The feafon of the year, the badneffe of the wayes , and 
ill fuccefs of our undertakings, did fufficiently shew , that 
this Winter time very little good was within the Country 
to be ex{pected : as alfoit could not help muchto the re- 
_ dreiling of our decaying State, in cafe it could havebeen 
attainable for us this Winter to gain Naarden, Woerden; 
yea, Utrecht it felf. therefore it was a moft prudent and 
praife-worthy refolution, and an undertaking of a more 
glorious and higher defign of his Highnefs, leaving the 
Land ina good pofture of defence, to go forth and meet 
the Enemy upon the borders, not shunning to facethem 
in the Field; hereby peradventure being like to puta short 
ifuetoalong War. Andhowever it might fall out with 
the undertaking , the fucceffe whereof depends on the 
bleffing ofthe Lord; neverthelefs, the Impartial will in 
equity free him from that imputation , wherewith the en- 
viers of his Greatnefs and profperity have belpattered 
him ; and be conitrained to contefs, that the liberty of his 
Country is more precious tohim than his Life, & that his 
Princely youth doth not come short of any of the nobleft 
indertakings of his Llluftrious Predeceffours. 

This State not being fatisfyed with the pretended neu- 
relity ofthe Country of Luyck, where the French had 
ut Forces in the Cities of Mafeyck, Torgeren , and Val- 
enburg, and fortifying the whole Country ¢ though 
gainit the will of the States of Luyck ) and kept under 
heir devotion ; Therefore on our fide alfothe faid Coun- 
ry was fet under contribution , and with force furthered; 
pon which there followed enmity between Luyck and 
Aaftricht, all communication being cut off: In the mean 
while; they of Luyck by Deputies in the Hague, and the 
nterceffion of the Spanish Ambaffador, defired a cefla- 
ion of further proceedings in way ofenmiry, and for Tre- 
ty of friendship, upon which the Earl of Flodorp went 
r Luyck, and the former correfpondence was re-efta- 
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plished; efpecially, when his Highneffe was come thither, 
to whom they fent Prefents, and profferedall neceffaries 
and afliftance of men for the fervice of the State , fo that all 
endeavour was made to fecure that Princedom to this Sta- 
te, and his Highneffe with all his power laboured to enga- 
ge Duras,who commanded theFrench Troeps in Luyker- 
Jand, following him even toColen; but he with great 
dayes joornies leaying the Maas, retired tothe Moefel, 
though he were recruted with fome of the Forces of the 
Earl de Lorgé. In the mean while,our Forces feized upon 
Valkenburg, and demolished it, taking 200. prifoners in 
the fame, whom they brought to Maftricht, and blockt 
up Tongeren with the help of the Spaniards who now did 
no longex fecretly with fome bands , but openly with all 
might and main, Horfe and Footand Artillery oppofe the 
French, and in their publick prayers begged for a blefling 
on their Arms againft them: and, asisfaid, by their 
Ambaffador at Paris required the reftitution of the 
Places taken’ from them in the laft War, by the 
French. 
The Imperialifts and Brandenburgers, ftill remained 
swith their Forces betwixt the Main and:the Rhijn y guar- 
‘ding their Bridges over boththofe Rivers, and by iome 
Horfe had fecured to themfelves Keyferlauter, being a 
Pas to Mets , whereabout the Prince of Condé yet lyeth , 
and on the other fide of the Moefel the Marshal de Tue 
renne, to whom the Earl Duras hath adjoyned himfelf: 
but the Troups of Brandenburg left on the borders o 
Weltphalia, under the General Spaan and other Com 
manders, were now grown toa formal Leger ,and begu 
already to act as Enemies, falling into Muntfterland, eve 
to Warendorp hard by Muntfter it felf. 
Here in our Country all poffible care was taken to re 
fift the Enemy , and in thismoneth of November , upo 
the advife of his Highnefs, a General Amneftia was pr 
claimed for all former differences and infurrections 
_ gainft the Magiftracy ,.to be wholy forgotten and pardo 
ned, thereby upon pain ofdeath forbidding , to poder

ke any account in word or deed againft she prefent Gos 
vernmenteftablished by his Highnefs; that fo the Gover- 
nours being the better fecured, they might unanimoufly 
_ watch for the well-being of the Commonwealth : as al. 
ready for the ftraitning of the enemy, the Magiftrates have 
.caufed all Provifions which arein the open Contry where 
Enemy might come by, as Hay, Turf, Butter, Cheefe, &c. 
tobe brought into Places of fecurity , and augmented 
and fortifyed their Pofts; andthe better to defend them , 
five Regiments of Foot which were going with his High- 
nefs to Maftricht, were fent back; and that no fear of 
danger might be by the froft to be furprized by the enemy, 
the fortifications of the Cities Rotterdam, Gouda, Delft, 
the Hague , Leyden and Haerlem were mended and aug- 
racnted. Amfterdam by its Outworks and ftrength being 
made formidable , and feats for 320. Canons already pla- 
cedupon the Wall, of which many are already mounted y 
the moft being whole,three quarter,and half Kartowes;the 
Rivers and Streams with Outlayers filled with Mariner : 
in which pofture we are wayting upon God for his blef- 
fing on the righteoufnefs of our War. 
Being every thing thus ordered at home we returne 
to the expedition of his Highneffe into the land of .Lie-° 
ge where the greateft part of the States Horfe now was , & 
a confiderable number of Spanish forces under Cou#t Mar- 
cij#s Prince of Salms » Vaudemont & other chief Comman- 
dars who made, as if theire defigne was againft Toxgerez , 
thougha {trong Guarifon lay there. Both the Infantry, & 
Artillery at Maeffright , were in readinetle to draw our, 
when foever ordersshould be given. Thenews whereof 
came no fooner to Paris , but immediatly orders were di- 
' fpatcht; tothe Governour of Charleroy ; to betake him- 
felfe, with all the Horfe he had, what foever it coft him, in- 
to Tongeren to defend the fame, which accordingly fuc- 
ceeded ; and fo much the eafier becaufe it was enviroud 
with a few Troops only: inthe mean time, Dyras ; finding 
himfelfe not able to ftand againft thearmy of the States, 
retreated to the Roer . fecuring the Pafle thereto Lin- 
F 3 nigh, 
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nigh. His Highneffe on the 21. Decembr. purfued him, 
that fo he might fend him farther out of the way , but D#- 
vas not waiting hiscoming , paffed the Roere, & broke 
downeé all the Bridges behind him, whom his Highnefle 
ftillfollowing tothe Roer, made, as if he would alfo crof- 
fe it ; whereupon Duras marched forward , towards the 
Rhyne, in the upper Province of Co/em thence inten- 
ding tothe Moe/e/ & fo to Turennes Army ; leaving many 
Horfe & weak Souldiers on the Road. 

On thes. of Decemb. Whilit the Prince lay by the 
Roer, three Regiments of Horfe were drawn out of Mae- 
ftright before the Caftle of Valkenburgh, where S57. Mar- 
flac commanded with 150 men; and on the 7. after it had 
Without any intermifflion, been shott again{t two nights 
& one day, with 7. demicuioers , & couragioufly affaulted 
by our men, itwas furrendred on mercy to the Earle of 
Waldeck 8 Naffou ; wocommanded before it, 14 found 
Prifoners 12. Demiculoers and other {mall guns, with the 
Commandour and Captain were carryed to Maeftright. 
Ofthe Enemy were notabove 5. or 6. killed, on our fide 
20. befides many wounded: it was made very ftrong, & 
the works this fummer much enlarged, fo that its fo fud- 
dain furrender, was contrary to all mens opinion; the For- 
tifications were immediatly demolisht. After this enter- 
- prizehis Highneffe returned from the Roer to Maeftright 
and on the 10. and 11. Decemb. caufed all the militia 
to paffe the Maes,and lodged between Hafieltand Tonge- 
ren,leaving the Canon and Artillery in shipping at Mae- 
ftrigt:The French being ftill in fufpence whether the defi- 
gne was againftT ongeren or Mateyck: But his Hignefle, 
being now come to the pointof his Enterprize, on the 
14. he fent away feverall Spanish Troops co blocke up 
Charleroy ; who under the command of Montfr.de Lou- 
vigny arrived there on the 1. and at the fame time feverall 
Forces from Bruffels, Mechelen , and ether adjacent - 
places came with fupplyes ofall fort of Provifion and on 
the 16. his Highnefle with the grofle of his Army ,and 
alfo Count Marcyx with the reft of the Spanish Forces ca- 
me 
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men before it , the Ordinance being shipt up the Maes, for 
Wiege, thence intending to Namen , and ioalong the 
Sambreto Charleroy: but by reafon ofthe violentnetie 
of the Colde, the guns could not gett forward, nor could 
we getta {padeintothe ground, to make any entrench- 
ments. Whilft things were in this pofture, che Gover- 
nour de Montall, onthe 18. early inthe morning with 80. 
Horfe from Tongeren under Command of Colonell d# 
St. Clar ,came to the firft watch of the Spanish quarter , 
and being unknowne , he paffed it without any refiftance 

and with litle oppofition forced his way through the reft 

_ intothe city, whereby they within being much animated, 
beganne briskly to fire , and the fame day fallyed out, 
and the day following made annother fally upon us, whe- 
reby was killed Baron St. Fohn; Louvigay and others woun- 
ded: Ourmen, remaining {till without their guns, and 
not able by the bittercoldtokeep the Field any longer ; 
were necellitated to breack up with the whole army:which 
they not withitanding did, not with intention to leave 
their defigne, but only for thattime,and fo, makeing them 
felfs Mafter offome ad jacent places, thereby to hinder 
the carrying in any fupplyes into the Fowne,and when the 
feafon should gron more favorable, to reaffume the defig- 
ne, in order whereto the Marckquis de Moztpilian 6n the 
22. feized on the ciry Binck, diftant, about 3. leagues from’ 
Charleroy; where they found good Booty , and took {e- 

- verall Switzers Prifoners: bur the weather abateing no- 
thing of its sharpneffe, whereby both Horfe and man we- 
remany frozen to death; and fo rendring it impoffible 
forthe militia to remain in the Field, the defigné was 
wholy broken,Binck quitted and the Troops fent again to’ 
their refpective Guarrifons, many of our Horfe perishing | 
on the way, through cold, and other hardships. 

And, though itis not at allour deigne to intermingle 
our owne conttructions ofthings , withthe hiftoricall re- 
lations, yet wee cannot pafle this by » without confuting / 
thofe hard {peackes and that disrefpect , which on this oc- 
calion is caft on his Highnefle, 43 that not only, by fome 
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Y-affected People, but by fomealfo who are well inclined, 
yet, from the event take occafion to {peak againft the 
defigne itfelfe , but as many as pretendto be infpired with 
a rationale foul will never judge of the worth of any matter 
by the event, but well weigh the reafons,whereon any un- 
dertakeing is grounded, and according tothe weightineffe 
thereof, eithercommend, or mifprife any defigne; and 
whosoever shal make a {trict inquifition into the circum- 
ftances of this attempt, wil find, that nothing was wan- 
ting, which might be required, to make any enterprife 
fuccesfulle, and the manadgerthereof glorious: ‘To make 
ke an enterprife laudable ir muft firit of all be poflible 
What could be more poffible, than this , that an Fortifica- 
tion , with fo weak a guarifon might be overpoured, with 
fogreat an army? in truth, fare more probable, than the 
Project againft Coeverden : and that without the leaft dan- 
ger - the army beingcapable to bid head to any power that 
might fall on them; andeven the mi(carriadge it felfe was 
without danger. A defigne mutt be of fuch moment,that if 
it fucceeds, it may fufficiently recompence all the danger 
and chardges thereof: and what could be of greater advan- - 
tadge tothe State than this? The city itfelfe would have 
been asmuch , as the ragaining of half our lofle: and fo the 
King ofFrance did apprehend it, who, on the firft news 
thereof, difpatcht his chief Minifter Monfr, de Louvoys, 
to Flanders , and immediatly followed himfelfe , with the 
Court , towards Compeigne, to benereat hand ; which 
he would not have done, if ithad not been amatter of 
great moment, as he did not, when the Germans threat- 
ned to fall into Lorrain, A defigne in truth wort the march 
of our army into thofequarters, which , ifhad fucceeded , 
would, withoutthe leaft danger, have largly counterbal-~ 
lanced all the chardges thereof. 
When Prince Maurits ,.in the like difficult times as the- 
fe, (People grumbling becaufe nothing was acted ) refol- 
\ved to carry the States army into Flander ; andhazarda 
battel there ; it was a generous fefolution and for the fafe- 
ty of the land; but not without eminent danger: bere - 
the 
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thé contrary, was as great advantadge 5 and no dangerin 
appearance. For the manad ging any warlike defigne, 
perfect fecrecy is required; and according to the weight 5 
fo wasalfo the fecrécy in this matter ( arare thing among 
us ) for from the firft taking this refolution , till the exe- 
cution of it , was a confiderable fpace of time: for 
it was fully refolved on, before any Souldiers went hence ; 
for we wanted neither Tongeren, Mafeyck, nor Val- 
kenburgh, Maeftright was enough for us: and, fuppofe 
we had thofe places , wecould not havehindred the Ene- 
myes march through the Country of Liege over the Maes’, 
by the way of Vife, or otherwife. Charleroy was that alo- 
ne, which could have been a barre unto their marches; and 
that was the only aim of this expedition , knowing before 
hand there was but a weak Guarrifon in it and might pof- 
fibly by enticements another way, be made weaker ; ofall 
which the French knew nothing : Befides all this, the pro- 
ject was carryed on withas much prudence,as ever defigne 
was manadged. Al theworld could judge that , when fuch 
an army was gathering by Maeftright, fome defigne of 
great confequence was under hand , therefore they made~ 
as if all their work was to fecure the Province of Liege, and 
tothatend, they treated wich the city Liege; environed, 
Tongeren ; followed Duras; took Valkenburgh; and Kept 
the Enemy in fufpence, whether they should fall on Ton- 
geren , or Mafeyck : but when by this means his High= 
neffe had enticed the Governour of Charleroy, with the 
Horfe that lay there, into Tongeren and had fent Duras 
far enough, out of theway : he turned his courfe upon 
Charleroy , in which place werenot above 7co0. men and 
in 24. apie time he brought 24000.men befcreir, and all 
things were fo ordered , that at the fame time, outofall 
the Spanish cityes came, every way , all kind of Provi- 
fion and refreshment. Who in the World could have 
imagined thatadefigne, fo manadged should mifcarry ? 
and hitherto, it was fo prudently directed, and with fo 
great probability of fucceffe , that the like is felden paral. 
leld and ; j doubt, wee ey meet with fuchan

Opportunity again, and although its fucceffe hath not 
in the leaft anfwered ourhopes and expectations, it wiil 
never the leffe ftand asan eternall teftimony, to his High- 
neffe of his moft unblemisht faithfullneffe,great wildom, 
and indefatigable valour, though the Envyers thereof {tri- 
ve never fo miuch tocarpat, and exclaime againft it , as 
prejudicial, and dishonourable to the State: but they de- 
ferve not the repute ofrationall men, that judge of this 
action by the event; it being, attended with nothing, that 
can diminish that honour wich is juitly dueto his High- 
nefle, for it is impoffible , that all warlike defignes should 
fucceed, and as impoilible to preventall impediments , 
that might binder its fucceffe: the Heavens will not be 
limitted by any humane underftanding , the extraordinary 
cold which killed both man and Beaft , hindred their dig- | 
ging ,and kept away all needfull fupplyes , was a principal 

caufe of thisunh2ppy event, to which alfo the efcape of 
Count de Montall into the city (whether byaccident or 
treachery God knows ) did contribute very much: 
Our lofle isnot great, the expences not bareing the leaft 
proportion with the weightineffe of the defigne : and 
without the adventure of men and mony no great matters 
can ever be done. Some dare fay, the Souldiers were car- 
ryed out of the Country,that the Enemy might fo much the 
eafier force our Pofts, but their imprudence brings them 
in fome degree, under theguilt of the comitted Villany; 
‘our Pofts being shamfully deferted , not overpowered 
by force, for his Highneffe had lett them fufficiently pro- 
vided againit all attcemptsofthe Enemy. 

Seeing now in our difcourfe wee are gott abroad, wee 
shall proceed, with an account how things went with the 
auxiliary forces » part whereof under Major General Spaaz 
and the Commandour Elar were left on the Borders of 
Weltphalia, which Troops in the beginning of Decembr. 
after the illuftrious Prince E/eGfour of Brandenborroug had 
declared warre againi{t the Bishops of Mun/fer and Collogue, 
beganne to make hoftile invafionsinto theland of Mun- 


fter, running over feveral places;and every where makeing 
them 
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| them pay contributions ; & took alfo feverall wagons with 
Provifions, Ammunition , cloath, and monys, and car- 
ryed them to Spaerenbergh, whereupon the Bishop of 
Munfter gathered all his men togeather from all quarters, 
even from the conquered places themfelvs , and fell into 
Bergsland and the County of Marck , where he puttall un- 
der contribution , and encamped before Lunen, where 
lay aco. of the Brandenburghs country fubjects and took 
it ,on the 12. of December , and after that, the city Unna 
and the ftrong Fort of Rheda, wherein he put a Guarifon, 
and forced contribution from Kamen and other places, 
yee from Ham it felfe. 

In the mean time the body of the Auxiliary forces lay 
between the Maesand the Rhijn, from whence under 
command of Generall Gods they fent 4000. men to fall u- 

on the French, who lay at Andernach, to fecure theyr 
hijn bridge there ; but they found the Enemy fo ftrongly 
potted, that they were forced to reftreat , which they could 
not doe, neither without fome loffe, being enticed by the 
French under a {mall Fort, whence theknemy plaid upon 
them with their canons, but retreating, as well as they 
could , they returned to the Army without doing any 
thing. TheFrench, under Marshall Zwrenne lay encam- 
ped 6. miles along the Moefel, two miles from the Abby 
Hemeroll, nere Trier, and the Prince of Condé at Zirick , 
whence is nou broack up towards Thionville with fome 
Troops to fecure Lorraine. And whilft wee were here ,in 
great expectations of what the auxiliary forces would doe, 
for the fervice of this State, fome were diffatisfyed that no- 
_ thing atall was done: which comeing to the ears of the Ele- 
| tor of Brandenburgh, he difpatcht this following letter un- 
to the States. : 


A Letter from the Eleétor of Brandenburgh to the 
States of the United Provinces. is 


Ee have by accident,been informed that yourHigh. 
netles, or, at leaft, {ome of them are not fully fatis- 
fyed 
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fyed with our march and condu& hitherto , asifmore 
might have been done forthe good and welfare of the 
State, than hath been performed ; yeathat fome should ta- 
ke upon them to fay , thatthe Treaty made with us, hath 
not in any part, been performed; and that notwithftan- 
ding all propofitions and motives thereunto, wee have not 
undertook any thing to the prejudice of the Enemy, nei- 
ther againft Turenne here about, nor in Weftphalia. It 
is not our intention, tomakeany lange relation of what 5 
for fome time paft , wee have acted , for the fervice, wel- 
fare and prefervation of yourState;for wee cannot imagine 
that thofe Highneffes who have had fo many tokens , & 
proofs, of our fincere friendship, and cordiall affection , 
should entertain fuch prejudicated and mean opinions of 
us and our conduct; for wee,with ail freedom, doe, in this 
matter appeal to your owne felvs,and the whole world;and 
the notorioufnefie of the thingsthemfeivs, as they have 
been transacted,and can in very truth affure yon , that we 
have {pared neither diligence , pains , nor colt, to deliver 
your Highneffes, out of thofe ftraits,in to which by the per- 
miffion ofGod almigty,you,and your wholeStatewere fal- 
len: Andas tothe reafon,why wee have not (according to 
the litterall meaning,and contents of the Treaty proceeded 
on our march into Weftphalia , weehave oftentimes both 
by, letters and word of month given account thereof unto 
your Lordships and your Deputy extraordinary refideing 
with us, to which , neither he nor your felvsever objectsd 
any thing: For at that time, when, by thetreaty , our 
march was determined for Weftphalia, your Lordships 
had under your fubjection all your Forts , on the Rhijn,

to the fame allyanceand confederacy : but how greatly 
the whole fcene was foonaltered , even beforejour Sm 
ne({les 
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neffes had ratifyed the Treaty , and how all your forts, on 
the Rhijn and fome whole Provinces were fallen into the 
hands of the Enemy is to well knowen; asalfothat, to 
this very hour there is noe agreement made with Den- 
marck, or Brunfwijck , noany League ofafliftance con- 
cluded on with any of them: and your Higneffes accor- 
ding to your great wifdom may eafily concieve , that had _ 
wee, atthattime, according to the litterall tenour of the 
Treaty , marched with our fo few forces into Weitphalia, 
wee could not have done the leaft fervice unto your Sta- 
te, or for your intereft , nor have done any confiderable 
prejudice unto the Enemy who fo far exceed usin men, 
fortification , and other advantadges; but that wee should 
thereby have ruined our owne Army , and brought the 
whole concerne into eminent danger;wich wee shunned, 
not for our owne fake; or the fake ot our owne Country » 
andArmy; but with refpect unto your Highneffes: So 
that wee were forced to take another refolution , and 
march another way, whereef wee advertized his High 
neffe the Prince of Orange sand your Lordships fore mentio- — 
ned Deputy here refident; which march alfohath hadfuch 
effect, by divin affiftance, that thereupon Marshall Turen- 
ne, withthe moft confiderable power of the French with- 
drew out of the very heart of your Country , to the Ene- 
myes greateft inconvenience and przjudice, firft into 
Weltphalia, then over the Rhijnto the Overmoefel, as 
far as were Trier, whereby the Army of your Highneffes 
gott the opportunity of acting offenfively againft the Ene- 
my bothathome and abroad: And wee are {till ftedfat- - 
ly refolved, not to neglect any thing, that maytend to 
i good, and fettlememt of your State ifpoffible; but» 
that, inthis affair, wee should pleafe every ones mind, 
and according tothe variety of mens fancyes , under take 
fome times one thing , fometimesanother as it is, init 
felfe , impoflible , fol thinke , norationall way. can defire 
it:knowing well that all warlike actions cannot be manad- 
Bos according to the defire andexpectation of any one 
arty; butaccording to [ reifox de guerre | the motion of 
the

the Enemy , opportunity, fcicuation of places, and many 
other the like circumftances , and we could heartily wish 
our conduct had fucceeded to all your fatisfation and 
perfect deliverance: and alchoug wee have been much 
hindered by many infuperableobftacles, yet wee hope, 
you will not from thence take advantage to accufe us, as 
if our expedition had been wholy unprofhitable to your 
State, contrary toevident truth, and to our great disre- 
putation , reproaching alfo my owne Perfon withall kind 
of groundieffe flaunders and calumnys, but wee affure 
our felvesfor better things from your Highneffes equani= 
mity, and are confident that your Highneffes as well 
as wee our-felvs willgive neither audience norcreditto 
thofe, that feigne fuch things,to the weakning of that mu- 
tuall affyance, which is of fo great neceffity to be maintai- 
ned between us. 

After which declaration,theE/eor of Brandenburgh was 
at Maintz by fhe Bishop, by whom he was magnificently 
entertainedand the 11 of Decemb.took his leave from him 
and his Coadjutor,and thereupon he took away the Bridge 
overtheRhyne,and repaired therewith the Bridge over the 
Main;alfo made a fecondBridge by Coitheym,over which 
twoBridges,theArmy onthe 14. beganne to paffethe Main, 
on the 15.was their head quarter at Flersheym;on the 16 at 
Fridbergh, andButsbach, whence by the way of the Lhaan 
they marched to Giefen and on the 22 had their head quar- 
ter chere;whence,throughWefterwalt, they marched for- 
ward,almoft the fame way they came,towards Weft phalia 
againsto keep their winter-quarters there,and onthe 28 his 
EleoralHighneffe with 6.of hisRegiments,and 1000. fele- 
éted Emperiall Troopers arrived at Lipftadt : whereupon 
thofe of Munfter decamped from Unna,haveing firft plun- 
deredit, andretreated to Lunen with 24. Companyes of 
Horle, and many Foot,gunsand Morterpieces: On the 3t 
the Elector Brandenburgh arrived at Bilefeld,the Emperialls 
encamping in the Province of Paterborne , the Duke of 
Brandenburghs men, inthe county of Marck: Whereupon 

~ Marshall Twreane being recruited with neuw aid Heomn 
Conde; 
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Cond?, (who , haveing viewed the Fronteets in El- 
fas & the cityes Brifack & Philipsburgh, returned unto 
the court ) marched downe the Moefel towards the 

hijn. But the Bridge , by Andernagh being much 
shattered by the ice he marched through the Province of — 
Cologne, & makinga Bridge hard by Wetel, paffed over 
the fame into Weftphalia; but the Actions of thefe Ar- 
mys wee shall give account of afterwards; and returne 
now again unto our owne Provinces : About this 
time the Prince of Cour/and arrived in Eaft Friefland : who 
had raifed , for the fervice of this State three Re- 
giments , confifting of 18. Standaerds Horfe and Dra 
goons, brave Souldiers, among{t whom were many Nos > 
blemen, whoall arrived in Eaft Friefland nere Ween- 
deren and the New Schans, where, in the beginning of 
December, he had fomeadvantagious skermishes, with 
thofeof Muntter: after which, this Prizce came to Holland 
inperfon ; his milica following him afterward. 

On the 6. of December arrived at Rotterdam in 
oneof the Kings Pleafure Boats, and the 9 dittointhe 
Hague the Swedish Minifters , Baron Spar, and Eh- 
renfteyn who been in Engeland to proffer the mediation 
of that Crown, for the putting an end unto thisrageing 
warre ,and were now cometo make thelike profter here, 
as alfo, for the fame end, two were gone to France: Their 
publick entrance and audience , by reafon ofhis Highnef- » 
fes abfence, andthe indi{pofition of my Lord Ehbrenfteyn, 
was deferred. 

On the 7.Some of our Souldiers who lay at the Fort of 
Abkou, feized on an pafladge boat belonging to Breukely 
and went thither withit, inthe night, where they found 
14. Souldiersin the Brewhoufe making good cheer and 5 
more at a Countryhoufe; whom they brought all Pri» 
fonersto Abkou; on the fame day, came 6. French dram= 
mers, and 5. Souldiers to Amiterdam who were ranne 
away from Utrecht. . 

On the 10. fome Souldiers belonging to Capitain © 
Witzen of Amfterdam ( whofe Brother was carryed Wt 
One 
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fonner from the Caftle Cronenburgh to Utreght ) went 
towards Nderden under difguife like Anglers; being 
informed , that a certain Captain of Naerden was wonted 
to recreate himfelfe thereabouts , with fowling, whoagain 
comeing there, was apprehended by them and carryed to 
Amfterdam and was afterward releafed in Exchange for 
Captain Witfex: about this time alfo the remainder of the 
French Guarrifon that lay at Leerdam drew out thence to 
Ceulenburgh, which place, as alfo Viane obtained neu- 
trality from both fides. 

On the 12. went from Woerden to Camerick a Troop 
of about 500 French for plunder and fuell to burne, whe- 
reupon Colonel Degeveld betook him felf the ther with 
400 men and encountered the French , who, aftera {mall 
skermish, were driven back into Woerden many of the 
Enemyes being killed, without any confiderable loffe 
on our fide. 

On the 12.Ran away from Naerden to Muyden in 
2or 3 partyes about g0 of the French; on the next day 
about 200 marched from Utrecht to Vrealand, where they |

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27. The French having now ftom all quarters gathe= 
red togeather about 12 or 13000 men at Utrecht, and 
-Woerden , and made all manner of preparations foran 
_ Expedition,they beganne to march,by the Way of Woer- 
den, and advanceing foriward the whole night, on the 28. 
in the morning cameto Segveld , where one of our men 
f{tood fentinall; whoretreatedto Mey : there , the French 
utt themfelvs in pofture on the ice and fo marched to 
N ieukoap ; where, being refifted by the Boors, who we- 
re in arms, they were forced to paffe by that villadge; and 
fo followed our men to Meywwith a fore troop of about 
4ors0omen: At the faid Fort lay a Lieutenant witha- 
bout 62. men, who immediatly fent aSouldier for fuccour, 
who between Swammerdam and Goufe-fluys met 
Count Coningsmarck and Colonel Pain G Vinrideing both 
to Alphe, to {peak with the Deputyesof the Army there : 
Whereupon the faid Count ordered Pain @ Vin to ftreng 
ten them with more men,wich he did to thenumber of 80 
men , and then returned to Bodegrave and little Wierick 
to fend alike Number thence, and accordingly haveing 
given fuch orders there , rode to Alphen, to acquaynt 
CountK oningsmarck with he had doneand in what pofture 

things were. 

In the mean time they of Mey were forced to retreat to 
Swammerdam , breaking downe the Bridge that was be~ 
hindthem, whom the French gently followed, by 
the way of the, Mey-dike , over the yce quite to 
Swammerdam ; doubtleffe becaufe we gave them fuch an

And in deed , here wee might have had the beft opport- 
tunity in the World to have knockt all thefe French on 
the head ;ifColnel Pain ¢ Vin had not fo sham fully forfa- 
ken his Poft,whereofthe Deputyes had yet no knowledges 
for that fame night ic beganne after a wonderfull manner 5 
very fuddainly tothauw , fo that the French could not 
march of the fame way they came, and being hindred to 
proceed farther might have been abfolutely shutt up, by 
our reinforced army marching upwards, if they had but 
been ftoptat the Nieuwerbridge. And yet this thauw her- 
vedus , asthe arm of God, tottop the Enemy, that, in that 
univerfale and unconcievable aftrightment, he broke, not 
farther in upon us, todefolate‘our Land. The Deputyes 
caufed the army to march up higher toward Alphen , whe- 
re finding, how things ftood, at the Nieuwerbridge; whe« 
rethe Enemy had gott a conveniency to Pott him felfe; 
and if followed, to retreat that way with eafe, to Woerden; 
they made ittheir greateft care , andinduftryto fecure the 
Goudte- Sluys , being a very advantagions Poft, wich 
yet {tood out; and to itrengthen themes there as much 
as poflibly they could , wich they accordingly did, and 
made aconfiderable Fort of it. 

On the3r. Early inthe marge arrived his Higkne/fe 
3 in 
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inthe Army, without once going unto the Hague: the 
Deputyes wrote agein to te Hague , that their forces were 
now pofted at the Gouwfe-Sluyce, and were capable 
enoughto with{tand the Enemy, that they had gaye order 
for the examination of Paiz Vim , and delivered him 

uptothelaw , andthar that night they had feen on both 
fides of theRhijn,many fires;judging theF rench had burnt

even thofe brave Villages of Boodegrave , and Swammer- 
dam: but ftill kept their Poftat Nieuwerbrugge and that 
they had burnt feverall ships which lay at Swammerdam , 
and Boodegraveand had committed the moft barbarous 
crueltys that can be imagined againft both man and beatft, 

with burning , murdering, ravifling and abufeing them ;

Utrecht the 11 Januar. 1 6 7 3. 
Worthy Friend: 


Cannot , out of the abundance of my heart forbear , to fend thefe 

lines unto you, containing an account of the crueltyes and murders 
cammitted by the French in that laft encounter at Boodegraave and 
Swammerdam, according , as Ihave beardit , from the mouths of 
the French & confirmed by many of them, yea fome of their Officers 
«whe havebeen in the Turky warre doe teftifye , that they never faw, 
or heard of [uch crueltyes: as for inftance int wo Gentlewomen 5 who 
cuere firft ftript naked y by the Souldiers » and then by many of them 
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deflowred; which aFrench Officer fecing, vefcned them; and threw his 
cluak with what other covering he could find over their naked bodyes: 
But this officer being commanded to his Poft, was forced to leave 
thefe Ladyes whom he recommended to annother , but this shamel- 
effe Villain , prefently rarvished them again, €& lett themin rhe like 
manner be abufed again by the Souldiers 3 who, haveing [atiated 
their filthy luft with them , thruft the rammers of their guns into 
their bodys 5  fotornthem up; 9 moft miferably murdered them. 
The Gentleman , who declares that he faw thefe things,you know ve= 
ry well ; as alfo him who firft faved them, and covered them but 
afierwards, with great grief , beheld them laying dead , on the way. 
The fame Perfon relates, that, bearing @ dread full {chreaching in a 
certain houfe he went in, S found there a yonge gentlewoman , who 
was Violated by [ome Soldiers; whereupon, he took his Piftoll inten- 
ding to havve shot one of thofe Villains through his head; but it vefu- 

feing; he ftruck it in preces on one of their heads: he faid alfo, thatin 
the fame chamber lay two old people a bed , being Man Wife , abo- 
vefour{core years old, the Father & Mother of this yong Gentle- 
woman: who embraceing each the other in theyr arms , lai shakeing 
Sirembling for fear of being murdered. Thefe should with houfe 
and all have been burnt, had not he faved them, for inlike manner 5 
they moft lan.entably murdered a woman togeather with her four 
children, who for fear and diftreffe flew about her and krept under 
her cloaths; to fave themfel-vs. Among(t thofe that fled into the church 
Some they moft miferably ravisht, afierwards hung them up by the 
hair , and shott them to death ; others they cutt oftheir breafts , and 
then burned them yeathe French them: felvs declare that they faw 
feverall yongue-maids run into the fire themfelys , ta efcape the ty- 
rannous cruelty of thofe Blood-hounds : The Gentleman, that fan, he 
faw thefe things tyes ficka bed, meerly, as hefaith , from alteration 
at the fight of thofe dread full maffacres and abufes , wich be was 
forced to behold atted uponthe poor People : A certain officer ( who 
Lyes bere on the New graft declares, that in one houfe were feven Per= 
fons whom he endeavoured to protect, but being commanded to look 
after his Poft was forced to leave them,and comeing again foundthem 
all murdered: And ‘tis not to be expref[ed what wee daily out of their 
owne mouths hear of their cruelty. But [ome of the Officers were more 
Compa ffionate , wo have brought feverall children with them bither , 
whom they fay, they {natcht out of the fire; of wich my Lord Peter» 
fon hath took one a girle of 7 jars old to him elf, whofe Parents are 
alfo burnt , and’tis evident, its born of good Reformed Parents;

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for , of het felf she will mornings © evenings fall on ber knees and 
pray alforts of prayers, andcan alfo fay the Belief andten Comman- 
dements. A certain Capuchin Munk {aid to the Duke of Luxemburgh 
Will you give that Soul to the Devill which wee havve fetcht our of the 
fire ; it ought not to be: Ne-vertheleffe my Lord keeps the child. They 
have alfo brought with them another pretty Lad ; about whom hath 
been noe fsall difference amongft them , becaufefome of them, out 
of their cruelty , would ft: burne b'm or dash him againft the Walls. 
But they have carryed him upwards along with them ; fo can write 
noe more about him.

But how painfull foever this wound was to the Staat , it 
was very much lenifyed by the takeing of that very confi- 
derable Fort of Coeverden : and wonderfull it is, that juft 
on the fame 27. of Dec.when theFrench beganneto march 
towards our Pofts , thofe from Groeninghen beganne 
their march towardsCoeverden;& mattered it alfo though 
after a farre different manner , on the fame 30. day of De- 
cember that the French deftroyed theV illages of Bodegra- 
ve and Swammerdam: And this being fuch a confiderable 
exploit, it will be worth our while to relate fome circum- 
ftances thereof. 

On the27. Decembr. Lieutenant Generall Rabexhaupt, 
(having made all things ready that were needful for the 
expedition ) caufed the City. gates to remain shut till 10 of 
the Klock in the forenoon , at which time Leutenant 

,,Colonel Bebber with three companyes of Dragoons, & 
Major Sikkinga with five Companyes Horfe, marcht out 
to guard the way to Coeverden,and about twoo clock in 
the afternoon followed , about 1100. foot under Colonell 
Eybergen , who commandedin chief in this expedi- 
tion: he divided the Troops intothree Efquadrons the 
foremoft whereof he him felfe commanded : the fe- 
cond Sergeant Major Wy/er ; the third Major ig 
who 
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who, comeing before Coeyerden light ef from his horfe 
and ftormed himielfe. Haveing marched oninthisorder . 
on the 27. 28 29; they made alittle halt ,about one ofthe 
clock at noon in a Village called Armer, abouttwo hours 
yourney from Coeverden, where they refresht themfel. 
ves alittle, and made all ready for the ftorme each Es-« 
quadroon being affigned his Poft, where he should fall on; 
Ycefpurs, Axes, Granados, Bieshbruggen, were all gott 
ready ; the Word, and Signe wereall given , & every one 
encouradged to doe what duty and honour bound him 
to, by affureing rewardsto the couragious , and fevere pu- _ 
eaeneans to, thofe that shouldbe negligeut in their 
uty. . 

dn the 30. in the night or rather in the morning at two 
of the clock they beganneto march, when it beganne to 
thaw a pace, fo that they were fain to goe up to the Ancles 
in water ; and being thus, with much difficulty advanced 
nere the City , each Efquadroon took up their bridges on 
their halfpikes and marched direétly on theCounterfcarp, 
which they quickly paffedand, before the Enemy was in 
right pofture, they brought bridges over the yce whichthe —

dria againft the affault of Eybergen, was killed there , and |

Anuary. Inthe beginning of the year, returned home- 
J wards the Generalls, and Officers , of the Army ; as al-| 
fothe Lord Beverning Deputy in the field, who not 
Jong after at his owne requeft was difcharged of that em- 
ploy, andthankt for his good fervice : the Army , bein 
now broke up followed them who, haveing been muc 
worne out by this hard winter , were quartered in feve 
rallcityes, alittle, to refresh them felves , and many Seas 
men new railed were fentto theArmy to fecure us again 
any farther incurfions ; whereupon the French on the 
ieee the Poft of Nieuwer- bridge , without being 
orced ; hayeing firft burntall they could,and in part, rui- 
n 
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ned theF ortification, carrying alonge with them, 12. pieces 
of Ordnance;afterwards fome of our men were fent thiter 
andfome ships were placed there, but the people could not 
{tay there longe,by reafon of the high waters, whereby not 
only wholeSouth- Holland,but theFrench themfelvsas far 
as Utrecht were much incommodated ; caufed by the ope- 
ning of the Yfel-fluys at Gouda , but chiefly,by reafon ofa 
ereat breach in the Banck of the river Leck,through which

In England many of their feamen runaway , leaving 
their fervice , and betakeing themfelvesinto the Country, 
whereupon the King the better to gett them togeather a- 
gainft the next Campagnie, caufed this following Procla- 
mation to be published on the 2.

FE Or as much as feverall feamen and others in his Mayeftyes fer-vice

ents ts Pardoned. And his Majefty expetteth that all feamen and 
Mariners, andothers , who have now feenthe Examples of his Fu- 

weand Mercy will hereafter fo Lehave themfelys in his Service y 
hat they shall not fallagaine into the commiffion of [uch offences; 
aulich if any one shall dare to adventure, be shall be proceeded againft 
with allrigour and feverity. 


| And not long after came out an other Proclamation y 
for the incouradgeing of feamen to givethemfelvs freely 
into fervice, on Ships of the firft,fecond, and third Rancky 
promifing amonth, or 6 weeks wages before hand, and 
when they had once take fervice on fuch Ships should nor 

be turned 
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be turned over to any other ; and the Widows of all thofe 
that fhould be fleain in the Kings fervice, should be provi- 
ded for, witha yearly penfion. Alfo, in France, and in| 
theFrenchConquetts was published a generall Pardon for 
Runnigaeds, and Defertors of their fervice, on condition 
of their returne into their fervice , otherwife should be 
proceeded againft with all rigour. 

5. Dito,the Lords Extraordinary Embafladors of Swe- 
den made their publick entrance into the Hague, and had 
audience the next day ; their propofitions confifting ina 
manifeftation ofthe danger and damadge of this prefent 
warre; the great defire of their King, for the promotion of 
the peace - and arelation of what they had done in orderthe 
reunto: firft, the offer of their mediationunto their High- 
neffes; and their acceptance ofit; and afterwards the fame 
offer unto the Kings of France and England; woalfo we- 
re wel pleafed therewith ; and farther defired Commiffio- 
mersto treat withall , for the carrying onthework, that 
was now begunne: wliereupon , Deputyes were afligned 
them; with whom they entred intoa difcourfe about the 
fubject of their fecond popofition, made on the 20, contai- 
ning an ample deduction of the English their inclination 
tothe peace, inthefe Terms. That the moft illuftrious King 
of Great Brittain, fowillingly accepted of the Swedish Me= 
diation , that be with one nominated a place » chofe Embaffa- 
dours, and that it might not befaidhe left any thinge that 
might be a hindrance to the pur[iing of peace with all induftry 
he even affured that ke would be willing to confent to ceffa- 
tion of Arms with us: whereby the fingular goodneffe of tha 
Great King, and his moft comendable generofity . as alfo his in 
clination to the reftauration of peace, may eafily be feen: Th 
like they declared of the French King. Then defired, tha 
forthe promotion of this worck their Higneffes woul 
x, accept of their Perfons, and fervice for the carying of 
the worck of the meditation. 2. Accept the city Dunkirk 
for the place of Treaty, which both the kings had approove 
of. 3. Elect fit Perfons for Embaffadors , furnished witl 
fufiicient inftructions, 4. Confent to aceffation eth / 
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Whereupon on the 13. was refolved, toexcufethemfel- 
ves both of the place nominated for theTreaty,and alfo the 
ceffation of arms; and haveing communicated this refolu- 
tion with the Minifters of their Allyes,on the 16 they refu- 
med it and declared , that the propofed place was notatall 
acceptable, and the ceffation of arms both hurtfulland rui- 
nous unto this States and ’t would be fruitleffe to nomi- 
nate Deputyes before we were agreed about the place; and 
that they could not have convenient & plenary inftru- 
étions, before ’t was known what was to be the ground, 
and conditionsto betreated on, whereof they defiredfome 
explication , and propounded to the choice of the Kings 
8. other places; which, on the 21. was concluded on, and 
fodelivered tothe Sweeds Embaffadours, who the fame 
day had delivered in a Memoriall to make the place of 
Treaty , and theceflarion of Arms the more pleafeing & 
relishing unto us, but, on the 26. gave fn another, giveing 
fus little thanks for the alorefaid rejection, efpecially as to 
| the place, whichthey judged, the Minifters of their Al- 
lyes ought notto haveany influence upon , but this Sta- 
te, forthemfelvs, had their freedom , to make choice of 
any place without them, which might be alike commo- 
dious for the three interefted Partyes, and concerning the 
Ceffation ofarmsthey complained, that we should judge 
any thing ruinous to the State which they , the Lords Me- 
diatours had propounded, and did not expect to have re- 
cieved fuch unfriendly words from us, yet, they took it 
upon them to ufe all their indeavours they could with 
both the Kings, efpecially aboutthe place of Treaty , that 
the defire of their High and Mighty Lordships might be 
fatisfyed. 

On the7. Under Command of aGerman marched 25 
Souldiers from Ouwater ina boat, and hidthemfelys ina 
houfeat the Vaert, whence they might furvy the Boats of 
Utrecht, and Woerden as they paffed,and take no notice 
of thofe that were to ftrong for them: there came one 
which they ftopt,and at one charge killed 4. ofthe French, 
‘the reft called for quarter, burthe Lieutenant, makeing 
refiftance 
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refiftance was shott through ; the Captain , Enfigne, 
and other Souldiers, were plundered and took Prifoners s 
the fame party meeting annother Company of 25 men, 
foon putt them to flight, killed one ofthem and took 7 
Prifoners; and feverall the likeskirmishes happened about 
this time, whilft the French were on their returne by Wa- 
terto Utrecht, from their exploict ant Boodegrave , the 
ways being moit not paflable by reafon of the high Wa- 
ters. 

Onthe 10. cametothée Hague one van Daleand Du/- 

fart, to prefent unto the State ,& his Highneffe a certaine 
project, of bringing , inashort time intothe Field 100000 
armed men out of theProvince of Holland alone, without 
burdening that Province: wherein they have notonly 
shewn their laudable, and forward zeal for the Common | 
Wealth ; butalfodid produce many notable confidera- 
tionsand the Project it felfe was of apparent probabilitye, 
fo that it was not rejected;but was efteemed by hisHzghue/- 
fey and the Councell of State , and States of Holland, worthy 
to be taken into theirdeliberation : but for fome difficul- 
tyes which would have attended the execution of it, it 
hath not yet been fett on foot , and very probably ( under 
favourto the Authors well meaning) might have prooved 
deftructive to the ordinary Militia of the State. 

On the 11.in the forepart of the night happened at Am- 
fterdam a violent fire in the Warehoufe of the Admirali- 
tyes ould Ropeyard, where now was kept the Magazyne 
of all preparations for theLandsFireships, good ftore whe- | 
reof was there in Provifion ; as alfo agood quantitye of 
Brimftone, Rozin, and other Fire - ftuff,which all, with} 
{ome houfes . that {tood thereabouts, were, in a shor times 
confumed by the Flames; not without ftronge {ufpition of 
being wil fully (ett on firethe more, becaufe hard by ftood 
a Powder Mill which was in great danger, but with great 
care it was faved. 

On the 13. the French with about 2500 men had a de« 
figne again Aerdenburgh and were on their march thi- 

therwards, but comeing to Deim/én , beganne to ftagger

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again; being informed that their defigne was now publicks 
fearing alfo, that they might be befert by the Spanish. On 
this fame day arrived in Maeftright the Prince of Salmes 
his Regiment of horfe, as alfo the Commander Jofephs 
with anothere which in 30 hours time were come from 
Bergen op Soam, by reafon that Duke Duras fince the 
Prince of Orange had quitted the Land of Liege was retur~ 
ned thiter very-{trong: At home were we very buifyin 
takeing care of all things; and fome feamen , befides thofe 
that went inthe beginning of this month, were fent to fe-= 
verall Pofts: and both the Country People and Citizens 
were commanded , that they should be in readineffe to 
march out on firft notice given : and for the prevention of 
alloppofition , on the 16. was the following warning 
amc » in the Hague, and fo throughout all Hol- 
and.

conclufion which he had made againft the prifoner. And his 
aforesaid Highneffe, after mature examination, of the who- 
le procefle and whatfoever had referenceto the buifneffe 
in hand , did, with the unanimous adyice of the faid 
Commiflioners, and according to the demand made by the 
Advocate of the State before the Councell of War- 
re againft the Prifoner , condemne the faid Prifonef, can- 
demning him by thefe prefents , to becarryed by. the Pro- 
vott of the Army , to the place they were wont to execute 
Juftice upon Criminals,and there to be executed by the pu- 
blick Hangman , with a Sword till death should follow: 
declareing alfo, that all his goods were confistated to the 
ufe of the State: Giveing farther order tothe faid Lawer 
or Councellour of State to take care for the {peedy execu- 
tion of the faid Sentance Given inthe Hague, the 20.Jan. 
Which Sentance, on the 23.was pronounced atAlphen, 
andthe fame day executed, his heat being cut of at the third 
ftroke, but he, to the very laft, keptto his former protefta- 
tion, again{t his haveing had any communication with 
the Enemy, whereof fome were fufpicious, but accufed 
himfelfe of bare couwardize. 

The 24. and fome following days his Highneffe {pent 
in the Hague conferring daily with theGeneralls andChief 
Officers of the Army, Preld Mar{challs Wurts and Waldeck » 
Coxingsmarck, and others, & feverall Colonells were fent 
for, to recieve orders; alfo they workedhard aboutthe ar- — 
tillery,and fome Guns were fent away, thelIce-fledges were 
made ready, with {mall pieces on them,and many Wagons — 
prepared for an expedition ; Patents were prapared for 

the gathering of Townsmen and Boors, through whole 
Holland, asfoon as opportunity should prefent,for to un- 
dertakeany thing. Alfo Count Mowtery gave Patents “a F 

. the 
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the Regiment Infantry of Prince Vaudemont, and Colnell 
Fariaux and the Horfe of Baron de Boulers , Sr. Caraffaand 
Defeu, to come to the fervice of this State. And the French 
alfo at Uytrecht feemedto prepare them felves, as if they 
intended, to undertake fome other defigne, pretending, if 
it froze again,they would hazard oneAttacque more:butin 
truth we found all their preparation was of noe great mo- 
ment, all being only to fecure themfelves, that they might 
not themfelvs be anywhere fell upon, knowing well that 
now here were fuch orders given every where, that ’t was 
not foeafy for them to break in again. 

On the 28. My Lord ppe/oom, Envoy extraordina- 
_ ry for the Crown of Sweaden Complimented his High- 
neffe and the State with the notification that theQueen had 
given over the Gouvernment into the hands of the yonge 
King, who had aflumed the fame delivering ;with onea 
. letter from the King his Mafter full of manifeftations 

of affection to this State. 

His Higue/fe the Prince Elecfour , beinge about the latter 
end of lait year come to Bylefelt, his Confort on the §. 
ofJanuary was delivered ofa yonge Prince; the Army was 
now quartered in the Provinces of Hildesheim, Minden 
Paterborn & the cityes Unna, Camen, Ham, Soeftinthe 
County of Marck were again filled with Brandenburghs 
Souldiers, whilett Majour General Spaan befieged the city 
Werl, wherein was commandor one Wefterholt; and Gee 
nerall Ear ready with Brandenburghs Forces to march 

_ into Munfter-land, as foon as the wayes were fitt tobe 
ufed: butthe continuall rain hindered them, and wasalfo 
the oceafion that Spaan could notufe any force againft 
the City , but was neceffitated in the midle of January to 
break up that Siege, only keptitblockt up, and carryed 
the Ordinance to Soett. ' ' 

The French in the meantime, were continually mar- 

ching towards Welfel, the Infantery and Artillery went by 
Shipping downe the Rhine, many Ships pafling daily by 
Cullen: Turenne him felfe arrived at Wefel on the 8 Janua- 
ry, from whence , onthe 17. with fome picecs of Ordnan- 
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ce , he marched toDoriten , where he gathered his Tréops | 
togeather and fo returned to Wefel waiting there for the 
Cavalry, which yet were quartered in theProvince ofCul- 
len, untill the Bridge over the Rhija should be ready , 
which, on the 20. wasfinished, and fothe Horfe crofled 
the Rhijne, and came to Dorften comitting many info- 
lJencyes on the way , fome{mall places , as Kefteren , and 
JittleDortmont were plundered ; alfo feverall skirmishes © 
happened between partyes , till the French , did begin 
to marchup higher, quartering at Dormont & Lu- 
nen: the Imperialifts , and Brandenburghs forces thereu- 
pon joyned, forming an army of above 20000. choice 
Combatants, which on the 26. January beganne to march 
towards Lipftadt , where his Electoral Highneffeon the 3. 
Febr.arrived with theDukes of BournevilleandLoraine,who . 
onthe 4, marched in the head of the Army towards Soett. 
Marfchall Turenne on the 3. fent fome of his Avant-Troops 
before Unna under command of Sr. de St. Adres one of 
his Lieutenant Generalls : That place being not very 
{trong and few Souldiersin it, only about_1oco. Boors 5 
they yetftoutly defended it flaying many French before 
ir,till at laft the city being moft part of it shott on fire they 
furrendered it on mercy, though unmercifully enough 
dealt withall. Brandenburgh on the 5. arrived at Soeft, but 
not being able timely nough to fuccour Unna he encam- 
ped himfelfe not many miles from thence , expec- 
ting, that the French would come into the Field, and give - 
Battel; but Turenne expecting fupplyes from the Prince of | 
Condé,and from the Land of Liege remained atDortmont, | 
Loenen, and Unna, makeing him(elf MalterofCamen , | 
Altena, and other {mall places; in the mean time Bourne- — 
wille caufed the following mandate of the Emperour to be- 
published : : :a

then for the better eftablishing the peace , reft and welfare of the holy 
Romish Empire; contrary to which bis Empeviall moft gracious 
intent and defigne they all doe aft, who doe bare Arms in the fer-vice 
of an other , befide the above mentioned his Emperiall Majefty , 
and his Ales. Therefore all Military Officers in Service of the B~ 
leftour of Cullen , or Prince of Munfler, but efpecially al! thofe who are 
Vaffals to bis faid Romish Emperiall Majefty , and she Holy Ro- 
muh Empire, of what quality {ever , borfe or foot are by this pre~ 
Sent Patent publickly , and earneftly , exhorted andventreated , to 
defert the fard fervice and lift themfelfs in the Army of the Emperour ; 
where each one according to his State and Condition, and command

Whereupon the Bishop of Munfter published an Contras 
Manifef? , wherein he faid, this wasnot the Order of the 
Emperour, but done by Bourneville of his owne account, 
and that , in very deed , all his Men were Emperiall Men , 
and for the fervice of the Emperour; farther indemnifying 
all and every one of them, from all loffe which they might 
fuffer on this account. 

The Army of the Confoederates haveing been thus 
long in the field , marched again to Soeft, feing the French 
came not upagain{ftthem: But Turenne , being now rein- 
forced with the Infantry of Condé and fome Cavalry of 
Duras, and being now alfo joyned with Munfters, and 
Cullen Forces, marched directly againft Ham, where the 
Duke of Brandenburgh had left 2000 Men in Guarrifon 
who, finding themfelvs imable to with ftand fo great a 
power drawing upon them , left the Citty , and retreated 
tothe Army at Soeft. The French haveing took Ham in- 
to their Poffeffion , marched forward towards Zoeft, in 
the way whereto lay the Fort Berkeboam , wherein was a 
Guarrifon of Brandenburgs Men, which Turezne matter- 
ed with his Avant-Troops under command of Marguis 
de Bourlemont ; upon the loffe of which, the Army of the 
Confcederates broak up from Z,oeft and marched to the 
Lipttadt, whence, on the 23. Febr. the Brandenburgs Army — 
drew to Byleveld with the Artillery ; and the Emperialifts 
to Paterborne, leaving Soeft open tothe Enemy ; but left 
a {trong Guarrifon in the Lipftadt. The French advan-~ 
ceing higher towards Zoeft and Lipftadt , the Emperialifts | 
and Brandenburghs forces, quitted their Quarters, and | 
‘paffing the Wefer on the 28. the Emperours arrived in | 
the Province of Hildesheym ; the Branderburgs foon 
after at Halberftadt and Maagdenburgh ; from whencea- ~ 
gain the firft were to march towards Frankenland, and | 
thefe towards Berlyn. ; 

Thus the whole County of Marck was left open tothe | 
Enemy todomineer there at his pleafure, exceptonly Lip- | 
ftadt, and Sparenbergh, where Guarrifons wereleft: The | 
French encamped about Zoeft and Ham and the areas 
ay orces | 
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orces marched higher upwards, as far as the Wefer brin- 
ing all under Contribution. Now, whether want of for- 
adge, in equality of power , orany other finifter reafon 5 
as the caufe of this retreat of the Confcoederates, I shall 
nothere examine, not intending to detain you with Po- 
litick difcourfes , but remaine fatisfyed , with our haveing 
given youa bare relation of the things as they have paffed. 
The 1. February was the Magiltracy of Amfterdam 
changed again after the old manner asin thetimes of the 
Government of the Stadthouders; and two Lords were 

fucceffivly chofen to remain Old-burgermatters this year, 

and Both of them refuted it. 

On the 2. Dito was beheaded in the Hague one Arnould 
van der Minne, Citizen of the City of Delpht, who, on 
the 29. December , when the Enemy deftroyed Bode-: 
grave, committed many mutinous actions; ftirred upthe 
rabble to fall upon the T own-hous,raild at the Magiftrates, 
calling them Rogues , and after protefting that he would 
thatday wash his handsin the blood of {ome of the Ma- 
giftrates, and had committed feveral! other {editious 
Actions; which,as being the ready way to fettthecommon ~ 

people in uproar again , and being directly contrary to the 
A& of Indemnitye, the Courtto make timely provifion 
therein condemned him to be beheaded. Alfo, on the fame 
day , one Peter Teuni/e Smit of Y{felmonde was whipt, and 
banished for his life , for haveing flandered the Magiftrates 
calling them Rogues, & faying they had dealt knaveishley; 
and that others\(among{t whom he named the Preacher) 
more were excufed to draw out then himfelf; that they thee- 

"vishly putt into their owne pocketsthe mony, that freely 
had been given; breaking out into many the like infolen- 
cyes in their prefence,in theJ uftice Chamber. Which tende 
to nullifye the orders given for calling the Country Peo- 
ple togeather; and.was alfo feditious,:and dire@ly con= 
trary to the Act of Amnefty, and therefore to be pu- ~ 
nished ; And to the end that no body may decieve 
himfelfe in this matter , relying-on the former licen- 
tioufnefle in fpeaking and doing, which was fo ruinous’ 


to 
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to the State; wee have fubjoyned the faid Act o 
Amnetty.

On the 4. Febr. His Highneffe went towards the Army, | 
and all other Chief Officers, each to their refpective Potts ; 
‘The Burgers of the Towns, in South-Holland drew alfo | 
tothe Army, thofe of North-Holland, to Amfterdam ; 
and the Country People, in to the Villadges round about: 
in hopes, and on expectation , that, whilft it froze , there 
might be an opportunity for fome exploit, all things 
being in readineffe thereto , and a great number of Men 
gott togeather; but, it Freezing not very hard, and the 
ftrength of the Stream hindring the Ice from growing 
thick, it was not fictto truft themfelvs onit; and, there- 
fore all their preparation ferved, only tofecure us, from 
the Enemy: The French alfo feemed to have had fome de- 
figne by their prepareing fome fmall pieces, on fledges, 
and getting feverall Ice-fledges togeather; but , what their 
intention was, appeared beft, when they fetch’t Ks 0

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} their biggeft Guns out of the Arfenallat Utregt, and, in 
 prooving them, fo overchardged them, that 3. or 4. of 
- them flew about their ears, and all the reft, except 2. 
broak: this shewed their defigne was, rather to be on their 
watch , to preferve theirowne City , than any expedition 
on the Ice, where {uch heavy Canons are not of ufe. When 
the froft was gone our Army parted again,and the Burgers 
and Boors returned home. 

On the 7. Inthe Tower of London were examined my 
Lord Sas,and the Notary Artoz,by the Duke of Lauderdas 
le; Thefe , being arrived few days before out of Holland, 
were there detained , and fecured , on pretence, that Sas. 
haveing been in England before, was ordered to depart 


the Country, and now comeing with Commiffion to 
treat, without haveing their Pafports were lookt upon as 
Spyes: whereupon their Procefle was prefently to be ma-- 
de, and were ofter examined; which continues in that 
manner ftill , perhaps to ballance thofe English, whom 
wee held herein arreft on fufpicion of fecret correfpon< 


dency. 

The French, not only burthened the Inhabitants of 
their Conquefts in Generall, with intollerable Taxesand 
Impofitions , executeing their goods, very ftrictly , with 
Souldiersand heavy quartering of Souldiers and carrying 
away of all they had in their Houfes; but alfo proceeded 
very rigorously againft thofe that fled, feverall of whom, 
being oft catcht, were delivered over, asa prey unto 
the Souldiers, who ftript them quite naked, and abufed 
_ them befides. They beganne alfo to putt into execution. 
the Proclamation of Confifcation and Demolition, a- 
gainft thofe who were out of the Country , but had their 
effects ftanding there; pulling downe theHoufes of feverall 
that remained in Holland; and f{ummoned all to appear 
upon §0 gl. a day, forfaitc ; executeing the Parents 
goods for the Children , and the one Friends for another. 
The Proclamation of Retorfion whereby all were fum- 
moned in here , who had goods in thefe Provinces and 
remained by the Enemy , on paine of the like Confifca- 
tlony,

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tion, was noe farther executed in generall, than to the 
Inventarefeing of all their goods; and, againft fome of 
Overy felin particular, who were accufed of treachery and 
atraiterous felling of their Cityes, this following Manda- 
ment was published :

On the to. marched out of Coeverden the Lieutenant 
of the Dragoons, with his Dragoons, and a Company 
Horfe of the Lord Sickimga , to Otmarfen, where the Mun- 
{ters Commandour Razdsorf had layn almoft four weeks 
with one Company of Horfe,& one of Dragoons; and had 
a little fortifyed it, but was now drawn out towards Swoll: 
this place had before been fummoned, by the Guarrifon 
f Coeverden , to pay contribution ; and thereupon the 
now plundered it, and carryed thence fome Perfons , wi 
he booty to Coeverden, foon after Commandour Rams«' 
dorf with his Horfeand Dragoons returned thither again. 
Onthe 12. came into Wefep 15 Men, who laying in 
ambush about the Tolacker , of 26 French Troopers shatt 
§. Or 6. and brought 14 Prifoners ti the City, with

fome Horfes and Arms: on the fame day went out 4 Men 
on their Fortune, who, nere Naerden, fell on a Boor with 
6 Horfe: and agreed with him for a randtfom for himfelfe 
and Horfes, which he was to feth out of Naerden , whilft 
thofe Companions ftayed for him, on the Yce with them 
Horfes; the French hearing thereof, would have gone out 
again{tthem , but the Boor prayed them not to doe it, be- 
caule,faid he, they would shoot his Horfes, and the Scaets- 
rijders , never the leffe, e{cape; therefore {though it {pited 
them) they were forced to fee the Boor goe and randfom 
his Horfes. But on the other hand the French took a Bar= 
ber of ‘Formans Regiment , who was on his fcaets , but fine 
ding himfelfe enclofed he cryed Quarter , which they pro- 
mifeing , nevertheleffe ftript him quite naked; andthruft 
him alive into a hole under the Yce. On the 12. dyed fud- 
dainly at Wyrtsburgh the Archbishop and Prince of Ments 
a great Favourite of the French Party ; and was fucceeded | 
by Lotharius Fredericus , Baron of Metterniche , Bishop of | 
Spiers, who Anno 1671. was chofen Coadjutor at Mentz. 
On the 13. On notice, that about 600 French were 
marching towards Linfchoten , Ouwaters broek , and Pa- 
pekop , to Spoil thofe Villadges, haveing about 300 Sled-_ 
ges with them , tocarry away their plunder and hay: a= 
bout 300 Burgers of Dort andthe Hague, and 420 Soul- 
diers, under Count Vaz Hornes marched towards them 
the Burgers in the front, on their Scaets; who being pre- | 
fently at their heels fired at them, and killed feverall ; 
whereupon the French leaving their Sledges retreated be- | 
hind feverall Haycocks, where they putt themfelvs in | 
pofture to make refiftance, but our Souldiers alfodrawing- 
_ meer they were forced to make their efcape, andfofled to’ 
Woerden, whither were purfued, till wee came within 
Canon-shott of the City; Ours brought with them the 
recovered Booty and 14. Prifoners into Ouwater; of us 
only were two Burgers a little wounded. 
On the 14. Both the Houfes of Parliament affembled at: 
London and his Majetty fignifyed to the Houfe of Com- 
| mons. That their {peaker Sr. Edward Turner heing nave 
a = 
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advanced , they should elect another and prefent him the 
next day unto the King, which they did in the Perfon of 
Sr. Fob Charleton , whom the King haveing admitted; He 
made, with the ufuall ceremonyes , fitting on his Throne 
with his Royall Robe, the Crowne on His head, thisfollo- 
wing {peech unto both the Houfes of Parliament. 


M Y Lords and Gentlemen : 
Lam glad tofee you here this day ; 1 should have called you 
fooner togeather , but that 1 defigned to eafe both you , and the Na- 
tion, untill there should be an abfolure neceffity: Sinceyou were here 
laft, 1 ha-ve been conftyained to a very weighty , neceffary , and char= 
eable Warre, and ,1 doubt not , but you will give me an effetuall, 
and futable affiftance for the carrying on the pet 1 referre you to 
my Declaration concerning the grounds , and indeed , the neceffity of 
this Warre. And 1 shall now only fay , that 1 could havve paffed by 
the indignityes againft my own Perfon rather than have brought 
things to this extremity , if the Inteveft , as well as the honour of 
the whole Kingdome were not endangered thereby: and if 1 bad 
negletted this occafion, wee should perhaps never have mett with 
fo advantagious an opportunity. You will find , that the laft fupplys 
you gave me, did not anfwer the cxpeltation , as to the end, for 
which you gave it , the payment of my debts ; therefore, in the next 
place, I muft again earneftly recommned that to your [peciall cave. 
Some few dayes before I declared the Warve , I.garve out my Proclae 
mation of Indulgence for the differing partyes in Religion , and have 
hither tofound the good effects of it , in affurance of peace at homes 
while 1 had Warre abroad ; there 1s one part of it , Mwhich s fubjel to 
mifconfiruttions , that, which concerns the Papifts ; as if more free~ 
dom was graunted them, than to other Recufants; where as "tts 
evident , they have leffe ; for others have publick places allowed 
them ; and 1 never intended they should have any; but only that 
they should have the freedom of ther Religion 1m their Houfes y 
awithoutr any concourfe of others ; and leffe than this 1 could not 
graunt them, feeing I had shewn fo much more indulgence unto 
others, moft of them haveing been faithfull in their fervice to me 
and my Father : and inthe whole courfe of this indulgence , my in~ 
tention ws not, that it should, in any wife, prejudice the church; but 
will maintain it in all its priviledees, and that in their full power. 
Haveiag now {aid this U shall take it very ill to meet with any con- 
traditlion in what 1 bave done. . And to be plain with you, 1 am 
2 ’ refolued 
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vefolved to perfift by my Declaration. There ts one Scruple move wich 18 
maliciously divulged abroad , but yet fo flight and frivolous, that 
A farce thought it worth makeing mention of , hadit not perhaps al- 
ready gort credit with fome wellmeaninge People, and that ts, that 
the forces 5 which 1 ha-ve vaifed inthis Warre , should be contrived to 
oppofe the Law and Propriety. 1 wish 1 had more Forces the laft 
fammer > the want whereof convinceth me that 1 muft raife more 
towards the fpring 5 and doubt not but you will confider the chardges 
zhereof in your (upply: 1 will conclude with this affurance to you; 
that I will mantame the trae Reformed Proteftant Religion, and 
the Church, as it now is eftablished in this Kingdom, and that no body’s 
Propriety or Freedom shall be invaded on. 


Whereupon the Chanceller illuftrateing every thing 

. more fully, made ad eduction of the neceflity of the War- 

re from many infolencyes, which this State had commit- 

ted, againft all Crowns in generall, afpireing after an 

univerfall Empire, as great, as thatof Rome; but efpe- 

cially againit England, fo that His Majefty might 
weil call it, the Parliaments ware; and expect a futh- ° 


cient fupply: thereunto, adding that the States had di~ 
vulged amongft their People fuch rumors , that they 
were fure the Parliament would not affift the King in 
this Warre; and, if they could but linger it out untill 
the Seffion of Parliament, then their work was done, but 
His Majefty knew the Parliament better, being fully affu- 
red, on the contrary that they would give him eftectuall 
affiftence; that, thereby the Dutch being decieved in 
their hopes, should never more be formidable to Kings , 
or dangerous toEngland. And, if they should after this 
time ever rifeagain ; they should remember thatthe Sta- 
tes of Holland are always Enemys to England, both in © 
intreft, and-inclination; Afterwards recommended to 
their care the payment of the Kings debts, and excufed the 
shutting of the Exchequer; and he fo vindicated the — 
indulgence of his Majelty to the Papifts, that he knew that 
noe good man could make any rationall fcruple againft — 
it, and finally took notice of alike joealozy whichfome — 
had, of His fo great militia; which, he faid, was found 
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to beto weak, and therefore his Majefty refolved to enlar- 
ge it with7. or8.Regiments more, concludeing farther 
with a thanksgiveing to God, for fuch a King, the Re- 
ftorer of their Church, and State; that in the midft of 
Warre and mifery , that reigned in their Neighbour 
Countryes, their barns were full, noe complaints were in 
their Streets, and {carfe any one knew that there was a 
Warre; A King who poffetfed the hearts of His People, 
e{pecially of His Parliament, who exceeded all their Pre- 
deceffors in affection and Loyaltye. 

On the 15. the French took Faffe in the Province of 
Liege, asalfo Covigne, Chaftelet, and other {mall places, 
intending alfo to furprife Thuyn, but were refitted there : 
in the Country they burnt all that refufed to pay the Con- 
tribution they demanded, and made themfelvs by force 
Matter of the whole Land of Luyk , without doubr, to 
lodge their Army there in the {pring ; and that they might 
more commodioufly block up Maftrigt. At this time Zar 
quis de Genlis , and Count le Marcq Governour of Woer- 
den, being fent for, on the complaint of the Duke of 
Luxenburghs arrived at Paris , and were both disgratiatedy 
and banished from the Court ; the firft becaufe he had not 
foonenough, followed the Duke of Luxenburgh with the 
body of the Army , to releafe Woerden; the other, bee 
cau{e he had not, according to order, burnt the Panntyles 
kills, or Bakehoufes of tills. 

On the 18. was executed at Amfterdam one Fohz Frae 
zeraSchotehman , who, onthe 9. paft, on the accufation 
of a Seaman, was apprehended , and freely confeffed 5 
that he came out of England with the Packett-boat, with 
intention , toemploy fome perfons, to fett the City and 
Ships on fires bringing along with him, asa faithfull com- 
panion one Paul Andrews; he, and the faid Paul Andrews 
haveing before made tryall inthe prefence of two other 
Perfons, of.one of thefe fire Inftruments, on a Ship; 
one of which [nftruments was dureing his imprifonment 
produced and shewn him, which he had made with his 
owne hands. And that he under nena had promifed to 
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pay twenty pounds Sterlings to the Brother of the faid 
Paul Andrews , as {oon as he should have fett on firethe 
Eaftindia-houfe, or any of the States men of Warre , she- 
wing hima Fire-inftrument, and directing him, how to 
make ufe of it; that hecame out of England on purpofe 
to fett on fire the Men of Warre bere; and laftly he con- 
feffed , that he had employed this Pau! Andrews to procure 
another man , accordingly as he had gott his Brother to af- 
fift therein ; after confeifion of all which , the Lords of the 
Judicature, with advice of the Lords Burgermafters con- 
demned him, to be brought to the Scavold before the 
Townhous, and there by the publick Executioner to 
be broke on a Croffe from his leggs upwards, then to be 
choaked anda bundle of Straw to be flamed over his face ; 
his body to be fett on a wheel at the Volewijk , there to be 
devoured by the fouwls of the air; and to have a Pott 
hung by him , denoteing the fireintended , with confifca- 
tion of allhis Goods ifhe had any. execution accordingly 
followed Pra/éentibus the Stadtholder of the Chief- officer. 
Three Burgermafters and all the Schepens. 

This Pant Andrews, that came with him out of England, 
feemed to have fome conteft in himfelfe, but becaufe of 
the great Oaths he had made of faithfullneffe and fecrecy, 
did not dare to reveal it;and therefore endeavouredto gett 
hisBrother into play,that fo it might by him cometo light; 
accordingly Frazer had noe fooner bound himfelie by his 
hand writing unto the faid Paul Andrews togivehim 20 
Pound Sterlings but he prefently made it known ,as appe- 
ared by Frazers being apprehended on the g. the next day 
following his engagement: The houfe which he moft fre- 
quented at meals , was narrowly fearched , the Man of the 
Houfe runne away, the Woman was apprehended , and 
carryed to goal, thence to the Spinhous, not without great 
fufpicion of knowing fomething of this Frazers defignes. 

On the 19. The Bishops Men, fell out from Nieuw- 
{chans upon our Watch, which lay on the Boonderdijk 
and killed fome of them, but went noe farther , retreating 
again into the Nieuwe-fcans; in the mean time ne 
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Men were commanded from Groeningen to enforce our 
Men: At Schoonhove were two Perions Shott through 
for haveing defigned the fireing of that City : at Coever- 
den was one alfo apprehended, on prefumption of the 
like defigne ; and was afterward beheaded and quartered. 

On the 20. At Groeningen were concluded the procee- 
dings againit E/quire Ofebrand Fohan Rengers , who, with 
one Piccart » {oon after the befieging of Groeningen were 
apprehended , on prefumption of keeping correlponden- 
cy with the Bishop of Mun/fer, whereof, (though he would 
confeffe nothing but, both under the tortures as well as 
when free, perfifted in the negative) there was fufficient 
evidence by Atteftations under Oath and other clear fi- 
gnes, that he endeavoured to perfwade Madam Sophia van 
der Kamp » to goetothe Bishop of Munffer , and by means 
of her Friends to buy of him the Lordship Wedde, though 
it should coft him sooco gl. but that it should not be ti- 
ened before she had the news of Groeninghens being ta- 
ken: and that, by means of the fame Gentlewoman, he 
treated with the Bishop forthe prefervation of his Houfe 
and Goods, at Sloghteren; that he told her he kept alfo 
correfpondence with the Kivg of France, which it it was 
known, would coft him his head: thatdureing the Siege, 
he had always good information from the Army, that a- 
mongit his writeings were found many feditious Papers of 
one Schuylenbergh ; that he had endeavoured to corrupt his 
Judges, and enriched himfelf unjuttly with the monyes of 
the Land : for which he was condemned to emprifonment 
for life,to be at his owne chardge maintained, and to make 
reftitution of all he had fraudulently took away ; Picardy 
being found guiltlefle was releafed. 

Onthe21. Drew outof Utreght, under the Marquis de 
Bouffler 300 Dragoons, and fome light Horfe, for to re- 
cieve Contribution, and komeing to Nichtevecht 150 
Men drew out from the Hinderdam againft them; but 
being to few in number fome of them were killed in 
the Refconter , fome fled, and 55 were carryed Prifon- 

nersinto Utreght; whom they ftript naked and fo moft 
Bi, 14 were 
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wyere forcedto march bare legged, and barefoot over the 
‘Yceand Snow, whereof fome dyed on the way;, The Vil- 
ladge Nichteveght was quite Peaen and burnt, church 
and all; and the next day the fair feat, Amerongen,was laid 
in ashes, and as flame was feen in Graveland : at the fame 
time feverall Zealand-Privateers falling on the English 
Fleet , comeing from Mallago, foon maftered fome of 
them, and brought them up, very richly laden. 

On the23. was difcovereda pretended defigne which 
Captain Kettens Sonne , Secretary to the Duke of Harrach, 
should have contrived , againft the Perfon of the Bishop 
of Munfter to deliver him, and the City Muntter itfelfe 
into the hands of the Imperialifts, whereto was added, that 
they had already enclined the Lord Rijzgrave , Gover- 
nour of Munfter, andthe Chief Captain of the Guard , 
and fome others; on which prefumtion he was imprifon- 
ned, and kept clofe in order to be further , according to 
Law, proceeded again{ft. But alamentable Cheat it was 
which , the French takeing the occafion of thisaccident, | 
putt upon thelmperialifts,by fending this following coun- |

if Thought it my duty to give you advice by this Expreffe , how it — 
hath pleafed God to profper our attempt upon the City of Mun- 
fler, and that, although wee were not fo happy at the firft as wee 
could have wished ; haveing loft great number of our Men, yet wee 
bavecarryed the place at laft. The Bishop himfelfehad much adoe 
to efcape our hands , byretireing into a Gentlemans Houfe hard-by ; 
haveing with him fome few Heyduckes, and fome of his Horfe 
Guards. His Eleftorall Highnefle, my Mafter, 1 juft now about — 
io inveft the place, and force him to an agreement: behashkewife 
Kiven order for marching of feverall Horfe and Foot to Warendor f, 
to make themfelvs Mafters of that Place. At thisinftant , while I 
4m writeing , is arrived on Officer of his Highnefle who tel!s hy 
peers that 
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that a Party of our Forces, have beaten a Party of 4000 Horfes 
befides certain Dragoons and {ome Foot , under command of Mar= 
quis de Renel , Marshall General! of the Electour of Cullen, whe 

awere pofted at Gefecque; and that they have taken the Marquts himfelf- 
Prifonner and will bring him hither in few bours ; that Major Ge~ 

nevallSolms is killed on the place , and the Count de Lippe , Colonek 
of a Regiment being -véry much wounded , is took Prifoner , to- 
geather with a Coufin of the Bishop of Straetshorrow. AM the Bag= 
gage and fome {mall pieces of Cannon are fallen into ony hands 5 
and they were in hopes that Prince Willem of Furftenbergh had 
been amongft the Prifoners , but thefe affirme he was not prefent at 

the Attion: in the mean time , they have taken his Baggage, amongft 

which is found a great quantity of Plate Silver andGold, and our 
men , imagineing be is not fay of, {bare no pains to find him out. 

The Marshall de Turenne , was certainly upon this advice retired 
in great confufion: onour fide the Prince de Anhalt hath recieved @ 
flight wound: as alfo Major Generall the Count de Caprara, whe 
arrived there in the hight of the Altion,; and our men, being ftillin 

pur[uit of the Enemy, Wee cannot yet give any farther particulars 
or the number of the flain on both fides.

Baron de SCHWERIN. 


The Marquis haveing recieved this Letter, as from the 
Baron of Schwerin , Chief-Minitfter of the Elector of Bran- 
denburgh, had not the leaft thougts ofany cheat; but fent 
immediatly the news thereof by exprefles, to the allyed 
Courts, were this news was welcomed with much won- 
dering, but, foon after, was difcovered to be a trick of 
the Enemy, to abufe them. 

Amongtt the generall Commotions in thefe Countrys; 
upon the fuddain invafion of the French, the Province 
of Vriesland hath had noe {mall Share, which hath ever 
fince brought them into fuch a confufion, that their hands 
have been as it were bound up, from, doing any thing 
for the prefervation of the Land, and were treatned with 
utter ruines ; for, inftead of oppofeing the Enemy , and fo 
to reftore their lapfed State, the Rulers, by their mutuall 
differences did as much, as in them lay , abandone the 
Government, and defence of their Country ; divideing 
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themfelvs into fuch FaCtions,that broke out to the keeping 
of two feparate StateA ffemblys,fome of whom, rather than 
to move one inch from their owne [ntereft, leave this 
whole bleffed Province for a prey to the Enemy, on which 
the totall fubverfion of the whole State mutt needs have 
followed: Wee mutt acknowledge, allthat difference arofe 
from the diffidenge of the Subjects againft their Rulers , & 
by this Action of Vriefland,it appears,how much this State 
is behoulden tothe wife direction of his Highneffe, next 
under God, for their preferyation. Thefe difturbances be- 
ganne in Holland and, {pread themfelvs fo far, that {caerfe 
any place was free’, which if it had not been timely ftopt by 
the prudent carriadge of his Highne//e about the Magiltra- 
cy. Thefe Provinces would unavoidably have failen into 
an abfolute 4marchy,or at beft intothofe confufions,which 
wee fee Friefland in, for , the Government could not heal 
the wound becaufe themfelvs were fufpected, nor the 
Commonality, becaufe tumultious. In Vriefland there 
was a Stadtholder , andthe Prizceffe his Mother , but they 
had not the happineffe to decide thofe differences to fuch 
content, whence it followed, that the old, and new Go- 
vernment , each reprefenting the Soveraignty of the Pro- 
vince, affembling the one at Leuwaerden, the other at 
Sneack, made laws contradictory, each to the other, 
without, in any part right underftanding one another: 
Which being very prejudiciall to that Province and the 
State in generall, the High and Mighty States, and his 
Highneffe deputed thither on the 1. January, feverall 
Lords; toendeavour as Mediators, with theStadtholder | 
of Friefland to decide the difference, and to reconcile the 
disagreeing partys, who, after greatlabour and teadious _ 
toyl,the bufineffe brougt fo farre that on the 19. Febr. writs 
were fent out, & a Staets affembly was held at Leuwaerden, 
as the only reprefentative of the Souveraignty of that 
Province; who should compofe all farther ditferences and 
redreffe all abufes that were creptin ; wheretoe onthe 22. 
of February the Mediators delivered in the Affembly 5 
_ their forme of their regulateing and reforming Refolu- 
tions s 
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tions: t6 be confirmed as done by the States, and {fo all 
matters were brought fo farre , that ’tis hoped may tend to 
a perfect agreement, and good of the Common wealth. 

On the 13. Febr. ‘The Lords the Sweedish Mediatours, 
delivered their Memoriall unto the Affembly , whereby 
they gave notice how that, without loffe ofany time , they 
had wrote to England and France, that their Highneffes 
were pleafed to reje& all mention ofa ceffation of Arms; 
and refufeing Dunkerk , had propounded other places for 
the treaty ; And that they the Mediatours had ufed all ef- 
fectuall means to perf{wade them tothe acceptance of one 
of the propounded places: whereto from France though 
they had noe fure and follid hope, yet, he shewed noe 
great aversneffe thereto; but fromEngland, that his Ma- 
jefty thereinterpreted this refufall of theirs’, as a token of 
their abfolute aversneflé to any thoughts of peace and fo 
told the Mediatours, that indeed the painsthey had been 
pleafed to take was very acceptable unto him 3 but, feeing 
all means propofed for the obtaining of the peace were 
not fatisfactory , he was neceffitated to committ the far- 
ther iffue of affairs to God, and his owne Arms. Where- 
upon the Mediatours being at a ftand , defired their High- 
neffes to produce means for the promoteing of the 
Peace, that fo all their endeavours made ufe of to that 
end, might not vanish into fmoak : Whereupon their 
Highneffes onthe 21. anfwered, that they heartily thanked 
the Lords Mediatours for the pains they had took; and 
unanimoufly with the other Minifters of their Allys, 
-\protefted, that they defired nothing more then the pre- 

vention of all farther Jarrings which would foon, appear 
in the Treaty of Peace : that Duynkerk , on many ac. 
counts, was not judged, by their Allys, a place any ways 
convenient; and, astoa Ceflation of Arms , they decla- 
ted that they were forry, totheir hearts, that they muft 
refufe it, unavoidably forefeeing their ruine thereby ; but, 
if fuch a refufall made any impreflion on his Maje/Py of 
England ; as if they refuied this Ceflation, that, in the 
meantime they might the more annoy his Subjects witli 
their’ 
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their Privateers; they teftifye, that they have noe fuch 
intention inthe leaft, but from their defire unto Peace are 
ready , to fatisfye any reafonable pretences what foever 5 — 
and if it might be pleafing to the King of England they 
are willing to make with kim a generall and abfolute Cef- 
fation of Arms by Sea, from this time forward; forthe’ 
Space of an entire year or longer; not doubting but the | 
Mediatours will, by this their carriadge, eafily fee their 
Highneffes fincere endeavours for the promoteing of the 
Peace, and, that they will fecund the fame , with their 
moft effectuall fervice. 

Whilft wee were thus buify about the preliminaryes 
of a Treaty there was on all fides vigourous preparations 
for the Warrecarryed on: The German Princes feeing | 
the fire approaching them fo near beganne to awake, 
and putt themfelvs into pofture. The Princes of Lunez- 
burgh beganne to raife forces apace: that each of them — 
might have fome Souldiers in fervice. Beyeren gott his — 
Troops home again, which he had lent the Duke of Savoy; 
in his difpute with the Genuefers; and gave out Com- 
miffions for new levyes. Saxon gave order to raile feverall 
Regiments, appointing Count van Eberfteyn, for Gene- 
rall of all his forces, andthe Baroz van Wallenrode for Ge- 
nerall Mafter of the Guards of the Infantry , and Count 
van der Natt for the Horfe; all under pretence of defen- 
ding their owne Lands, and State; but doubrleffe, de« 
fiznedly to follow one Intereft or other, as eae! 
might ierve, and moft probably that of the Empire; it 
not corrupted by bribes another way. 

The Crown of Sweeden , who by its Mediation feemed ~ 
fuch a {trong Promoter of Peace, made therefore not the — 
Jeffe preparation for War, continually fending over their 
new Levys into Pomerland ; and raifing more im Ger- 

- many,gathered a confiderable power togeather in the Pro- 
vince of Breemen. 

The States of Liege finding, that, under the name of 
Neutrality, they were fufficiently facrifized tothe plea~ 
fure of France, who, by force madethemfelvs Mee ef : 

everall | 
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feverall places, and whofe infolences in the Country, 
daily encreafed , they beganne alfo to raife Men , tode- 
fend themfelys, as much as poilible, from that oppreffion: 
accordingly they laid Guarrifons in feverall Places, 

Spain knowing at what uncertainty she enjoyed Peace, 
prepared alfo for War, raifing many Souldiers, but not 
to {uch a proportion as was needfull at an open Decla- 
ration againft France. Part of the raifed Forces weré fent 
towards Catalonia, others to the Nederlands, where Count 
Montery , by his prefence perfonally , being very vigilant 
for the [ntereft of the Crowne, did facilitate the burden 
of the Taxes in all the Provinces under hisGovernment ; 
and, feeing the French affembled fo many Men in Char- 
leroy and the Conquered Citys, asalfo, in the Country 
of Liege: He went, and vifited molt of the Fortreffes un- 
der his Command, and fett on foot fuch new Levys that, 
with the expected Succours from Spain, we might not 
only be in pofture to ftand again{t any onfett or inva- 
fion ; but, in cafe of a rupture with France, should beable 
to carry on the Warre offenfively. 

Frames who, tothe admiration of all, preffeth for~ 
ward the Treaty for Peace more then any, feems never= 
theleffe , by his great preparations , as if he should firft Be- 
ginne the Warre, being almoft wholy employed in gi- 
veing out new Commiffions, and prefle Mony: and - 
4000 Men weretranfported into his fervice from Savoy, 
and fome from Genoua ; and ’twas reported that the 
French Forces with. their Recrutes and new Levyes, 
should be augmented to the number of 200000, that fo 
he might act with 3 formidable Armyes, one whereof 
should be lead towards the Frontiers of Brabant, by the 
King himfelfe, and his Brother the Duke of Orleans ; as 
| Generall under him, the other on the Borders of Holland, 
ander Command of the Prince of Coude, and his Sonne 
the Duke of Auguine , the third to be ufed againft the Ger- 
mansunder Marshall de Turenue , Duke de Navailles to re. 
maine in Lotheringen; And the Bishops of Cologne and 
Munfter should a&t in Groeningen and Frieflandt. Which

The other bereing the Blew Flag” 


by Sr. Edward Sprag » Fohu Kempthorne , and Capt. Norby, 


as Admirall, Vice- and Rere-admirall. The White Flagge 


was left for the French Efquadron: and they hafted fo 
much the more with this Fleet, becaufe they beleeved , 
that wee should not here be able to gett a Fleet into Sea, 
partly through want of power » and partly through {caer- 
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city of Seamen, fuch a great number being already em=_ 
ployed on our Privateers: to thatend Sr. Edward Sprag 
was {ent over to France as Envoy extraordinary , to adjuft 
the Orders, for the joyning of the English and French 
Fleet; and with one to renew the leagué between thofe 
two Crowns; whereto was alfo employed the Duke of 
Monmouth, and Earle of Sunderland , and ’twas reported 
that the Duke of York himfelfe was there incognito. The 
were athome, ftill buy(y in gathering of Land Souldiers 
and Shipping them by partyesinto France; and gave out 
Commiflions for the raifing 8 nieu Regiments, and ma- 
de choice of the Colonels thereto, being all Perfons of 
quality and high defcent. 
Here at home wee fat not ftill, befids the 6 new Ree! 
giments to beraifed as before mentioned ; wee refolvedto 
recrute the decayed Companyes , and to raife 4. more new 
Regiments: and , for the better regulateing of their Pay, 
out of that great number of Sollicitors , who hitherto had 
the adminiftration thereof, were chofen Pagadores, ten 
Trefurers or of the Militia, to be kept ata certain Sallary; 
each, according to certain inftructions, that should be 
given them, to pay that part of the Militia in their divie 
fion monthly, and accordingly to recieve the Mony at the 
Pay- Officers ; and for the furer manadgement thereof, 
the 200. Penny in forme of Capitall loan was concluded, 
_on for the fecond time to be paid in manner as the former 
haveing an efpeciall refpect to the great Chardge of the 
Sea-equipage , being after fome deliberation refolved, to 
fett outa confiderable Fleet , not inferiour tothat of the 
laft year, either in number or mounture: whereto the 
Ships were immediatly ranged, Officers appointed,and the 
equipage beganne , which went on fo fucces fully, and the 
Leavies alfo with fuch a confluence of Seamen, that *twas 
noe wonder that wee were in Sea as foonas our Enemy, 
though they would be, as ‘twas reported, almoft ready 
before wee beganne. ; 
__. In this pofture, affairs ftood , in the end of February; 
very probable to break out in the beginning of March 
Inte - 
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into a heavier Tempeft then before: inthe interim the 
Sweedish Mediatours were very earneft for fetting on foot 
the negotiation of Peace , whofe procedures wee shall here 
profecute, before wee take any more notice of what farther 
occurred in the Month of March. 

On the anfwer which the States on the 21. Febr. had 
giyen to the Mediators, the faid Lords Mediatours did , 
on the 3. of March, by many Arguments, prefle hard to 
the acceptance of Duynkerke for the place to Treat in , 
and haveing afterwards recieved a Miflive from the King 
of England, whereby He fignifyed his perfifting in the 
choice of that place they did on the 13. of March deliver 
ina farther Memoriall , shewing the Kings reafons there- 
to drawn from his honour, convenience, andfecurity of 
his Minifters; thence concludeing the Kixg of England 
was refolved to keep to that place; ande therefore though 
the King of France might refolve upon any other place, yet 
*twas to bethought that by vertue of the indiffoluble band 
of thetwo Kings, he would comply with the fentiment of 
England. 

On this foot they were very earneft to have Dunkerck 
accepted , attributeing the danger of all Chriftendome to 
fuch a refufall; and left it tothe States toconfider, ifon 
this refufall the Negotiation should be broak off, and the 
States should afterwards meet with any diflafter,how they 
could anfwer it to God and Pofterity for fuch procee- 
dings; farther teftifying, that it was their grief that they 
mutt be forcedto depart, vermfecid: but foon after they 
recieved two Letters, one from Secretary Arlington » gi- 
veing notice that the King of England, at the defire of | 
France had defifted from Duynkerk , and had pitched u- 
pon Cologne or Aix la Chapelle , leaving the choice of — 
either to France. The other Letter was from Count Todt 5 
fignifying that the King of France had made choice of 
Cologne. Which on the 22. of March, the Mediators ac- 
quainted the States with , by Memoriall , with teftification 
of their ia joy, and congratulation on that account. 
Alfo dered the States, that their Highneffes would be 

pleafed 
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 pleafed without any delay to make choice of Embaffa+ 
dours, and Plenipotentiaryes, giveing them all needfull- 
initruction to negociate for Peace atthe appointed place. 
On which notice the States did, that fame day , by their 
Deputyes returne thanks to the Lords- Mediatours for 
their pains, and Vigilancye, promifeing them to doe what 
lay in their power to facilitate the Treaty , and prefentley 
they nominate Perfons to fend thither; defireing they 
would take care to procure Pafports, and Safe-conduéts 
for their Perfons, Train and Baggage. But not long after the 
Lords-Mediatours did by Memoriall acquaint the States, 
that the King of France, ({eeing the Marquis de Grana lay 
with his Regiment in Cologne, and haveing underftood 
by an intercepted Letter that he was to bring 2000 Horfe 
more into the City) could not look on that Placeas Neu= - 
trail untill, de Grava should leave it: & therefore declared, 
that untill Cologne was cleared of that troublefome Guar= 
rifon, He would fend his Embaffadour to Aix la Chae 
pelle; Whereupon the Mediatours defired, that their 
Highneffes would doe what in them lay , to direct affairs 
fo, that Cologne might be freed of that Emperiall Guarri- 
fon , and alfo, that ,in the mean while, they would not re- 
fufe td fend their Embafladoursto Aix la Chapelle. 

But moft probable itis, that the defigne of France, in 
dislodging the Emperiall Troops from Collogne, wasto 
make himfelfe Matter of that Place, which had allalong 
been owned as a neutrall Place ; but, feeing, that did not fo 
fucceed he made choice of Aken , which thefe Statescon- 
fented to, and nominated for Holland the Lords Bever- 
ningh and Rhede ; for Zealand Van Odijck., for Friefland 
| my Lord Hayrez, and for Groeningen my Lord Yséraats ; 

In France were nominated for the fame Negotiation the 
Duke of Chaulnes ,Courtijn » and Barillon, 1n England the 
Earle of Sunderland , ‘Fenkins » and William{on. 

March1. ‘The French, finding little opportunity of 
doing any thing confiderable againft their Enemy, made 
it now their greateft buifnefle to further every where 
Contributions , Taxes, and Branctich ang? > myaning alt 
tie bagi 
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that did not pay to the very utmoft; fettingon fire at this | 
time both the Seats at Daalwijck neer Marfevean , and al- 
fo one called Sjonkeveght, Konings-veld , and Sluys- 
Oort; threatning within few dayes to burne 12 more, if 
ney brought not their ranfon timely. 

’ Onthe8. A Party that went out from Oudewater re- 
turned with good Booty, which they had took away from 
the French between Woerden and Utrecht, amongit 
which wasa boat laden with Victualls. At the fame time 
feverall Souldiers belonging to Wefop, went out towards 
Urreghr, and falling upon the Boat of Breukel , wherein 
were feverall French going to Utreght, they killed four 
and carryed the reft with good Booty to Wefop. 

- Onthe to, The States publihed feverall Placaets, for- | 
bidding a new, the importation of any Brandewijn or 
French Coo] Wijnes, alfo the great and {mall Fishing, 
and Cathching of Whales, and with one the exportation | 
of any materialls for the faid Fishing , or the employing of 
any Ships thereunto , alfo that none of the Inhabitants of | 
this Country should hire themfelys there to out of the 
Country, or fuffer themfelvs to be made ufe of by any 
Nation: andthat none of their Inhabitants shall be Part 
owners in employment of any Ship thereto out of this 
Country. Alfo was forbidden all Navigation to the Eaft, 
or Weft ,or North; eiterto Cape or Traffick: orto goe’ 
in tothe fervice of any Strangers; and thofe, who were 
‘in Service of any Strangers , were commanded to quitt the 
faid Service, and returne home; all Privateers were alfo_ 
called in, and feverall other matters, for the regulation 
both of Warre, and Policy at home. At Paris the Kin 
caufed all the Spanish Attendants of the Queen todepar 
the Court, for Madrid, tothe great diffatistaction of th 
Queen , becaufe they communicated many fecrets of Stat 
unto Spain. . 

’ On the 12. of March, deceafed at Weenten the Em- 

‘ pereffe then reigning, to the great grief of that Court, and 
efpecially ofthe Houfe of Auttria , being with child of aft 
Emperiall Prince. halle éi 
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. Onthe20: About 2000 choice Men were Shipt from 
Amfterdam in about 50 {mall Veffels, defigning to make 
an attempt upon Harderwijck , under the command of 
Colonel Pa/m: they were all felec& Men, and well provi- 
ded both of Armsand other things neceffary; and, not 
to be difcovered , they fett their courfe Seawards , and hae 
veing the Wind with them defigned , againft it was dark, 
to come before the Towne, and on the 21. at 3 of the 
Clock in the morning, drawing towards Land, they found, 
themfelvs, through the neglect of the Pilots,a great way 
lower than the City; whereupon the Pilots beganne to 
difpute among themfelvs whether, and at ‘what place 
they could reach the City that night; but, the Wind not 
favouring them, they refolved to renew the defigne the 
next night , and, in the meantime , putt ofagain towards 
theSea: but, they being thereby fufficiently difcovered, 
the force that was there abouts came into Harderwijck to 
defend it: our men comeing the next night, beforeit, 
and finding all in alarme, and hearing many Soul- 
diers there, they retreated without attempting any farther: 
the defigne itfelfe, from the good contrivance, and ne- 
ceffity of it, and correfpondency with thofe within, feemd 
to promife nothing leffe thana good iffue; butit feems» 
that hitherto fome accidents have oft hindred the accom- 
plishment of our Enterprifes. 

On the 21. Amonett the feverall Partyes that conti- 
nually went out of Coeverden one where or other, fome 
came, early in the morning to Almelo , in Twent , to the 
Houfe of acertain Womam, who, dureing the Siege of 
Groeninghen, had drove a great trade between the Cityes 
| of Overyffel, Utrecht and Amersfoort, and, but few 
daysagoe , was come home with a good fumme of ready 
Mony; they made her open her chefts, where they 
found the Mony , to the vallue of fix, or feven thou. 
fand Gilders, which, with fome Plate, and fine Linneny 
alfo three Wagons laden with Wine, Brandewine and 
Stockfish , defigned for Amersfoort , they brought with 
them unto Coeverden. And fo a good cheer Nag 
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felvs, with that , which was intended to have fed the E- | 
nemy. 

On the 23. Severall French Horfe came by the way of 
Flanders nere a place called Ouden-Man, and fome of 
them at low water rode into the Villadge, where they | 
burnt feverall Houfes and fo returned with their prey; but — 
comeing again fome days after, were repulfed by the 
Boors: On the fame 23. our Men at Ouwater, hearing 
thata Company of French , amongft whom were feverall 
Officers, were marching with Convoy from Woerden to 
Mtreght; about 70 Musketteers, in § Sloops, under the 
Command of one Captain Sanderfon, 2 Lievetenants 5 

Enfigns , and § Sergeants , drew out to meet them , and, 

ying nere Harmele in Ambush, dischardged on the : 
#rench as they were comeing by, in 3 Boats, and killing 
feverall of them , made the reft call Far ebuieneck »efpecially | 
the Women, who were amongit them: and when wee | 
had given them Quarter, Captain Sanderfou and fome | 
ew more only firft appearing , the French shott amongft 
them, wounding Sanderfon , and fome more , andkilling | 
one Sergeant; but ours, being fecunded by the reft of the © 
‘Ambushment, fell again ftoutly upon, and killed many 
of them, amongft whom one Lievtenant Colonell, and 
feverall Officers; andthe remander of their 160. (for fo 
many they were) Viz: 2 Captains, 4 Lievtenants, 45 
Souldiers, and 5 Women - Huxters with all the Booty , 
they brought with them into Ouwater. Alfo fome of our | 
Men, who were lodged by the Woerdfe Verlaet ,encoun- | 
tring witha Party of about 86 Men, killed 30 of them, on 
the place, and putt the reft to flight. « 

On the 29. Severall French came from Utrecht to_ 
Vrealand, intending to have carryed the Bells away , as 
they did from many other Places, but, a Boor bringing 
tideing thereof to Hinderdam , Captain Holtéarent with 
16 Volonteers went thence ina Boat , to meetthem y andy 
on their arrivallat Vrealand , they found the French buify 
about getting the Bells into their {mall Ship; but our men, 
difcharging but once amongt{t them, puttthem ve to pe 
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flight ; and, purfuing them, took fix of them, whom with 
their Bells, they carryedto Wefop. 

On the 30. The Spanyards, who had along time laid 
in Calker, drew out thence ; this was the only place the E- 
lector of Brandenburg h.now had in the Dukedom of Cleaf, 
laying on the fide of the Rhijne , not very {trong ofitfelfe, 
_ but fortifyed with a ftrong Caftle; and there being but 
a weak Guarrifon in it, *twas enforced with Spanish 
Auxiliary Troops, under my Lord Me/nagne, and fome + 
Horfe under Count de Merode, who dayly went outagain{t 
the French , lying {cattered throughout all Cleavland, and 
took much booty from them, and once took 2 wholl 
_Companyes of French Prifonners ,’at Udam 3 thereby 
the French were much enbittered, and gathered a great 
number of Men togeather to revenge themfelvs of them : 
But, the Spaniards being advifed of it, and finding them 
felvs not furhcient to defend the place,they broke through 
the French with great advantadge, and fo Count de Me- 
rgde came very happily with his Horfe to Venlo, and 
Mefnagne with the Infantry to Stevenfwaert: About this 
time our Cavalry drew out of the Bofch, Breda and thare- 
bouts , under the Earl of Naffou, to roufe up fome 
French, whohad encamped themfelvs between the Maes 
and the Rhijn ; but , comeing tothe Maez, the Water was 
fo high, that they could not paffe its and fo returned again 
each to their refpective Guarrifons. In fine, All the 
Refconters, that happened in thefe 4 Months, are very 
inconfiderable in comparifon what patfed in the former 
Months , and wee may truly fay, that wee have nothing 
more toadd to the Liit of our loffes formerly fett down, _ 
except the rumour of the Islands of Tabago “Paftache and ° 
S. Martin beeing taken by the English; but on the con- 
trary , wee shall now add, how far the fame lift is leffened ; 
to witt, by the regaining of Winfchoten , Oude-fchans , 
‘Boonder-ichans , Slijckenburgh , or Kuynder - fchans , 
Bl@ckzijl, Coeverden and Oudewater, hopeing the num- 
‘ber willfoon encreafe. | ty 
At prefent the Armys of our Allyes are feperated , 
i oe _ The 
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The Eledovr of Brandenburgh himfelfe, isarrived at Ber- 
Ahjn, and his'Troops divided , as likewife the Emperiall; 
and, not withftanding all this the conferences with their 
Minifters, were continued; it being not true, that was 
reported , of their being agreed with the Enemy; butthey 
are buify in recruiting their Militia with new leavies , that 
fo they might bring a confiderable power in the Field 
againft the next Campagnie. 

Count Monterey was continually buify in fecureing the | 
Spanish Netherlands,and raifing of Souldiers to forme an 
Army of 30000 Men. It being moft probable,that the dif- 
ferences , that lay Smothering between France and Spain, 
would foot break out intoa publick rupture : fo that, in 
Spainalfo, they beganne with more vigilancy to fett for- 
ward their preparations for Warre, towhich the returne 
of their Silver. fleet was noe {mall help: which , being 
richly laden , arrived at Cadix and St. Lucar the 18. of 
March, under the Convoy of the Spanish Armada, and — 
feven Dutch Men of Warre. An Esquadron of English 
and French Men of Warre lying then in the Bay of Cadix,

Y Lords and Gentlemen, 

Yefterday , you prefented me anaddreffe , as the beft means 
forthe fatisfying and compofeing the minds of my SubjeEs , 10 which 
L freely and readily agreed , and shall take care to fee it performed 
accordingly. In hope on the other-fide you Gentlemen of the Houfe 

‘of Commons will doe your part. For 1 mujt putt you in mind that tt 
is nere five Weeks , fince ldemanded a [upply , and what you then 
voted unammonjty, did both give life 10 my affairs at home and 
disheartened my Enemyes abroad: but the [eeming delay it hath 
mett with fince, doth grve them new couradge; and , they are now 
prepareing for this next Sammer a greater Fleet , (as they fay) than 
ever they yet had: fo that if the fupply be not very fpeedsly disa 
parched, it weh be altogeather ineffetluall , and the Safety , ee 
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and Intreft of England muft of neceffity be endangered. Pray lap 
this to beart and lett not the fears and Fealowfies of [ome draw ar 
inevitable ruine on us all. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 
If there be any feruple yet remaining with you, concerning the

Soon after, his Majefty lett the Parliament know he 
intended on the 6. of April to adjourne them untill OGo- 
ber; fo that they had time, only to difpatch fome matters; 
and,the Bills not being ready on the 6. April, they had two 
days more graunted; fo, onthe 8. of April prefenting 
their Bills togeather with that of fupplyes for his Majefty, 
they were all paffed and the Parliament the fame day , ad- 
journed.

Marshall 
de Turenne lay yet inthe County of Marck, and Ravens= 
bergh, being Mafter of all Brandenburghs Dominion , 
from the Rhijn to the Weler , excepting only the Towns 
of Lipftadt, Sparenbergh, and Minden, in which the 
Eledour of Brandenburgh hath hisowne Guarrifons. The 
Army of Twrenne was refresht, and recruted with new 
fupplys. : | ; 

This State qlfo made all pofhble preparations, yet, in 
truth, to flowly, in confideration of fo great a Power 
threatning them, and their differences one amongit 
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ariother , {to the wonder of all men being as yet the occa- 
fion of the neglect of many neceffaryes, and of the due 
ordering of many affaires: neverthelefle, wee were buifly 
about all things that related to the defence of the State 5 
the Fortifications every where well lookt after, and a- 
mended; Ammunition laid upin ftore, the Militia re- 
formed, and recruted , and new Forces raifed, and the 
Sea-equipage , withall diligence fett forward; incredible 
numbers of Seamen running into our fervice, fo that, 
ina short time, the Fleet may probably putt out to Sea; 
and nothing is left undone that may ferve for the defence 
of the Country. , 

In the interim the Sweadish Mediatours , and our ap- 
pointed Plenipotentiaryes, are in expectation of their 
Palports to depart for Aken+ in order to the Negociation 
for Peace there: The Mediatours induftrioufly labouring, 
for the promouon thereof, and fpareing noe pains, to 
make the Profters of the Kings acceptable unto the States. 
with high proteftations of their fincerity, zeal , and the 
concern of the Kingdom of Sweaden in this prefent 
Warre; and perhapsit may happen, that, by their pre(- 
fing perluafions , wee might be induced toaccept of fuch 
Articles which , in themfelvs , wee should not eafily con- 
fent unto. 

The Preparations of France this Year are not infe- 
riour, to thofe of the Year pait: Severall of Turennes 
‘Troops and others out of the Netherlands march towards 
the Rhijne, and fo, croffing the Rhijn, to the Land of 
Liege; fome quire into France, to returne again from 
thence, after they had been refreshed, with the Kinge; 
behaveing themtelvs in their March, according to the 
manner of the French cruelty. They caufed feverall of 
their Fronteers to be demolished , that fothey might need 
the fewer Guarrifons , the new leavyes, and recruites for 
the oldCompanyes, went on very eagerly, and feverall 
recruits beginne their March downwards; 1co Comp: 
of Foot, and 60 Horfe being already compleated, and 
muttered: At Utreght was the Court prepared for Prince

Conde: AtRyfel the very Proud Caftle there, at Doors 
nick , Cortrijck , and Charleroy feverall Lodgings were. 
made ready for the reception of the Kivg ; many of the 
old Militia come downwards, to forme a Leager nere 
Charleroy ; And in the Sea-havens they were alike buif 
about their Sea-equipage, and repairing of the diflabled 
Ships; furnishing them both with men and all neceffa. 
ryesy and omitting nothing that might ferye for the fet- 
ting forward the Warre. 

In their laft Conquefts they were noe leffe buify: The 
Houfe at Gennip was demolished ; Tieland Doesburgh 


ladge, the Walls being quite pulled downe ; to eafe the 
Guarrifons, which were every where reinforced, with 
new ‘Troops 5 and, to that end, the Recruits tor the 
Royall Regiments of Bourgondie , La Ferte s and Souches, 
arrived at Cuylenborgh their Fortifications were every 
where repaired and bettered. At Nimweagen, they were 
buify about ftrengthening their Walls, and erecting a 
Cittadell ac’ the upper end, which could not be undermi- 
ned: At Aernhem they preffed forward the finif hing of 
the Fortifications , makeing a very high Katte by the 
Sandbergh , where the Borgers were forc’t to work > and 
railed a great Magazijn for all Provifions, whether the 
guns from Utreght and Harderwijck were -carryed : 
Campen was well furnished , and much Provifion ftored 
up there; Commander Vonck, Governour of Swartfluyce, 
fortifyed that place caftingrup an high Wall, by the Haven, 
and {etting off the Swart - Water with heavy peales of 
timber, unto which work they prefled the Burgers of 
Gealmuyen. — At Utrecht, all Materialls of Wood, and 
Stone were prepared; Workemen preft, and fome H ou- 
fes thrown down , in order to goe on with their projected 
Fortification ,and building of their C ittadell, Utrecht,and 
the whole Country round about, being much incommo« 
dated by the high Waters,they refolved to {top the breach, 
which was washed in the Leck-dijck : The Fortifications 
at Neerden and Urrechr, were x bettered daily , and all 
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the Conquefts brought into fuch a pofture, that they jud- 
ged them eafily tenable; and, for the defray of the chard 
ges, new Taxes were raifed, and ftrictly executed. 

In England , they werealfo very buify, the Equipage 
of their Fleet , haveing tor fome time ftood ftill, went now 
forward apace, fome Ships beganne to fall downe Seae 
wards: The Land-militia from all parts of England ga- 
thered togeather about London, feverall new Regiments 
were raifed , and {ome Companyes of Horfe , were made 
ready, to be fent over with the Duke of Monmouth into 
France. The Regiments of Buckingham , and Power with 
fix Companyes of the Kings Guards, were defigned to be 
embarckqued on the Fleet, two Companyes whereof , 
comeing downe the Theams, the wheary Boat was funck, 
and many of them drowned: alfo one Ship carrying fe- 
verall forces to France, was caft away, and moft of the 
Souldiers drowned ; and all thing prepared, which could 
poflibly be thought on for carrying on the Warre. 

The Bishops of Cologne and Munfler made fome ftirre 
in Weftphalen playing the Matter there, while Brazdez- 
burgh was at home , but their farther preparations were of 
noe great concerne; and the Guarrifons, in Overyfiel 
_ and Twente were very mean; makeing more bravadoes., 
and showes of undertakeing fomething againtt F riefland, 
than really intending it. 

Here at home wee neglected nothing, that might 
tend to the bringing us ina pofture of defenee. The Sea- 
equipage efpecially of Holland, was fett forward with all 
imagineable vigour , and incredible expedition » feverall 
ofthe Ships being now made ready , vailed towards the 
Sea-Ports, and the men were fent aboard; one Ship in 
the Maes being overfailed by another, moft of the Men, 
Women and Children were drowned. And for the ob- 
ferving of the better orders at Sea, and couragioufly refi- 
fting the Enemy , The Admirall Generall and the States 
putt out feverall Placaets. One, whereby the Officers 
were bound to their duty,both in obeying of higher Com- 


mands, and alfoin due manedgeing theirowne Chardge , 
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on pain of fevere punishment in cafe of delinquance: 
another , forthe prevention of all disorders’, eftablishing 
a ranck to be obierved between the Sea- and Land-Ofh- 
cers, that were on board, limitting each cheir Jurisdiction: 
Athird, for the rewarding of thote, that should turne aff 
an enemyes Fireship: A forth, appointing what Premie 
he should have that burnt or funk any of the Enemyes 
Ships, forbidding , without expreffe order from the Ad- 
mirall, to take any. A fifth, for rewarding thofe, that 
should take an Enemyes Flag, or Wimple; A fixth for 
rewarding of thofe that might have loft any of their 
limbs : And laftly, one for obferving better order and 
Oecconomie in the Lands Navy. 

By Land wee were recruiting our defects , and raifing 
new Forces, fome whereof were already arrived from 
Hamborrow , and Oldenborrow : The new Governour 
Fariaux arrived at Maeftright, putting allthingsthere in 
order ,and zealoufly looking after, what ever might ferve 
for defence of the City, altering fome of the Fortifica- 
tions, that fo they might be defended with the fewer Men: 
And feverall Deputyes and Chief- Commandours were 
appointed to leok atter other Fortifications, and Pofts, 
to order what was there needfull : The high land of 
Groeninghen , as far as Helpen, was ordered all of it 
to be taken of; At Gorcum the Deputyes appointed ma- 
ny new Works to be made, Worcum, Schoanhoven 

~and Oudewater were purt in to compleatpofture; The 
Goud'!e- Sluice was itronglpfortityed , and was refolved 
to take Poit again at Niewerbrugge, and to make it 
{tronger than before; The Fortifications of Muyden and 
the Hinderdam were much bettered, and Weefop twas” 
refolved on to be formally fortifyed ; and good care took 
abour all other Places. “hus buify were we here inta- 
keing care for what was needfull , tor the prefervation of 
the Land, intending to have a greater Fleet at'Sea, this 
Year, than ever before; and, by Land, 76000 Foot, 
13942 Horfe, and 200c Dragoons; thus much ingene- 
rall; wee shall now come to parriculer pafiages. 
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In the conquerd Provinces, efpecially at Utrecht, 
the Placcaets were renewed for the calling in of all, that 
had left the Country, on pain of demolishing their Goods, 
and, the fame was executed, by the throwing downe of: 
feverall principall Houfes. Onthe other hand the States, 
on the firft of April, by way of retorfion renewed their 
Placaet of the 27.September 1672. whereby it was ordai- 
ned, that all Perfons, poffefling any Goods within the 
Dominions of this State , who remained with the Enemy, 
should, within the {pace of one Month, returne under 
the command of the States, on pain of haveing their 
Goods demolisht; warning eachone, inthe Conquered 
Provinces , that they buy noe materialls of any demolisht 
Houfes, on pain of reftoreing fourfold their worth in 
cafe of a turne of affaires. 

The Earl of Naffou, haveing gotten the Horfe of Ber- 
gen, Heufden, Breda and the Bofch togeather , intending 
to furprize the French, as they lay camped about the Gra- 
ye, and came with them of the fide of the Maes, but 
found the Water fo high , that there was noe probability 
of getting over, fothat the Defigne went not forward ; 
but the Horfe were again divided and fent to their refpe- 
ctive Guarrifons , and the Earl of Naffou on the 3. of 
April arrived again, at Breda; in which March a cer- 
tain Caprain of Horfe, was killed in a Duell by another 
Captain. 

His Highneffe made preparation for his journey to 
Zealand ; for the ordering abkgthings needfull, there and 
on the Fronteers of Flanders Phaveing firft made fome re- 
formation in the Militia, and gave the Regiment of Co- 
— lonell Schott, who, by reafon of his indifpofition , had 
qguitted ir, unto Lieutenant Colonell Greyms » Greyms his 
place unto Major Lamy, and that place to Captain Coliers ; 
Amongtt the Sea - Officers his Highneffe was pleafed to 
excufe thefe from that expedition Viz. Captain Hendrick 
Toll; Fobhn Minne ; Baltha/ar vander Voort; Henry Brouwer, 
- and Kindt , in whofe place ie putt Barent Hals , Cornelis 


de Haan , Cornelis Tyloos » Fakob van Bergen, and William 
van 
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van Ewijck: and the place of Lievetenant- Admirall Vax 
Gent , haveing been thus long vacant, the Lord Cornelius 
Tromp. by order of the State, and approbation of His 
Highneffe was appointed to fupply : He being thus refto- 
red to his former Charge of Lievetenant- Admirall for 
Amfterdam 5 from which the envy of thetimes, had caft 
him out before; The differences between him and the 
Admirall Generall were, by mediation of his Highaeffe , 
laid afide: for which inftallation, and Charge he imme- 
diatly prefented his Commiflion to the Admirallity- 
Court, at Amfterdam ; who, prefently affigned him 
the brave Ship called the Guolden Lyon , and that 
ftout Captain Thomas Tobias under Him: whereby, 
not only the Seamen, but all the Subjects of the State 
in generall recieved fingular content, and were much 
pleafed. : 

April the 4. About 70 of our Men being gone out 
on their Fortune, at a place called the Veluwe, took fix 
French Officers Prifonners, among{t whom one Major 
of the Switzers Regiment of Pfeiffer. From Muyden 
count van Styrum fent outa Party of about 30 Men, who 
fellona Convoy , killed the French Officer, took 3 Soul- 
diers Prifonners ; the reft made their efcape leaving their 
booty in our hands, to witt 4 Ships, laden with all forts 
of Privifions, and Victualls and much wood, 

The fame day Count Waldeck returned to the Hague, 
and madé report of his Embaffy tothe Court of Branden- 
burgh ,wee being here not fully fatisfyed with the conduc 
of that Prince Elector; who, onthe other hand complai- 
ned , that Tis State did not Act according to their Con- 
tract , efpecially in the matter of Subfidye; pretending to 
haye due 1500000 Gilders: prefling hard forthe payment 
thereof: and pretending , that, by the Power of the Ene- 
my falling fo nere upon him, he should be forced to 
take fome other courfes , if wee were not fpeedy in paying 
thofe Arrears; and accordingly hereupon the Duke of 
Newborrow » prefented himfelfe as Mediatour between 
France and Brandenburgh, fending my Lord Straatmans 
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ashis Envoy extraordinary , to Paris: Mon({r. Verjus alfo 
departed about thistime for Berlijn: Wee, inthe mean 
time, endeavoured , by all reafonable fatisfaction to o- 
blidge that Prince, to the intreft of this State; but the 
treaty between France and Brandenburgh was followed 
fo clofe, that it foon came to a perfect agreement and 
feverall Articles thereof in print 5 but, it being very 
improbable, that they are authenticke , wee shall not in- 
fert them here, butthe fumme of them, feemd to have 
been; That Brandenburgh should defert the fide of this 
State, yet bee free from any engagement to embrace 
any other Party ; in confideration whereof, all that was 
took away from him, in the Dukedom of Cleaf, and 
County of Marck and Ravensbergh , should be reftored 
again unto him , and that he should maintaine his right 
of ufeing his weapons , for the defence of his State and 
Country again{ft Cologne and Munfter. The Emperour 
alfo, being with drawne as wellas Brandenburgh , wrote 
a civill Letter untothis State, diffavowing the retrait, and 
affureing the State of his conftant and fincere affeCtion 
unto the Intereft of thisState, promifeing to traverfe the 
Deffignes of France, by all moft effectuall means; unto 
which a like civill anfwer was fent. 

April the 6. Cornett crofeck and Enfigne Uldrick, who 
wete fome time fince took Prifoners by a Party of the 
Bishops nere Hardenberg,, and carryed to Otmarfen, 
broke out of Prifon, and arrived fafe at Coeyerden; A 
Burgermafter and Minifter at Otmarfen were thereupon 
apprehended. and the Minifters maid made to run the 
Gantlett » on fufpicion , of haveing been helpfulltothem 
in makeing their efcape. The Commandour Howtiz 
about this time, marched out of Deventer with about 
700 Men, and many other Troops out of Overyffel, 
with their Baggage and fome Field-pieces towards Mun- 
fterland, to be employed againft Brandenburgh ; the Ci- 
tyes of Overyflel, referving very {lender Guarrifons. At — 
Munfter the Emperiall Commiffioner Kette was fenten- 
ced, andaccordingly executed , for haveinga hand in the 
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defigne againft Munfter , whereof wee made mention da 
the23. of February: He was beheaded , drawn and quar- 
tered, and his Bowels putt into a Coffin, and hung on 
the Gallows: One or two more of his Complices, were 
alfo in detention and carryed to Coesvelt, to be executed 
there. 

On the 7. The Prince of Condé, with the Dukes of 
Anguien , Vendofme » andthe Earls of Guiche , Soiffons and 
others departed from the Court , comeing downwards + 
on the next day the Ear/ de Lude » followed with the {mall 
Artillery , and on the 10. the Prince arrived at Charle- 
roy ; upon whofe, fo fuddain march and the cafuall lea- 
ving one gate of theCiry Namen open , it wasreported, 
that the French had a defigne againft that place, where- 
upon Count Monterey apprehended feverall Perfons, but 
‘it remaind without any further evidence. 

On the 13. The Prince, with his Traine and 400 Hor- 
femen went to Tongeren , where he arrived that night, 
and, the next day ,, went thence to Mafeyck, whence 
againe after a few-days ftay he went to Nimwegen; there 
he arrived , on the2o. and was vifited by feverall Greato- 
nes, amongft whom the Marquis de Bethune , Governour 
of Cleaf, haveing left his Train at Cranenbergh, and 
accompanyed only with two Lords; were fet upon by 
12 Men, under the Lievetenant of Nimmegen, and, 
though they defended themfelvs well , yett were forced to 
-yeeld , but wererantfomed the next day; he, for 150 Pi- 
ftoletts , and they, that were with him , each for 30. Count 
WE ftrades met with better luck, who, being fell upon by 
alike party , not only defended himfelfe but took fome of 
‘the Affaulters, Prifoners, and carryed them into.Wefel. 
‘The Prince, in the mean time, haveing viewed Tiel, 
Bommel, Creveceur, de Graafand Aernhem, and mufte- 
red all the Guarrifons, arrived on the 13. at Kuylenburgh 
to go¢ thence to Utreght. 

On the 8: The King of England, feeing that affairs 
in Parliament, by reafon of their mutuall differences, 
‘-weredelayed, and not liketo cometoan end 5 paar 
them 
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them that he intended to dismiffe theaffembly ; andaflu- 
red them, that he was ready to paffe all their Aéts , for the 
removeing of their grievances, and that he much longed 
for that , appointed for his Majeftys fupply ; fo, appearing 
with ufuall folemnityes in Parliament, adjourned them, 
untill 30. of October next, feverall buifneifes remaining 
un perfected; Befides the particular Aéts , ten publick o- 
nes were pafled and confented to, two whereof were the 
chiefeft: One for the raifing of 123875 Pounds Sterl. in 
18 Months, fora fupply for his Majefty’s ufe ; and another 
for to prevent the danger,they might fear from the Popish 
Recufants: whereby, not only, all former Acts againft the 
Romish Clergie were renewed, but alfo all thofe that - 
should refufe to recieve the Sacrament, according to the 
ufe and cuftom of the Church of England, and take the 
Oath of Supremacy, should be, de facto, turned out of 
alfService Military and Civil : By the help of this fubfidy, 
they now beganne to goe forward vigorously with the 
equipage of their Fleet , and, feeing that not wit{tanding 
the Proclamation of the2. of January , many of the Sea- 
men runne away, and , by all ways poffible , endeavoured 
to keep themfelvs out of. the Kings Service; His Ma- 
jefty oe again this following Proclamation to be pu- 
blished : 


F Or as much as his Majeftys Fleet is now ready to goe to Sea, 
and that fe-verall Seamen , Mariners and others , whoarere= | 
giftred in the fer-vice of the Fleet, doe neglett to appear , his Majefty 
with the ad-vice of his Private Councell , had found good firitlly to 
command, and entreat , that allSeamen , Mariners, and others., 
who are lifted in the Ser-vice of his Majefly’s Ships , or have recieved © 
Preffe-mony , or any other means whatfoever ave under his Maje- | 
f’s pay by Sea, immediatly , after the publication of this, doe bea 

take themfel-vs to their rejpeltive Ships: and, if anyone , after the 
publication of his Majeftyes Proclamation, shall be found to behave 
bimfelfe contrary thereto, they shall be proceeded againft, a8 de- 
fertors of bis Mazefly’s fervice , withall exemplary fevertty. * 


Onthe rr. Their Highne/fes the High and Mighty Sta- 


tes. fecing that the Enemys of the State were foptamabed 
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with all Sorts of Counterbands Goods, both by the In« 
habitants ofthis State , and by other neutrall Kings, Prin- 
ces and Staets, they, {to provide for the contrary as 
much as poffible, ) did by Placaet, declare all fuch Goods, 
and Ships to be lawfull prize, which, (by whom foever 
it might be) were carryed to the Enemy, and took by any 
either publick Man of Warre, or Particular Privateer; 
regulateing alfo, by feverall Articles, the vifitation and 
condemnation of allfuch Ships, to prevent the juft com- 
plaints of any neutrall Princes, as alfo the frauds of the 
Matters. 

On the 12. His Highneffe the Prince of Orange, ha- 
veing took his leave of the Swedish Mediatours, and re- 
cieved the Farewell- compliments, of the Great-Ones 5 
being accompanyed with feverall Nobles, at 11. of the 
Clock before Noon , went from the Hague for Zealand, 
bythe way of Rotterdam and Dort, with feverall Plea- 
{ure-boats, and, on the 13. towards the Even arrived at 
Ter Vere; ftayd {upper aboard , andthen came on Land, 
and, immediatly , took Horfe for Middleburgh, where 
he arrived about 11. of the Clock ; The Penfionary , being 
advertized of his comeing immediatly came and faluted 
him , and called the States togeather againft next day in 
the afternoon: On the 14. inthe morning his Highneffe 
was welcomed by allthe ruleing Colledges, and Depu- 
tyes of the Cityes ; and, inthe afternoon, was prefenrin 
the affembly of their Highneffes , where he was again wel 
komed by the Penfionary, with the teftimony of their 
content and great joy in {ceing him there, giveing with 
one, abrief account of the potture of affairsthere, pro- 
pounding thofe feverall matters, which were there to be 
handeled : to all which the Prince anfwered in a very lo- 
veing manner , tothe great content of them all; andthen 
faluted each of them with great civility. The next day was 
employed in very earneit debateing , how beft to redreffe 
‘feverall matters, for the fecurity of the Province, and 
refolved on feverall things, both concerning the publick 
reyenue and Militia; efpecially about the equipage ofa 
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Fleet ; to fett that forward, withall their power : on the 
16, being the Sabbath, His Highmeffe was prefent » at the 
Church-fervice forenoon , and afternoon; on Munday, 
he viewed the Fortifications of Walcheren , and the 
Eaftindia-houfe at Middleburgh , where he was prefented 
with {everall outlandish Rarityes: On Tewsday , the 18. 
haveing madea defired end of feverall weighty Matters of 
State , laft of allan Aét of Pardon wasrefolved on , tobe 
fett on foot there, as was.in Holland; and thereupon his 
Highneffe , the fame day , departed for Flanders, being © 
farewelld with all figns of refpeét , and teftimony of affe- 
tion, and generall applaufe of the Commonality, and 
arrived at Sluys; and havieng viewed the Fortifications 
thereabouts, on the 19. at 1. of the Clock, he arrived 
at Aerdenbergh , where his Highneffe was prefented , by 
the yonge Ladyes with a Key , and {ome other Galantries, 
and three Vollyes of Shott from the Town; thence he 
departed for Yfendijck, and fo to Bergen op Soam, | 
whence on the 21. he departed for Breda, and, on the | 
22. by the way of Heufden, tothe Bofch, from whence, 
that Even, about eleven the Clock, he again depar- 
ted + at which time the Sloops, that cruiced in the 
Boffe-velt, being allarmed by the shooting of the guns y | 
putt themfelvs in pofture of defence, fuppofeing they - 
Shott to give them a Signe, by which means many Per~ 
fons might have been killed before the miftake was know- 
ne; from whens by the way of Gorkum, his Highse/fe | 
on the 23. arrived again in the Hague; haveing took a 
ftrickt View of all the Fortifications, throughout Flan- 
ders and Brabant; giveing all needfull orders about them : 
and was every where recieved with the higheit Teftimo~ 
ny of honour and refpect. : 
On the 1s. The Duke of Luxenburgh layd the firft 
Stone, whereon the Kings Arms was hewen , of the new 
Caftle Vreedenburgh , at Utrecht, judged by moft to be 
very ruinous to the City; but the prudentelt tort were” 
not very Sollicitous about that; eafily forefeeing » that , 
iby want of Materialls, it muft either quite be left und- 
one, 
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f one,or, at leaft could not, in yearsand days, be finished * 
that night was fisht up, out of the old ditch, before the 


Hofpirall a Man, whofe head was cutt of , doubtleffe 
by (one of the French , and his Body funk downe 
with Stones; alfoa yonge Child, whofe neck wasbroke. 
Farther , all things were prepared for the reception of the 
Prince of Condé , and tothat end the Guns were brought 
to the Walls, and great preparations for fome weighty de- 
figne , many Men gathered togeather from all parts; and 
orders given for the {topping the breach, in the Banck of 
the River Leck: for they were refolved, to make all dry, 
both, for their getting Forradge for their Horfe, and for 
their better {etting forward any Defigne upon Holland; 
thinking , they should gett over the other Waters well 
enough , with their Hurdles, Floating-boats, and Stor- 
ming-bridges , and fome new-invented Boats , about 600 
in number, being wrought of Wicker, wherein not a- 
bove3. or, atmoit, 4. could ftand: ridiculous to all that 
faw them : they bought alfoall the Henp, they could pro- 
cure , and made Ropes with it for their ufe. 

It being refolved that the Recruits should be complea- 
ted, againit the middle of this Month, On the 10. Count 
Waldeck, and the Lords Deputyes beganne to Mufter 
and Review , and continued, from day to day , in feverall 
Cityes, and Pofts of the State, and in feverall places, 
efpecially at Delpht, were found feverall falfe Souldiers , 
who were not actually in Service but appeared to fill up 
the Companyes; whowere pounished with a condemna- 
tion to continue in the States fervice four years: but fin~ 
ding atthat time fo many defects every where, the time 
for the Recruits was prolonged untill the beginning of 
May, again{t which time, they were to have all their Com- 
panyes compleat, on pain of Cashierment: and, to pro- 
vide againft the keeping fuch counterfeit Souldiers, the 
States published a Placaet forbidding them on pain of 
_ death, and arbitrary corporall punishment of all thofe 

that should fuffer themfelvsto be made ufe of to that end 5 
yea death alfo, according to the ya of the mies 
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and that without the ufuall formalityes of the law, but 
immediatly ; on order of the Lords Deputyes of the 
Mutter. ‘ 

On the 18. Severall Troops from Deventer, Swoll, 
Haflelt, and Steanwijck, gathered togeather, and mar- 
ched into Drent, wherefell upon the Poft at the Houfe at 
Echten;where Lt. Generall Rabexbaupt had placed a Guar- 
rifon: who defended themfelvs ftoutly , untill fome Re- 
lief came , and then they fell out upon the Bishops, and 
brokethem up; many of them were killed on the place, 
the reft faved themfelvs by flight. . 

On the21. The Enemy with 300 Men from Stean- 
wijck renewed the Enterprize, and advanced quite under 
their Counterfcarp , fo they within oppened the Gates as 
if they would lett them in, who crowding towards the 
Gate were fo faluted with 3 great Guns laden with {mall 
Shot, that many were killed on the place , the reft putt to 
flight ; fome whereof were took Prifoners. ! 

From Maftright feverall Partyes went daily out, who 
made good Booty: as for inftance , one Party of 11 Men 
brought into the City 10 French Prifoners, haveing kil- 
ledtwo more, onthe place: alfo Captain Wrangel gotta 
brave Booty, who, with his Troop about Spiers, had — 
took Prifoners 5 or 6 Chief-Commanders, with feverall 
fumpture Horfesand rich Portmantles:and not well kno- — 
wing which way to bring this booty fafeft home; he mar= — 
ched for Lotharinge , thence, to the Paltzand fo ,through | 
Worms, along the Rhijn, towardsthe Land of Marck ; 
where meeting with a Cologne Party , he engaged them, 
and efcaped with 3 of his chiefeft Prifoners , whom he car- — 
ryed to Hamelen‘as being a Neutrall Place, where he — 
himfelfe was detained and his Prifoners fett loufe: Alfoa 
Party of the Spanish Regiment of Price of Salms brought - 
in alike number of French, and another Party arich laden 

‘Wagon with piece Goods ; and 3 Prifonners, tookin the - 
Land of Cologne. 

Onthe2o0. Four Boats with Souldiers went from Ou- 

water, nere to Harmelen, where they fell upon a nay : 
y : en 
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belonging to Woerden, and shott fome of them, and 
putt the reft to flight, and fo returned with fome prey to 
Ouwater ; the next day 300French were fent from U- 
trecht, to drive usthence , but they cameto late; The 
French fett aCountry Houfe on fire , and farther burnt 

and pulled downe all the Houfes between the Segvelder 

Mill and that Villadge ; being about 2 hundred innum- 

ber, that fo, they might not be furprized again by our 

Men: Soon after the Earle of Horns {ent unto the Duke of 
Luxenburgh a Boat with feverall rare Fish, Citrons, and 

curious Glaffes, and other refreshments a civility, which 

is ufuall amongft great Commandors. 

Ditto departed the Duke of Monmouth, with a Train 
of Nobility from London for France, tofervethe French 
King inthe next Campagne; on the 24. he arrived at Ca- 
‘lis, where he was magnificently recieved by the Gover- 
nour ; and travelled immediatly forwards to Paris, where, 
before the Kings departure he was made one of the Liev- 
tenants Generall of the Kings Army; and was to follow 
the King with fome Troops in the Netherlands, and joyn 
with him at the generall Rendevous at Lifle. 

Onthe 24. Nine Seamen, belonging tothe Cruyfers 
on the Boffevelt, engaged with about 50 French belon- 
ging to Creveceur, whereof four were killed, and feverall 
wounded : and one only of the Seamen fell: the reft gott 
all fafeon board: and another Party of about 200 ftrong, 
brought 12 Wagons with Goods in to the Bofch , which 
were going from Liege to the Grave. 

Onthe 26. and 27. The Generalls,and chief Officers 
by Sea and Land mett in the Hague to conferre with his 
Highneffe, who haveing ftrictly obferved the Conftitu-' 
tion of affairs, now deliberated with them, what might 
be judged for the fecurity ofthe State’ The Enemy being 
already in motion , and without doubt, would endeavour 
to break in upon us one way or other: The Sea forces were 
committed to the truft of my Lord De Ruyter, and the 
other fubordinate Lievtenant Admiralls, to defend the 
Country againft all invafions that way, and to doe the 
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Enemy all poffible damadge. The Land-militia under the 
head-command of his Highne/fe was committed to the 
three Field-Marshalls; each of them to employ the fame, 
att his affigned Pott, for the good of the State: and feverall 
places of great Chardge which , by the death of fome, and 
treachery of others, fell Vacant , were fupplyed with fu- 
tabe Perfons. 
_ Friefland was in danger, of being furprifed, by the 
Bishops Troops, and, forthe more effectuall, and una- 
nimous defence of that Province, Prince Mauritz mar- 
ched thither with a confiderable Force, moft Horfe, to 
havea generall command there, as Field- Marshall over 
the Militia of Friefland and Groeningerland, but efpe- 
cially, of Holland, in fervice there; by which means, 
was took away the differences, that had been fo long the- 
re: and fecured the mutuall affiftence of thofe two Pro-~ 
vinces, without incroaching upon each others Jurisdi- 
ction: The Lord Rabenbaupt commanding the Militia , 
as Lievtenant~ Generall in Groeningen, and y/ua in 
Friefland: in each Province , care was took for the pre= 
feryation thereof, by fortifying the Pofts and Patfies, 
efpecially inthe Hearen-vean: By a generall Summons 
the Country- People were cited (according to the Placaet 
of the 19. April, whereby every family in which was one 
or more Men, should deliver his man for the fervice of | 
the Country) to be ready with a Firelock , or Pike a third 
part of the Pikemen might paffe with a Vaulting polfe | 
tipt with-iron , and under each Regiment one Company 
was tobe Armed with Spade and Mattuck, and Wheel-| 
barrouw, and the like;. every one, under 60’and above 
18 yeares of age, were reakoned fitt for fervice. 

Flanders and Zealand were in danger of the firft Af 
fault of the French and English; therefore that there 
might be one Generall there alfo, to command the Ar- 
my iz Chief» that fo the weakeft might be affiited, The 
Field-Marshall Wirts was {ent to Flanders, being follo+ 
wed with feyerall Troops both Foot and Horfe, that he 
might bring all in pofture of defence, and, in cafe ofany 
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invafion, be ready to fecund the Ifland Walcheren ; and 
in avery short time, he brought all things intoa defired 
good poiture , demolishing Oo{tburgh , with fome Scon- 
fes thereabouts, and fortifying others: The Oude-man, 
and other Polders or drained Marishes he fett under Wa- 
ter, the Pofts being there all commanded OY roe Ofh- 
cers: At Sluice the Heere van der Lecq was Governour , 
at Aerdenburgh Viscount d’ Aré in ablence of Spindelet » 
who was made Commandour of Walcheren ; at Philip- 
pine Trinkelman in the room of Scott , who by reafon of 
his indifpofition had refigned his Chardge,; At Sas van 
Gent Marignault, in the room of Maifonx Neufve > who 
was cashieted; at Yfendijcke De Lionme, at Lief kenshook 
De Wasft , in the Jufferfchance Saa/ ; and the like at Axel, 
Ter Neufe, Moerspeu , and Biervliet; Men of courage, 
and fidelity. 

In Holland, andthe Frontiers of Brabant, the Field- 
Marshall Count Waldeck was to command , under the di- 
rection of his Highneffe; by whole {peciall zeal the For- 
tifications were much amended ; and efpecially , the For- 
tifications at Nieuwerbrugge , which were almoft com- 
pleated; andallthe Militia, throughout reformed: The 
command of Gorcum, being Vacant, by the departure 
of the Field-Marshall Wyrts, was fupplyed by Count van 
Hornes ; and his Brother in his place, at Ouwater : at Muy- 
den Count van Styrum in the room of Prince Mauritius ; 
and, that nothing might be wanting, orders were rene- 
wed, and Patents gave out , for the fummoning the 
Towns-men and Country-men. 

In this pofture ftood the warlijke Affairs; lett us now 
fee , how the treaty of Peace went forward: concerning 
which , the Mediatours , had acquainted the State onthe 
5. of April, that the King of France ; in ftead of Cologne, 
had made choice of Aken , for the place of the Treaty , 
where with their Highneffes were welpleafed ; where- 
upon Pafports were prepared here, forthofe Minilfters , 
which were to be prefent there, and the like were fent 
from France and England for the Mediatours , and Pleni- 
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potentiaries of this State: The King of France excepted 
againft the Perfon of the Lord Rede vam Renswoude ; on 
retence of his being one of his Subjects, by vertue of 
fis Conqueft of Utrecht, and therefore refufed to accept 
him at the Treaty ; which wee, to avoidall occafions of 
makeing the breach wider, were willing to paffe by: Inthe 
mean while, the Mediatours ftood hard upon the Subject 
of Ceffation of Arms confented to by this State wich 
England : about which on the 18, they fignifyed unto 
their Highneffes by Memoriall, that they had now recieved 
an Anfwer from England ; fignifying , that the Ceffation 
of Arms was now untimely propofed; that it would be 
of no moment with refpect to the Treaty of Peace; and 
that it was prefented under very inconvenient reftri- 
tions : at which the Mediatours teitifyed they were much 
amazed and troubled: efpecially becaufe it feemed to 
threaten the danger of this State , therefore they were ftill 
refolved conftantly to labour the effecting thereof; and 
to thatend, they faid they not only wrote by the laft Poft 
about that point; but were refolved , that one of them . 
should make a ftep into England; inorder to work out 
the Ceffation of Arms, defireing their Highze/Jes to pro- 
pound the Conditions for the Ceffation on more larger 
terms: Asfollows, 
1. That the two Months intended for a Ceffation 5 
should commence from the very day of the Publication. 
2. That the limitation of it at Sea should reach, at 
leaft as far as the Cape St, Vincent or the Straits of Gi- 
bralter; and that the time of the Ceffation in each refpe- 
ctive Place should beginne after certain Days or Weeks 
from the Day of the Publication , on fucha manner , or if 
poffiblein shorter time, as was agreed on by the Treaty 
of Breda, according to the diftance of each place; and that 
itshould not expire before the end of two full Months, 
reakoning from that time, that notice of the C effation shall 
have effeCtivly been given in each place. 
3. In cafe the Kéwgs should pleafe to referre the time 
for the prolonging of the Ceffation unto the pai 
; that , 
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that they may after the expiration of the faid two Months, 
or when they are almoft at anend, extend this Ceffation 
fo farre as may appear needfull for the promotion of the 
Treaty of Peace; defireing to know,whether their Higb- 
neffes might not think fitt,to graunt unto this before hand. 

4. That immediatly , on notice that the Kings’ shall 
have unanimoufly agreed to this Ceffation of Arms, 
though the Day of the Publication might not be conclu- 
ded on; The Privateers or Capers, should not be fuffered 
ro fett or gde into Sea; to the end, that, dureing the 
Ceffation, the fecurity of the Seas might by all poffible 
means be promoted. 

At which the next day Anfwer was given to the Media- 
tours, thanking them highly for the labour they had been 
at, and the proffer of {uch troublefome voyadge; and 
prefently,, the firft Article was confented to, on condition 
thePublication should be within 14 days after theCeffation 
was agreed on; and that, in the time of the Ceffation, there 
should be no communication or Commerce, between 
Parties, without Pa/ports as convenient , and that their 
Allyes should be comprehended in it. Te fecond was con- 
fented to. Tothethird Their Highmeffes anfwered , that 
they would not give their confent , without the commu- 
nication of the particular Provinces, and the dl/yes of 
the State: but did affure them, thatas to fucha prolonga- 
tion, thisState should not be wanting in any thing that 
might ferve for the promotion of the Peace. ‘The fourth 
was confented to On condition that it should hould on all 
fides, bothas to Privateers and Men of Warre. 

The Mediatours haveing again wrote unto England. 
waited fome days for farther An(wer; but England who-= 
ly rejected the Ceffation , as the Mediatours ina confe- 
rence on the 29. acquainted the Deputyes of their Highe, 
neffes; whereupon the 2. of May was concluded on to 
give Audience againft their departure. 

In the end of this Month a French Eaftindia Ship 
was caft away before Liffabon , comeing from Goa, 
120. Men were aboard, and sis richly laden ; wherein 
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eamealfo the Director Caroz , who , for his particular had 
a great treafure there; he came to give a Relation how 
the French had took Trinquenemale, and St. ‘Thomas, 
from the Dutch in the Indyes; The circumftances whe- 
reof were, as appears by what follows: 


EXTRACT of aLetter fromthe French Confull 

at Liffabon , to one of his Friends, dated the §. 

t of April. 

Havve both good and bad News to communicate unto you from 

India. Firft of all you know, that Monf. De la Haye hath took the 
Fore of Trinquenemale , [cituate on the Weft of the Ifland Ceylon , on 
$ Degrees 5 But , on the 8. of Olober , it was reported that the Hollan- 
ders had driven us out again, and yin all probability , it feemed to be 
true ; but wee had yet no confirmation there of : you alfa know, that 
S. Thomas lays on the Coaft of Cormandel , on 13 Degrees of the Nor~ 
zhernLatitude:but perbaps you know not,that the aforefaid Monf. De 
Ja Haye hath maftered that Place , with the loffe of not aboue 5 Men; 
and placed a good Guarrifon there of 5 0r 600 Men. This Place had 
been twelve years under the Portugal, who bad made it very flrong; 
The fame ws well fcituated , and abounds with Vidualls and other 
neceffaryes , and *t will be eafy to gett {uch Contribution, 4 will 
shaintame the Guarrifon; but wee muft be [ure to fend Ammuni- 
tion enough thither. Some of the Neighbour Kings , have took the 
Field, tovetake the faid Place , but wee beleeve not, that they will 
doemuch: TheCoajt ts good and plain, for 9 Months in the Yehr 5 
but the other 3 Months the Ships muft depart becaufe there is noe 
Haven theve; Goa, which belongs to the Portugal is not far of , 
whether Monf. De la Haye heth fent his remaining 5 Ships , to be 
repaired , and tacontinue there untill the bad weather be paft: On 
the 2. of Oilcber Monf. De la Haye fent the Ship called the Fulius 
to France , to acquaint the King of the takeing of the faid Place. 
The Direftor Caron, had embarqued himfelfe in the [aid Ship 5 
with a great Treafure of Pearls , Diamonts and other coftly things, 
avbich was reported amounted to more, than @ Million of Mony ; 
and that may well be, confidercing he had 30 Pearls which coft 
bim each of them there, above 15000 Gl. a Piece. The (aid Ship 
bad a very profperous Voyadge , as far asthe ~very mouth of this 
River , if the infortunate Portugall Pilot had not caft it awayon 
the Efcachops ; who forceing the Ship in again{t both wind and tide, 
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it fell upon the Rocks and [plitt in a sco pieces: without any hopes, 
that any thing of it should come torights. The Direttour him|elfe,whé 
was {o-well acquainted , with the affairs of India , loft his life there, 
and all bis Goods his Sonne, only with about 100 Seamen were fa- 
ved; whom 1 by night , as well as 1could , fished up in{mall Boats. 
Befides there were two Captains , namely Dullett, and Languillet, 
and feverall Officers , and the Secretary of our Envoy , Monf, 
Renier , who went to vifitt my Lord Caron, with about20 Sea~ 
men were all caft away. But, what % moft to be lamented, noe 
writeings , nor any body , whohad any knowledge of things were 
faved; except oneCapuciin , who ts able to give agood account of all 
things, and therefore ws fent to France, The Seamen that were faved, 
I caufed to be newcloarhed , and furnished all things convenient ; 
for they efcaped even quite naked. 


The Seamen alfo reported that they, comeing from 
Goa, calling at the Ifland St. Helena to refrefch them- 
felvs; but they, no fooner caft Ancker but immediatly 
they difcovered five great Ships with French colours, who 
made towards them; The French fufpecting them to be 
Dutch, chapt of their Ankers and wenttheir way, being 
in vain perfued for fome leagues by the {aid four Ships. 
The English would, by no means. give credit to this 
furmife of the French , buthaveing fometime pat fent 
four Men of Warre thither, they fuppofed thofe mut 
needs have been the Ships, and, that the French took 
them to be Dutch: But, two Ships from S. Helena arri- 
veing at Pleymouth, refolved the doubt the in following 
Relation : That the Ship the Humphry and Elizabeth,com- 
manded by Captain Robert Metfort » which the Eaftindia 
Company in July the Year before, had fentto S. Helena 
With Sonidges , Guns and Ammunition for the fortifying 
of the Iflandt, arrived there, on the :8 of November; 
and that, accordingly all was made ule of, tobring it in 
pofture of defence; and that on the 20. of December fol. 
lowing came intothe Rode four Dutch Eaft-India Ships, 
with above 600 Men, Viz: The Freedom 5 Polsbroeck , Got- 
tenborrow , and one {mall Ship more, which came out of 
Holland in April or May 1672. who, comeing to the 
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ufuall place of landing , were engaged for fome hours with 
thofe of the Ifland, andtheShip Humphry and Elizabeth, 
bur finding it hott fervice there; affaulted the Ifland at 
other places , and were feverall times beaten off: tillon 
the 31. Decemb. and 1. of January they had gott on shoar, 
about 4oo Menat an unufuall place, & (the English being 
tired by continuall watches and labour) gained the top of 
the Ifland , and fo the Ifland itfelf, the Fort not being de- 
fenfive on the Land fide; whereupon the Governour , 
and the People of the I {land retreated on board the Ship 
The Humphry and Elizabeth, and the Suratt Merchant 
which, with one French Ship (doubtleffe the Julius, which 
was caft away before the River of Liflabon) juft arrived 
there from Bantam; who alrogeather, on the 1. of January 
in the night made theirefcape, and onthe 1.of Junearri- 
ved at Pleymouth. 

Alfo about this time, the news came to England, from 
the Barbados, of the takeing of Tabago bythe English , 
from whence the Lord Peter Conftant , who commanded 
there departed for Curaffow. 


A Relation of the takeing of Tabago. 


O N the 16. of December, the Ship St. David , Captain Pool , 
Commander , with 5 other {mall Ships, wherein was em- 
barcqued the Regiment of Tobias Bridge , fert ail from Barbadoes, 
and arrived on the 18. at Tabago: and prefently the whole Regis 
ment was landed , but by the Guides fault at fuch a dangerous places 
as if it bad been done defignedly to deftroy them all: but Captain 
Pool , knowing the danger , went on Shoar, and, by much perfwa- 
fons , prevailed on them to goe on board again : the next day, inthe 
morning , they landed with their Boats at a fecurer place, about a 
Mill and a half fromthe Fort without loofing one man ; all the Mi- 
litia being gonetothe place, where they firft went on Shoar , hadnoe 
time toreturne to the fecond place of their landing to hinder them: 
the men being landed , Captain Pool fayledinto the Haven, and at- 
tacked the Fort, but was briskly refaluted by them, for the fpace of 
s hours , the Ship being much diffabled , and but 4 Men killed: On 
the 20. and 21. they were buily about treating , and at five in the 
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evening , was the Fort furvendred ; There were almoft 400 Prifon- 
ners, and as many Negros. 


Not long after wee gott the Relation from the Gouver- 
nour ofCuraflou Fobz Doncker , of whatthe French had 
undertook there: as follows. 


Short Relation ; how the French landed at Curaffou 
intending to ftorm, and take the Fort. 


O N the 13.0f March, Anno 1673. arrived 18 Sail of French, 
(whereof 7. were Men of Warre) in fight and onthe i 4. landed 
12. @ 1300 Men at the Fuyck, the Haven of St. Barbara, Kraecke- 
bay, havemg wind and weather to their hearts defive, Water even, 
and the Stream running upwards ; on the 16. they shewed themfelus 
with flying colours within fight of the Fort , marching forwards , as 
Sar, as the ftony way 3 as if they intendedywithout any more adoe, me 
medratly 10 florm it ; but when wee difthardged fome shott amongft 
them, they retired fo farre 5 till they were out of the reach of the 
Canon; and thenencamped within fight of us , in theValley, bard 
by an Alehous called Altena , and oon after fent a Drummer with 
Letters from the General! Monfieur De Baas , whoin Perfon coms 
manded there ,tofummon the Fort, with all that depended thereto, 
upon, pain of giveing noe Quarter , if he should come to take it b 
force of Arms : 10 which (not like thofe of Uirecht) they anfwered , 
that they imtended to defend it to the laft man; and that they with 
Joy expected their Affault; and , when the Drummer was carry’d out 
again, our Men shouted for joy, Vive la Prince d’Orange: the 
whole day wee difcerned the Enemy to be very buify, as if be fortifyed 
limfelfe there ; and wee verily beleeved they would have ftormed that 
night , but it feemed they had noe courage to it. 

On ther7. Wee faw them buify , as before; and from the other 
fide of the Haven wee commanded out the Hore, with 5 or 6 nimble 
Freemen to goe and Spy out the Enemy, and I promifed them, if 
they could get? one Frenchman Prifonner , to difco-ver the poftureand — 
condition of the Enemy , that 1 would grve them 50 pieces of eight for 
srveward; and at noon they brought two 10 the Fort; and I made 
good my promife unto them : towards the evening came another 
who run away Jrom the French Army, and told us y that the Ge~ 
nerall bad abufed them; that they were in great want of Water and 
Villwalls: for they had nothing but the Flesh y which they shott them- 
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felvs, and that there was little courage among the Men ; and noe 
hopes of ftorming , the Fort to any ad-vantadge 5 but that they would 
bring jome Guns on Shoar , to fireon us from a Hill that is here a- 
bouts , and fo force to furrender : in the mean time wee longed , with 
more then ordinary couradze , both Citizens , Seamen , and Souldurs, 
that they would attacque us; the next day being the 18. of March 
another Runaway came over tous , reporting that the Enemy , in 
the night time, was retreated with all his Army, to the Ships; 
without any noife, fearing that he might be fell upon by us: Wee 
now knowing the Power of the Enemy , a Party of our Burgers and 
Captain Peter Marcufle , being a ZelandCaper 5 with his Men went 
out unto the Enemyes Camp , which he found they had quitted ; and 
heft behind them much flain Flesh, a parcell of Granadoes, Potts , 
and Kattels , 3 or 4 Piftolls ,one Sword a Cloak, and other triffles. 
Inthe mean time our Horf{e, who early in the morning were rode out 
from th: other fide of the Haven purfued the Enemy 5 to St. Barbara, 
ue ie moft embarcqued; and took 4 Prifonners , befides 2 or 
3 dead, 

On the 19. of March, early inthe morning , wee faw the Enemyes 
Fleet fet {ail , and thought they would come and make a Bravado 
before the Haven; but eleven of them both Ships and Barcques , 
failed by , out of reach of Canon-shott, without shooting one 
shott againft us, and fo tacked about Weftward , and fett their 
Courfe toward the Coaft of Spaniola ; and afterwards, wee faw 3 
or 4 Barks fatling upwards , probably gone tothe Cartbies Iflands , 
to give account of their refcounter ; fo that wee , at this infiant , being 
the 23. doe find our fel-vs quite rid of our Enemy , for which wee praife 
and thank the Almighty God , who hath {o well defended us: praying 
that he flrengthen ws with courage, whenfoever wee may again be 
attacked by thefe, or any other Enemyes ; for the French Prifonners 
report, that they heard there was an English Fleet made ready at 
Barbadoes , 10 come thisway. Inthe meantime the Lords the Di- 
refors muft doe their beft to provide for ws , without delay, fufficient 
Ammunition and Vittnalls , that wee may always be able to defend 
our fel-vs as Men of honour. 

Wee every day evidently fee that God Almighty % very gra- 
ciows untous: for, juft efit the comeing of the Enemy, here ar- 
vived two Ships from Guinney , firft Santa Cruz then Santa Carlos, — 
which brought with them above one hondred thoufand Pieces of 
| Bight , and yefterday another Ship called the Concordia , with fourty 


thoufand. 
On 
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On the 1. of May. After long delays, and great pres 
parations at laft, the Prince of Conde arrived at Utrechty 
He came from the Vaart in the States Pleafure-boat, as 
far as the Solfteegs-Gate, conducted by the Duke of 
Luxenburgh end other great Ones; andthere , togeather 
with the Duke of Luxenburgh and Anguin , and Count de 
Seaux ; He took coatch, and wasrecieved at the Gate 5 
With the fireing of the Guns, from the Walls, and all 
Tokens of Joy, by the Commandour Stoupa, who pre- 
{ented the Keys of the City, in aSilver Charger to His 
Highneffe; and, fo through the ranked Troops condutted 
him to. his Lodgings, in St. Johns Church- yard, at the 
Houfe of Burgermafter Nelleffeyn » and his Kinfman 
Martens ; the whole Guarrifon in the afternoon paffed by, 
and were foundt tobe 8000 Men {trong. The Papitts re- 
joyced as much, atthe comeing ofthe Prince, asthe Jews 
lately at their conceited Meflias. The French now affu- 
red themfelys, ofthe good Succefle of all their Defigns ; 
many Men being (befides the great preparations at Us 
trecht ) approached from Gelderland; four Regiments 
whereof, being Foot, were ready at Amerongen: and, 
two at Amersfoort, and two at Nykerck ; one, not far 
from the Wijck in the Betuwe , and 1000 Horfe at Hoef- 
jaken ,two leagues from Amersfoort.

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On the 10. of May. The Lords the Ambaffadours of 
Sweden, departed from the Houfe of Viverftein to the 
place of the Treaty , takeing their way by Rotterdam , 
trom whence onthe 11. inthe morning they took Wa- 
ter, being greeted with Vallieof great Shott, andin like 
manner they were recieved afGorcum,; from whence, 
on the 12. they took their joutney, by ’s Hertogenbofch 5 
thence, to goe by Maeftricht; but, being come nere 
Oofterwijck, they were fett upon by 30 French Troopers, 
but.asfoon , asthey knew, who they were, they lett their 
Excellencyes goe on in their journey , protefting with 
great fubmiffion, that they knew them not ;the faid Lords , 
departing towards Noon , on the 14. from Oirfchott, 
they came to the Villadge Achel, to refresh themfelvs 
there; and, whenthey were juft ready to fitt downe to 
table , about 2co French Troopers came rideing from 
Cranendonck, and pofted theméelvs in three ‘Troops , 
without the Towne. Whofe Officer came and Compli- 
mented the Mediatours, but’t was chiefly tofee what way 
they would take for Aix la Chapelle ; and, underftanding 
that they intendedto goe , by the way of Maettright, they 
endeavoured, by many Arguments to divertthem , from 
that intention, efpecially pretending that their Kimg had 
already fufficiently blocked up this place, and had given 
generall order to lett none pafle that way , prefling it very 
hard, yet ftill containing themfelvs within the Limitts of 
refpe& and Civility , fo that the Lords Mediatours , were 
a little amazed hereat; yet, after fome conteft, yeelded 
thereto , and chofe the way by Stockheym , to Sittart, and 
foto Aken, wherethey arrived privately on the 16. avoi- 
ding the\Ceremony of being publickly recieved. 

On the 11.of May. Their Highne/fes Plenipotentiaryes 
departed alfo towards the Place of Treaty with a confi+

18. they arrived at Aken, being folemney, recieved there, 
by the Magiftracy.

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On the 12. of May. Was difcovereda certain treachee 
rous Defigne againit Sas vanGent; for the French co-~ 
meing now with the greateft of their force into Flanders, 
they intended eafily to make themfelvs Matter of that 
Pott , that fo , haveing gort faft footing there, they might 
eafily force their way , i Warther 5 and , under the favour 
of the low tides, fall into Zeland: the Defigne was thus 
contrived, thata French Officer, haveing formerly been 
in the States Service, at Gent; but, now being in Service 
of the French King wascome to Selfate, half a Mile from 
Zas van Gent, on the Vaert of Gent, and had thence 
fent for one du Surfeau from Zasy a French Gentleman, 
who had been formerly 2 Captain, but was now refor- 
med : promifeing him, that, if he would doe the King his 
Matter a good Service, he wonld-doe great Matters for 
him ; proffering him 3000 French Crowns before hand, 
and 3000 more , when he had performed the engagement: 
but, this man asking him what was the Service hedefi- 
red of him, he anfwerd, to deliver Sas van Gent into the 
hands of his Majefty , adding the manner, how he should 
doe it, namely by giveing Licences to feverall Switzers, 
who, as Renegades , should take Service atSas, and fo 
help him execute the Defigne , promifeing that he should 
be Governour of the Place; But, Du Surfeau defireing 
time to confider of it, revealed the whole matter tothe 
Field- Marshall Wirtz, and, fo the Defigne vanished: 
wee might have gott thofe Blades into the Towne that 
were deftinated for the exploit, but, for fome reafons, 
it was not done, 

May the 13. The Princes Men took Poft at Niuwer- 
fluys: The French at Utrecht makeing all preparations 
for their concieyed Defigne, gathered very itrong nere 
our Pofts at the Veght, and were come at Muyder~ 
bergh, they alfo gathered many Men togeather in ’s Gra- 
veland; and fent 150 Souldiers to the Nieuwerfluice , to 
poft themfelvs there , and to caft upa Fort there , as foon, 
as the Duke of Auguin and Luxenburgh, who was gone with 
a ftrong Convoy to Woerden, should be returned to 
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Jtrecht,that they might fo from all Quarters fall upon our 
Pofts: of which Defigne his Highneffe being doubtleffe 
well informed ; he withall {peed made ready feverall forts. 
of armed Boats, Viz. Viott/chuyts , and Uytleggers , and 
ther fmall Veffels; and on the 13. went there himfelfe, 
where he fo ordered all things, that, that very Even, a 
rood number of Men were commanded our under Com- 
nand of the Collonel Stockbeym, with feverall Pio- 
cers, and all fortes of Inftruments for Digginge : who 
1, withtheir Yolks, Sloops, Pleafure boats , Rowing» 
Doats, andall fort of Ammunition, onthe 14 ditto, at3. 
df the Clock in the morning came to the Sluice; the 
rench , who lay thereabouts, (being warned by a Miller 
there , by drawing up the Sail of the Mill) retreated to 
Breukelen. 
» Our Militia , being come to the Sluice immediatly 
hey beganne to make their Works, and by noon our 
Men lay allentrenched: and within 2. or 3. Days werein | 
uch a pofture of detence, that wee were fufficient to ftand 
again{t any Attack, being fchanfed ftrong enough, ‘to 
urne of a great force: One French Officer with 16 Soul- 
diers, came, in the morning, from Breukelen to reco- 
gnize, how things went, but one of his Company was 
killed, and the reft retired to Breukelen: Captain Toutlee 
nonde went on the 16. with 150 Men from Nieuwer- 
lluyce to Breukelen , where the French being about 300 
trong retreated to the Houfe Grundefteyn, enticeing our — 
Men under the reach of the fmall Guns, which were plan- 
tedthere, wherewith they shott briskly amongift us with 
{mall Shott ; and, at the firft Chardge killed 4. of our 
Men, fo that wee were forced to retreat : which, that wee 
bight with the more fecurity doe, Captain Toutlemonde 
defended a Bridge, which they were to paffe, untill the 
alt Man was over, and he, ftriveing to through downe 
he planks that lay loofe, was shott in his Back, burone 
of his Sergeants carryed him away , that he might not fall. 
to the Enemyes hands, and was carry’d with feverall 
ther wounded Men to Amfterdam to be cured — : 
ne 1S. 
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This Pofting of our felys, at Nieuwerfluys, di 
alarme the French at Utrecht, that they knew not ho} 
behave themfelvs; the more, becaufe all their Chi 
Commandours were at Woerden: and furprized att 
News, firft of all made the Boors pull downe the Sto 
Wall of Nieuwenroy, the better to defend themfel 
there, if our Men should march up higher : Soon afte 
came Condé and Luxenburgh , with above 4000 Men: 
Breukel; but finding all things well guarded, they 
there was nothing for them to be done, only to fortif 
themfelvs there & prevent our breaking in farther;when 
upon haveing ordered the makeing of feverall Battery 


thereabouts , and prefently went about cafting up fevers 
Batterys, but were now and then hindered by our 
Skirmishing with them , and killing many of them; y 
they went on , 4s well as they could, ruining and burnin 
all that lay in their way , even the greateft part of Breuke 
itfelfe, and thofe curious Country houfes ; as wee alfo pul 
led downe fome, that were in our way ; fo that this Arbo 
of pleafure, was foon turned toa perfect Wildernefle. 

This Pofting our felvs here. was not only prejudicial 
to the French Defigns, but alfo of fingular advantadge 
unto this State, being a Bulwork to the Fortifications 0 
the Vecht, and a Wall of defence to many Villadges; 
which., hitherto , have been under water , but now can be 
kept dry and fecure; efpecially , His Highxeffe haveing 
given order to Colonell Pa/m he on the 16. with twoor 
300 Men from the Uythoorn , pofted himfelf at Willis 
and Demmerick, and entrenched him there, whereby the 
round Fenlands were defended from all violence,and 
French hindred, from marching in by the way of Bile 
velt , or the Emmericks Zuwe, and fo to fall, by the way 
of the Geufe-floot,upon the Nieuwerfluyce, or any ofthe

b that there was no gap for the Enemy tocomein: Wee 
laveing pofted us at Muyden', Wefop, Uytermeers- 
nyce, Hlinderdam , Cronenburgh, Nieuwerfluyce, 
Jillis, Uythoorn, Woertfe-Verlaet, Nieuwerbrugge, 
dewater, Gouda, Schoonhoven, Nieport, Gorcum, 
jouvelteyn and Worcum; where round about wee are 
ill daily makeing it ftronger, efpecially at Nieuwer- 
ice, where wee have already digged roundabout the ~ 
uice; and caft up an Entrenchment over againft the 
lecht-bridge , the way on both fides of the Vechr,, as far 
shalf way Breukle, where the outer moft watch is kept, 
feing every where Fortifyed with feverall Traverfes, 
rafts, Wolfs-kuylen, Pitts , and Vrieffe-ruyters,.and 
he like, and efpecially with a confiderable Battery, in the 
brm of a Redout, with acompleat Conterfcharp: and on 
ich fide of the way was nothing, but Water , and fuch 
land , that could not begoneupon; fo that this Poft, in 
Bipect of its Scituation , and Fortification , is invincible, 
a fufficient Guarrifon be laid there , for the fupply whe- 
eof on the 7. twas published, that a Free-leger was to 
le keptthere, and fo everyone, haveing their required 
lafports might carry thither and fell all kind of Provifions 
hatfoever.

Ambushment, and had the good luck of falling upon 
Commandor Py/agh and Houtix ,intheir Arrear, asthey — 
were marchityg off to Ormarfen, and killed many of them, © 
and brought’7o. of thcm Prifonners into Coeverden: | 
Ransdorf remained in Gramsberg, to command there, 
he fortifyed the Place very ftrong, and brought it in full 
polture of defence. 
At that time, feverall Skirmishes happened nere Mae- 
ftright. The Governour reviewing the Horfe on the — 
Wijcker-veldt., feverall Troops of the French Cavalle- 
ry, utider Command of Sr. De Montall, shewed them- 
felvs nere St. Peters-Hille, whereby the Guarrifon was — 
alarmed; but our Men, fending fome Horfe todifcover — 
the Enemy, the Frenchagain departed: Count T#2y with — 
25 Horfetrom Maeftricht metta Company of 17 French, 
one whereof they killed, and brought the reft Prifon- 
ners into Maeftricht, among{t whom was one Lievte-. 
nant, and one Quartermafter. One Major Le Grand. 
being in Service of the Bishop of Munjfter » had raifed 34 
Menat Aken, and Captain Merode pretendedly gave Li- 
cence to13 of his Men, totake Service under him , but, 
marching thence, the faid Merode followed him on Hors- 
back , as far as nere unto Nuys, and then the13 Men, 
_ feeing their Captain,turned themfelvs againft the Major; 
whom they deadly wounded , and brought the new raifed 
Souldiers Prifoners into Maeftricht : many the like Skir- 
mishes happened, but not always alike fuccesfull. 
+ The French Plenipotentiaryes for the Treaty of fase

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flowly following the Court from Paris, were now.come 
to Liege ; and were denyed their pafladge by the way of 
Maettright , becaufe the French had diverted the Swe- 
dish, and Dutch Embaffadours in their journey that way.

Sea therewith; and on the 19. paffed Dover to meet the 
French and the Portsmouth Ships, who on the fame day 
fett Sail for the Downs; and onthe 24. came within fight 
of each other nere Rye, and there caft Ancker ; where= 
uponthe Kivg, Duke of York, anda Train of many No- 
bles, on the 16. early inthe morning departed for Rye, 
to fee the Conjunction of the French and English Fleer, 
which happened that day, before Dungenefle, where tus 
King and Duke of York on Whitfunday Old ftile, dined 
- onboard the French Admirall,where He made the Earl of 
Offéry Rere Admirall of the Blew Flagge; and on the2g. 
| departed again fromthe Fleet for London ; and on the 
30. this Porent Sea- Armado, confifting of 84 Men of 
Ware , (whereof the French Esquadron efpecially , fee- 
_ med to terrify the whole World with their thundering 
names ) were under Sail , and paffed Dover on the 31. ma~ 
keing over for the Coatt of Holland, On 
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On the 22. of May. The Duke of Monmouth, Lieute= 
nant Generall of the French Army, Monfieur de /a 
Feuillade Roannes , being fent before him with a Troop of 
2000 Horfe , putt the Army in Battaillia as they lay en- 
camped between Cortrijck and Harlebeke , totuke age- 
nerall Review of them, inthe prefence, and tothe great 
Satisfaction of the Queen , and all the Court Ladyes; and 
thereupon the Army , being above 20000 Men ‘trong , 
broke up, to march towards Deynfen, and Landerham, 
hard by Gent, 80 Pieces of Ordnance being already at 
Audenaerde, and 50 more were tocome to Aeth , to be 
carryed tothe Army. 

Onthe 23. The Queen, with the Dutcheffe de /aVa- 
liere , Madame de Montefpan , and all her Court retur- 
ned again from Kortrijck to Doornick , to remain there 
as long the Campagne was kept, being convoyed by 
the Kg halfe way, from whence , haveing took their 
Farewell in the Villadge Lovinghem , the Queen; witha 
conduct of 200 Horfe departed for Doornick, and the 
Kizg to his Army, who lodged that night at Gothem, hard 
by Deynfen, and the next night at the Abdy of Dron- 
gene; a mile from Gent.

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the French took Prifoners, and killed others, but, not 
without as much loffe on their fide ; who finding that 
moft of the Country was under Water, and that the 
Marshes of Klinge, Kieldrecht, Ferdinandus , Absduele, 
and others were overflouwne, plundered only St. Johns 
Stone , and another Villadge or two, and on the27. went 
againe over the Ships-bridge at Mariekercke, and joyned 
with the groffe of the Army nere Deynfen,feeing the little 
probability of doing that here by force of Arms, which 
they did before by treachery. For the whole Defigne_ 
_feemed tobe, only to gett fome footing in Flanders , and 
fo to maintaine a correfpondency with the Fleets atSea: 
but, being diflepointed in this project , the whole Army 
broke up from Gent, and took their March towards Little 
Brabant by the way of Gavre, Gearsbergen , Liekerke,. 
Dermonde and Bruffel. ; 

On the 26. of May. The following Conditions and

The Admirall de Ruyter lying at Ancker on 
Schonevelt, on notice that the Enemyes Fleet was. ma-= 
keing towards them , called the Councell of Warre on 
board, and communicated untothem his Highneffes Let- 
ter, and the intention of the State , encouraeging every 
one to his duty and valour; withone gave fuch orders 
every where , as was requifite ina matter of fo great con- 
fequence: whoie laudable exemple the Admiralls of the 
re{pective Efquadrons followed to their fubordinate Off- 
cers, and each Captain to his Menon board; and fuch 
Couragie was generally amongft the Seamen, that it 
feemed to promife a good iffue: On’ the 2. the English 
and French Fleet came nere the North-foreland: onthe 
3. before Ooftende, andthe next day within fight ofour © 
Fleet, but kept of and on; becaufe the unconftancy of 
the weather for fome days hindred any engagement, till 
on the 6. the weather beganne to be alittle ftiller, which 
night the weather quite cleared up; the next day in the 
morning being the 7. the Enemy beganneto move, and, 
the Wind being good for them S. 5. W. with full Sails 
they fect their Courfe directly upon us , who winding in 
our Ankers till they came to ftand upright under our 
Ships, and full of couradge waited the comeing of the

On the 7. in the morning the Wind was Northweft, and brave 
Sighting weather , «xhereupon the Enemy began to move; and 1, 
haveing given the ordinury Signe, oalled the Councell of Warre on 
board , and refolved to shorten in our Anckers , that fo, when the 
Enemy came upon us, wee might the eafier weigh them, and with 
the Ebbe meet the Enemy. 

The feverall Members were not all gone from onboard my Ship, 
but the Enemy beganne to advance upon us, with all their three 
Esquadrons , in the forme of a Halfe Moon; and the Esquadron of 
the White Flag which was the Northermoft , was the firft, that en- 
gaged atone of the Clock, with the Esquadron of the Lord Lievte- 
aunt Adm all Tromp; who fteered togeather Northeaftward : Wee, 
and the Lord Lievtenant Admiral Banckert, with our refpettve 
Esquadrons , could not be fo {oon attacqued by the Enemy ; and, in 
the meantime , that wee might not be feparated one from the uther, 
awee held our Courfe alfo North-Eaftward , tillabout two of the Clock 
inthe afternoon , and then judgeing that was the time and oppor- 
tunity ,totack about Southward, 1 gave a Signe accordingly » and 
with an Advice boat figmfyed the fame to Lievtenant Admirall 
Tromp : and fo wee came to aition alfo with the Chief- Esquadron ; 
and Lievtenant Admirall Banckert with the Blew Flagge : Wee 
quite pierced through one another ; but, 2 with better fucceffe , than 
the Lord Lievtenant Admiral Banckert, whofe fore Top-maft I 

Jaw short off , and took {peciall noticenf wt ; fothat , when wee were 
pat thens haveing cus off from the veft [e-verall of the Enemys Sheps 
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haveing gott the wind of them, wee judged iit not convenient to purfue — 
them but with the reft to [atl againe Novthwards , and meet the 
Lord Lievtenant Admirall Tromp : which wee towards the Even 
did , and then altogeather fteered Southward with the Enemy, and 
Sought tll the darkneffe feperated us; and wee came to Ancker 
WKN. Weft about two Leagues from Welt-Capel. 

It 5 impoffible for ws to give an exatt relation of all the circum 
Stances, which happened in this Engagement, as haveing not yet 
been able fully toinform our [elus thereof; but wee abjolutely judge 
that (praijed beGod) thus far the Vitlory won our fide: and for the 
compleating of it; Wee shall on our fide with good refolution and. 
animofity difpute for it , {till hopemny and trufting on the bleffing of 
the Moft-High. : 

Both fides fought very furioufly , but on our fide fome more than 
others, as haveing had the advantage of the Wind thereto ; the like 
wee judge of the Enemye. 

There are in both Fleets many difabled Ships 5 the Officers on our 
fide killed , ave, the Vice-Admivall Schram , and the Reer-Admirall 
Vlugge , aljo Captain Van Bergen, and Backer, and Captain 
Naflau forely wounded. 

The- Fireships on both fides have dong little execution , yet many 
were burnt and con[umed ; the Enemy was very defirous to have 
employed fome of them againft us. 

Wee have authorifed the Reer- Admiral de Haem , to fupply the 
place of Vice- Admirall Schram , under the Esquadron of the Lievte- 
nant-Admuyall Tromp: and the Rere- Admivalls Ship wee have 
beflowed on Captain Van Meeuwen, who yefterday came to us 5 
whileft wee were in fight ; who tells us he hath took an English Keth y 
comeing from London laden wuh rich Cloaths and various Deli- 
caffes for Count d’Eftré: Here ws allo arrived a Frigat from Fries- 
land , with 30 Preces , and 132 Men, Jan Vinckelbofch Captain. 

To make the lefJe alteration in sranfporting of the Flagge, 1 have 
commanded the Captain of the [aid Reve-Adnurall Vlug, 10. bare 
the fame till farther order. 

A Commandour of a French Fireship , whom wee ha-ye faved, 
relates that whe English were 60 Sail of Men of Warre ftrong , and 
berween fourandtwenty and thirty Fiveships ; the French thirty 
Men of Warve , the leaft carrying 50Guns , and tenor eleven Fire~ 
ships: and with Pleafure-boats Sc. were in all one hundred and 
f ourty Sail flrong. 

Prince Rupert emmanded the aN in Chief; Count @ERré. 
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the Esquadron of the White Flagge; Sr. Edward Sprag the Blew: 
et the English and the French were ranged one amongft the other, 
the French makeing a finall Esquadron , or Company apart, tn- 
der each Esquadron : as for inftance , Rere- Admiral] Monfieur 
dAflandon ; under Prince Rupert: and Monjieur le Marquis Gran- 
ce la Cornette, bareing a fplitt White Flag, under Sr. Edward 
Sprag. 
Lhe Enenry lays at prefent,N.W. and byW. full two leagues

M ¥ laft fubmiffive Letter unto you, was on the 8. of this 
Month , about Noon. ; 

The fame day the Wind beganne to blow ftrong out of the South- 
aweft, and wee being come to. Ancker the evening before inthe dark, 
and fo lay very neve one another , and now were forced to lay ftill , 
fothat wee had enough to doeto a-void damnifeing one another. 

On the 9. The Wind continued very firong , neverthele{Je wee 
went forward with knotting our ropes , repairing the Sailes 5 fit- 
ting our Shrouds , flopping our Lecks , and filling of Cardoofes: wee | 
alfo fent out to difco-ver the Enemy , whom wee found inhke Manner | 
employed : for by all information it is evident , they have had great | 
damadge. 

Wee have bad 3 French Seamen a board, whom our Men had 
fared out of a French Frigat, called la Fripone , manned with — 
200 Men, and mounted with 36 Guns , commanded by de Sourdis — 
Knight, which was fanck. 

They alfo declare, that another French Ship, called \eFoudroyant, 
mounted with 7oGuns , manned with about 5 or 609 Men, com-— 
manded by Captain Jean Gabaret , was funck. 

And that they had feen two or three more Ships of their Fleet 
finch, whofe Names they knew not , nor could difcerne whether they 
avere English or French, which others alfo doe confirme , and with © 
Fireships, about 13 or 14. 


% Certaine | 
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Certaine Officers of [mall Veffels, who kept themfelvs without 
our Fleet , affirme that they had feen three of the Enemyes Ships 
blowne up, which were no Fireships; on the other fide , wee miffe 
not one Ship except what here after mentioned, and three Fireships. 

One of our Galliote-Mafters, faved al{o a Sloop with Men 
comeing from a French Fireship: «where wee found certaine Divi- 
fions , Orders, atid Signes for the French Ships , or the Esquadron of 
the White Flagge: which for curiofity , 1thought needful herewith 
to fend a Copy of. 

On our fide wee fought generally with good fusceffe, and have 
few dead , or wounded , confidering the furious shooting of the Enemy 
with both great and {mall Guns, which wee 5 next to the fpeciall 
bleffing of God , impute to the unexperiency of the French. 

Onthe 7. Inthe fight whilft wee were breaking through the Red 
and Blew Esquadron, a great Ship vanaboard , the Ship Deventer 
of Amfterdam , comman ded by Captain Willem van Cuylenburgh, 
under my Esquadron , and in my judgement againft both their wills, 
they fought hand to hand; but the event by reafon of the {wift- 
neffe of our Ship ; and the {moke that was betweenws, 1 could not 
difcerne. 

Onthe 8. After 1 had difpatched away my former Letter , came 
the {aid Captain Cuylenburgh on board, t0 make report of what 
has been done ; who faid, the Frenchman entered him; and that 
about 34 of his Men with the Sloop abandon’d him, yet he fo refifted 
him, that haveing killed feverall , whereof 4 or 5 with bis owne 
handon the Halfdeck, he forced the reft to quit bis Ship 5 and fo, letting 
bis Ancker fall , they fairly left one another, the Captains Ship was 
“very much damadged ; 1 therefore ordered him to fail into the Wie- 
ling on the Flatts, and there torepair himfilfe, and, to that end, 
gave him my owne Pilot along with bim. ‘ 

Afterwards 1 was from a gooil hand informed, that the [aid 
Ship Deventer the fame afternoon , by the nadvertency of the Pilot, 
comeing before the Wieling fell on the Pointof the South-eaft Raffen, 
and in @ moment was broke in pieces, andof 106 found Men, and 
65 Wounded , which were mtbe Shin, makeing in all 171 Men, not 
above 40 or 50 werefaved: among? whom, both the Lieutenants, | 
but the Captain and Pilott , who brought them there, and could 
both {wim , were drowned ; both whom , as alfo all the reft 1 [pecially 
lament. .

Captain laSage , with a principal Ship , and fome Frigats of 
particular Patrons and Lovers of the country 5 who have mwde 
an agreement with the Admiraluy Court in Zealand , wee doe, ac- 
cording to the hope that ws given 1s, hourly expelt from the Wee~ 
ling , as alfo the Frigats Delpht , and Goes , who were unmanned 
by Lientenant Admiral Banckaert, but now fett out again with 

Jresh men by Captain Lonpu , and William Hendrickfe, 

Their Highnefles there would feigne ha-ve fent unto us 200 
French Prifoners to be divided amongft the Dutch Ships , and fo to 
have Sean.en in thety room on their Ships , but 1 could not embrace 
that propofall , on account of therefolution made by their Highneffes 
the High and Mgihty States , upon that fubjett the 5. of Fune, 

1672. and my owne mean confiderations befides ; [0 Lhave referred 
that bui{neffe to the expreffe order of the State, and your Highnelfle. 

The long expelled -ad-vice-boats begin now at laft fome of them 
to appear y which wee shall [end this day to Zealand with wounded 
men 10 be looked after in the Hofpitalls there , {eeing the Northeaft 
Wand binders their going in tothe Maes without much trouble. 

Wee find it to be a miftake that was mentiuned in our laft of 
Captain Backers being killed’, but ’tis the Commandour Matthew 
Megang , who commanded the Amfterdans Frigatt Damiata.

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afmall times fighting, fell downe, fo that from thence , 
he went on board the .4m/fferdam, on which he conclu- 
ded the dance: that the foremoft of the Enemyes Ships, 
among{twhom he was,began to retreat; and, after farther 
information, onthe 9. he wrote unto the High and Mighty 
States the following Letter: 


High and Mighty Lords, 


¥ Lords: Wee have now more exadly informed our fel-vs, 
about the Battle which happened yefterday, againft the English 
and French : Wee beleeve they have loft about 11. or 12. Ships both 
funk , blown up , and burnt, and alfo feverall Fiveships , which 
avere fome shott on fire » and fome {unck by our Ships 5 3 of which 
Ships appear with their Mafls, above water. Wee have (bleffed be 
God ) oft no Ships, except 5 or 6 Fireships 5 and the Lands Fleet ts 
‘yet in good pofture ; andif the wind had not blowne fohard , Wee, 
and my Lord de Ruyter , intended to have kept clofe bythe Enemy, 
but, feeing God pleafeth other wife, by the continuall hard wind; 
auee are now ‘vigorously buify to bring our Ships again into good 
pofture: 1 am now again on my Ship the Guolden Lyon, &c. 
Alum on board the Guolden Lyon, on Schonevelt , the 9. of 
Une, 1673.

J Give you herein an account of our Altion yeflerday ‘being the 
28, [uch as at prefent can be made, harveing not had time to 
iearn the particulars of the Enemies loffes. The foul weather before 
having given ws opportunity and lea{ure to found allthe Sands; on 
the 27. it was vefolved at a Council of War beld herve on Board with 
the Flag Officers , to Attack the Enemy viding at Anchor in @ Line 
between the Rand , and the Stony-Banck. Accordtngly a Squadron 
qwas then ordeved out of the {e-veral Divifions of the Fleet , (‘whereof 
the eldeft Captain was to Command each Pasty) confifting inal of 
35 Frigats, and 13 Fireships , befides [mall Craft to found before

shem. Yefterday morning about cight of the Clock , they drew out of 
their Squadrons , and failedtowards the Enemy , the Wind at $8. W. 
and by 12 aclock at noon Engaged the Van of them, Commanded by 
Trump: Wewere forced to engage fooner then intended , t0 prevent 
the Enemyes getting the Wind. That Squadron fo Commanded by 
Trump , was fo preft by us, thatit gave way, and retired as far 
asthe Sands would give them leave. The Squadron Commanded by 
de Ruyter , fell to the shave of Count dEftrées , and the French 
who behaved themfelves very bravely. Sir Edward Spragge al- 
fo on his fide maintained the Fight with fo much Courage and 
Refolution , that their whole Body gave way , to {uch degree, that 
had it not been for fear of the Shoals, we had driven them into 
theiy Harbors , and the King would have had ‘a better ac- 
count of them. The cafe being thus » and the night approaching , 
Z judged it fi io fland a little off, and to Anchor here where 1 
now ride. 

The Enemy have had a confiderable lofs ( which theyll not 
enfily repair) having many Men Slain, many Ships difabled, and 
fome deftroyed; de Ruyter and Trump had run a great hazard 
of being burnt by fome of our Ftreships , if they bad behaved them- 
felves asthey ought to harye done. Our loffes are very inconfiderable , 
two of our Ships onely being difabled , viz. The Cambridge , and 
the Refolution, which 1 shall fend home to refit; the reft of our 
work will be eafily done here’ We have loft very few Common 
Men; as yet 1 have an Account but of thefe Officers Slain, Captain 
Fowles , Captain Woerden, and Captain Finch; Colonel Hamil- 
ton bas his Leg shot off. All the Officers and common Men , gene- 
rally behaved shemfelves very well, of which 1 shall fend the Par- 
ticulars , when 1 am better informed. 

In my Squadron more effecially , Captain Leg, Sir John Hol- 
mes , Captain Wettwang , Captain Story , Sir Roget Strickland, 
and Sir William Reeves , the firft took a Ship of the Enemies, and 
the latter brought up a Fireship, and layd himfelf to Leeward of 
Trump , and if the Captain of the Fireship bad done bu Duty, 
Trump had been certainly burnt 3 Notwithftanding which, Story 
and Wettwang fo Belaboured him, that Reeves cleared hnmfelf 
from the Crowd of the Enemy. 1 hope His Majefty cil be fatisfied, 
that confidering the place we Engaged in, and the Sands, there was 
as much done as could be expected. And thus I leave it to Hts Ma- 
jefties Favourable Confiruthon, to whom 1 wish many Lappy years 
to come , this being his Birth-day. 


Being 
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Being out of thefe Letters fufficiently to collect the ° 
particulars of the whole Battle, we leave the reft to the 
judgment of the impartiall Reader. 

As foon asthe Enemyes Fleet arrived on the Flemish 
Coaft, the Field- Marshall rts, with a. good number 
of Horfe and Foot, shipt himfelte over for Walcheren, 
in about 100 Smackfail, to fecure that Yfland, and the 
whole Province of Zealand from anyinvafion, bedaufe 
‘twas ftrongly reported that the Enemy intended under 
favour of their Fleet, efpecially if they had gotten any 
advantage, to have landed in Zealand. ‘The Fieldmarshall 
being there arrived, putt all things in good order, and lod- 
ged his Men, on , and nere the Shoar, and, on the aproach 
of the Enemy, the Townfmen appeared there alfo in 
Arms; Butthe Enemy’s Victory was not fo confiderable, 
that they dared hazard a Landing. 

The French, after their fo devout Celebration of the 
H: Sacraments-day at Utrecht, beganne to fett upon their 
Defignes : Their Bridges of Communication over the 
Leck, nere Wijck te Duerftede , and over the Wael, by 
Thiel, were now ready. Much Folk came from the 
upper Countryes, and paffed through Utrecht towards . 
Breukel , to the guarding of that Poft, viz: under Count 
Doucam 3000 Men ; whether alfo much Ammunition of 
Warre was fent: alfo by the way of the Mertens-dijck 
paffed 80 Wagons with Vivres and Ammunition, who 
at night unladed at Weftbroeck: And a great body 
was Commanded towards Hilverfum, whether the Dukes 
of Anguin and Luxenburgh themielvs alfo marched , cars 
rying with them 8 or 10 Canons, feverall Wagons and 
Carts with Powder , Lead, Matches, Storming-bridges, 
Scaleing - ladders, Shovels , Spades, Axes, and what els 
was needfull for fuch work. Alfo many Mengathered 
togeather by the Vaert and Vianen: at Utrecht and Ame- 
_ rongen ftood ready 30 Pieces of Ordnance, withthe Ar-~ 
_ tillery thereto belonging ; and about 2000 Foot Souldiers, 
_ andas many Horfe. ay 
Tothwart thele their Defignes , wee ufed all poffible _ 
' cn- 
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endeavours , efpecially about Muyden, againft whith they 
feemed chiefly to lay their Plotts: but efpecially on the 
11. June wee fired sharply on their Works with our Ca- 
nons out of the {mall Shipsin the Souther-Sea, andfrom — 
the Flatt-boats in the Naerder-Mear and the Low- way, 
and alfo out of the Towne of Muyden itfelfe; and,,un- 
der the favour of our Shott, wee caft upa Batterye on the 
High-way , within Muskett-shott of the French, which 
wee fo vigoroufly fett to work about, that, onthe 16. the 
great Canon was planted there, whereby the French at 
Muyderbergh fuftered much damadge. 

Whileft the Enemy continued defending thefe Pofts 
at Muyderbergh and Breukel, there were daily Skirmishes 
between us, in which the Enemy had an innumerable 
number of Men killed and wounded: befides thofe that 
daily run away from them tous, in 10. 20.30. and more | 
togeather; of whom, confidering the great number of | 
them, wee formed aRegiment apart. AndtheFrench, | 
feeing they ( befides their confiderable loffe) could not 
advance any thing by their Poft at Muyden, they left 

-it againe of their owne accord , whereof more aftere 
wards. 

June the 2. The King of France at tw6 of the Clock 
in the morning. broke up his Leger from Liedekerke, | 
and marched towards Bruffels in 3 Esquadrons, with a |

Pofture of the Army on the fide of Tongeren, pafled 
the Watches for a Frenchman , and, haveing viewed | 
moft part of the Army , rode paft the innermoit.W atch, | 
as if he would recognize fome thing , or courfe his Horfe ; 
but was noe fooner paft the Watch , but he fett Spurs to 
his Horfe, and through a whole ftorm of Shott , efcaped 
into the Towne; hisServants, not being able to follow 
their Mafter, hid themfelvs amongft the French , and fo 
watcht their opportunity to make their efcape. 

3. June. At Nieuwerfluys a Piece of Ordnance burft, 
killed a Gunner, and wounded feverall others : in the 
Hague were two Troopers, both Brothers fett Prifoners | 
onthe Voorpoort, being both catcht in a Medow killing 
of a Cow: which infolences haveing been ofteh com- 
mitted, thefe two Offendors on the 6. of June were hung, 
fir ft within the Hague, afterwards on the Gallows without 
the Towne. 

6. June. The Commandour Houtijz , with 18 Stan- 
dards Horfe, and 1500 Foot, appeared nere the Poft at 
Sonnega in Friefland, and fummoned the Guarrifon 
to furrender; but being denyed, fome of them shewed, 
themfelvs nere the Bleffer-Bridge, where Marquis de Moz 
povillan lay entrenched , who ttopt thém there , being fes 
conded with the Cavalry of Berkoop and Wolvega , who 
defigned to cutt of the Enemyes paffadge to Steenwijck +} 
whetheralfo Prince Mauritz approached with the Troops} 
of Herevean: but the Enemy being retreated , fome off 
their Arreat were only killed, and fome of them took 


Prifoner, in which Refcountre Captain Monfeur 4 la 
Ou 
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Fouquette , and Hans Stavoren were killed , and about , 
50 wounded, were brought into Deventer : The Pri- 
foners declared , that orders were given for the divi- 
deing of the Troops againe in their Guarrions 3 yet, for 
the prevention of any farther inva fion of the Enemy , his 
Grace Prince Mauritz ordered , that by the opening of 
the Sluices, the Country thereabouts should be overfloe — 
wed, which, by the help of a ftrong Wind, fucceeded 
according to defire. : 

8. June. About too Men in feverall Sloopsand Rowe . 
ing-boats went out, rowing behind Breukele towards 
Weftbroeck , where the French had caft up afmall Breft- 
work; they furprized the Watch fleeping , and then felk 
upon the re{t, about go in number , moftof whom they 
killed , andreturned again with their Plunder and good 
Boory to Nieuwerfluyce, leaving behind them 5 dead » 
and had two more Wounded. Atthefametime, Captain 
Y/elmuyde » who lay at the Poft of Demrick , hearing that 
there were about 80 French, who lurked neere Jooftena 
dam, fent outin 6 {mall Boats 30 Men, under command~ 
of an Enfigne, who furprizeing them in an Houfe, kil- 
led 14. of them, amongft whom was one Lieutenants 
and fo returned againe with the Plunder unto their Poft. © 
About 100 of our Men drawn out of Nieuwerbrugges 
went in a {mall Ship before Woerden , againft whom the 
French fending out firft 300, afterwards more 5 were 
forced to retreat into the Towne again with the loffe of 
40 Men: our Men turned again to Nieuwerbrugge ha- 
veing loft but one Man: about 300f our Men about the 
9. or Lo. of this Month marched to Kokenga , on Notice, 
that the French had fettthere, 2 Forelorne Watch; our 
~ Men made towards them, who feeing them retreated 
into a Houfe, nevertheleffe forced in upon them, and 
killed 8 of the Enemy, took 11 Prifoners, 3 more fled 
and fo faved themfelvs ; and ours returned with good 
Booty. 

The Bishops Men were ftill buify about fortifying their 
Pott at Gramsberge, the Bishop was there himfelfe in > 
02 _perion 
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sperfon to help forward the great Banke, which, by the 
advice of ayongue Gentleman Ringelenkamp was ca{t up 
thwart the River Vecht, partly by the ftopping of the 
Water to diltreffe Coeverden , and hinder any incur- 
fions, and partly , that by means of the fame, they might 
sa(fe through the Moraffes into Drenthe, for the fecurity 
of which Dijke they had caft up 3 a 4 Sconfes : thofe of 
Coeverden , nevertheleffe , fent their Partyes abroad yand 
on the 8.ofJune brought into the City 4 Troopers with 
their full armour ; but on the 12. about 40 Men gonne 
out under Command of an Enfigne , pofted themfelvs in 
the Church-yard, at Schoonebeeck, but were fell upon by 
the Bishops Men of Gramsberge, who killed the Enfigne, 
and 16 Men, 4nd putt the reft to flight: thofe of Coever- 
den, hearing the shooting , fent to their aflaftance Captain 
Wibe » with 300 Foot-men , and Captain Sigterman with 
his Companye of Horfe; but they cdme to late, and gott 
only fix of the Bishops Men Prifoners ; thofe of Grams- 
bergen came and shewed themfelvs under the Canon of 
Coeverden, and fett fome Turf-houfes on fire, and would 
have ftole fome Catle, but a Party being fent out againft 
them , under the Governour Eydergen » drove them 
pack again , and purfi ued them quite under the Works of 
the Fort Olthoen , and killed about20 of them. At this 
time alfo about 600 Men marched from Heufden and 
Hemert, who, comeing above Bommel hidd themfelvs 
$n fome thicketts there, and fell upon 150 Troopers, kil- 
ling their Watch » and driveing them away: There were 
3 Partyes fent out of the City , to redeem this Booty out - 
oftheir hands, butour Men {toutly with ftood them ; kil- | 
led feverall , and took fome Prifoners. 

Wee have left now for a good while Marshall de Zu- 
renne refting in his Quarters at Soett ; but the Emperour 
haveing now putt his Guarrifon in Ehrenbreifteyn and — 
Coblents, under Oath of Allegiance to the Prince Elector 
of Triers , and makeing preparation at 7égra to gather to- 

eather the Emperiall Army thereabouts,and to fendthem 
fothe Rhijnagaine: His Emperiall Majefy » haveing eS : 
oy the 
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the 6 June made known his Refolutions to the feverall 
Provinces , that, for the fecurity of the Empire he would 
raifea confiderable power , to oppofe therewith , the per- 
nicious and unjuft procedures of France, encouradging 
all the Princes and States of the Empire to that work: 
Here upon Tureane on the io. began to move, and, ac- 
cording to the Treaty with Brandenburgh, to quitt his 
Country , (though fuficiently pillaged ) and to break up, 
with the whole Army, to ftop the Emperialifts : they 
marched towards the County of Waldeck, over two 
Bridges which they had caft over the Roer, and made their 
head Quarter at Coerbach, haveing fent feverall Troops, 
as alfothe Guarrifons that were in Wefel and Rhijnbergh 
& other Cityes on theRbijn,to goe thence, in conjunction | 
with the Forces of the E/ecfor of Cologne , to Maeltricht 
to {trenghthen the Kings Army there: from Coerbach 
Turenne removed his head Quarter to Wetzlaer lying on 
the Lhaan in the County of Naffau, whence he {pread 
himfelfe through Heffen and Wetterauw as far as hard by 
Hanau: thus ,asit were, environing Franckfort, and rui- 
ning all there abouts. 

14. June was the fecond Sea-Engagement. The Ene= 
myes Fleet , after the Battail, on the 7. remained 2. or _ 
3. Leagues above our Fleet, within fight, without offe- 
ring them Batrail in fix days time, although they had 
conftantly the Leuward of us; fo that on the 13. the 
Wind shifting towards the Eaft, our Chief Officers re- 
folved to attack the Enemy: the next day early in 
the morning , came the Deputyes of the High and 
Mighty States » vid: the Lord Bo/chvelt , Van der Meydens 
Moregnault , and Vander Vierfé, into the Fleet; Where-= 
upon in the great Councell of Warre, on board the Ad 
miralls Ship, the fame refolution was reftumed , and, ap- 
prooved by the Deputyes. At 9. of the Clock the faid 
Lords went from board againe, and the blew Flagge was 
fettup, to give afigneto fail, and at 11 of theClock all 
the Anckers were weighed: and fo, before the Wind, 
wee made directly again{t the Enemyes Fleet ; whobeing — 

03 allo 
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alfo gott under fail , and held af towards the English 
Coaft. The circumftances wee will not aggrevate 
beyond what wee have in the authentick Letters of the 
Lord Admirall Trump to the State, and de Ruyter to par- 
ticular perfons , the Copyes whereof , wee have here {ub- 
joyned:

M ¥ Lords, After wee had yeflerday , abouts. of the Clock, 
weighed Ancker, and, with an Eafterly Wind, beganne to 
make towards the Enemy ; They, alfoweighed Ancker , and, with 
all the fail they could make, runne away from us ; fo that about 
4. of the Clock in the afternoon , wee beganne with my Esquadron 
the Vaniguard to Attack the Blew Flaggt, being the Vantguard 
of theEnemy ; and fought furtoufly with them untill "twas dark :

Our Men in the Fleet havve ftill extraordinary con- 
vadge; wee faw one great English Ship burnt, and fome difabled; 
what paffed between the other Esquadrons, your Highnefles will 
be informed , to which 1 veferre my felfe. I can not , to my beft 
knowledge find, that wee have loft one Ship. Wherewith , High 
and Mighty Lords , praying to God Almighty to bleffe the Perfuns 
and laudable Go-vernment of your Highnelfles.

The Admirall 
of the Blew Flagge was the foremost , whom my Lord Trump pur- 
fued: about five of the Clock, they beganne to come to atlion, to 
witt the faid Admirall Trump , against the Blew Flagge , 1, a- 
gaint the Red Flagge , commanded by Prince Rupert , and my Lord 
Banckaert , agaift Monfienr Comte d’Eftre. Ihe French and 
Enslish, being again ranged one among another , and then, the 
fight was againe very violent , wee imended 10 have broke in upon 
Prince Ruperts Esquadron , but , he keeping continually off , wee 
“were prevented ; inthe Interim pee continued cononing untill about 
tenin the Even 3 and were, by the night , forced to leave off. In 
the whole Engagement I faw but one Ship burning, and am not cer- 
taine whether ’t was a Man of Warre, or a Fireship. But, as 1

[ N my laft advifed your Lordship , that the Enemy lay on Scho~ 

nevelt, and, that wee lay at Ancker feven Leagues off , of 

Eaft-Chappel; 1 shall now tell your Lordship of a fecond Engage- 

ment with them , which was on the 14. of Fune.. The Enemy lying 
_ fo near their owne Coaft bad the opportunity of tackling themfelys > 

and furnishing themfelvs with all things that they wanted ; and 
they, well knowing , that, as the Wind for atime bad ftood, wee 

could not doe the slike ; were encouradged to come out upon us, 

which they , that afternoon, did haveing the advamtadge of a ftron 

. 4 NE. Winily | 
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N.E. Wind , which wee foon difco-vered and fo gott under fail alfo s 
Steering N.N.iV. haveing allour Tackle in readineffe , bareing up 
fo nak under the Wind, as wee could, and fo, waited for them. 
About 4.of the clock inthe afternoon, came Ttump with the 4m- 
flerdam Esquadron , and engaged with the Blew Flagge » shooting , 
according to their cuftome , a farre off: about 5 of the Clock de Ruy- 
ter with his Esquadron engaged with me and mine Esquadron ; The 
Zealand Esquadron with the White Flagge ; In the beginning, de 
Ruyter made asif he would come clofeonmy fide, but, before he 
came within Muskett shott of me, he tackt about , and boreup a 
nere the Vind as be could , andfo, {uddainly made away y which cau- 
fed us tothinck , that he had recieved {ome extraordinary damadye 
in bts Ship, ov that bimfelfe was wounded. Their whole Fleet short 
continually altogeather againfl us, laying at a great diftance from 
us, untill twas dark night, and wee kept ouy ground , notwith- 
ftanding the Fireships. About mid night, part of the Dutch Fleck 
tackt about towards the Eaft, and by South: and, [oon after , the 
whole Fleet did the like as we gueft , being at a great diftance, and ha- 
*veing Lut a broken fight of then. 

At two of the Clock in the morning , wee alo tackt about 5 fol- 
lawed them fix hours, but feeing no probabilitye of reaching them 
before they gott into their Banks , wee judged it not needfull to fol- 

-fow them any farther 5 fo wee tacki about , and made to our owne 
€oaft. All that wee could fee of the Enemy , was, that they retrea- 
ved in great diforder , but left us in the dark, as to what loffe they 
have Juftained : Onour fide wee have not loft one Ship, and very 
jew of our Men ; of our Commandours Captain White , Van der 
Warlpite, Captain Sadlington , and Van de Croon ‘are killed ;

In this, as well, as the former Battail, each Officer in — 
the difchardge of his. Duty and Oath, according to the 
opportunity of weather and wind , have approoved them- 
felvsassharers in the Glory , of haveing reftored the oF : 
R cayed 
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cayed State of our Country ; Only, inthe laft Refcontre 
Vice-Admirall Swears feemed to have been wanting in 
his duty; becaufe8 of the Clock, inthe Even, he bore 
off from the Enemy, as nere under the wind, as he could: 
But feverall Deputies of the Councell of Warre, as my 
Lord Cornelius Everts , Fan van Nes, Fan Dijck, Y.van 
Wou , haveing vifited his Ship the Eliphant, they found it 
fo difabled, and bored through with § or 6 shotts under 
water, that it was noe more in his Command; but 
was forced to bare off, that he might repair what wasneed- 
full: Whereby , that Sea-Heroe was freed of all blame, 
and preferved the honour of haveing behaved himfelve, - 
as a true Souldier againft the Enemy. The State, in 
acknowledgment of io great a blefling, they did appoint, 
that, inftead of the ordinary Faft-day, a day should be 
kept, to thanck the Lord God, for his evident affiftance 
and thofe fignall advantadges, he fo wonderfully graun- 
ted unto us. 
Prefently after the Battail the English Fleet putt over 
for their Coaft, and arrived that even before Soulsbay 5 
the next day into Kingsdeep , whence on the 18. they 
failed. for Quienborrow , and arrived at the Bay of the 
Nore: which the Kimg beeing informed of, on the21. 
early inthe morning in company with his Royall High- 
neffe went thither that He might tnlly be informed of all 
things, and, on the 23. returned againe, to London, 
being the nextday followed by Prince Rupert himfelfe: 
in the mean time, two Frigatts, the Crown, and the 
Nightingall, were fent out to recognize our Fleet, and 
on the 18. came within command of our Watch, who 
fired briskly againft them; whereupon wee thought on 
shoar, that there was a new Engagement till the shooting 
{till going farther off, wee found twas only a purfuit of 
thefe 2 Frigatts in their retreat. On the 21. the Rere~ 
Admirall de Haen was commanded out of the Fleet , with 
12 Frigats and 4 Fireships tocruife before the Thames, 
who on the 22. arriveing atSoulsbay , found noe English 
there. but fending a Ship higher, found only one Ship in 
Q 5 Kings.’ 
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Kings-deep , and their whole Fleet between Quinborrow 
and Gravefend : fo that, finding no work to be done 
there , de Haex onthe 27. returned with his Esquadron to 
the Fleet. oe . 
17. June. The French refolved to open their Trenches 

before Maeftricht,at feven in the Even,a body of Horfe & 
Foot, marched within a Muskett-shott of the City, intwo 
feverall places: the Horsmen had Faffines, the Footmen ; 
Spades, & Axes: from the City they fired hard upon them, 
fo that, many of the French were killed, the night was fa- 
vourable to the Enemy, being very dark and rainy , fo 
that the next morning they had 3 Batteryes ready,whereon 
were mounted 26 Pieces of ordnance, wherewith they 
shott violently againft the City, and ruined feveral! Bat- 
teryes but they were foon repaired, whence alfothey as 
Violently difcardged on the Enemy, who, notwith{tan- 
ding advanced with their Approches: On the 20. the Duke 
of Monmouth had the Watch in the Trenches, at which 

- time they short very furiously out of the City, which ma- 
ny a Frenchman will never tell tales of : By reafon of 
thegreat rain many of them were forced to goe half leg 
deep, through the water in the Approaches: and on the 
Kings Batterye, the Powder was accidently fett on-fire, by 
which means manySouldiers were blown up; yet he advan- 
ced within 30 Rods of the Counterfcharp, and fo approa- — 
ched foe nere, that they refolved on the’2q. toftorm the 
Counterfcharp, they defigned the'affaultat three {feverall | 
places,though they principally depended on one:the Duke — 
of Orleans onthe fide of W ijke: Montall on'the other fide of 
at the left : and Monmouth at two placts,one only to divert 
them on the right fide overagainft the green half moon, 
and the other, which was to be the principalft between — 
both where he himfelf was prefent in Perfon : at 11 of the

§ Canons, they beganne the Attacque. The Affault of the —

_ who were fo fuccesfull, that after a vigorous Se 
. they | 
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they remained Mafter of the Outworks; becaufe they, 
on that fide expected them not, forthe French had fcaer. 
ce opened any of their Trenches, that'way, and theres 
. fore, there were but 400 Men onthat Work, the com- 
manding Officer and teverall others were killed. The 
French themfelvs, not expecting {uch fuccefle, haveing 
defigned that Storm only fora falfe Alarme, could not 
by want of {caleing Ladders, and other Inftruments fol- 
low their conqueft, although they were advanced , as far 
as the fide of the Mote: but were forced with a confide- 
rable loffe to quitt thofe Outworks againe; with what fuc- 
cefle Montall ttormed , the following Letter wiil informe 
you, adding only thereto, that he fcaerfe brought above 
halfe of his men back again with him ; Mozmouth loft not 
many leffe, though with better fucceffe: Mont. Vaubruz 
comnianded the Kings Foot-guard; Monf. d’irtaignan 
rhe Musquetiers of the King, being 100 Nobles. ‘The 
King himfelfe ftood at the opening of one of the Tren- 
ches , on an Hillock; Theaffault was very violent, and 
the refittancenot lefle; but, atlaft, the Enemy breaking 
through all oppofition , gott footing on the Counter- 
icharp , andcaft upa workthere; by the encouradgment 
of which fucceffe , he advanced farther tothe outlide of 
the flalf- moon, which was on the fide of the Bruffels- gate, 
and after one hours hott ftorm , he gained it, though our 
men relifted what poffibly they could, and blew up two 
Mines , buth ro little purpofe: thus the Enemy lodged -

moon, which conquett the Duke of Monmouth delivered 
up to Monfieur de /a Fuillade, who came to releafe him 
of his Watch; this {mail gain was paid dear enough , for, 
with the loffe of many men , there being numbred 226.

FromtheFrenchArmy 25 Jone. It was not without caufe 
that foimpatiently was longed tohear what paffed yefterday about 
11 of the Clock at Night: 1 flood by the King on an afcent , whence 
wee could exactly difcerne all the motions of the Enemy. Monfieur de 
Monmouth commanded the Affault of the Guards , with the kings 
Regiment : Monfieur de Montall thofe of Picardie, with theRegi- 
ment of the Dauphin, from 10, till 11 of the Clock there was agreat 

‘Silence on both fides; at 11 of the Clock 5 Canon shouts were given 
for a figne, Wee faw a continuall fireing of Musketts andGrana~ 
does , for the [pace of an hour , more furiously , than ever was feen: 
Wee faw from whencewee flood , the Enemy fome times ad-vanceingy, 
fome times retreating ; four Mines were blown up, which did her 
intended execution: dureing which difpure, every place was filled 
with miferable howlings, and yellings : never fpettacle (according to 
the report of the oldeft Officers of the Army) wasfeen fo dreadful , 
and terrible, The Regiment of the Dauphin gained the C ounter{:barpy 
and was beat of again, and regained it fix times one after anothers 
and was yet , atlaft , forced to leave it , wanting powder and Pio~ 
neers to fortifye themfelvs there : Monfieur de Monmouth w 
more fuccesfull , who gained the Halfe-moon , avhere he at prefenty 


is lodzed; inthis Attacque which lafted all night, mare than bal 
th 
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the Regiment efthe Dauphin was killed: and of the Duke of Mon- 
mouths fide, one Sy. Poll, Ingeneer : and many Officers whofe 
Names 1 yet know not; there are alfo many English killed ; amongst 
others Collonel Sy. Jones: Behould here the Relation of ‘what hath 
paffed this night , which wee yet only have in Generall ; becaufe the 
Word was not yet given toreleafe them, and moft part, of thofes 
that bad been in attion that night are gone to fleep, and the King 
alfo; whom wee shall not come to {peak with, till 2 of the Clock. 
There ts ,juft now , another ation paffed, which was not much leffe 
bloody than the former: Monfieur de la Fuillade going to recopmize 
the Gates, that be might be inthe morning early with the Duke of 
Monmouth , whom in the E-ven he was toreleafe ; they from within 
came to retake the Half-moon, and immediatly beat our Men out 
of it, and regained it with their Sword in the band; Monjfieur d’Ar- 
tignan was killed: Menfieur de Verbenac wounded , and many

There fell much rain, yet the Enemy ne- 
glected not to fortify them/felvs on their new Poft ; they 
caft up, that night two great Batteryes; whereto the great 
Guns from Charleroy was brought into the Army; and 
’t was refolved 5 on the 27. to ftorm the Outworks again, 
to which end, all things being made ready. Count de 
Lorge whofe turne it was to be in the Approaches was, 
commanded to affault the Hornwork, on the left fide of 
the Halfmoon which Monmouth had maftered : and at 
the fame time Monfieur Fouril/e , Generall of the Caval- 
rye, and Field- Marshall, should attacque the green Half- 
moon , on the right fide of the Bruffels-gate: at rz ofthe 
Clock at Night, the Signe being given by two Canon- 
shott, the Enemy fired one Mine by the Hornwork , and 
thereupon fell in, and, notwitftanding a vigorous refi-- 
ftance, and a whole ftorme of Hand-Granadoes, they, 
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~ atlaft, maftered the fame, wee haveing blowne up 6.or 
7.of our Mines filled with Granadoes, without doing any 
great prejudice therewith untothe Enemy: fome of our 
Miners were there took Prifoners ; who difcovered {e- 
verall other of our Mines: Monfieur de Fourille, after a 
like refiftance , beat our Meu from the Half-moon: fo 
that the Enemy, though with the loffe of many Men, 
became Mafter of moft of the Outworks, on that fide. 
The King {tood on an high place , to fee what paffed , and 
fent, againft the next day , two fresh Battallions, to rein- 
force Monfieur de Lorge in his new Conquefts. Wednes- 
day, the 28. in the Even came the Duke of Mozmouth to 
releafe Count de Lorge, and he approached farther to 
within 10 or 1 foot of the Motes, when our Men again, 
at 10 of the Clock inthe Evening, blewup 5 Mines, yet | 
the Enemy kept the Poft; 29. Monmouth was releafed by | 
_ Monfieur de /a Fuillade , which night nothing of impor- | 
tance happened ; fave that they were now prepareing, to 
ftorm the City Walls, all the Outworks being already 
tookin; which, they within the City hearing of , caufed_ 
fuch oppofition amongft many of the Rulers; moft of | 
the Townsmen , and great part of the Guarrifon , that the 
Governour was forced to yeeld toa Parley. 
30. The Governour finding himfelfe prefled witha | 
{trong Enemy abroad, and one much ftronger within ; | 
a Mutinous People, and the Guarrifon weakned, by the - 
violent Storms, and tired with continuall watchings , and 
being uncertain of any reliefe, at 6. inthe morning , ha- 
veing bya Drummer, defired a Ceflation of Arms, fent 
feverall Colonells unto the King, with a project of an 
honourable agreement.

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Thus that glorious, and throughout the World moft 
famous Fortification, the Bolwerk of many States , feil 
into the hands of the French: Spain, and the Empire in 
truth, being noe leffe interefted therein , than this State, 
who now can with moré fruit employ at home that great 
Guarrifon , which they were forced to keep fo far from 
their Borders. 

Some were displeafed at the fo fuddain furrender of 
this Place; that when they frit made their Circumvalla- 
tion , and opened their Trenches, and on their advance 
farther on the Towne, noe greater Sallyes were made; 
that the Enemy being come only to the outfide of the 
Mote, without haveing made any Galderyes over the 
Mote, or Mines under the Wall, or any confiderable 
Breach , they did not ftay till the Enemy ftormed: but , 
confidering the continuall force ufed againit the City , 
it was neceffary to {pare their Men, and not to hazard

being ima 229. The Enemy , dureing the Siege , taok 80 Prifonersy 
both Offficers and common Souldiers; which (according tothe Ca- 
pitulaticon) were veleafed ; the like wze did, onour fide, with their 
Prifonews. 


A fufficient evidence, that this City was not rashly, 

or tracheroufly furrendred; andthe great number ofthe . 
Enemiyes flain, and almolt innumerable wounded, doe 
teftifyrethe fame: Although they pretended they had but 
1800 killed , and about 4000 wounded , yet certainly the 
number was far greater , and amongft them, and many 
great Perfons , the Very flower of the French Nobility : 
{o that: their gaine wasthe leffe, haveing bought it, at fo 
dear a rate : for there is no place in the World which 
is acceflable, that may not be gained if, without any 
care o'f loofing men, one isrefolved torunne upon death 
itfelfe , and with Storm after Storme, to tire out the be-

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fieged; as'was done before Maeltright, who nevertheleffe 
(according to the opportunity they had) defended them- 
felves praisworthily. 

France haveing made his exception againft Cologne 
for the place of the Treaty , caufed Marquis de Grana to 
depart thence to Vienne; andhis Regiment, as alfo that 
of the Cirkel laid downe their Oath unto the Magiftrate. 
Whereupon to pleafe the Bishop, they endeavoured a- 
gaine totransferre the Treaty thither, and in order there- 
to, at the latterend of May, the King fend his Plenipo~ 
tentiaryes the Duke of Chaunes , and Monf. Courtijn» trom 
‘Liege, not to Aix la Chapelle, but to Wefel; and in- 
clined the King of Englandalfo, to the fame choice ; and 
fothis State was pleated to content themfelvs therewith 
alfo: whereupon all preparations were made at Cologne, 
and their Lodgeins hired. On the 6.June the French Mi- 
nifters made their publick Entrancethere. the fame day 
the Sweeds Embafladours , Baron Sparre » Ehrenfieys >and 
Count Tot, departed from Aken towards Cologne ;_and 
on the 12. were followed by the Plenipotentiaryes of this 
State, my Lord Beverning , Hairen, and Odijck, who on 
the 13. at 6 of the Clock in the Evening arrived at Co- 
logne ; and the fame day 3 hours before, arrived there 
the English Embafladours, Sr. Leonel Fenkins, and Sr. 
FJofeph Williamfon, (the Earl af Sunderland by reafon of 
indifpofition remained at Paris) on the 16. arrived there 
Don Emanuel de Lyra, & my Lord Oudenboven , for Spain, 
being followed by the Emperiall Minifters, Count Ko- 
ning feck, and Barond’Ifola. Between which Lords it was 
concluded , to hold the Treaty in the Convent of the Car- 
milites: which , that ic might have the better fucceffe ana 
Progreffe, the Swedish Minifters, fent again a Gentle- 

_ mantothe King, before Maeftricht to detire a Cetlation 
of Arms; Onthe3o. Count Tot wentto the King him- 
felve ; andonthe 28. June they had their firft Conterence 
about it. But lett us now leave thefe Lords here a hunting 
after Peace, while wee proceed in our farther relation of 
the progrefie of the Warre.

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18. June. The Commandour Fo/eph, with a Party 
of 160. Horfe, marched towards Maettricht, to fee i 


there wasany thing forhim to gett there, who, finding 


himfelfe within 2. or 3. Leagues from the French Army, 
fent out before him 21 Horfe, who lighted on a Convoy 
of 36 Horfe, and a Mule wel laden ; haveing 21 Souldiers 
with them, which Booty on the26. they brought into 
Breda; from whence Cornett Gerrit van Heemskerck not 
long afterwards, went out with 52 Horfe towards Char- 
leroy, who meeting with 12 French, killed 7 of them, 
and took 5 of them Prifoners: and afterwards fell upon 
100 Foot-fouldiers , under command of two Officers 5 
who had pofted themfelys behind a Hedge ,-but were 
foon forced by our Men to throw downe their Arms 5 
fome of them efcaped, but 60 of them were took Prifo- 
ners, as alfo two Baggage-wagons and fome Horfe, ha- 
veing mony for three Months pay, of two Regiments 
and feverall Horsmen; which Boory they brought all fafe 
into Breda. . 

24. June. The Ear/ of Horns caufed a Woman at 
Gorcum to be apprehended, who was accufed of carrying > 
Letters between Bommel and the Bofch, who, being 
sharply examined, difcovered fome of the Bofch who 
maintained correfpondency with the Enemy. Where= 
upon the Earle of Hornes with 2 or 300 Horfe rode imme- 
diatly thither,and brought with him thence 2 or 3 Towns- 
men Prifoniers into Gorcum , who were kept very clo- 
fely and examined : the next day was quartered at Gor- 
cum aCountry-man of Lakervelt, whom the French had , 
made ufe of as an Efpy, to found the Mote of the City of 
Gorcum. 

About 4co Horfe and Foot, from the Guarrifon of | 
Sluice and Aerdenbergh, being gone abroad on their ad- 
venture, began to plunder nere about Veurne, the Coun- 
try-people , that had refuled to give Contribution, and 
made great Booty; but, being {cattered abroad here and _ 
there, were fell upon by not above 300 Frenchmen}; but, 
the Country-men haveing broke in’pieces the Bridges and 

v's Boats, 
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Boats, fo that our Men could not joyneagaine, they re- 
leafed the Plunder, killed 14. or 15 of our Men, and car- 
ryed about 40 or 50 Prifoners into Duynkercke, the rett 
faved themfelvs by flight. 

About thistime came news from Suratte and Game- 
ron by land, that the Commandour Goens with feverall 
Ships from Batavia, had retook from the French the 
Cattle Trinquemale, on Ceylon, and with one feverall 
French Ships, Prifoners, and good Booty. News came 
alfo from the Welt-Indies, how that Cornelius Evert/e 
with feverall Ships from Zealand , had made great havock 
on feverall Iflands there , efpecially St. Euttache , where 
he ruined feverall Ships, and took great Booty; and af- 
terwards ruined the greateft part of a whole FrenchTerra- 
neufs Fleet. 

Lieutenant Generall Rabenhaupt hayeing the whole 

Winter preferved the Olde-Ampt, and the Lands round 
about, from the invafion of Munfter, by a Blockado of 
the Lang-Acker or Nieuwe-Schans; His Excellencye , 
onthe ro. of June, made all preparations to affault that 
Place by maine force; whereupon he ordered a good 
number of Men, with Shott and Ammunition by water, 


at the otherfide of the Towne, who potted themielvs on. 


the Boonder-dijck ; He pitching himfelfe at Stockfter- 
horn, and the Koner-{chans , that he might approach the 
Towne three ways. The Bishop , knowing the confe- 
quence of this Pott , endeavoured by force to releafe it; 
to that end, he defigned with 600 Dragoons, and 400 
with {mall Fagotts, under Commandour Meyndershagen. 
to break up the Siege, but they were fo mett with, that, 
with the loffe of the greateft part , they were forced to 
retreat ; after which the Siege was more vigoroufly 
carryed on , and the Schons was plaid on from feverall 
{mall Veffels on the water-fide; and our men along the 
‘Dijcke approached as much , as was poflible , and the in~ 
commodiousnefle of the exceeding rainy weather would 


givethem leave: fothat, being come very nere the Fort, 


the Bishop refolyed to make another tryall , whether 4 
cou

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could not relieve the Towne, falling upon'the Poft of 
Bunde with 3500 men, under the Commandours Weddel, 
Nagel , Vont , St, Paul, and others : defigning, by the Way 
ofa new made Banck to cutt of Collonel guia, from 
the reft ofthe Army ; but Rasenbaupt being informed of 
the Eneniyes defigne, fent immediatly g Companyes 5 
under Major Heym ; to his affiftance, who, not only tur- 
ned of the Enemy, but putt them confufedly to flight, 
leaving above 300 flain and wounded, befides feverall _ 
Prifoners, and all fortsof Arms, and , amongft the flain, 
were feverall Officers both of high , and low degree; after 
this, the Enemyes Troops marched inta and about the 
Fronteers of Eait-Friefland, Bruwaal, Brou, and Keen, 
and the Bishop himfelfe came to Stapelmoer, delibera- 
teing about afarther attack, but nothing cameof it; fo 
that our Men, without any hindrance, fave the rainy 
weather advanced within Musket-shott of the Enemy. 
The 18.July, (my Lord Rabenhaupt haveing fummo- 
ned the Schans, and recieved anfwer from the Gover- 
nour, that the Ravens should uot make their Neft there this 
Winter) His Excellency ordered Lieut. Coll. Taminga to 
advance on the Stockfterhorn-bank within 200. Paces 
of the Redout , and , between the 21. and 22. to fall upon 
it Viva force, they , haveing the day before fired very vio= 
lently againft it from the Boner-fchons 3; at 1. of the clock 
inthe Night the Affault beganne , which was carryed on 
{o fortunately , that, after fome refiftance they carryed the 
Redout; the Enemy, fleeing very conhitedh » were fol- 
lowed quite through the Gate into the Very Fort, by our 
Stormers though but few in number, becaufe pafling 
through ¢ feverall Traverfes with Paliffadoes, they could 
goe, butone by one; but the Enemy furprized by this 
unexpected accident , thinking all our force was there 
threw done their Arms, and cryed for Quarter. Raden- 
haupt, not expecting fo great fuccefle, tofavour the Stor- 
mers, shott againft the Schons, after wee had mattered it. 
In this Storm were buttwo ofour Men killed,andve- 
ry few ofthe Enemy; the Booty wasgreat; they Maen 
Or 
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fora long time ftored up their plunder there: the Soul- 
dier was very earneft in plundering out of the Enemy, 
one alone haveing gott 2000 gl. in Gould: the Officers, 
and their Wifes were not fpared, not (omuch as the Wife 
and Daughters of the Governour Nitzaw himfelfe , but 
were alfo, ftript. ‘There were goo Comon Prifoners , be- 
fides one Collonel , the Commandour ; 2 Lieut. Coll. 
Elberfelt , and Plettenberg ; 5 Captains , Holting , Spoor, |

| long Villadge Saphorft and Rouveen , the pafladge being 
narrow between high trees, and a broken Land. Our 

_ Dragoonders haveing the Van on Sunday morning went 
out from the Villadge Wijck,there being but the fpace ofa 
little Field between that and the Bishops Schons. 600 Men 
were alfo commanded from Blockziel’, to cutt of their 
paffadge to Swoll and Hafielr , if they should be forced to 
retreat, that fo, if the Deligne facceeded, they might 
deftroy 
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deftroy allthe Bishops men , but by reafon of the mifun- 
derftanding of the Signe, thofe of Blockziel came not 
time enough to ftopt the fleeing Enemy: for when our

quis of Rochefort , to the Bishoprick of ‘Trier : ;000 Men. 
he fent away to Turenze » who was pafling the Rhijne by 
Andernach ; andwas many, to joyne with the Prince of 
Condé below : and 2000 Horfe, under the Marquis of 
Bellefonds to Tournay 5 to conveigh the Queen thence to” 
Lorraine: and, leaving a body in the Spanish Conquetts, 
under Marshall de Humieres , tokeep hiseye onthe Spae | 
‘niard, Himfelfe on the 12. July , with the reft of the Ca- 


valry » broke op from Maeftricht to goe and meet the — 
ueen 
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Queen in Lorrain; that night he lodged at Waaren, the 
next night nere Peruez, where the thunder ftruck fe- 
verall Souldiers dead , as they ftood on their watch before 
the Kings Tent: onthe 14. he came toChaftelett , nere 
Charleroy, where the Duke of Or/eans and Monmouth took 
their leave of the King, the Duke of Orleans departing 
for Paris, and fo to St. Klou, to Madam; who dureing 
the Campagne was delivered of a yonge Prince; and 
Monmouth for London , where he was recieved with great 
re{pect, by the King: From Chaftelett the King marched 
through Philippe-Ville and Marienburgh, to grand Pre, 
where he mett the Queex, who on the 5. July , departed 
with the Court from Tournay, and on the 8. arrived at 
Amiens , where being fomething indifpofed a few days, 
on the 13. departed thence to grand Pré, from whence 
both their Majeftyes on the 22. arrived at Thionville, and 
a 30. at Metz: and on the 4.

ding himfelfe in a great confufion by reafon of our po- 
fting ourfelvs at the Nieuwerfluyce, and feeing no where | 
an opportunity of effecting any thing, departed on the 15. 
early inthe morning, with his Sonne and many Perfons | 
of quality , from Utrecht to Aernem , and thence to the 
Grave. Atthefametime, thofe men that had lain at Via- 
men and Ameyde, came downe to Utrecht, and on the |

' broke upalfo: fothat, it wasevident enough, that they | 
defpaired the doing any good here, but now defigned to, 
try their fortune in Brabant, to which end fome part of} 
the Militia followed the Prince of Conde, who alfo there | 
mett the Troops 5 which the King had fent him from Mae- | 
ftricht; wherewith haveing for fome time wandered*a- 
bout the Meyery of the Bofch, nerethe City icfelfe, tur-] 
ned again tothe Grave; andatlaft, finding aslittle pro-| 
bability of doing any good here, asat Utrecht, he marched) 
withaconfiderable Militia quite to Lille. 
This State, after the furrender of Maeftricht , being 
. uncertain which way the French would turne their Arms; 
but inall appearance, towards fome City, or other, om 
the Fronteers of Brabant , as the Bofch , Heufden, Breda 
or Bergen op Soom ; therefore that they might, atall ha 
yards, be ableto fecond them with futable afliftance, an 
Army was gathered at Raamsdonck , and in the Lange 
ftrate, between Heufden and Geertruydenbergh, fro 
whence wee could with eafe be ready to afliftany of them: 
and the Prince of Conde was no fooner gone from Utrecht 
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to thé Grave; but the Prince of Orage, oninformation 5 
that they had a Defigne to attacque the Bofch or Breda, 

immediatly marched to Raemsdonck, where he founda 

confiderable Army , expecting for their farther ftrength 

& or 6000 Spanish Auxiliaryes; and he keptfuch an eye 

on all the motions of the French, that they dared not un- 

dertake any thing at all - and he departed not thence, 

before the Alarme of the approach of the Enemyes Fleets

20. July. Once more, it being the thirdtime wee made 
an attacque againft Swartfluyce; but it miscarryed, as 
before; of which wee can give noe more particular ac- 
count than what was published by the authority of Prince 
Maurie» which wee have here {ubjoyned. 


A Relation of what paffed before Swart /luyce, 
: on the 20. July SiN. 1674. 


N the advice and informations which were given by feverall 

hands : Prince Maurice of Naflauw, with approbation of 
feverall Chief-Officers , refolved on a Defigne againft Swartfluyce y 
“which, by the affiftance of God might havewell fucceeded ; but by 
reafon that all our Troops , both by Water and Land, muft meet y 
and foyn at Blockxiel, which could not be done fecretly ,. the Enemy 
by the great number of Ships , which were required touch an affair 
and the treachery of fome, was warned; fo that they at Swart- 
fluyce , at 12. of the clock in the night fate fires on their Towers 3 
whereupon thofe of Haffelt did the like, and fo forward as far as 
Swol, andCampen. Our Troops came at their appointed places at 
the fetttime; the-very dawning of the day, according to their in= 
Struttions : Viz: : 

The Commandour Grim on the Haffels Bank 5 at the Cloifter- 
zijll, where he had order to entrench himfelfe, which he did accor- 
dingly , tohinder and flop any {uccour comeing from Haffelt , and to 
affure his Grace Prince Maurice, of bis arrivall there, be Jett one 
Houfe on fire.

His Princely Grace, and the Lord Lieutenant G encrall d’Ailua 
day before the Vollenboffs-Gate, to fall uponit ; at the [ame time all 
our Cavalry and Dragoonders , under command of the Marquis de 
Monpouillan , Commiffary Generall, and the Lord Colonel] Haren 
food before Steenwijth', with two Canons with them 5 to prevent any 
mnifchief chap might befall ws that way , haveing bad feverall Sker- 
antshes with the Enemys Hor(e on the heath. 

My Lord Lobs , Admirall of the Souther-Sea, was in Perfon 
with his Falks and Outleggers , who brought up two Batteryes on 
great Flatt-boats , clofe under the Canon of the Scons , whereupon the 
Enemy played furiously upon them ; who were not behind hand 
«with them, 

_ Havveing now ordered and yecognized all things they found thems 
and the Fort itfelfe far other wife than the Scouts had informed them, 
in ftead of one, 3 rows of Palhffadoes very large 5 and ftaying for 
their Petars, Axes, and Scaleing-Ladders which they were feign 
zo fetch froin the Wagons that ftood a great way off y loft much rime. 

In the meantime wee faw a farre off about 4 or 5 inthe mor- 
ning y that the Enemy very furioufly affaulted the Poft of the Com - 
mandour Grim, whom he three times moft couragioufly beat off : 
inthe interim the Enemy gott two Canons carrying 2 pound iron, 
and 4 Field-pieces, and therewith shott againft his new caft uf 
Works , which be nevertheleffe very manfully defended , at laft thi 
Enemy gott one Morter-piece , and therewith threw great Granadoe. 
into bis Works , «whereby his men were brought into great diforder 
hecaufe they muft needs give way to avoid the blow of the Granadoes 
and the Enemy thereupon , with 2 or 3000 Men, and a multitud. 
of Hand-granadoes fell in with all their might upon them: our men 
feeing themfelus overpowered , were forced to flee, but the Colonel -

This ation being {een at the Poft of bis Princely Grace , and thé 
Lord Lieutenant Generall Ailua , and that thereby Swartfluyce was 
fufficientl relieved , difcovering alfo the Regiment of Chamilly wirh 
their white colours , who were come to relieve it; Order was prefently 
given to Collonell Ammema , and Major Maurick, #0 retreat, i | 
ood order, and embarcque themjelvs again s feverall of the Regt

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snent of Colonel] Grim wene aboard with them, and many others 
through byways croffe the Country come daily hither unto ws. ‘ 
It is remarkable, that ene day before this expedition was be-. 
ganne, feverall thenfand Frenchmen were come to Campen and, 
Swell, as alfo one Regiment of Beyeren, and one of the Dike of 
Hanover; whereoj his Grace had not any the leaft notice given , 
becaufe was forced 10 goe fome times by water , and fome times by 
land to Blockziel, and back again , fothat the Spyes could not fol~ 
low him ; elfehe would not have ad-ventuyed on {uch a perilots en~ 
terprife: for the ordinary Guarrifon of Swotkand Haffelt were not 
confiderable: and had he not retreated timely wee lay fair for the 
Enemy to hafe fell upon all our Pofts, and they lying far diftant from 
one another , to have totally ruined ws; the which they might fo 
much the eafier have done if, as was vefolued , weehad affaultedthe 
Towne from all quarters at once, but feeing fo firong aforce came 
Jo unexpetedly to their relief, and that fo early inthe morning , be- 
tween 4 and 5 of the clock, wee durft not make a generall attacque 
upon it : and therefore hts Princely Grace fent written orders to 
Collonell Grim , that he should labour toretveat as well as he could; 
but the Lettey-carrier going all the vay through watery places , and 
being forced to fwimme through 3 or 4 Chanels., came to late with 
bis orders , after the Enemy had overpowered the Collonel: and the 
reciept of 4. feverall Letters, and retuyne of the Spyes , who, as was 
Said, could not come fooner , affureing ws of avery confider able Suce 
cour , which was come to rehtef of the Enemy, wasa farther occafior 
of the faid retveat. Thofe Regiments “which fo furioufly affaulted 
Collonell Grim , were 3, French Regiments , Viz: Chamilly , Count 
de Seaus, and the Regiment of Bourgondye, and feverall Efqua= 
dons of Horfe; The Beyers and Hano-vers Regiment were on their 
march , intending by the way of Meppel , to fall upon Collonell Am- 
mema and Major Maurick behind, And from the Swartfluice they 
defined to fall upon his Princely Grace, and Lieutenant Generall 
Ai ua, to which end wee fawthem lett down their Draiv-bridge 
Sor the Soffldiers to pafse over, but they did it prudently and cau- 
tioufly , letting down all the Draw-bridges behind them to fecure 
their retreat 5 nevvertheleffe the Enemy followed with fome Troops 
of Horfe, but our Men faceing about to meet them, they fled- 
Moft-of our Troops came that Evening into Blockxiel fafe: fo 
that God Alinighty hath gracionfly delivered us from ‘greater 
danger. ; i 
The exa account of all our Officers and Sonldiers , that ave

- either 5 took or killed , wee harve not yet, but ts expelted by his Graces 
Trumpetter , whom be had fent, to that purpofe. 

Collonell Grim , and his Lieutenant Collonell , and feverall other 
Captains are took prifoners; Captain Afquin and feverall Liente- 
nants ave dead; and of our Souldiers *tts reported, there ave about 
150 killed and took prifonners. 

The Contry- people report , that the Enemy, befides their wounded, 

‘have above 600 dead , which ws credible, becanfe the fight lafted [ome 
hours andthe Enemy came in aclofe body upon us. The particulars 
of all wee shall foon have.

25. July. The Sentence tie on the 18. November 
1672. again{t ‘feas Barton de Mombas » formerly Com- 
miflary Generall of the Cavalry of this Land , was now 
executed in the Hague, for his leaving ofthe Betuw , and 
fleeing from his Poft ; and was declared to have commit- 
ted Crimen lefe Majeftatis , and fo condemned (if ever 
he should be caught) to be punished with the Halter to 
death: and that, inthe meantime, his Effigies should be 
changed ona Gallows, and his Goods confiscated ; which 
Image , haveing hung about an hour , was throwne with 
ftones, and beat into powder by the Boys: but Momébas; 
and his Kinfman de Groot , kept themfelvs for the moft 
‘part at Cologne. 

In England fome differences beganne to break out, 
in poiné of Religion, by occafion of an A& of Parlia- 
ment, whereby it was declared that every one, who should 
refufe to conforme to the Church of England, and take 
the Oath of Allegiance and Supremacy , should forfeit all 
the Chardges and Employ they were in, whether Mi- 
litary or Politick ; in conformity whereto , feverall 
Great-ones , and Officers of the Kings Houfe , al- . 
fo the Duke of Mozmouth , and others had commu- 
nicated in April-and May , but feverall refufeing fo 
to doe, were at laft, forced to refigne their So 
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My Lord Clifford, High-Threfaurer of England, refigned . 
his place to the King on the zg. July ; which was confer- | 
red on Sr. Osborne , Baronett ; the Karl of Norwich s High- 

_ Marshall of England followed him, whofe Places were. 

committed to the Marquis of Worchefter , Earls of Bedfort, — 
Suffolck, Peterborrow , Carlifle, and Alléury, as Com- 
miifioners ; the Admirallship and dependants thereon 5 
were alfo committed to Commiffioners. ‘ 

It was on the 14. June that the laft Sea-battail hap- 

. pened ; and, at that time {ome Land-militia wasgathered, 
in order to Land fome where as foon, as they should have 
beaten our Fleet, but they now firft beganne to engage 
in earneft, on that defigne: They raifed Men from all 
pee » their Troops being to make out above 24000 
en ; the Rendevous was Blackheath , whether the King - 
went dayly to fee his Men exercife: The Ear/ of Schom- 
berg carne from France, to command thefe Troops in 
Chief. To be fure thefe men were ready, and the Fleet 
had time enough to be ready to; to which the arrivall of 
30 or 4o Sail of Merchant men, juft before their going 
out helped, not alittle, whofe Seamen were all divided 
amongf{t the Men of Warre , and 4000 Land-Souldiers 
befides : and for the tranfporting of the reft there were 
{mall Veflets enough, and a long timebefore.a generall 
tnaperee had been on all Ships untill the Fleet putt out 

to Sea. 

The Fleet of this State beeing foon repaired again, 
after the former engagement,on the 4.0f J uly putt over for 
the River of London, and haveing cruiced there for fome 
days , without difcoyering any Enemy, they returned — 
again to Schoneyelr on the 10. The Enemys Fleet alfo 5 
after 6 weeks preparation , being now ready to putt to Sea3, 
His Majeffy , and the Duke of Yorck , on the2s.July went 
from London to the Fleet , that by His prefence he might 
the more encouradge both Officers, and Souldiers to a 
difchardge of their Dutyes, and thereupon on the 26. and. 
27. theFleet fett fail, being 150 Sail ftrong, and fteered 
their courfe towards the Zealand Coaft; and moft of the 
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Land-militia w2s alfo embarcqued to follow the Fleet , 
but, not knowing what the Event might be, they were 
again landed at Yarmouth, and thereabouts on the Sea- 
fide they remained and pitched their tents, 

Primo Auguft. The Enemyes Fleet shewed themfelvs 
within fight of us, who alfo putt our felvs in pofture to 
recieve the Enemy; the Councell of Warre mett on 
board Adinirall de Ruyters Ship , and the Fleet was divided 
into 3 Esquadrons , the Enemy lying above us at Ancker ; 
on the 2. inthe morning , wee weighed Ancker , and {ai- 
ded towards the Enemy, to gett the wind of them , firft as 
far, as the hight of Ooftende, at which time the Wind 
began to blow fomething more favourabler , fo that wee 
fett fail directly upon the Enemy , but to noe purpofe; 
in the mean time , two of their Catches laden with 
Victualls and Ammunition fell into the hands of our 
Fleet. The fame Evening the Enemy shewed themfelvs 
before the Brill, which being very meanly ftored with 
men, they might perhaps have took, if God had not mis 
raculously prevented it, forthere arofe fucha Milt, that 
one could {caerce fee 3 Ships length ; whereby the greateft 
part of that Fleet were driven with the'S. W. Wind, 
beyond the River, fo that they were feen that Evening 
before Scheveling andthe Hey ; the next day being the 5. 
(the fame day that the Spanish , Mufcovy, and Wettindia 
Ships failed witha good Wind out of Texel) they were 
feen before Santvoort, and Wijck op Sea, failing along 
the Shoar , northwards, as far asthe hight of Texel, and 
Vilie, and farther ; alarming all the Country along the 
Coaft with their continual! shooting out of their {mall 
Veffels , though they did noe great mifchief. All the 
Country people, and Townsmen thereabouts, being on 
the Shoar. 

Advyce hereof being brought to his Highne/fe , Heon 
the 3. at Noon marched from the Army at Raamsdonck, 
with fome Horfe and his owne Lijf-guard , andthe next 
day at 4. of the clock in the morning arrived in the Hague, 
Where , hayeing giyen what order wasneedfull, departed 
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on the §. with two Regiments of Horfe , by the Sea-fide to 
the Helder, and Texel : asalfo arrived in Walcheren the 
Field-Marshall Wyrts, with feverall Ships full of Soul- 
diers, with whom hetook what care was needfull to fett 
affairs in a fitt pofture, fo that they were foon. out of any 
fear of the Enemy » Whereupon Orders were fent from 
the State to de Ruyter , to goe follow the Enemy , and bid 
Battail to him. 

7. Auguft. The Fleet {ett fail from Schoonevelt, and 
onthe 8 arrived before Schevelinge; and, as far asthe 
hight of Santvoort, where by ttrong andcontrary winds 
they were detained fome days; and recieved there from 
the Lords Deputyes confirmation of the former orders , 
to hazard an Engagement with them: Whereupon the 
State , being in daily expectation of a Battail, ordered fett 
times for publick Prayers to be made tothat end : andon 
the 12, his Highveffe in Perfon went to the Fleet, and cau- 
fed the great Councell of Warre to meet in his prefence, 
where, by his encouradgeing of them, he infpired even 
anew heart and life into them; whence he parted with a 
thundering Volley of great Schott, and a lowder ringing 
noice of the applaufe of the Seamen. The next day early 
the Fleet fett fail, being informed, that the Enemy lay 
{fpread as far as from Texel to Ameland; but by reafon 
of the continual! Storms and contrary Wind, our Fleet 
could not advance farther than the hight of Petten. But 
the weather at laft growing more temperate , they came 
onthe 19. before the Helder: and the Enemy {éeing that 
our Fleet was failed beyond the Haacks, broughtall their 
Ships togeather. 

On the2o0. The Lands Fleet haveing lain Weftward 
from the Kijckduyn, fett failagain Northwards, andthe 
Enemyes Fleet came on Southerly between us, and the 
Land , but remained a good way above us, loofing the 
advantadge of the Leuward , and the opportunity of gi- 
veing us Battail: In the meantime, fince our Fleet left 
Schoonevelt , feverall Advice-Boats and Catches laden 
with Provifions forthe English Fleet, fell into our hands,’ 
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amongft others, one with very coftly apparrell, and other 
refreshments for the Earle of Offery. 

21. The States Fleet , at the dawning of the day, came 
failing fromthe Southward between the Enemy , and the 
Helder, very clofe to the Shoar, that they might gain the 
Leuward of the Enemy: and, asthe Enemy lay divided | 
in 3 Esquadrons, our Fleet being alike divided made to 
the Enemy 5 each of our Esquadrons engageing with one 
of the Enemy. The Lord Trump , with Admirall Sprag> 
bareing the blew Flagge; Banckaert with the French Ad- 
mirall @Ef?rée, bareing the white Flagge: the Lord Ad~ 
mirall de Ruyter with the red Flagge, commanded by 
Prince Rupert. The Battail beganne at 7 inthe morning, 
and it was fo furious between Zrump and the blew Flagge, 
as ever any was heard off; both the Admirails of thofe 
two Esquadrons being engaged full 3 hours ‘and a halfe, 
one againft another ; Admirall Banckaert in the mean 
while was in action with the French Esquadron, who, at 
firft made, as if they would have fought very furioufly , 
but , haveing fired one Fireship to no effect , being defi- 
ened againft the Admirall, they beganne, (being fepe- 
rated from the body of the Fleet) to retreat ; and makeing 
what fail they could, they fled with their whole Esqua- 
dron. The Lord dé Ruyter with Prince Rupert » and their 
# squadrons haveing been for fome time engaged to- 
geather; the Prince tacket about, de Ruyter and Banckaert, 
alfo tacked about towards Trump; and fo came toa new 
engagement, fiercer than before ; the French ftill remai- 
neing above Wind, untill Sonne fett, at which time 
their Fleet unanimoufly retreated , whereof the following 
Letter. 


He firft that engaged was the Esquadron of Lieutenant Adm: 

-£ Trump, and of them firft of all Vice Admirall Sweats , and 

the Rere Admiral againft Kempthorn, and Oflery ; and then the 

Lord Trump agains Sr. Edward Spragge ; and each other against 

his Party: Sweats followed Kempthorn fo clofe, that be was at 
daft forced to give way , whith made.moff of the Esquadron to fall - 
bucky being clofe'y followed by ours 5 but Trump and Spragge Lay 
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above 3 full honrs engaged ficrcly one againft the other , without fo 
much, as touching a Sail; but, about 12 of the Clock, Spragge re- 
treated before the Wind , fothat the English thought he might be etther 
killed , or that he had recieved fome great burt; fothat the Earl of 
Offery went on board , to {ce how affaires flood; who found his Ship 
miferably shattered, the main Mafl , and Miffen Maft falling im- 
snediatly after both over board ; (0 that Spragge was forced to shift 
Limfelfe on board the St. George, defending with all poffible induftry \ 
bis former Ship the Royall Prince , which was in great danger of 
emg took. Kempthorne with his drvifion tacked about aljo, to 
their affiftance 5 fo the Ship was now fo environed , that there was 
20 poffibiliry of mafkering her by Fiveships: but the Enemyes Ships 
avere much disabled ; the St.George fo far, that Admirall Sprag 
quitted her againe, and went on board the Royall Charles; but, 
being inthe Boat, a bullett came through the S:. George , and funck 
the Boat unto the ground; in which , befides feverall other Officers, 
Admiral! Spragge bimfelfe was drowned , a loffe truely to be be- 
wailed, he haveing, now as well as many times formerly shewn 
himfelfe a bra-ve Souldier. Trump negletted not with bis Ships to 
follow the Enemy clofe , there being great probability , of ruining the 
whole Esquadron; but, it being fecunded in the afternoon by the 
Red Flagge , they gott an opportunity of towing away the rottered 
Ship of Spragge, and fo, inthe Evening retired togeather , moft of - 
the Ships under that Esquadron being {0 mawled, that they were 
anfitt for farther fervice. Trump had alfa tranfported him{felfe on 
board the Ship the Comet , and bw Ship the €uolden Lyon, as alfo 
that of Captain Yonge were fent up tothe Texel, as being disabled. 
The rest of the Ships avein good pofture , and in the whole Amfler= 
dam Esquadron were found but 71 dead, and 120 wounded. ad- 
mirall rump bavveing shewd himfelfe to be a Men of incomparable 
couradge and conduit , who shall always live inthe memory of this 


Nation , as @ principal means of the reftanvation of our decayed 
State, 


To which wee shall addas a farther account of what _ 
paffed , the authentick Teltimonyes of thé honourable, 
the Lord Admirall de Ruyter to the High and Mighty § ta- 


tes, andof the Lord Zrump , tothe honourable Great and - 
Mighty Lords, 
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High and Mighty Lords, 
rf N my loft of the 22. currant 1 advifed your Highnefles , that 
wee were within fight of the Enemy , who lay to the Lewward of 
us: Wee failed that Evening nere one another , Scoutheaf? , and , 
when wee judged wee were nere enough to the Dutch Coaft , inthe 
aight wee tacked about W.N.W. and the Wind turning Eafterly 
yefterday mormng , at break of day , wee found wee were unthin 
Sight of the Dutch Coaft , and to the Leuward of the Enemy; where~ 
upon I gave the Signe to rangue our felus in order, and attacqne 
the Enemy , who alfo with little fail waited for us, fo that, about 
half an hour pa8t feven , wee came to an Engagement: I againft 
Prince Rupert ; my Lord Banckaert againft Count d’Eftré; and 
my Lord Trump againft Sir Edward Spragge ; and fo fought back- 
wards, and forurards through one anothers Esquadrons , fome the 
one, and [ome times the other getting the Wind. The Enemy thought 
to doe great execution with their Fireships , whereof they bad 28 , 
and loft about 8 or 10 0f them, among which [ome wee with our 
Stoops took from them , or at leaft forced them to fett themonfire , 
wee have alfo loft 4 or 5. A Commandour of an Engloh Fiveship, 
whom 1 have here prifoner onboard , reported, that the Enemy 5 
or 6 days agoetook one of our Kaftindia Ships , which was feperated 
Strom the veft of our Return-Ships. The fight lafled untill Even paft 
Sun fet, at which time the Enemy retired to their owne Coaft , and 
left ws , being much disabled in thetr tackle , and Sit Edward Spragh 
maftleffe, who was towed away by feverall other Frigatts. One 
Rreat Ship of theirs , wee know w funck, on the contrary wee have 
Hot loft one Man of Warre: but of our Officers , the Lord Vice-Ad- 
snirall de Liefde ; the Lord Vice- Admiral! Sweats ; my Sonne in 
law, Captain Van Gelder ; and Captain Swerius 5 harve loft their 
lives glorioufly; and others wounded : as my Secretary Andvingal ia 
his leg , which makes it the more troublefome tohim, to writa. 1 hope 
to write your Highnefles more particularly hereafter. Wee thanke 
the Almighty God that hath been pleafed 10 give us the opportunity of 
keeping the Sea, and fecureing our Sea portes free and open for the 
expeted Ships. Wherewith concludeing, wee remaine inhaft , and 
with all refpet ; High and Mighty Lords , &c.

of day, wee found wee were to the Lenward of them , the Wiu 
being E.S.E. a fresh gale, and good weather , our Fleet about, a 
League from Petten, wee failed Northerly , at 8 of the clock, the 
Enemy turned Southerly, and wee with them; their Fleet being 150 
Sail flrong , great and {mail Ships. The Lord Admirall Banckaert 
with his Esquadvon had theVantguard agaift the French, or the 
Esquadron of the White Flagge: the Lord Admirall de Ruyter, the 
main battle againjt Prince Rupert; and wee the Rereguard againfe 
Sir Edward Spragh , the Blew Flagge. The Sunne being about S. E. 
our foremoft Ships beganne to reach one another, and fo by degrees 
the whole Fleet , fetting our courfe WV. andS. S.W. and meeting with 
Admiral! Spragge, wee kept fireing [0 long till his main Maf} and 
Miffen Maft were shott dowune , and then wee intended to have boar- 
ded him , ov fent a Fireship to deftroy him; but, found {uch refiftance 
from his Seconds , and other Ships of the fame Esquadron , that wee 
were quite difabled in our Sailes Sc. fo that 1 refolved to 
goeon board the Comet , where wee hung up the Admirals Flagge 
about z of the clock inthe afternoon: in the mean time the Enemy 
had gott the Wind of us, yet wee were not negletfull in our beft 
endeapours, fo that there are [carfe 5 Ships in that Esquadron, 
bus they are fo handled , that they will hardly ever forgett this day ; 
and wee continued fighting with that Esquadron tillin the Evening, 
and then wee putt them to the flight. AndVice-Admirall Sweats 
being dead, ¥ intended to morrow morning to goe on board bis Ship,

_ The States in acknowledgment of this bleffing , or- 
dained the next Faft-day, to be converted ina Day of 
thanksgiveing, for theVictory fo miraculoufly given tous, 
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Inthe latter end of July: five of the Magiftrates, went 
from Utrecht towards Holland, who were detained at Ou- 
water, and were forced to remain there in arreft till notice 
thereof was given unto his Highze/Je , but they were foon 
releafed: at the fametimethe Dean, and feverall Canons 
of St. Peter went to the Land of Buuren, to farme the 
Tythes there and thereabouts , for ready mony; after the 
effecting whereof travelling homewards with their mony 
were fett upon by a Company of Hollanders, and car- 
ryed prifoners to Gorkum, where they were forced to 
leave their booty. The Major and feverall Captains tra- 
velling from Tiel to Utrecht with a good fumme of Mo- 
ny, under a Convoy of 24 Souldiers , were fett upon by 
~ 30 Men that lay in Ambush nere Heuklum ; the Major, 
2 Captains, and 3 other were killed, andthe reft with the 
Booty were carryed Prifoners into Gorkum ; Where- 
upon thofe of Gorkum enticed with fuch Prifes, fent out 
again 28 Men, who hid themfelvs in ambushment nere 
Wayenoven, waiting for the prey whichthey foon found, 
for Marquis de Cauviffon with his Baggage going to Bom- 
mel, with a Convoy of 30 Men, were fell upon by them ; 
who with 15 of his Men foon yeelded themfelvs Prifo- 
ners, and with all their Baggage, and 18 Horfe were car- 
ryed into Gorkum by the one halfe of the Hollanders , 
theother French efcaped , and the reft of the Hollanders, 
greedy of getting more Prey advanced nere the City 5 
where they found feverall Swords, and Rapiers, which 
thofe that fled, had Jefronthe rode; but the Comman- 
dour being informed hereof, fent out 500 Men to retake 
the loft Booty , but they came to late; yet lighted onthe 
remaining Hollanders, who retreated to Hemert , and 
- putt themfelvs in pofture of defence in the Church yard , 
the Wall ferving them for aBreltwork; where they de- 
fended themfelvs a long time, and beat of the French 
twice , but at laft were forcedto yeeld , haveing killed 100 
of the Enemyes men. 

In the beginning of Augult. the Bishop of Munfler came 


in perfonto Swell, tokeep his refidence there foracer- _ 
Rs tain | 
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tain time, and went immediatly and viewed Haffelt and 
Swartfluyce, where they were buyfy about their Fortifica- 
tions;and about the Flatt-boats with Guns on them,which 
wee inthe laft engagement had funck , becaufe wee could 
not carry them away with us, whichthe Shippers for 100 
Rijxd: drew out of the water againe , and the Guns were 
carryed to Haffelt and Swartiluyce. The Bishop went 
often to vieuw his Troops, that were gathered between 
Haffelt and Swartfluyce; on the 3. of Augutt, feyerall 
Dragoons of the Commandour Brazdt » rode out of the 
Friefland Pofts , as far as nere Steenwijck , where they fell 
uponthe Enemyes Watch,confifting of 18 Horfe, whom, 
after a short skermish they took prifoners, and carryed 
them to the Herevean; on the ¢. feven other Troopers 
ae their full Armes were brought thither alfo by another 
arty. | : 

On the 17. Inthe night , feverall hundred of the Ene- 
myes Troopers ( by gueffe 1000.) marching from Weft- 
phalia to the generall Rendevous - place, came to the 
Bourtange, and had gotten the Gate of the Outworks 
open ; but , being difcovered by the Watchon the Walls, 
they retreated without attempting-any thing farther. At 
the fame time the Capers on the Southern-fea fell upon 
the Paffadge- boat between Swoll and Campen, and took 
thence 3 French Officers, and good ftore of Mony, alfo 
8 French Souldiers , and fome Huxters , whom they 
carryed all Prifoners to Blockziel: The Munftersmen, 
who, along the new-made Banck by Coeverden , (which 
the Bishop was {till buyfy about ) came as far as Drenth, - 
end were lodged at Dalem , on the news of the takeing of 
the Langacker- {cons immediatly retreated , fome to 
Gramsbergh, and fome to the generall Rendevouz-place. - 

The Bishop , haveing fince his being at Swoll, gathered. 
togeather all the force he could, out of all the Guarrifons, 
both Munftersand Cologne Troops, and renforced them 
with 45 Cornetts French Hore, from Nimwegen, Aern- 
hem, Utrecht, and Sutphen , makeing in all about7. or 
$000 men with feverall Field-pieces, Shovels, Spades, 
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and other Inftruments, threatning to fall into Friefland, 
and beat Prince Maurice out of his Quarters, wee had 
warning fufficient of theircomeing , they were comman- 
ded by General! Morna, who on the 21. Aug. marched 
through Staphorft and Rouveen , towards Meppel, and 
shewd themfelvs within 5 or 6 Miles of Groeninghen ; 
but our Men, who lay nere Suyd-laaren with 6 Comp. of 
Horfe , and two Dragoons, for the defence of Drenthe 
as much as was poflible , being informed thereof, fent 
out of each Companye 4. Men, under the command of 
Cornett Proef# » who on the23.in the Even , witha good 
Guide, came to Holtenclinck, and haveing refreshed 
themfelfs there , at break of day, their fcout difcovered a 
party of Horfe. whereupon the Cornett, immediatly 
marched towards them, andcommanded 11 Men under 
a Sergeant of the Dragoons , to chardge them , which they 
did in good order ; and the Bishops men, under command 
of a Lieutenant, fell alfo altogeather upon them ; but the 
Cornett thereupon , with the reft of his Men forced in 
upon them , and beat through the Enemy, who, being 
hinderd by a Water on one fide of them, to face about, 
as they ought, when our men turned again upon them , 
they endeavoured to make their efcape; but11 of them 
_ were killed , and 19 took prifoners , the reft efcaped; the 

dead Men and Prifoners were immediatly ftript , and fo 
togeather , with a booty of 22 Horfe, were on the 24. 
brought into Groeningen 5 on our fide were 3 or 4. woun- 
ded, amongft whom the Cornett himfelf was one. 

But this Refcontre was unexpected by the Bishop , 
whofe’ defigne was another way , intending to fall into 
Friefland , and break up the Head-quarter at Herevean', 
to whichend, onthe 295. they marched with all their force 
into Friefland 5 and our outermoft Quarters haveing been 
before at Heereveen: weeafterwards, forthe fecurity of 
that Poft , and defending apart of Land there about from | 
the plundering of the Enemy , and to lodge fome more of 
our Militia there, did befett feverall Out-pofts » which, 


__ being far diftant from one another, did reach agreat way 3 
. an 
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and each of them, not being fufficient of itfelfe , to with- 
ftand any great force of the Enemy, was in danger of 
being cutt off, which feemed to be the chiefeft defigne of 
the Enemy, who thereupon marched upon four feverall 
places togeather, but our Men retreated timely from 
their fmall Pofts to the Herevean, skirmishing- conti- 
nually with the Enemy in their retreat: My Lord 
Brant with his Dragoons , and the Stadhoulders of 
Friefland’s Regiment, and that of the Duke of Holffeyn 
retreated from Oldeberkoap to Bruglaan ; 4é/ua with 
three Regiments Horfe, to witt that of Harez » Kingma 5 
and Baron Paltzterkam , with Atlua’s owne Regiment of 
Foot; and Prince Maurice’s retreated from Wolvega to. 
the Vean, being followed continually by the Enemy, 
though recieved no damadge ; Count Dona with 200 
Men remained at his Poftat Meldam , where he engaged 
» with 150 0f the Bishops Horfe, and killed 30 of the Ene- 
my , and gott agreat Booty; and the following day Coll: 
Turk hada Refcontre with another Party at the Gordijck, 
where many of the Bishops Men were killed ; yet the 
Enemy advanced as far as Schoten, hard by the Here- 
vean, and brought all thereabouts under Contribution ; 
but, at laft, being refolved to break up Houfe there , they 
plundered feverall of the Villadges, and heré and there 
burnt fome, and committed all manner of outrage, and 
on the 30 and 31 quitted thofe parts againe, haveing de- 
molished fome of the Pofts which our Men againe made 
up, and putt Guarrifons in them as before; fo that the 
Enemy gott nothing by this invafion, but fome Plunder 
inthe Country 5 whichthey paid dear enough for with the 
loffe of many of their men, beeing the Sconfes Hereveany 
Blefferbrug and Stockfterhorne Kept in their full defence. 
25. Auguft. Our Men burnt the Fulling-mill in the 
Naerder-mear ; whereupon the French, in revenge, burnt 
and ruined the Houfes at Muyderbergh.- The Comman- 
dour Leandorf , on the 22. with his Lieutenant, and 30 
- Polacks, went in the night trom Muyden, to the Very 
Gates df Naerden ; whence 16 Horfe rideing out, he 
took 
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took no notice of them tillthey were paft, and they fired 
_amongit them, and killed them all, except two, which | 
they brought prifoners into Muyden. 

The Prince of Condé, being now broke up from nere 
the Boich , wee defignedto be on fome exploict with our 
Army lying at Raamsdonck ; whereupon Patents were 
given to the Spanish, to march; but they were again 
countermanded. On the21. his Highneffe arrived perfo- , 
nally in the Hague, who on advice of the Bishapsinva- | 
deing Friefland, fent 7 Regiments thither, but comeing | 
to Amiterdam , they recieved Patents to disbarck them- | 
felvs, andto marchto Wefop, on advice thatthe Enemy © 
had left Friefland. On the 30. his Highneffe broke up with 
his Army from Gertruydenbergh ; and on the 31. 
camped at Werkendam, nere Gorkum ; The Duke of 
Luxenburgh , on notice thereof fearing fomedefigne that | 
way, marched immediatly with 6090 Men to Tiel; bur, * 
his Highneffe haveing another defigne, on the31. at12. | 
at night paffed over the Taamer-bridge, and fo forwards — 
towards Amfterdam: onthe 4. of Sepremb. in the night, 
the foremoft of his Men were fett over the Vecht in {mall | 
Boats, and foall the reft afterwards, it being terrible ftor- | 
my-weather, where, if the French had any Men, they — 
might eafily have hindered it, thofe20o Men which were | 
there made it difputable enough , though at laft, they were 
forced to flee. 4 

As foon, as part of the Militia was landed on dry | 
ground , his Highneffe took poffeffion immediatly of the 
Loosdrecht, and fome other Pofts, and now ordered all 
‘things forto befeege Naerden, which defigne was fo fe- | 
cretly manadged, that the next morning after our Men ~ 
were on the high ground, by Naerden, theEnemy at | 
Utrecht knew nothing of it, whereby wee had the better . 
‘ opportunity of carrying on the Defigne ; in the mean — 
time, tomake adiverfion, wee shott very violently from © 
feverall Flatt-boats, and {mall Vetlels againit Bommel , 
thereby allarming thofe Quarters round about. 


The Army of the State, above 25000 Men ftrong » _ 
orf being 
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boihg now on the high ground , there, the Lord Fariaux 
blocked up the City Naerden, and thereupon the Cir- 
cumwvallation and Batteryes were made, and the Tren 
ches opened ; and on the 8. September wee beganne to 
fire our Canon againft the Enemy, who anfwered us but 
very faintly , whereby wee had the better opportunity of 
going forward with our Approaches , which on the 11. 
were advanced nere under the Countrefcharp; where- 
upon wee refolved to ftorme the faid Countre{charp, and 
the Ravelijn of the Huyfer-gate; which MarquisdeWar- 
gnies » whofe turne it was to have the Watch at that time; 
was commanded to doe with his Regiment, whilft the 
Rhijngrave and Collonel Palms Regiment ftormed the 
Outworks onthe other fide; which, at11 of the clock at 
night , they fell on very furioufly: and werefoon Mafter 
of the Counterfcharp , and after 3 hours fight, gained the 
Raveline alfo, driveing the Enemy thence in fuchacon- 
fufion , that they had almoft gained the Towne with one: 
many were killed on both fides ; in the morning, the 
Engmy feeing that wee were now Matters of their Coun- 
terharp , and that all was reday for a generall Storme, gave 
a figne to Parley , prefenting themfelys in great numbers 
unarmed on the Walls. 

Dureing this Siege on the 9. a Troop of about 300 
Horfe, under command of Baron Turck/ess mett ry 
a like number of French, nere Amersfoord , with who 
they-were engaged very fuccesfully. but the Enemy 5 
being fecunded by above 1o00 more, who lay hid in the 
Valley, ours were forced to fight their way through, fothat 
many were killed , fome took prifoners, and the reft 
difperfed : Captain Heamskercke, a {tout Souldier, was kil- 
led, and Baron Turck/és himfelfe wounded ; though there 
were full as many of the Enemy killed on the place, and 
fome of them alfo brought prifoners into'the Army: the 
fai Troops of the Enemy , were thofe which Luxenburgh 
had gathered togeather to break up the Siege, with whom 
were joyned 4 Regiments of the Bishops men , Viz: Hel, 
Wefterholt , Masbag sand Roys » who _ their march burned

part of Harderwijck , but , though they were now encrea- 
fedtoaconfiderable power, yet never durft they attempt 
the'relief of the Towne. 

After they had gave the Signe to Parley, Holtages 
wereexchanged on both fides: the Marquis de Lowvien ; 
my Lord de Ja Mote , and the Major of the Regiment of 
Navarre, came into the Quarter of Dox Francifio d’ A- 
gourto: and my Lord de Leau; Earl of Tilly , and Captain 
de Franck, went intothe City ; whereupon the Capitula- 
tion was foon made, and that Night the Articles were 
figned and brought out of the Towne into the Army; 
and Marquis de Wargnies took immediatly poffeffion of 
one Gate, and the Rhijngraave of one Bulwarck; and 
the Siege was ended with as much fucceffe, as it was 
manadged, with prudence and valour. 

It was by Capitulation agreed on, that the Enemy 
should march out with all their Baggage , and Arms, Co- . 
lours flying, Drums beating , and 2 Canons, which the 
next day was effected , under direction of the Rhijugrave, 
and the former Governour Monfieur du Pas» and {trict 
fearch was made, whether any Runnagadoes had hid 
themfelvs in the Baggage- Wagons, whereof 20, though 
much disguifed, were found, fome whereof were shott 
todeath, and others were pardoned. TheFrench with a 
Troopof Horfe were convoyedto Aernhem; it wasve- | 
rily a wonder to fee above 3000. fuch brave Men march ~ 
out, haveing wanted for nothing , and being in daily ex- 
pectation of relief, which was gathering hard by, and | 
that outof a place of fo {mall circumference , fo well for- 
tifyed , before any Breach was made in the Walls, orthe | 
Mote any where dammed, or any Approach madeneerer | 
than the Outworks ; but fome difcontent within, feemed | 
to have been the occafion of the fo fuddain furrender 5 
which perhaps will {carce be anfwered. | 


After the French , with about 50 Baggage-Wegons , | 
and almoftas many Wagons with fick and wounded men ~ 
were marched out, our Guarrifon marched in, and im—_ 
mediatly putt all in pofture to defend the place; Count — 
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Koningsmarck being made Governour there, and Collo« 
nell Pa/w Commandour the Circumvallation , Trenches 
and Batteryes without, were immediatly levelled, and 
the City works , that were shott downe, repaired. The 
French by Nieuwerfluyce, no fooner heard of its furren- 
dre, but immediatly for fear of being fell upon , alfo re- 
treated to Utrecht, blowing up the Houfe at Grunde= 
fteyn , and burning the other at Nieuwenroy , and fo lea- 
ving allopen tous as faras Utrecht: but whilft wee were 
now in expectation that the Army of the States should 
undertake fome thing elfe on the Veluw they , in pro- 
fecution doubtlefle of the defigne which was under hand 
before the Siege of Naerden , broke up, and marchedto 
Brabant , and camped nere Rofendael : His Highneffe 
followed, who had fome perfonall conferences with the 
Earl de Monterey, concerning the joynt employ of the 
Spanish and States Militia. 
That force which the King of France hadleft in Flan- 
ders, under Marshall de Humieres » as Generall of allthe 
Militia in the Spanish Conquetts, daily encreafed , being 
divided in feverall Guarrifons: and the Prince of Condé 
himfelfe , who had lain a long time at Hintem, by the 
Bofch joyned with him alfo; who not dareing to attempt 
any thing there, broke up on the 9. of Auguft. towards 
Maeftricht , fending away feverall Troopers under Sr. dw 
St. Clar , towards the Bishopdom of Trier; withthe reft 
of his Cavalry he marched to Charleroy, joyning with 
the Army of Monfieur 2’ Humieres, between Tournay and 
Lifle , confifting in all of about 14 a 15000 Men; of 
whom a general! review wastook , and they againe im- 
mediatly fentintothe Guarrifons; the faid Prince, on the 
17. and 18. aftera Conference held with the Marshall at 
Aeth , went to Lifle and Tournay , and kept thereabouts, 
the Months of Auguft. and September, without under- 
takeing anything, unleffe now and then plundering the 
Land, and fome petty Skermishes on the Spanish Ter- 
ritoryes. | 
To profecute the Actions of France, wee muft now 
R 2 trace 
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trace them quite into high Germany ; for the King, 
whether for tear of the Emperours armying, or for the 
propagateing, his great Defignes, had drawne mott of his 
Power out this Country; and forthe fecurity of hisowne 
State againft all invafion,went in perfon to Lotharing and 
the Elfas; fent Marquis de Rochefort to the Bishdom of 
Triers, and Marshall de Turenne into Franckenland ; all 
whom wee shall shortly follow, becaufe of the connexion 
they have with the affairs of this State, feeing the Empe- 
rour, by noe perlwafion of France, or any of its Favou- 
rites, norefpecially by the Prince Electour of Beyeren, can 
be induced to keep his Forces in Bohemia, ‘but hath fully 
refolved to have them march downe the Rhijn, for de- 
fence, not alone ofthe Empire , infefted round about by 
the French ; but alfo to divert the French Arms in the 
Netherlands: whofe purpofe thereto he hath openly de- 
clared , and called in all Germans in the French fervice, 
and given all needfull Orders for the March. 

The King , and the whole Court haveing now for a 
long time been at Nancy, where they worked very hard 
about the Fortifications of the Caftle, heinthe meantime | 
now and then fuffered his Troops to plunder the upper 
and lower Elfas, and caufed the Marquis de Louvois » to 
take a diligent infpection, and inquifition into every 
thing: whereupon, on the 25. he departed for Brifack , 
where he arrived on the 30. his Troops ez pa/fant he cau- 
fed to take poffeffion of the Towns of Kolmar and Schled- 
ftadt, environing Kolmar with a Brigade under the 
Duke de Fewillade » and Schledftadt with the Troops un- 
der Monfieur de Boquemar , being all things fo ordered , _ 
that he was affured thefe Towns would furrender unto 
him without any refiftance. and thence he fent for De- 
putyes from the other Towns, who came and immediatly 
fubmitted : thefe Towns had. held themfelvs a long time 
dubious between the French, Emperiall and Cantons pro- 
tection , but now were fallen into the hands of the Frenchy 
togeather with the whole Elfas , which, and efpeciall Kol~ 
mar he quite rafed , and carryed all the Guns, saath

and Ammunition to Brifack; the quantity whereof is al- 
moft incredible, amongft other things , go Canons, and 
400009 pound Gunpowder, and the commonality were 
above meafure burdened with quartering of the Soul- 
dierss the King, after he had finished this, returned to 
Nancy. 

The King haveing now fecured all Lorraine, and the 
upper and neather E£lfas, was contriveing the fame with 
the ArcheBishoprick of Triers, on pretence it was ne- 
ceflary fo to doe for the fecurity of his States, andthat he 
might revenge himfelfe on that Bishop, becaufe he had 
placed an Emperiall Guarrifon at Coblents and Ehren- 
breitfteyn ; the French, haveing publickly declared, that 
they refolved, to take all places in the Empire that had 
Emperiall Guarrifons in them; to thatend they had al- 
ready took poffeffion of moft the Cityes, Caftles, and 
Forts in that Bishoprick, and had brought all the Coun- 
try under Contribution , Monfieur Fourilles lay a little 
below Trier, advanceing neerer to it, and Sr. de Sourdis 
on one fide, and Marquis de Rochefort on the other fide ot 
the Moefel, higher than the City : towhom cameabout 
40 Cornetts of Horfe more, fent from the Prince of Condé 
under Sr.du St. Clar; and on the26. Auguft. was the firft 
shott again{t the City , who proportionable to the {mall 
Guarrifon that was there , defended themfelvs valiantly, 
fo that many French , among{t whom 30 Officers were 
killed, and Marquis de Rochefort himfelfe forely woun- 
ded; but, after fome dayes Siege, the French advanceing 
clofeupon them, they were forced on the 8. September. 
to furrender , the French found ftore of provifions there : 
It was agreed , that the Souldiers should march out inor- 
der, butthe Towsmen were left to their mercy » who laid 
very heavy burdens on them: thus that whole Province | 
fell into the hands of the French, except Coblents, and 
the invincible Caftle of Hermenftein , whether the Prince 
Eleéour and his Court were retreated, adhering ftill to 
the fide of the Emperour. : 

Thus the whole Country on this fide the Rhijn as far 
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upwards asSwitzerland being inthe hands of the French, 
who were thereby fufficiently guarded againit any inva- 
fion, they now laboured to bring their Arms inro the 
heart of the Empire, and tothatend Marshall de Turenne 
on the rr. Auguft. decamped from Wetzlaer marcheing 
upwards to Hanaw, and made a Bridge over the Mayn 
nere Selingitat, oyer which he marched on the 18. with 
part of his Horfe, fo marching on both fides of the Main; 
towards Affchaffenburgh, which they haveing alfo fecu- 
red , they marched forwards towards Wertheim, 4 miles 
from Wyrtzburgh, where he erected his Magazijn , in- 
tending to march up higher into Franckenland ; the Chief 
reafon of which{uddain march wason a defigne againit 
Wyrtzburgh ; which Caftle the Commandour was to 
deliver over unto the French, haveing already recieved 
80000 Rijxdallers, butthe plott being difcovered, and 
the Commandour imprifoned, Turenne , haveing firft well 
provided all his Pofts, on the Main, marched with his 
Army up to Ochfenfurt , where on the 11.September he 
encamped himfelfe on the high Grounds , being alfo the 
Emperiall Army arrived thereabouts. 
he Emperour haveing openly declared’ his ap- 
proaching marriage with the Arch-Dutchefle of Injprucks 
whofe Surer the Duke of Yorck had formerly been; and 
his refolution of fending his Army towards the Rhijn ; 
on the 15. July he difpatched away the Artillery with 38 
Canons , and 4. Morterpieces, with all neceffaryes thereto 
belonging, from Vienna with 600 Horfe, befides thofe 
that {tood ready in Bohemia; and then in like order the 
other Regiments followed, marching to Egra, the ge- 
nerall Rendevouz-place. The Emperour himfelfe with all 
the Nobles on the 4. Aug, departed from Vienna, and 
on the 18. arrived at Egra, where alfo feverall of theGer- 
man Princes mett ; and on the 20. the Duke of Saxen » 
and his Sonne the Prince Electour arriveing , there were 
folemnly recieved by the Emperour himfelfe, Count Ko- 
ningsheck alfo about the fame time, arrived there; who 
had been fent. tothe Electour of Beyerex, tohave a finall 
anlwer, 
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an{wer, concerning the difpofall of his Troops, and the 
wre paffadge through his Lands; but that Prince 
eeming unwilling to declare , all was made ready forthe 
march, and the whole Army wasfound to be 38560 Men 
ftrong; lifted under thefe following Regiments:

Prince Charles of Lorraine; the Infantry by Prince Pio» 
and Count Portia : The fecond Troop was commanded 
by the Field- Marshall Generall Vertzsiller, the right Wing 
_ by Count of Caprara, the left by Count de Chavignack ; 
the Artillery under Prince Harman van Baden; the gene- 
rall command of all wascommitted to Count Momtecucul: ; 
the braveft Army that ever eyebeheld. After which review 
the Army on the 24.. broke up, and beganne their march, 
on the 26. the Emperour, Prince Electour of Saxony » and | 
the other Princesdepartedagaine. _ 

The Emperiall Army being marched through the up- 
per Paltz, camped themfelvs on the 1.September within 
2 Leagues of Nurenburgh, where they divided themielvs 
into 3 parts; and fo broke up towards the Dukedom of 
Wirtenburgh,the left Wing marched moftly in Franken- 
land, Generall Spork led the Van. who on the 6. was 
come nere Wurtsburgh , and foon after the whole Army 
followed nere Ochfeniurt , where they had feverall Sker- 
mishes with the French ; but Zwrenne , being pofted there 
foadvantagioufly ,could not without their prejudice be 
brought toa Battail, fo that the Emperialifts fought only 
to curt them off from their provifions , which were fent to 
them from Wertheim ; and on the 15. they fell upon , and 
beat aFrench Convoy , between Wertheim and Wurts~ 
burgh, and took 17 Mules, two whereof were loden with 
Mony ,, and 16 Wagons; and thence marched up to 
Wertheim, where they ruined 14. of the French Victual- 
ling-Ships : whereupon Turenue» wanting Provifions » 
was. forced to leave his former Poft , and fo retreat to 
Afichaffenburgh , fome of the Rere werefell upon , and. 
beaten. What farther thefe two-Armyes have done to — 
geather, we shall afterwards profecute. 

After the third and laftSea-engagement, which hap- — 
pened on the21. Augutt. the Fleet of the States remained 
for fome days nere the Texel; dureing which time an 
English Kings-Pleafureboat, which was fent tothe Fleet 
witha Chirurgion, was difcovered by our Watch : and, 
after ashort purfuit, took. The EnemyesFleet madeover _ 
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to their owne Coaft, and on the 24. were feen S. E. off 
of Yarmouth ; onthe 27. about 7 or 8 Leagues from the 
Maes, fteering S. W. and primo September arrived be- 
fore Harwitch, where they made fome ftay : and feverall 
of the Officers went up to London; Count Schombergh 
alfo, and all the Militia lying at Yarmouth, and there- 
abouts were divided into their Winter-quarters. And, 
our Fleet alfo, hayeing for 2 good while cruifed back- 
wards and forwards, on the English Coaft, came into’ 
our Havens on the 23. September : the Saifon being pait, 
and the Enemya laying up their Shipsalfo. After which 
the Lord Admirall de Ruyter, that Miracle of all Zea- 
Heroés, and the other Chief-Officers , madereport unto 
the State of the particulars of what had pafled; haveing 
fought 3 times with much valour and honour , without 
loofing one Men of Warre , and, by the blefling of God, 
not athoufand Men, onthe whole Fleet. And my Lord 
Admirall Trump, that Lightning of Warre, prefented 
unto the Admirality-Court at Amfterdam , the Flagge 
of Sir Edward Spragh, as the Trophees of his Victory. 
The States returned their thanks unto all thefe Officers 
with a liberall acknowledgement of their faithfull Ser- 
vice. 

Soon after the arrivall of the Navy, 2 Eaft-India Re- 
turne-Ships camehomealfo , bringing us the fame news 
that the Ship Paepenbroek had donne, juft before the latt 
Engagement , Viz: that the Enemy had took 4 of our 
Eatt - India Return-Ships, and had retook St. Helena ; 
the other Eaft-India Schip, which was miffed , was arrived 
at Bergen in Norway. The particular Relation of the 
English is as follows: 3 


A Relation of the retakeing of S. Helena. 


O N the 4. of May » early in the morning wee came within fight. 
of the Iftand S. Helena , and within 2 hours , wee had refolved 
on what was to be done , inorder to the retakeing of it; and ordered 
200 Men out of one Ship , with their Officers and Colours , 10 Land, 
whilft wee shoul attacque the Ships in the Rode if there were «ny, 
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On the 11. the Frigate the Affiftance made Sail that he might difc 
ver the ftrength of the Haven, and in the Evening the other Ships 
were with bim. Thenext morning , at 7 of the Clock, our Ships laying 
20 the windward of the iftand , about 5 Leagues diftant, our Boat 
came on board, andtould ws , all was ready in the Rode, fo that 
wee [ett 200 Men on the Fireship , and left them with another Ship 
with 400 Men to the windward of the Iland, in the Profperous- 
bay: the 4 Ships of Warre failed towards the Fort , before which 
wee arrived at one of the Clock, and came there to an Ancker 
and , after engagement of 4 hours togeather , wee ficered weft ward, 
and then came to an Ancker again , being fufficiently affuredy that 
our Men werenow all landed , and had by this time gained the top 
of the Ifland , and fo wee might expett them, the next day bebind 
the Fort; againft ‘which time wee were vefol-ved , to bring the Ships 
The William , and Thomas, and one move clofe under thé Fort. 
But the Hollanders , as {oon as they faw ws comeing up, and that 
awee were refol-ved not toleave them , came and proffered to furrender 
the land , on condition that wee should not plunder them; they | 
haveing yet noe knowledge of our Men that were landed; which 
Condition wee accepted, and towards funfett , wee took poffeffion of 
the Caftle James, and fent a Trumpetter to Captain Kiegwin, 
Commandour of our Land-milstia to acquainthim, with what had 
paft , and to prevent the committing of any infolencyes on the Ifand 
which otherwife our Men might. have done in their march towards 
the Caftle. On the 11.between 7 and 8 of the Clock inthe Evening , 
wee gott fight of a Ship; which wee purfued, ando-vertook at about 
11 of the Clock , and tookit, being a Dutch Eaft-India Ship which 
was [ent with a new Gorvernour for St. Helena. Onthe 26. early 
inthe morning ‘wee faw our Flagge fett up on the mount , which was 
a Signe to ws, that there were 6 Ships in fight , about 11 of the Clock | 
before noon, wee were informed that 4 of them came one “hay 5 and 
2 another , and {0 they prefently difiovered themfil-ys , at both ends 
of the Ifland : but as foon as they faw ns they tackt about before the 
Wind, as faft as they conlds.and wee ajier them: the Afitance , 
the William andThomas 5 and one Merchantman , and a Fireship 
purfued the 4 Ships Eaftward ; the Mary and Martha, with 2 Mer 
chantmen , the other 2 Weft wards , at night the Affiftance over—_ 
took their Vice- Admirall, and the Thomas and William, their ; 
Admiral, and remained the whole night by them, and oathe'27. " 
in the morning took them , but not in companye, becanfe each of 


them took his ovwne way , thinking foto efcape , the better ; the fad” 
; 4 Men 
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4 Men of Ware, one Fireship, and 3 Duth Baft-India Prizes; 
with ¢ English Eaft-India Ships , are fince well arrived in 
England. 


This loffe, being the greateft, and almoft the only 
loffe wee had at Sea, was {oon requited , in generall, by 
the news that Cormelius Evertfe with the Ships he had with 
him, after feverall Exploicts, had fellamong the Virginia 
Fleet, of whom he took 7 or 8, withabove 5000 Barrels 
of Tobacco and one great Ship laden with Peltery , and 
burnt abont ¢ or 6 more , laden with 2000 Barrels To- 
bacco: a loffe, which the Commonality {marted more 
for, than the Company above-mentioned forthe other; © 
who alfo, for their owne particular, have well requited 
them, haveing , as they are advifed, took feverall both 
Enblish and French Ships there: and, above all this, it 
is very probable that the advice istrue which wee have of 
the faid Evert/ons takeing the New-Netherlands: fo that 
our affairs in India are in a defired pofture , and here at 
home have a better afpect than ever before: to which 
that wonderfull accident about the Fort of Coeverden , 
contributes not alittle : for the Bishop with great chardge, 
and cofts, had as it were quite environed it, witha 
Bancks, whereby it was fo annoyed with the high Water, 
that there was little probability of their holding it out this 
Winter , without relief; fo that my Lord Radenhaupt » 
haveing for fome time been makeing preparations for 
an exploict, in order to the makeing a breach through 
that Banck was now , for that purpofe come to Coever- 
den, when at that very time by agreat Storm 3 breaches 
were made therein, whereby many of the Bishops Men 
were drowned , and Coeverden by the hand of God, thus 
' freed from that troublefom blockado. 

Haveing before now and then continued an account 
of the Negotiation of the Swedish Mediatours, from the 
beginning to their arrivall at Cologne; weehave, fince 
the laft of June not medied any more with them , and 
that partly , becaufe there is nothing of their Proceedings 
made publick yet, and partly , becaule’tisto nice a point 
to- 
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to be rashly handled: but nevertheleffe, not to be whol 
defective in this, wee shall note fo much of their trans- 
actions as by all probable circumftances, is already pu- 
blished to the World; without engageing any one t 
the beleef thereof , but shall on purpofe pafie by the 
endlefle Feafting, Balls, Huntings, Comedies, which 
arecontinually celebrated by the Minifters of France and, 
England, and the other Grandees and Ladies yin all which 
the Bishop of Straetsburgh, that Elder of the Romish 
Church , hath approved himfelfe a moft perfect Matter , 
whofe Brother Prince William of Fuftenburgh, often fett his 
witts togeather , to feduce the Emperiall party by his fub- 
tile tricks. 

The whole World was intent on this Negociation 5, 
where the Minifters of all engaged Partyes were how 
mett, many expecting great matters from them: the firft 
conference was held the 28. June, and the next day the 
fecond , the Mediatours haveing fent a Noblemen to 
France , to defirea Ceflation of Arms, whowas returned, 
veinfeca. Count Tot, onthe 30, went tothe King in the 
Army before Maeftricht, to fpeak with him about that} 
Subject; but found not the leaft probability of effecting 
it, efpecially at the inftance of the English who wholy 
declinedit; nevertheleffe, it was reported that the French, 
had promifed, to undertake nothing more by Land a~ 
gainit us, after thegaining of Maeftricht. Onthe 7. of 
July Count Tot made report of what he had done, and} 
{o the Partyes proceeded to their demands , and with one: 
there was propounded under hand, a feperate Treaty »_ 
excludeing the Confederates , which this State would by: 
noe means, hearken to; and as little was done in the 
Conferencies held the 14. and 12. wherein the Plenipo- 
tentiaryes of this State had defired to know the reafons, 
-why the Kings had made Warre with this State, that fo 
they might onagood and folid foundation work out ,and 
eftablish a lafting and indiffoluble Peace; butthe Media~ 
tours anfwered, that the occafion of this meeting was not 


to enquire into, and debate about the caufes of the Wares 
uty 
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but to think on means, whereby wee might gett out of if, 
and therefore they longed to have the anfwer of the States 
tothe demands of the Kings, and their Allyes. Where- 
upon the Lords Beveruing and Haren, andalfo Don Ema- 
nuel de Lyra. went to the Hague, to make report of 
what was done, and to defire the Refolution of their 
Highneffes about that affair; and thereupon Deputyes 
were fent to the refpective Provinces : in the mean 
time fome hopes being come from England ; on the 
15. ditto, Dow Bernardo de Salines » Spanish Minifter , to 
the High and Mighty States, departed by poft for Lon- 
don, with reafonable proffers from this State , to fee 
whether he could incline that Crowne totheir owne in- 
treft, or, by the affiftance of a perfon in great efteem 
in that Court, facilitate at leaftthe Treaty, but, come- 
ing,there, found fuch an alteration there, that, feeing 
noe probability of attaining the end of his miffion 
thither, he on the 6. of Augult. returned againe from 
eee and gave an account of what he had done 
there. 

After the Advices of the refpective Provinces con- 
cerning the Treaty was returned to the Generallity, the 
Plenipotentiaryes of the State had more particular In- 
ftructions given to them: and though’twas thought they 
would ftay to feethe iffue of that Sea-battail, which was 
now unavoidably at hand , and fo accordingly to regulate 
their matters, yet without the leaft refpect thereto , they 
on the ro, departed for Cologne , where they onthe 14. 
arrived, and at the 17. had anew Conference, wherein 
the Mediatours perfifted in their defireing an anfwer to 
the demands, that were made; Francedemanding in lieu 
of hisConquefts as an equivalent, allthe Land between 
the Maes and the Schelde; and England by the induce- 
ment of France, who would ndgwilltaely eethem have

which was anfwered , that the States out of their good

had made: and as toEngland they should {peak particu- 
jarly to the English Embaffadours : andin another Con- 
ference the Minifters of this State declared, that they 
would yeeld tothe King of France the City Maeftricht , 
with all the Country of Overmaes, Dalem, Valkenburgh, 
and ’s Hertogenrade, alfo Groll, Brevoort and Borkelo; 
but on condition, that they should be exchanged for other 
Places of theSpaniard: and farther that the States out of 
refpect to the King of France were ready to reftore unto 
Brandenburg, the Cityes on the Rhijn, Orfoy, We-_ 
fel, Rees, and Emmerick ; and tothe Prince Elector of 
Coln, the City Rhijnbergh: and that, if the Bishop of 
Muntter would defire Peace , they would graunt it him: 
which proffers being not very acceptable tothe Partyes , | 
the Treaty beganne to be dubious , although in the Con- 
ferences on the 25. and26. they feemed willing, toac-

had order to ftay aslong, asany one wasthere; the Con-

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ferences were {till continued , and the Mediatours found 
out a mew project, which might be as a medium between 
us, Viz: weeshould give unto France, Maeltricht, with 
all the dependances thereof abfolutely the Bofch , Breda, 
and the Graave, on condition that they should be ex- 
changed with Spain , for an equivalent which should be 
referred to the Mediatours, or other Arbiters: that wee 
should give Surinam to England, and fome Millions of 
Mony ; aregulation of the Eaft-India trade , the ftrikeing 
of the Flagge ; and that, the pretence of 12000 pound 
Sterling per annum, asaSubfidie for the Haring fishing 
should be fome thing moderated: but, wee being notin- 
clined to yeeld more perfifted in what wee had proffered, 
and were refolved rather than to make ourfelvs as tribu- 
tarye by fuch a recognition , to forbid the Haring fishing 
wholy 5 as being more for the intreft of all Catholick 
Princes, than this State itfelfe. 

O@ob.1. His Highneffe the Prixce of Orange having, 
after the happy conqueft of the City Naerden, brought 
off again the greateft part of his Army , efpecially of the 
Horle from that Heathy Land, tothe borders of Brabant, 
many murmured, why, fienge the Army was now upon 
hard Land, the Succeffes againft the French were not 
further carryed on, and more Cityes endeavoured to be 
maftered , perhaps not confidering , that it might well be 
eighty Years work again , ere every Citic one after other 
could be wonn : The defign was of a farr greather weight; 
even the fame that was under hand before the Enterprize 
of Naerden was undertaken, the very fame that was the 
laft Yevr attempted, whenthe Troops werecarryed upto 
(Charleroy , and that onely which is meet to free the State 
rom the yoke of the Enemies; Viz. to hinder them abo- 
e, to turn their Weapons of from us, and to carry on 
he Warre upon the Enemies Bottom : forall that many 
ill-willd people have grumbled at the former March by 
eafon of its unfuccefsfull iffue, and have endeavourd to 
lemish this prefent expedition, by naming it afecond 
Charleroy-journey. 

This 
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This State then , in purfuance of a later agreement 5 
with his Imperiall Majeftie concluded the 30. of Auguft 
this Year, being obliged to join an Army of 14. or if pof- 
fible of 20 thoufand Men, withthe Emperours upon the 
Rhijne, or otherwife to act by itfelf apart againit the Ene- 
mye; fo did his Highneffe now , in conformity theretos

gons haveing been the day before fentto that place, with) 
all forts of neceffaries : where for fome hours particular 
Conference was held, and then a noble Feaft given , after 
_ Which his Highnefs took leave and went again toRofen-} 
dale, anid his Excellencie to Antwerp. Upon the7. 0 
the fame month towards eveing came his Highnefs pers) 
fonally into Antwerp, being received by the Earl o 
Monterey without the Citie, and reducted through ith 
ranks 
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ranks of Citizens in Arms, to his Lodging, and there 
entertaind withfo much affection and State, asthe wor- 
thinefs of a Royall Highnefs (with which Title of Ho- 
nour he is faluted by his Excellencie and all the Great 
ones ) can require , and after Confaltation held , the next 
day afternoon with all poflible refpect he returned to Ro- 
fendale; from whence on the 13. ditto he broke up with 
his Army, and marched to Herenthals , to join with fome 
Spanish ‘Troops thereabouts. 

The Spaniards now preparing themfelvs more thar 
ever formerly tothe Warr, hada good while ago gather'd 
togeather many Souldiers inthe Confines of Antwerp 5 
by Mechelen and otherwhere, with all neceflary provi- 
fions requifite fora Campagne, fo well Ammunition- as 
Bagage-Waggons and convenient Artillerie; which the 
Earl of Monterey » after he had conferred with his Highne/s 
at Clampthout and Antwerp, did caufe to march on the 
12. of Oétober, under the Command of the Marquis of 
Affentair » Generall Matter of the Camp to Herenthals 
there to join with the Army of his Highme/s ; and now all 
being ready for an open rupture, He gave the Gover- 
nours of the Frontiers notice of it, and fent thither a party 
of Horfe under the Prince of Vaudemont » Don Francifco 
Antonio d Agourto , Don de Velafco, and other Generalls y 
for the fecuring the Borders, for furthering in the Con= 
tributions, and makeing all manner of excurfions upan 
the Enemy : Whereupon at laft upon the 16.fof this 
Month He denounced the Warr by a Trumpeter, tothe 
French Governours of the circumyacent Cities, and on 
the fame day was the Warr againft France declared in fe- 
verall Cities of the Spanish Netherlands , of Luxenburgh 
and Burgundy , in form as’twas published in the Caftle 
of Antwerp. ;

The King of France haveing been now for a good 
while detained in Lorrain with the fortification of Nan- 
cy, about thistime drew mott of his Troops togeather , 
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both out of the Alfatia and the Bishopprick of Trier, ma- 
keing ashow , as if he intended to fall upon the Dukedom 
of Bourgondy , and fo with that blow to warn the Span- 
jards, of whofe intentions he had {uficient notice : but, 
what ever ’t was that hinderd that Defign, the Troops 
which were already on the march thither with the Artil- 
lerie , were countermanded again , and Monfieur de Cou- 
lange, with the Horfe gather’d togeather out of feverall 
places, isfent to Colmar, to ftay in Alfatia, in the place

cil of Warrthe next day , which gave fufpicion , that he 
would draw out with his Army upon fome Exploit 5 
though nothing elfe followed, fave that he on the 11. 
ditto broke up, dividing fome of them again into Guar-

Andon the 20, ditto is ordered a Proclamation by way 
of retorfion, whereby are confifcated all and every ones 
Goods, belonging both tothe Subjects of the Catholick 
King, and tothole, who actuelly dwell under his Juris- 
- diction , or who have Chardges or Employment there 5 

upon what place of the Kings States and_Lands foever 
tiurch Goods are : yet with exception of the Franche 
Compté , (or Burgundy ) touching which his Majeftie 
hath not yet found it meet totake any refolution : now 
‘what this exception imports ’tis varioufly judged, it 
being likely.that the King would gladly grant the Neutra- 
lity to that Earldom , to pleafe the Switfers 

Both the Army, of the Earl Moztecuculi., and the 

Marshall de Turenne , haveing now laid for fometimeclote 
by one another in Frankenland , without any appearance, 
as if the one or the other didintend in earneft to hazard 
a Field-battel, but moft toincommodate each others pal 
fage , and by Skirmishing todo fome kind of damage 
which fell out much tothe advantage of the Imperialitts , 
and efpecially when a confiderable Convoy , mone 
condu 
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conduct of 50 Dragoons, going from Wertheim toward 
the Army, was wholly beaten by the Emperours, and 
alfo fome of the French Provifion- and Ammunition- 
Ships were burn’d, which neceffitated Turenne to retire 
from the Mayn tothe Tauber, and was very angry at the 
Bishop of Wurtsburgh » who, notwithftanding the pre- 
tended Neutralitye, had yet given the Imperialifts a Brid= 
ge, fortogo over the Mayn, and to take the French un- 
awarres ; therefore Turenne gave over the whole Juris~ 
diction of that Bishop , to the rage of his Souldiers, and 
fome Villadges were plunder’d and burnt: Whereupon 
that Bishop declar'd a treedom to his Subjects, to reply 
and fall upon the French, and many Soldiers were killed 
by the Boors (or Country-people,) and at onetime 40 
Victuallers , and at leaft as many of their Servants were 
deftroyed by the Boors. 

The Imperiall Army, haveing now, by theretireing 
of Turenne to the Tauber, a large paffage open through 
Frankenland to Lohr onthe Mayn , began the 1. of Octo- 
ber to break up, from about Zallingen by Wurtsburgh, 
where they had for a while refted , whereupon the Frenchy 
being uncertain whereto this March might tend , put 
themfelvs in pofture of Battel; yet the fame day Generall 
Spork drew out with 6000 Imiperialifts, at Lohr over the 
Mayn, right towards Hanaw ; whereupon Turenne » 
being a fraid of Affchaffenburgh, drew up prefently 
to the Tauber , and till he came under Wertheim, 
fending the Earl of Guiche with 4000. Horfe and 2000. 
Fantatfins to Affchaftenburgh, for the defending of that 
Pafs. Of the Van ofthe Imperialifts there were the 4. ditto, 
60 Troopers clofe under Franckford 5 400 Dragoons hav- 
ing overmatterd and affured themfelvs of the Bridge at 
Gelenhaufen, other 4o. of them brake off the Bridge of 
Lamboy by Hanaw, and that day cami¢ the Ear/ of Hoben- 
fo, Commiffary General of the Emperours Army , within 
that City , declaring that the whole Army was on their 
march, which, leaving onely fome Regiments in Fran- 
kenland , was pafled oyer the Mayn on 2 Ship-bridges »

on the 3. and 4. ditto by Lohr, the foremoft of which 
Army being 2000.Horfe, showed themfelvs the 8. ditto 
about Hanaw , the Generall Moztecuculi then taking up 
his Head-Quarter at Gelenhaufen, an Imperial] Cine, 
lying on the Kints, and on the 1o. ditto came the Marquis 
of Grana with 60 Troopers to Franckford, where he be- ~ 
{poke with the Magittrates all neceflaries for the approach- 
ing Army :; whereupon the main body of the whole Ar- 
my on the 15. ditto encamped about Franckford; and 
that night is a party of the Imperialifts , under the Marquis 
of Badez , come with 4. Pieces of Ordnance and 2 Morter- 
pieces before the free I mperial-Citie of Fridberg, wherein 
the French had left fome of theirs in poffeflion, but after 
afmall refiftance the French gave up the Citie and Caftle, 
the moft of them, being Dutch, taking Service under the 
*mperours, whothe 19. ditto prepared a Bridge over the 
Mayn , a litele below Franckford , over which fome 
‘Troops marched the next day, but finding the French 
gon already fromthe Mayn to Darmftat to march up the 
Bergftreat , came back again over the fame Bridge, and 
broke that away after them; whereupon the Army bro- 
ke up from about Franckford toward Rinkaw, below 
Mentz , the Earl Montecuculi taking up his Head-quarter 
the 21.ditto at Wisbaden , rideing the 23. ditto with the 
Marquis of Baden to Mentz , to conter with that Bishop , 
being there alo moft Nobly treated , and the day follow- 
ing he begun to lay: a Bridge over the Rhijn, below the 
Citie; the French on the other fide having already fent 
away to Bon their Bridge, which they had laid over the © 
Rhine at Andernach, and divided into teverall placesthofe 
who lay there fortified for preferving it. 
. The Emperours Militia which was left in Francken- — 
land, onthe25. October part of them paft by Mentz, in 
:14. Ships, becaufe that paflage by Water, fince Tureane 
«vas now Withdrawn from the Mayn, was wholly fecure , — 
and they fared forwards with 22 Provifion-Ships down the — 
Rhine to Coblents, and the next day the whole Army be- © 
gun to march up out of Rinkaw ; the Bridge over the, 
; Rhine, | 
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Rhine, which was fo good as ready, was again orderd on 
the 27. ditto to be taken away , and the Artillerie with the 
Foot-Souldiers where there shipt,to be carryed alongft the 
Rhine lower down , the Horfe drawing through the 
Wefterwald towards Andernach, and came the 31. ditto 
about 15000 Men to Andernach, who having there and 
at Lintz left a fufficient number forthe garrifonning of 
the fame, felldown lower, tojoin with the Troops that 
were marching up under the Prince of Orange; whichex- 
pedition occationed fo great a disquietnefs at Bon, that 
all, who could fled from thence to Collen, forefeeing 
now that undoubtedly it would fall upon that Citie; The 
Bishop himfelf retiring from thence into the Cloyfter of 
Panthaleon, at Collen; Straasburgh and Furftenburgh 
carryed all their Baggage, and 200 Wives with their 
Children and Moveables came the 27. day within Collen, 
and the Citie Bon was provided , fo well as the confufion 
would permit, toendure a beleaguering. 

‘The Marshal deTurenne haveing fentthe Earl of Guiche 
to Afichaftenburgh , and fett himfelfdown by the Tauber, 
paffed over that River , and encamped all along the fame 
from Bishopheim to Wertheim , when he underftood that 
the lmperialifts were paffed over the Mayn by Lohr, and » 
obferving their nimble march through the Wood Spes- 
hart, to the Wetteraw and Franckford, he quiteleft the 
‘Tauber , and drew all along the Mayn to Afichaffen- 
burgh, mean while continually expecting aconfiderable 
Recruit, whereto Montieur de Vaubrum was onthe march 
towards Philipsburgh , and or. dw St. Clar ftood by Spiers 
with fome Cavalrie , for togo jointly through the Palati- 
nate to the Mayn, but Turenne , having found himéfelf to 
light { or weak) to oppofe the Imperialifts, or to hinder 
their March, and feeing that they were now already fo far 
advanced towards the Rhine, that it-was unpoflible to ftop 
them, but on the contrary that they cutt off his Pafs below, 
shut up the Mayn and Rhine,& he by that means-wanting 
paflacge for Provifions , did on the 20. O&tober break up 
| fromthe Mayn, quitting all that he had there had in pof- 
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feffion, and not dareing to truft the Bishop of Mentz ; 
though hepretended to be Neutral, any more than the 
Bishop of Wyrtsbug s and would not therefore draw down 
through his Territories to the diocefs of Trier or Lorrain, 
he was neceflitated tomarch up the Bergitreet toward the 
Palatinate , where the 23. ditto he paffed with his Army 
over the Necker, on a bridge laid at Laudenburgh, 
between Heydelberg and Manheym , taking his courfeto 
Philipsburgh , where he paffed over the Rhine, and being 
{trengthned with fome Troops of Sr. deVaubrun , making 
out in all about 26000 Men, without making any itay 
there, he drew forth again along the Rhine, andthe 27. 
ditto marched on by Spiers , taking his way toward New- 
Atat  fciruate on the kiil the Haart, having in this March 
fo fadly {poiled the whole Nether-Palatine, that the E- 
leétour of Heydelbergh complain’d thereover in the ex- 
treameft manner , and evidenced that they had not dealt 
thereasin a Land of onethat ftood Neutrall, but as with 
an open Enemy, as he efpecially fignified in a Letter to 
the Lord of Boirlabe, demaunding right and compenfa- 
tion of the King, for,the injury don to his State and 
Subjects. 

This being now the ftate of affaires, and the lmpe- 
rialiftsin a full march downwards , his Highnefsthe Price 
of Orange » after he had joined with fome Spanish Horfe 
and Foot by Herenthals, did withan Army confifting of 
11000. Troopers, and 14000. Footmen, and a futable 
Train, break up on the 16. of Otober, marching through 
Eyndhoveand the Meyery of the Bofch , to Venlo; where 
a bridge was laid over the Mafe, which his Highnefs pafied 
over onthe 22. and23.ditto, taking the way to the Land 
of Gulick , and the 24. ditto his Head-quarter at Dhalem — 
and Kaakirken, where by misfortune a fire burft out, — 
whereby one Trooper, and 15 or 46 Horfes of the Lord — 
of Owerkercke were deftroyed ; and on the 25. ditto his | 
Highnefs came to Cafter, fome of his foremoft Compa- 
nies having taken in the {mall Citie Bedburg , andin part 


plugder’d it, where the Spanish kept their Quarter, and 
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apart of the Army show’d itfelf the 26. ditto clofe under 
Nuys, which gave the French no {mall apprehenfion , 
thatthat might well bethe place aimed at, but they drew 
“higher up, and the foremoft Companies showed them- 
felvs before Collogn, his Highnefs taking his Head-quar- 
ter the 27. ditto in the Abby of Browiller , two Miles from 
Cologn , whereby there was a great alarm in the whole 
Diocefe, that the Gates of Cologn could not entertain 
thofe who fled, nor could the Walls thereof contain 
them , but they appeared asa whole Leaguer of Fugitives 
round about the Walls; and hisHighme/s tarryed at Bro- 
willer the 28. and 29. ditto , receiving the Vifitsand Com- 
pliments of the Lords the Netherlands Ambaffadours 5 
and other Great ones. On the 30. ditto his Highne/s broke 
up with his Leaguer from Browiller, and encamped at 
Breuil, between Cologn and Bon, being the Seat'of Plea- 
fure of his EleCtorall Eminence of Cologn, where moft 
of the Confultations and Defigns of the Enemies to the 
prejudice of this State were forged; the Citie and Ma- 
giftrates prefently fubmitting , yet defired the poffeffion 
of the Fort for their defence, which his Highue/s would 
not then force, but haveing there received the Comple- 
ments of the Magiftrates of Cologn , marched higher up - 
before Bon, to conjoin with the Troops of the Emperour, 
which were coming down. 

This March alarmed the French round about fo fore, 
that they begun in earnelt tothink how they might beft 
traverfethefame. The Duke of Luxemburgh, being un- 
certain where it would fall, did for fome time hold his 
Militia continually in Arms, and in the end of Septem- 
ber he fent out of the Province of Utrecht upwards fome 
Horfe, amongft which were alfo fome of Cologns and 
Munfters,whereof on the 7. October §coo. paffed through 
Nimwegen upon the Heath; and as foon ashe obferved 
that the Army of this State was ready to marche , healfo 
rouzed up for the fecurity of the Netherlands Conguetts, 
and, haying by mutter on the ry. ditto found that the 
Guarrifon of Utrecht was above 7oco Men, and on the 
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26. ditto that of Amersfoord was eight Troops of Horfe, 
and five Battallions of Foot, he mate ord 4 the Horfe 
there encamped at Barrevelt, Zeyft and otherwerein the 
Province , that upon the firft fign they should march to 
Arnhem , and having thereupon taken notice, that his 
Highne/s was drawn up the 16. dito, he caufed them to | 
fire on the 17. ditto from the Steeple at Utrecht, and the 
next morning he departed with many Officers , and mott 
of the whole Cavalry of the Province to Arnhem, and 
from thence forth onto Nimwegen, bringing his Army 
forthwith upon the Heath , todefend the contines of that 
Land, yet drew the fame back under the Canon of Nim- 
wegen , fo foon as his Highne/s advanced towards the 
Maze, when feyerall of his Troops fent out upon reco- 
enition were beaten by ours, after which the Duke him- 
felf , when his Highnefs was paft the Maze, and wholly 
drawn through Gulick-land above Cologn, turn’d back | 
again co Utrecht,for that the greateft difficulty hereabouts 
was now over ; yet had he firit fent fome Troops of Horle 
and Dragoons out of Bommel, Thiel, Nimwege, the 
Graveand Arnhem , higher upto Rijnberck, and caufed 
all about Nimwegen for two Miles round to be waited 
and burnt, to be the more fecure incafe of any overfall, 
he ag he arrived again within Utrecht on the 29. 
itto. 
The Prince of Condé himfelf was much alarmed at this 
March, and letting his Army ly encamped by Pont d’E- 
{piries, He broke up with s or 6 thoufand Horfe, that, | 
having brought a confiderable Convoy of fome hundreds” 
of Waggons to Charleroy and Maeftrigt, He might join 
them with an Army coming up from beneath , to obferve 
the Prince of Orange » and to give him all poffible hindran-— 
ce; on the 24. October the Prince of Condé lodged in the | 
Abby of Chambron , from whence the next day he broke 
up, towards the fide of Charleroy, and having pafled by 
Leufe, Chevres, Lens, Havre, and St. Denis, himfelf | 
being forely discompofed by the Gout, turn’d back to,| 
Tournay , and caufed the Marshall @’ Humiers to eat | 
orth | 
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forth with thofe Troups, the way he had appointed, who 
arrived therewith at Maeftrigt the 31. dito , without being 
fett upon by the Spanjards, who had defigned fo, but 
he brought the Convoy fafely thither, yet came to late 
to do his Highne/s any hindrance : but before we profecute 
his March any turther, we shall firft remark the particular 
accidents of this and the next Month. 

Before his Highwe/s drew out to the Field, he fettled 
the vacant high Charges by Water , as the Vice- Admiral- 
ship of Amifterdam to the Lord de Haan, and his Rere= 
Admiralship to the Son of the Lord Admiral de Ruyter ; 
the Lieutenant-Admiralship of the North-quarter tothe 
Lord William Baftiaen[é , and the Vice-Admiralship to the 
Brother of the late Admiral V/ug. 

Oétober 1. About 2000. French Troopers showed 
themfelvs about Naerden, & committed much pillageing 
and robbery all over in the Goy, efpecially in the Villages 
Hilverfom, Laren and Blarecum, which they wholly 
plundered. The 2.dito Captain Jugex, Commander of 
the Orte-fcons , was fent by the Governour of the Bofch » 
togeather with three other Captains, to bring of fome 
Ships from about Heufden to the Bofch ; whereupon 
the French came out of Creveceur to hinder them, but 
were {0 entertained , that many were left dead upon the 
place, and the Sheep were brought fafe within the ed : 
_ though fome were more unfortunate, who on the 14..dito 
meaning to fare with a Boat from Kokenge to Utrecht 5 
and inthe night pafling by the French Scout-watch , not 
hearing them call, and therefore anfwer’d not; thereupon 
the French gave fire, and’2 Women and 3 Men belong- 
ing to Nieukoop were shot dead. ‘The Captain of Horfe 
Papekop , the 29. dito drew with a Troop of Horle & fome 
Foot out of Naarden to Utrecht, and returned the next 
day , bringing with thm 12 Switfers and 6 French prifon- 
ers, 14 Horfeand 6 Cows, which they broughtaway from 
clofe under the Citie. 

Oitober 4. The Earl of Doya after a longfome and 
tedious ficknefs, dyed inthe Hagh of his wounds hegot 
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indefending Maftrigt ; andthe to. dito Colonel Soutland 
alfo, of his Hurt received in the attacking of the Coun- 
trefcharp of Naerden , both upon the bed of Honour , in 
defending of the Lands freedom , and on the 14. dito at 
London Sir John Herman, Admiral of the blew Flagg, 
who fucceeded Sr. Edward Sprags having been arenown- 
ed Officer of the English. 

Collonel Bamphield being brought again out of the 
Army into the Caftelynie (prifon ) in the Hagh, was, 
after his detention for 11. Months, declared free by the 
High Council of Warr of the Land on the §. of O&tober, 
with prefervation of his Place and Honour, without cofts 
and damadges, under the approbation of his Highne/s ; 
which approbation thereupon being come, the {aid Colo- 
nel was accordingly on the 1. dito releafed out of his im- 
prifonment and reitored. At Heufden had the Baron du 
Fex for fome time commanded , who was now departed 
with his Regiment again into the Spanish feryice, where- 
upon by order of his Highnefs Colonel Caffopiz is reftor- 
ed thither again into his former Command, to the good | 
content of the [nhabitants; on the contrary Captain of | 
Horfe, du Til, was declared to be fallen from his Charge, 
fett off, and fined 16000. Gilders , and Captain Rollendurg 
being efcaped out of his Arreft, called in by beat of 
Drum. 

After that on the 4. October, the Bank which the | 
Bishops people had caftup, to ftraiten Coeverden with © 
Water, was washt through by Storm and Tempeft on one | 
fide , with the lofs of many Men and Beaft; inlikemane | 
net on the 26. dito was the great bank which was laid be- — 
fore the Vegt alfo broken through, and {fo almoft all the 
. Banksand Forts were washt aways; butthey prefently by | 
order of the Bishop begun to caft up amafly Bulwerk on 
the Vegt by Emmelenkamp, whereto were preft many — 
Boors ( Country-people) even out of Weftphalia, and | 
they went forth therewith earneftly for along while, the- 
reby toprevent that they of Coeverden should not come 
to plunder inthe Twente and Overyffel ; yet for allthat, it | 
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feems there was little appearance of perfeting it in the 
Winter , or of having any great fuccets. 

The Warr between Spain and France, being now, 
after fo long expectancy , declared on both fides , and all 
thing directed accordingly , for to bring the Land wholly 
under Contribution; on the 17, October , about 4.000. 
Men, Horfeand Foot, under Don deVelafio , were drawn 
from St. Omar into Boulonnois, who found refiftence 
by the Burg de Guines, where fome Boors and fome Soul- 
diers of the Guarrifon of Calais lay for the keeping it, fo 
that they shot upon each other , whereby {everall Houfes 
catch’d fire, as alfo in other places where refiftence was 
ordered tobe made, yet they returned not till they had 
axed moft of the Houfes thereabonts, to faye them from 

urning. The Prince of Vaudemont with 1000 Horfe was 
0 farr as under the walls of Aath,from whence he brought 
ith him fome prifoners , after he had fett all there round 
bout under Contribution , fome places, who had oppo-. 
edhim , being plunder’d and burn’d. Dow Francifiod A- 
ourto with 600 Horfe, drew from Camerijck, toclofe 
nder St. Quintin , where he likewife brought all under 
sontribution, and turned back again with good bootie, 
hofe who were unwilling here and there being perfecuted 
ith roving and fireing. The Guarrifon of Charlemont 
pon the Male, fetr upon and tooka Convoy, confifting 
f many Carts and Waggons, which would have gon to 
hilippe- Ville and the Governour there laid hold on, and 
onfifcated feverall Ships, which would have paffed on 
e Mafeto Mattrigt and other places : asalfothe Gover» 
our of Navagne fetched up fome Ships coming off from 
uyck, and further roved through that whole part of the 
ountrey , and brought it under Contribution. 
TheFrench on their fide did ne lefs » Whoat firft pre- 
uded yet to have no order to tax People for faving their 
oufes from burning , refufed the contributions prefent- 
them, robbing and deftroying all whereabout they 
me. One Company of full 2000 Men being comeabout ~ 
aert and Reufel, plunder’d feverall Villages there, and 
a pare

a part of the Guarrifon of Kortrijck, the whole Burg of 
Thourois, The Knight Fourilles , witha ftrong brigade of 
Horfe,roved to under the walls ofBergen,where he caufed 
the Bar tobe hackt in pieces, and attacked the uttermoft 
Watch , from which Skirmish the French fell off with 
fmall advantage, for that the Canon were let loos upon 
them , who alfo fought to avenge themfelvs thereover , 
with the burning of {ome Houfes in the fuburbs of Nemy, 
and further along the way asthey marched ; but fince they 
have been moderater and regulated the Contributions, 
advanceing them unto before the Gates of Brufel, and the 
Spanish on the contrary within a few miles of Paris. 
Befides the regulating of the Contributions there were 
on both fides committed all manner of hoftile excurfions 
and enterprizes. On the 31. October was a Party of 60. 
Men drawn out of Valengijn, toa little Caftle Warleyn 
upon the river d’Efcarpe , wherein were barely 1§ French, 
which they overmafter'd by aStratagem, andthe French 
being fent out fromthence, they with acutting through 
fo turned the Water ofthe River about, that there was no 
paffage to it but by one avenue ; which the Prince of Condé 
obferving , came four days after before it with above 
3000 Men, they within making fuch ftout defence, that 
between two and three hundred French fell dead there 
before it, thoug at laft being wearyed out by the continued 
affaults , they gave themfelvs up upon certain conditions 
on the other hand at the fametimea party of theGuarrifor 
of the Citie of Luxemburgh , confifting of 80 Men, onely 
with the lofs of one Souldier , made themfelys Mafter o 
the Caftle Rodemacheren, by Thionville, where 25, 
French were in poffeffion. The Prince of Condé havein 
laid 100 Men in Warleyn, and caufed the Spanish tob 
Pig hein to Valencijn , departed again to Doornick , an 
fo forth to Rijffel, where he was met by the Marshall d 
Bellefonds , who departed from Paris on the7. Novembe 
for to take over from the Prince the command of thi 
' Troupes in the Spanish Netherlands, while the Mar- 
shal @’Humieres was {ent to the Hollands Conquetts , "I : 
t 
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the Prince of Condé was fent for to the Court, whowith 
his Son the Duke d’ Amguin arrived at Paris the 16. dito. . 

As here in Netherland the fire of Warr was kindled 
between Spain and France, foit begun prefently to burn 
on the parts of Catalonia and Rouflilion , but fith itlyes 
fo farr off, and is not properly annexed to the relation of 
our Warr, that we may not too farr depart from our 
defign , we shall not infert any particularities thereof; as” 
alfo not of the maftering of the Citie and Caftle of Orange 
by the French, were neither Generofity nor Valour was 
showed by them ; but we shall keep to the relation of the 
affaires which neerlyer concern us. 

The Trumpet of Warr did fo much deafen the Cornet 
ef Peace, that now all that undertaking at Cologn feemed. 
to {top : in the beginning of October there were fome 
Conferences, wherein the Lords Mediatours fought ta 
make the Ceffations of Arms favoury to the feverall par- 
ties, but without any fuccefs, itbeing mean while, by 
the Allies of this State preffed that the Duke of Lorrain 
should be acknowledged as amember alfo in this treaty, 
and alfo to fee to get fatisfaction upon his demands from 
France, whereto France refufed to grant the Paffes requi- 
fite» fince which the further handling for Peace there 
went altogether lamely forth 5 fo that inthe laft of Odto- 
ber the Lords Beverning and Odick went back from Co 
logn , to {peak with their Principals, as alfo shortly after, 
the Duke of Chaulnes to Paris, having lately ere his de- 
parture recieved an Exprefs from the Marshal d’Humieres» 
with report of his coming into the Diocefs of Cologn. 
The High and Mighty Lords mean while to evidence 
their unteined inclination and vigorous affection to the 
Peace, efpecially with the Crown of England, wrote to 
the King a very ample and obligeing Mifliye, dated the 
25. Ocober, and fent it over by a Trumpeter, to convince 
his Majeftie of their H: M: fincerite; by which with one 
the Members of Parliament in their next fitting might fee 
the fteps that were already made on this fide for the fur= 
thering of the fame; in manner as follows, 
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SIRE; 

ye We have never laid any thing move to heart , then to merit 
the favour of Your Majefty , and to maintain the Friendship, 
which in former times hath been hereditary between your Kingdom 
and our Common-wealth : So that it hath been very grie vious to 1s to 
feethe great difpleafure wherewith your Majefty bath been poffeffed 
« jainft ws, and that through the artifices of ill-minded Perfons , 
Your Majeftys Subjects and Ours are caballed by the Mifertes which 
are infeparable from Warr , and brought into a ftate of shedding 
the Bloud of thofe which hath always been dear tothe one and the 
other. The fad experience which We on both fides have had thereof 
in the laSt foregoing Warr, had made us believe, that after We 
were again united , the Peace was {uch that no Man shoulde'ver havye 
been able to bereave us of it again: And We were the more perfwa- 
ded thereof, for that the Alliances in which We were entered a new, 
Seemed to oblige us for ever. But as the Divine providence , for the 
punishment of both the Nations , bath not permitted that affazres 
Should long continue in that happy fate; We, fo foon as we perceived 
the misunderftanding which begun to avife, found ourfel-ys obliged, 
40 ufe all imaginable endeavours toflop the proceeding thereof , and 


not to forget any thing whatfoerver that might fer-ve to the preventing - 

J? great anevil as is that of a rupture. Upon which acconnt , upon 

the affurance given ws, that Your Majeftie was offended at the | 

xi of @ Medal, which we had not otherwife permitted than 
ee. 


as it feemed to us of very {mall importance , We prefently [uppreffed 
thefame, and caufed thevery moulds thereof to be broken , out of 
ear that there should befome made in fecret. And to give Your 
Majefly more effential proof of the efteem We make of His friendships 
we agreed to what he pleafed to ask in favour of the Inhabitants 
ef Surinam , how prejudicial foever the cafe was for us, and how 
Rveat reafon wehad not toconfent therein. We fent to Your Mayefte 
at thefame time the Lord vanBeuningen , totake away , if poffible,” 
the finifter impreffions which they had endeavoured to give Your | 
Majeftie, and to putthe laft hand toa Rule propounded by jour Ma~ | 
Jeflies Ambaffadour , between your Ealt-IndiaCompanie , and that | 
of thefe Lands: Afierwards, though the {mall fucce{s of the Ne~| 
Lotiation of the faid Lord van Beuningen ga-ve ws caufe mough to | 
Sear any better ufage for the future , fo foom as We objerved y that 
they would per(wade Your Majeftie , both againft all appearance of | 
‘truth , and againft the truth wfelf , that we were dealing under~ 
band with France tothe prejudice of Xonr Majefties imenfts , We) 
gave 
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gave order prefentl to our Ambaffadour there, to declare on our 
behalf to Your Majfte, that we (10 evidence the falfenefs of the 
reports, which they had [pread abroad to our prejudice, and to 
give Your Majeflie efential and unquaftionable proof of our fincere 
intention, ) were ready to enter into {uch alhance with him , as him 
faf should pleafe , how neer foever it might be , and moreover yet to. 
agree to more thdn was already by us don, for the eftablishing of 
quieine/s in Europe. The point of the Flagg followed thereupon 5 
awherein we belrevewe have carried our [elus with all imaginable 
-refpe touching Your Majefties Perfon. And though the An{wer 
which awe have thereupon given to your Ambaffadour be {uch , that 
ave are at all times ready to [ubmit the fame to the judgement of the 
whole World, yer notwithflanding , becaufe fome complained , that 
ihe [aid An[wer was dark and infufficient , We fent to Your Ma 
jeflie an Amboffadour extraordinarie , authorizing bim and our 
ordinary Ambaffadour , to make that clear which they might find 
to be dark, andto add thereto what might be needfull, But in flead 
of entring into a regulated Conference with them, and to lets thene 
fee what was deficient in our forefaid Anfwer , they were neglettedy 
and "twas agreed that they should harve no Conference at thag times 
upon “hich the differences might have been determined, as well as _ 
«within one hour after that the Declaration of Warr from Your Ma~ 
jeftie in his Council was vead and approved. ath ! 
All this, SERE, makes it evident enough, with what appli- 
cation and earnefine{s , We have laboured to give Your Majeftie 
fatisfattion , ana to quench a Fire in its beginning , which in likely- 
hood might con{ume whole Chriftendom. And as we ave not other = 
wife enter’d into this Warr, than through anindifpenfible neceffity, for 
the defence and preteltion of our Subjects: fo have We not ceafed 
fince the rupture, fo much as was in our power , toendeavour the 
retrieving the Friendship o if Your Majeftie, and have continned un- 
Pe tiog in making to Your Majeftte upon all occafions overtures of 
eace. 

To which end We [ent to Your Majeftie inthe Month of Fune the 
Jaft Year our Extraordinary Deputies , who were confined to 
Hampton ~ Court , ‘without Your Majefties lending them Audience » 
or hearing what they bad to propound onour behalf, A Minifter 
of the Eledoral Prince of Brandenburgh went alfo therewith for the 
fame caufeto England , and bad at our requefl taken upon him with 
dye rcpett ,to reprefent 10 your Majeftie the Ne defire whith we 


had to fee Your Majiftic in another fentiment , and according to the 
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difpofition in which We were, todo all that was in our might, to 
vecover the Honour of Your Majesties Frieudship. Sincethat , upon 
the Propofition, which was made by the Mediatours , for a General 
Ceffation of Arms (feeing we, according to our judgement , could 
not condefcend therein , without bazarding the welfare of our State) 
yet to let yoar Majeftie feehow much we defired to give your Majeftie 
all tokens of Refpett , and to procure to your Subjetts all the ad-van- 
tages they might gather from a Generall Ceffation , We offer’d Your 
Majeftie one by water, for the time of one Year , or for fo much longer 
time as your[olf should find good: beleeving that , in the ftate 
ayherein our affaires then were, we could never give more proof of 
our fervent inclination which we had, tomake the way plainto a 
happy reconciliation , than to put all the Subjetts of your Majefiie into 
a condition of enjoying all the {weets of the Peace, while ours should 
fuffer all the incommodities of the Warr. 

The Miniter? of the King of Spain have from time 10 time pre- 
fented the fame cafe to Your Majeftie, and very often reiterated 
their inflances to Your Mayeflie, to move Your Mazeftie to Peace: 
But above all, We have don in publick for advanceing the fame » 
We have made ufe of the means which we judged the moft 
efficacious ; And the Lord Prince of Orange, as well through bis 
own inclination , asin confideration of our oft-repeated defire , hath 
made ufe of all imaginable ‘ways , to make ws obtain the Honour of 
jour Majefties Friendship , and to reprefent to your Majette the ad- 
vantage and the Glory , which your Majeftie might gain thereby , iz 
reftoring the tranquillity of Chriftendom , and granting us the Peace» 
which we feverall times and fo ardently have requefted : but al- 
though we had very great reafon to hope, that the inftances of a 
Prince, wha hath had the Honour to be fo neer allied in Blood to 
your Majeftie, and whofe perfonal merite fo known , should at laft 
have prevail’d with your Majeftie againft thofe who are ill-affetted 
toward us, and that we could alfo hardly believe , fince that Hw 
Highnelfes interefts were made common with ours » and had nothing 
more apart , that Your Majeflie should continue in His firft fenti- 
ment , and as yet endeavour to in-yelve in our ruin one of the moft 
Wuftriows Princes of bis Bloud : We have neverthele(s with great 
forrow feen , that all thefe reafons were alike weak  andthat your 
Majeftie could by no manner of motives be perfwaded torelax any 
thing of His firlt vigour, in {0 much as in ftead of a favourable 
Anfwer upon theovertures We have made , it hath been declared to 
ws at Cologn, that there waa ng Peace to be hoped for 5. unle/s i 
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- would yield to the Conditions , not onely to Your Majeftie and the King 
of France, but alfo tothe Eletouy of Cologn, and to the Bishop of 
Munfter , which were never urged upon a Free People, and which 
could {a little be propounded for Articles of Peace > that they mention 
nothing elfe but an abfolute Conqueft , and the [ubverfion of the Chri- 
flian Reformed Religion , whereof your Majeftie and the Kings your 
moft Excellent Predeceffours have always been the greateft bulwork 
and Defenders; and which alfo with one drew along with them , 
not onely our total ruin, but alfo that of the Spanish Netherlands, 

Thi hath obliged uson our part , after that We refolved upon a 
neceffary Defence , to prefs upon our Friends , to enter into a neerer 
Alhance with us; and it hath pleafed God the Lord foto ble{s onr 
carefull endeavour , and the means thereto diretted , that’ the moft 
Iluftrions Houfe of Auttria hath declay’d itfelf for us: andthe King 
of Spain in particular hath concluded with us an Offenfive and De- 
Senfive League, by ~vertue whereof His Majefly hath already de- 
clared Wary again(t the King of France. 

The affaires then, SIRE, being in this flate , Your Majeftie 
may eafyly believe, that they will be of greater confeqnence: But 
erethe evil come to be beyond remede , awe would very gladly ufe our 
utmoft forcible Endeavour , and affure your Majeftie that what 
alteration foever there is inthe affaires of Europe, our Refpett and 
Efteem for Your Majeftie is always the fame, and that. for all the 
confiderablene/s and power of our Allies, We yet continue even as 
much dipofed to give Your Majeflie all the [atisfallion , which you 
can reajonably pretendto , and we have that good luck, that our 
Altes are in one and the fame fentiment with us. We dave hope y 
that Your Majeftie , upon our prayers, and upon the interceffion of 
our forementioned high Alkes , will not refufe ws what untill now 

»we could not obtain, and that your Majeftie will not augment the 
defolation which ts already to unirverfal. 

Butthat we may forget nothing of that which might move Your 
Majeftie hereto, may it pleafe your Majeftie to reflect upon all that 
hath paffed from the beginning of this Warr, and therewith to con- 

ider y that from a Particular it is become General. When Your 
Mazeflie firft engaged him{elf therein, we were the onely Enemies, 
at prefenia great part of Europe is no lef intereffed therein than we. 
And Your Majeflie can not continue this Wary 5 which already hath 
been ruinous , without declaring the fame againft thofe wha have 
joined thenfelvs with us , and without baxarding the prefer-vation 
of Ch iftesdom 5 incafe whe Arms of the King of France should come 
12 to 
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40 flourish 5 through the fuccour which your Majeftie should give bis, 
Neither can your Maj-ftie take it ill , that we cannot confent 10 wh rt 
He might demand in favour of France , fith wecannot doit through 
anindsfpenfible nece[fitie without the concurrence of our Allies. And 
feemg the General Treaty % accompanyed “vith fo many difficulties , 
and that we forefee that this shall bethe means to continue thts un- 
happy. Warr 5 whuh we earneftly wish to have prefently laid doayn 
with Your Majeflie , sg shoull we efteem onrfelus above all 
very happy , incafe any of thefe Confiderations might take impreffion 
inthe Heart of Your Mageftie, and di[pofe the fame to a turning back 
again into the fentiments , in which we have with joy evethws feen 
Him: as when in per[uance of the reconciliation which we promife 
ourfelus , we doube not but the fame shall always endure. Mean 
while we pray God Almighty

receffe of the Parliament, upon the affembling whereof 
now on the 30. of October , prefently , without expecting 
rhe cuftomary formality , ‘twas inthe Houfe of Commons 
cryed out againft the approaching Marriage of His High- 
nelle the Duke of York with the Princefe of Modena, where- 
upon the Speaker, notwithftanding his many pretendings 
zgainft ir, was forced totake the Chair , and comply with 
an Order of the Houfe, thatan Addreffe be made to His 
Majeltie by fuch as are of His Majetties privy Council 
for to make known to his Majeftie, that it was the humble 
vequeft of that Houfe, that. the intended Marriage of his.| 
Royall Highnefs with the Dutchefi of Modena, might not be 
accomplished , and that he might marry with no Perfon > ex~| 
cept one of the Proteftant Religion: ‘hereuponimmedia- 
tely is the Parliament proroged to the 6. of November y 
at which time His Majettie, appearing with the ordinarie 
Ceremonies in both the Houfes of Parliament, made the 
following Speach : ores 
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My Lords and Gentlemen » 
| Had thought this day to have welcom’d You with an hoa 
nourable Peace; my preparations for theWarr, and con- 
defcention to a treaty of Peace gave me great reafon to believe 
fo: but the Hollanders have abufed me im this expectation 
and have in the Treaty at Cologn deridingly called my Am- 
baffadours Conquerours, and not fo as might have been ex- 
pected from Men inthe fiate and condition they are in. They 
have other thoughts than of Peace. 
| This engageth me again to exhort You to a Supply » the prea 
fervation and the Honour of this Nation requiring it of ne- 
| ceffity: it muft alfo be proportioned according tothe exigence 
of affaires : and I muft therewith tell You, in café I have it 
not timely » that the damage , in regard of my preparations 
againft the next [pring will be irreparable.

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the Addrefs was again voted to be renewed to his Majeftie 
upon the Marriage of his Royal Highnefs, and the Lords 
of the Privy Concil ordered to wait upon his Majettie, 
wo know his pleafure , when he shall be at leifure to re- 
ceiveit; thereupon was this following agreed to :

W E Your Majefties humble and faithfull Subje@s , she Honfe 
of Commons in this prefent Parliament affembled , being fully

pends on the Marriage of his Royal Highnefs the Duke of Yorck

Whereupon his Majeftie, well feeing , that they were 
not now to be brought to any further confent, butthat 
they might eafyly make more ditturbance about the ap- 
proaching Marriage, refolved to prorogue them , to fee 
if mean while ic were poflible through fome fatistaction 
togive them more content, whereto onthe 14. dito ap- 
pointing them by the Black Rod, they appeared: before 
the King in the Higher Houfe; who prorogued the Par- 
liament untothe7.old, orthe17. new ftile, 1674. with 
the following Speach :

What this might be that should be fo. acceptable as to 
givethe Communalitie content , feems efpecially to have 
re(pect to the cashiering of the Chancellour Asthony 
Ashley Cowper , who refigned the Staff and Seal the 20. of 
November into the hands of his M ijefty ,, who gave the

for the better fuppreffion of Popery in all places of our King- 
dom , and prefervation of the true eftablished Religion, We 
hereby declare and publish our further will and pleafure; like 
a We ftrittly command and charge all Fudges of our Courts 
at Weftminfter , Fuftices of the Peace, Majors, Sherrifs s 
Bailiffs and other our Officers and Minifters of Fuftice, who- 
foever they be » that they forwith shall take effectual care for 
the profecution of all Papifts and Popwh Recufants according to 
the Laws and Statutes of this Realm ; ¢ to that end upon their 
feverall days of Sitting shall caufe the faid Laws to be ob- 
ferved, and then alfo totake care that finch Papifts and Popish 
Recufants » or Perfons fufpetted to be fuch may be fpeedyly 
brought to Fuftwe, enformd againft , andconuitted , accords 
ing tothe Laws » andthat fromtime to time they duly proceed 
therein.

Whereupon the Duke of York alfo , who likewife wili - 
ing to rout out Popery, took occafion thereto by con~ 
fidering , that his Pallace was an appendance on White- 
hall, and claim’d the faid Proclamation alfo upon his 
Court, the which shortly after was confirmed by the Kings 
fpeciall Proclamation. : 

In Scotland the Parliament affembled alfo on the 22. 


of November, where the Kings Commiffioner eran 
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of Lauderdail in the firft Seffion deliver’d over the Kings 
Letter to the Parliament , and enlarged thereon with an 
Oration , confifting in this, that the King had’ made 
known tothe laft Parliament the reafons of the Warr a= 
gainit the States of Holland , and thatthey had then con- 
{ented for the fame a confiderable affiftance, and fuffi- 
cient provifion of Monyes ; but that now he was yet ne- 
ceflitated to continue the faid Warr , therefore he again 
recemmended it to be confidered by them, and by con- 
fequence that they should do what was needful for main- 
_ taining his Majefties Honour and Intereft, and the Peace 
of the Kingdom; yet leaving the manner and method 
thereof, to their wisdom and difcretion; The Earl of 
Lauderdail having further given inftructions about all 
things that tended to His Majefties honour , and the wel- 
fare of the Land , with authoritie toagreeand Confentin 
the name of the King , the Overtures which should there 
be made: Hereupon He the Commiffioner recommen-« 
ded to them above all bufinefs, that agianft their next 
Sitting-day they should have their Anfwer to His Maje- 
fties Miffive in a readynefs: butin thedeliberating there- 
upon , it was judged meet, that the confideration of the 
Grievances, and of his Majefties Miffive ought to go 
both alike forward, and thereover arofe very many con- 
teftings between the Commiffioner and (uns of the 
Members, efpecially the Duke of Hamilton, Earl. of 
Dumfries, and other great Ones; there being not one 
fingle Accufation brought in againft the Lord Ram/ey » 
the great Minion of Lauderdail, and great Proyoft of 
Edinburgh, he the next day refigned all his employ- 
ments; fo that the Earl of Lauderdai/  feeing that he could 
not drive through their agreeing toany Subfidies ere the 
Grievances were dispatched , would not meddle there- 
with, but without effecting any thing of importance, on 
the 16. of December he prorogued the Parliament till the 
7. of February , 1674. to the difcontent of the Affembly, 
who thereupon deputed the Duke of Hamilton and fome 
others to go tothe King, the iffue whereof muft appear 
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at their next affembling. Thusenough of theEnglishand — 
Scotch Parliaments, yet cre we return to the affaires of 
Mars, fomthing of Venus moft inferted. 

The Warr continuing between England and this State, 
there were dealings about a Marriage of his Royal High- 
nefs the Duke of York and the Arch-Dutchefs the Prin- 
cefs of Infpruck, one of the greateft beauties of Europe , 
who being {prung out of the Houfe of Auftria, feemed 
to become a means fomthing to weaken the band of the: 
newly fetup Alliance between the Houfe of Stuart , and 
that of Bourbon , fo that France fought by all manner of 
intreagues to put a ftop to the fame, and the Emperour 
by cafting in of many cautions retarded the fame, till at 
laft, allthefe difficulties being overcome , it was wound 
about to {uch a State wherein it was every day in a likely- 
hood to be confummated, even juft then when the 
reigning Emprefs came to dy : which death gave fo 
great a check to this under-hand treaty , that the fame im= 
mediatly flackened, and foon after was wholly broken 
off, his Imperial Majeltie declaring that he had chofen this 
Princefs for his Bride; in purfuance whereof all was pre- 
pared for the perfecting of the Marriage, which on the 
15. of October was folemnized in Gratz in Stiria; His 
Imperiall Majefty being come thither on the 2. of O&o- 
ber, after He had caufed his Troops todraw down out of 
Bohemia toward the Rhine, and the Imperialifs-Bride 
arrived on the 18. ditto at Gratswien, two miles from 
Gratz, whither his Imperial Majeftie went to meet Her, | 
Who was received by his Bride at the loweft ftair , where 
she kneeled down , and ufed many amiable expreflions of 
Courtefy , and being lifted up by his Imperial Majettie , 
was conducted into her withdrawing-Chamber , from 
whence after a short {tay thé Emperour turned back again. 
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Equipage as hath ever been feen’, and came with the fore- 
{aid Imperialifs-Bride into Gratz, about 7. a clock in the 
evening :- The Emperour mean-while wasin the Jefuits 
Church, and atthe door received his Bride, who again 
| kneeled, but was immediately lifted up by his Imperial 
| Majettie , and He going alittle before , She followd, led 
by the Prince of Dietrichfteyn , the ChiefSteward , and 
being fo come into the Church, there was the Popes 
Nuncio accompanyed with 4 Bishops and 13 Abbots, all 
in their Pontifical garments , who, fo foon as their Im- 
perial Majefties had trod upon the high four-fquare Plas 
ces, which were prepared for them, brought them the 
Crofs to Kifs, and after that the Holy-water; then they 
being approached before the Altar, among an incredible 
number of Ladies, didtheir reverence before the Sacra- 
ment, and thereupon the Nuncio performed the Cere- 
monie of the Marriage, which was followed with the 
Te Deum Laudamus in Mufick; and that being ended , 
their Imperial Majefties went with all the Companie to 
the Palace, where the Wedding-Feaft was prepared : mean 
while they shot off all the Canon, and lighted Torches , 
and hung out Lanthorns, intokenof joy, whichconti- 
nued for the three following days, in which their forefaid 
Imperial Majefties diverted themfelvs feverall manner of 
ways. After which on the 3. of November the Court 
wholly broke up from Gratz, and on the 11. dito made 
their entry with great {tate into Vienna , thereending the 
Ceremonies of this fplendent Marriage. 

Hereby were the French freed from the encumbred . 
thoughts they had, that the Marriage -band between 
England and the Houle of Auftria might weaken the new 
Alliance ere€ted between that Crown and France, but 
this Was not enough for them, fo that they begun to 
endeavour the makeing this Alliance the firmer, and 
bya Marriage should be more durable, whereto feverall 
Princeffes were propounded , but the eye was directed 
toward Italy, where are many Princeffes that by the 
Mothers fide. were of French off-fpring and-that parti- 
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cularly of Modena» Sifter of the Duke that now rules, 
touching wich the Treaty is with fo much earneft fet for« 
ward, that within a few days the Marriage between Her | 
and the Duke of York is concluded, unto which the King 
of France preffed fo hard, that himfelf promifed a good 
fumme of Money out of his Coffers fora Marriage-guift: 
andthe Ear/ of Peterborough married this Princefs on the 
15. September , in thename of his Royal Highnefs, and 
She with him,conducted by her Lady Mother and younger 
Brother, 14 days after departed from Modena, to trayel 
through France to London , and arrived at Paristhe 2. of 
November, where She received the Complements of the 
King, Queen, and the whole Court, and was conftantly 
nobly treated atthe Kings charge, wholly preparing her- 
felf with all fpeed- to be shipped over for England ; 
Whereupon the Princefs being recovered from her ill- 
nefs, on the 23, of Noyember departed under the conduct 
of the Duke of 4zgeau on the behalf of France; from Paris | 
towardsCalis and Douer , and on the28. November the 
Bishop of Oxford, andon the 2g. dito his Highnefs hime | 
felf wentto Dover, where the Bride , with her followers 
arrived the 1. of December , being with much civilitie re- 
ceived by her Bridegroom , who forthwith caufed the Ce-~ 
remonies of the Marriage to be performed by the Bishop 
of Oxford , and after fome days ftay there, they were on 
the 4.dito at Canterbury , the s.dito at Rochefter, and 
the day following at London, where they came on by \ 
water; whereupon followed at Court all fort of Feaftings — 
and Divertiffements. ] 
Whilft the Imperial and British Courts thus careffed | 
themfelys with Marriage-J oys; Poland muft bein mourn- | 
ing: Their King in the moft flourishing of his Youth y 
in the thirty third year of his age, folately exalted to the | 
Crown, fo lately marzyed with an Imperialifs Bride, of 
the fame Nation with his Subjects, the hope of the re- | 
ftauration of that Kingdom, and though indifpos’d yet | 
drawn out-into the field, fell fuddenly down trom the ] 
Throne to the Graye, His Majeftic being come ounpe | 
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the Army to Leopol, dyed there on the 10. Novembe# 
at 11.a Clock forenoon , with brs good underftanding; | 
declaring his Queen for his heyrefs, was bewailed by all 
that were about him,and thought by many to be poifonedj 
the Corps being carryed thence to Krakow , to be fet by 
| his Royal Predeceffours. Buthow grieyoufly foeverthis | 
wound fell, it wasnot yet fo foon felt through the whole 
Kingdom, but that it was followed with a wonderfull 
reviving ; it was onthe 10. November that the Kingly -. 
Crown fell down, but onthe 11. dito, that Poland was ~ 
again Crowned witha richly bleffed Conqueft , theRelas 
tion whereof we here infert.

Armies ,’t was concluded in a Council of Warr that they would — 


make a general Storm ; though feverall of the pufillantmous 
diffmaded from fo high. a Refolution; but the Lord Krowus~ 


Marshal encouraged them thereto, alfuring them that through —

4. hours » whereupon Order.was given to all the Pofts » that | 


they should with all their might sheot off their Canons » and 


fall upon the Trenches ; fo then the Lord Krowns-Marshal | 


bimfelf a foot, with a glittering Sable in bis Hand; with 
a couragious ftoutne/s brought up the Army to theTrenches » 
admonishing them to fight for God gy their beloved Countrey > 
and then prefently He took Horfe, when the firft Volley of 
Shot was made by the Cavalry: the Regiments of Horfe unto 
admiration fell upon the Enemies Walls , fo that within a 
quarter of an hour they were mafter of them therewith all the 
Lord Polish Standard-bearer with his Regiment » ¢ the Lord 
Scoutmafter behaved themfelvs valiantly ; the Enemies Horfé 
fell very Leavyly upon ours , becaufe our foremoft Companies of 
the Infantrie, which should have feconded the Horfes begun toa 
oon to plunder inthe Turkish Leaguer ; out when the Huffars 
Phe, wer 
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were broken in, ours took heart again, and the Enemy fell 
into disorder s fo that the Huffain Bafla could not longer refit 
our Force , but begun toretire with fome thoufands of his to 
Czraczo , where the Lord Weywood Blesky and the Lord 
Kyowski had cutt of his Pafs s and alfo forced. him to turg 
back to the Leaguer; when in that retreating he was met 
by the Krowns-Marshal , and if the Huffars had. not fem 
conded us, we should have been brought into great confu= 
fron; thereupon went the Battel firft of all right on , but at 
laft the Enemy muft yet give way » and leave many thoufands 
behind them » fothat at length they retreated upon the Rocks 3 
and fith ours were upon their heels , fo were many with the 
Horfes thrown down from the top of the Rocks: the Huffain 
Bafla efcaped ; among the Dead were found, which were 
known, Heybegh Balla, a valiant Souldier , and Soliman 
Bafla uot inferiour : Our eminent Officers alfo were not une 
concerned , for we reckon among the Dead , the Lord Quarter- 
mafter- General » the Lord Starofta Wolbramsky , the 
Lord Rzecsky, the Lord Rozmiatowsky , all Kaptains 
of Horfé of the Huffars; the Lord May, the Lord Nos 
monieysbi, the Lord Czenszkowski, Lieutenants ; and 
the Lords Jwonowski azd Slawionowski , Cornets of 
Huffart , the Lord Crowns-Mafter of the Chale can~ 
not yet be found: We have many Dead and Wounded; on 
the other fide there were of the remainder of the Enemies 
about 5000. drown’d in the Nieper » ‘and 3000. Javed 
themfelus by getting over the Bridge, being all that ‘were 
left of about 4.0000. Men. The Lord Mafter of the Horfé 
of the great Dukedom of Lithuania carryed himfelf as a 
brave Cavallier in this great Adtion s and was shot in the 
Neck. The Lord Crowns Quarter-mafter led on the Foot 
himfelf tothe Storm ; and his Princely Grace the Lord Lien= 
tenant General deported himfelf im this great High Enter» 
prize very manly and valorously , alfo managing all things 
that were needfull for fo high an undertaking with all dili- 
gence: in fumme »the Almigty hath difpos'd it fo farr forths 
that there was no want of any mans Courage: After thefé 
things were dispatched » our People overmafierd not onely. the 
‘ V2 rich 
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rich Leaguer but alfo the Bridge over the Nieper, and the 
Caftle that ftands by it : and after all this was brought to pafss 
the Te Deum Laudamus was /ung inthe Tent of Huffain 
Balla; and then was the plunder of the Leaguer permitted to 
the Infantry. Unto which was this aunexed , that ours om 
the 12.inftant by ftorminghand conquered the Fort Chocimy 
and zot therein excellent Boote. 


Inearneft an honourable Victorie , one of the greateft 
that ever the Chreftians got againft the hereditary 
Enemie, which, next to the Goodnefs of God, mutt 
e{pecially be attributed to the brave conduc of the Polish 
Generals, the extraordinarie Valour of the Huffars, the 
failing off of the Moldavian and Wallachian Hofpodar, 
‘which brought back both thefe Provinces, under the obe- 
dience of Poland, after they had 50. Years been under the 
Dominion of the Turks: {0 that this Conquett is in itfelf 
very advantagious for Poland and for whole Chriften- 
dom, though perhaps ed accident it might fall out ruinous 
for Poland, prejudicial to Chriftendom , and in efpeciall 
manner for this State, fith the fway of the great Marshal 
Sobreski shall thereby be advanced, that he may come in 
among the competitours for the Crown, who being mar- 
ryed to a French Dam , may ealyly be fo farre crowded 
in by the French Creatures, againft thofe who bear good 
will to the Houfe of Auftria, that the inteftincommo- 
tions there may again give the Hereditarie Enemie 
footing, and fo deeply engage fome of our Allies, that 
this State may fuffer very much in it’s Intereft thereby. 
But leaving every one free to their fpeculations over this 
matter, the iffue is committed to time, and we return 
neerer to our bufineffe. 

In England among all the propofalls of inclination 
to Peace , they yet continue as {trong in purfuance of the 
preparation for the Warr; Many Land-fouldiers are yet 
dayly shipt out of England over to France, whofenum- 
ber isadvanced tos or6thoufand Men: and therewith 
prexparations are made for beginning again the Sea- 
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equipage, the prdfecution whereof will depend much on 
the next seh of the Parliament , which we alfo 
shall till that time Tet alone, yethere bring in the Anfwer 
of his Majeftie upon the Milfive of the States Generall 
fent to England, as follows : 


High and Mighty Lords : 


A Lthough Your Letter of the 15 5 25. O@lkober (confidering the 
St prefent juntkuve of affairs , the matter therein contain’d , and 
the manner of fending it by aTrumpetter , when your Deputies at 
Cologn had manifold Conferences with our Plenipotentiaries) ex= 
preffeth rather the nature of a Manifefto than of a Letter , and 
that by confequence baply you expett no an[wer thereto ; ne-verthele{s 
both for the defending of our hanour, and for the undeceiving that 
part of the World , which might thereby be abufed , we would not 
let it pafs , without giving anfwer thereto diftiallly from piece to 
piece; fo as they are contained in Your Miffive, (which we fend 
Your Lordships back by the [ame hand that brought yours to ws) 
and that for this caufe the vather , for that it might bave happened , 
that through the late great revolutions in your affairs , and 
the alteration of Your Minifters, You yourfelvs alfo might take 
up that for truth, which ill-affetted perfons have {0 wickedly blown 
into Your ears, that thereby Your own People might be mifled, as 
well as ours. = 
There 1 no need of raking up many arguments to con'vince the 
World, that many offenfive Medalls , Infcriptions and Pamphlets 
are [bread abroad all over in your Provinces of later Years , to the 
diminution of our honour and of the whole English Nation, feeing 
they were fo notorious and univerfal: yet to this day have neither 
We, nor any other known, that you have disavowed any part 
thereof, till your faid Letter gave wsto underftand , that upon com- 
plaint made to your Ambaffadour here , You had canfed the Stamp 
to be broken , out of fear leaft any new one might fecretly be pour- 
trayed; You make no mention neither of the leafs punvhment in- 
pitted on him that committed the deed. 
In reference to the safe of Syrinam 5 could You make the World 
or our People believe what You affirm in this Papey or Writing » 
Yourjeifs should bave furpaffed Your Medals , and been more in= 
jurious than they , to fajten a blot upon us y which we have as little 
deferred, a5 You, we hope shah gain credit in the accufing ws. 
V You 
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You relate that You have agreed to what we demand. in favour of 
our Subjells remaining after at Syrinam; have not we continually 
infifted on and preffed for their releafe, fronrthat time that we de~ 
livered that place into your hands, till the beginning of this prefent 
Warr; and do not the greater part of them yet abide there? Ave 
they there held for your Slaves at our defire?: Have we fent our 
Ships thither , meerly out of a show, with defign for their farther 
Slavery and to Subjek them under Your forced fer-vice $ and 
was not the Officer fent thither 5 Major Banifter ,: immediately 
apon bis arrival there, fet faft, and not fufferedto [peak 10. bis 
Countreymen., or tomake known tothem the care we took for them ; 
and did-be not proteft againft the Governour for transgrefing the 
capitulation in 18. feverall Points? and will you fay that all this 
4 don according to our defires in cafe you took {uch tender care of 
the blood-sheiding of both the Nations as you give outin yur Miffives 
You should not fo. long and with {uch obftinacie have perfifted in 
the oppreffing of our Subjetts, the blame whereof you world caft 
upon ws, in that you weve well-minded thereto ; all then that we 
can to this affertion fay, is, that you yield to all that we defire 
in words y but that we never harye obtained any thing from You 
in deeds. , 

That which thereupon follow'd was the pretended fatisfattion, 
which You fay youharve all times proffered to grve y in regard of 
the Trading of our Subjetts in Eaft-India. It was fol mnly promifed 
by the Treaty of Breda, that the bufinef[e should be adjufled by 
Commiffioners to be fent hither 5 asa cafe for which there was more 
time and refpite; but you know well, that our Ambaffadour y 
whom.we Jent after the forementioned negotiation , to refide With 
30u, with all hi inftances could obtain nothing in that cafe, thas 
could inany wife content.onr Companie ; neither did the Lord van 
Beuningen, who feemed ro come hither expresfly for that end, m 
all his Conferences with our Deputies prefent any thing more upon 
that fubjelt.Jt ts [o,that the Ambaffadour Borcel showed heres full 
power to treat with us about an offenfive and defenfive League and 
toconclude it , but We could not accept the propofition y for that the 
Conditions were not regular enough, and that be, i flead of giving 
ts fatisfation upon onr complaints, would nog endure that we 
should move it; on the contrary bis whole difcourfe tended to no 
other thing, than to let ws know , that the States General prefented 
us this League, as a token of their friendship and fimply for our 
Securities it feeming indifferent to them , whether we accepted it or 
nk 5 
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nots and continually exahing your force by Water and by Land yx 
that which conld fufficiently withftand the formidable Power of 
France: and often threatning ws that You could make fuch a 1. eagne 
with France as You pleafed, yea and that even againft Us, if we 
accepted not what his Mafters prefented ws. The claufe of theferwo 
Points ts, that st pleafed the Lord van Beuningen to difcourfe of 
the fatisfattion propofed by ws in the bufine{s of the Eaft-Indiz- 
Commerce, but he departed without prefenting any thing; and the 
Lord Boreel prefented Us an offenfive and defenfive League , 
wihous giving us farisfattion for paft injuries , or fecteritie for 
the future. And all this , tothe end that the Injuries over which we 
haa complained , that till that time they were your peculiar altings, 
might by a folemn Treatte be declared to be ours. 5. 
The next caufe of offence given us was (as You wel obferve in 
Sour Miffive) the affront committed in the Month of Augujt. 1671. 
againft the firiking of the Flagge. We ha-ve complained of it to your 
Ambaffadour refiding here : and he affured Us we should ba-ve 
an equitable fatufattion: but after 3. or 4. Months were run ony 
without Your giving any heed intheleaft thereto, we held ourfilvs 
engaged.to fend away our Ambaffadour Extraordinarie, to de~ 
maund fatufattion from you in move feviows terms than we had 
don before. Whereupon receiving no fatisfatorie Anfwer , be had 
order to return back again; foon after was he followed by an Ex- 
traordinarie Ambaffadour of yours , who declared he had no ax- 
thoritie 19 make reparation for that affront, or for other rhings 
whereof we have fo ofien complained ; but to agree upon terms oft 
rule for the time to come touching the firiking of the Flagge ; yet “with 
one » faying » that of bimfelf, and without confulting you again, 
be could put nothing in writing concerning that. The arrival! of 
the faid Extraordinarie Ambaffisdour was about the time , that we 
flood ready to declare an open Warr again{t Your State; which we 
could delay no longer , becaufe the pring was fo nigh, and the fore= 
mention’d Ambaffadour perfifted therein that his inftrultions allo- 
wed him not to do any thing upon our demaun’ds neither could he 
produce any thing for the juftification of his delay, fave that he 
proffered 2s to write to his Lords and Mafters for ampler power arid 
inflruttions. Rb aye 
The Warr following hereupon , inthe very heat of it therechme 
from Your Lordships three Deputed Perfons without any Pafs from 
Us , or giving ws.any notice of their coming 5 according to the cuftoms 
ufuallin time of Warr; Whereupon we mght well have kept them 
en V 4 in 
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th detention (as you fay that we did) but webeld ourfelos fatisfyed 
in giving them warning that they should not come to lodge im this 
our Citte , ordering themin flead thereof Lodgings in our Palace at 
Hampton-Court, with all other accommodations becoming their Cha- 
yater ; and diffembling what we knew had pafs'd ber ween them 
and Perfons , on whomthey prattifed to occafion uproars and dis~ 
orders in our Citie, or totrouble the proceeding ar gee Warr 3 thi 
noi withflanding , we negletted not to fend to them fome of the con- 
fider ableft Perfons of our Council to enter into conference with them, 
and to-hear their propofals : to whom they fimply gave anfwer , and 
in that alfothey perfifted till theiy departure , that they bad no autho- 
ritie nor inftruttions 10 make any propofitions , but were inclinable 
to give ear to {uch as might be propounded to them , andso fend them 
over to their Lords and Maflers ; hoping that while we ftood deli- 
berating o-ver this appearance , the Deputies which You had fent at 
the fame time to the Moft Chriftian King , might have cancluded a 
Separated Treaty with him, 

And could you flatter yourfelvs with this opinion, that the 
World would look upon this manner of doing as a convincing demon- 
tration of your more zealous defire of Peace? hath ever Prince or 
State fent an Ambaffadour with intention of obtaining that whereto 
the Ambaffadour was not empowered either to conclude or 10 fign y 
and that to a Prince with whom they werein Warr? There’ more 
ground of reafonto believe , that what you did was fimply togain 
time , wherein you fought to fet a work the treatnings in reference t0 
France, which the Lord Boreel had made to ws before. 

The Minifter of Brandeaburgh never made any declaration that 
became hither , 10 make any preparation towards Peace ; or that — 
be had any other commiffion , than to encline ws to the recommenda- — 
tion of his Lord and Majer , 10 be willing to give ear to what might — 
be by him propofed. He came bere when the Extraordinarie Ambaf- | 

Sadour from his moft illuftviows Majeftie the King of Sweden came 
on, in order to prefent us the Mediation of bis Lord and Mafler, | 
_ which we-very willingly embraced ; as alfa a propofition tendred to 
ws for aCeffation of Arms : but shortly after , when be propofed 
the fame to You, You held it ad-vifable wholly to reject t 5 and 
were{o long a doing with chufing a place to treat of Peace , that fome 
Months paffed over , without effeting any thing elfe, fave t0 ob- 
ain your point of nominating the Citie Cologn for the place of mecting: 
wherein we agreeing , and our Fleet being ready to take the Sea, 
Fen les us know you would accept a Ceflarion of Arms “i Sea. 
Vhereta

whereto we held ourfel-vs obliged to anfwer , that the Peace might 
be made in much le{s time , than we might come to accord about the 
terms of a particular putting off or CefJation of Arms ; however it 
feemed to us acunning reach , meerly invented to inchant the Ears 
of the common People, and to make sto no purpofe wear out all 
our preparation for the Equipage of our Fleet. Soon after , when 
our Merchants might indeed gain advantage by a Ceffation of Arms, 
You wholly threwit off , and then forfooth were again willing when 
You fawthat your Provinces might baply fuffer damage by the going 
on of theWarr. 
The Minifters of Spain never offer’d us any Conditions , nor did 
any other fervice, than in general terms to move us to incline to 
thoughts of Peace, which we always accepted from them in a 
friendly manner. Neither did our Nephew the Prince of Orange 
ever make ws any overture of Peace. Wemuft necefJaryly avow 
that youy deportment towards Him till the laft Year was no very 
good evidence 10 makeUs believe that your intentions ta live ina 
good correfpondence with Us, werereall and fincere: and though 
we were unwilling to sho our refentment of his publich accountre- 
ment , for giving his Enemies occafion of doing him more mifchief ; 
neverthele/s fo (oon asthe good inclination of the People prevailing 
againft the Louvefteyn partie, had transmitted to him the might 
and authoritie in the Government , which his Anceftours had fo well 
deferved , we have difpofed ourfel-vs with more xeal and vigour to 
make the Peace , being thereto the move ftirved up by the unexpelted 
fuccefs of the Weapons of the Moft Chriftian King by Land. We fent 
forthwuh Ambaffadours extraordinary tobim to attend the Treaty, 
which the Louvetteyns Party would ba-ve held with the exclufion 
of #5 5 in cafe that the -vertue and generojitie of that Prince would 
have complyed therewith ; but [ofoon as they were aware of our 
Ambaffadours being there on the place, the Deputies departed with- 
out being feen any more; following that Fundamental Maxime , 
«which You had laid with the beginning of this Warr , to feparate.ws 
by all forts of devices, thereby to make your ad-vantage. 

For what concerns Your infinuation of our meaning to rout out 
and ruin Our Nephew the Prince of Orange , the injuftice of that 
upbraiding zs is {ufficiently known , and whereas You openly com- 
plain to the Mediatours at Cologn > that weare t00 zealous in 
furthering his interefts , should You feek to make our Subjetts be- 
lieve , that “we bear no good heart towards him 3 and to make good 
this mistake You add thereto, without giving or having the lea 
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veafon for it, that our demaund at Cologn tends tothe e'verfion of 
the Reformed Religion, and ruin of our Nephews Houfe.. We can- 
not conclude our obfer-vations upon this Letter or this Manifeflo 
(formed by You, with intention to abufe Your and our People, 
and infinuated with terms of refpet to our Perfon , and fair 
words about the Peace) without adjoining what ought to con- 
wince the moft objtinate amongit you; at the fame time would 
gou move us to breake our Word and Promife , made to our 
Allies of entring into no feparate Treaty ; You put it as a fun- 
damentall Point that you having gryen your word to yours 
could not break without impairing your honour , as if your ho- 
nour ought always to be dear toyou, but ours of litile or no value 
by Us. 

Meanwhile You make the dealings of your Deputies at Cologn | 
pafs for the faireft and uprighteft that may be; and reproaching 
that of our Plenipotentiaries for the moft uncivil and unrighteous 
Saying that , norsithftanding all your endeavouring , we never 
yet would let fall any thing of our firft vigour. Hereupon we appeal 
to our Mediatoutrs themfelus , who shall not remain awanting to 
dows right, with letting the World kno >. that our forementioned 
Plenipotentiaries have let fall at leaft the one half of thew firft de- 
maund , whereas yours have continally excufed themfelvs from gi- 
“ving anf wer to any of thefame, except that of the Flagg, wherein 
they showed therr inclination to gratifie ws for the future , though in 
aquallizing terms, and [uch as shall have no refletlion upon any 
right that we had thereto in times paft: and this is the onely thing 
wherein you have showed the leaft inchnation to yield ws any thing 
during the whole current of this Negotiation; and have not further 
advanced inthe overtures of Peace , which you fay you havelaid — 
before ws by our Nephew the Prince of Orange,the Minifters of Spain 
and Brandenburgh , and through thofe of the Mediatours them- 
felvs , of whom you in your foref{aid Letter make not one word of 
mention ; treating of the matter of Peace in generall terms, to pro- 
cure to yourfelvs the reputation thereof s and making not one pro- 
pofition to us, fave to feparate us from our Allies, an all that 
you bold too mean for a Commonwealth, but becoming enough for 
@ King. 

Defire You in earneft to fet forward the Peace, fend, in ftead 
of oftentative expreffions , without delay , power to your Deputies 
at Cologn , to fet to Paper with ours regulated and aquitable Ar- 


titles: and the World shall {echow veady we ave to order ourfelus 
accor~

which the Kings our Progenitours have always born to your State 5

Where at this State willingly paffling by all quar- 

lings, for a further evidencing of their inclination to 
eace , was willing to make fuch pofitive offers, whe- 

reby it shall always appear before the whole World, that 
they really incline to Peace ; and fuch as his Majeftie 
(without confidering his Alliance with France) could 
require of us ; which alfo shall leave fome hope, that 
his Majeftie taking to heart his and his Kingdoms in- 
tereft may fee the reafonablenefs of thele propo-~ 
falls, for the concluding of a wished Peace. Which 
An{wer of their High and Mighty Lordships is as fol- 


loweth: 


W Hatfoever might be the motive that at laft hath induced 
Yout Majettie,to write us the Letter which the Trumpeter, 
we had fent.to you, delivered us from Your Majettie, bearing date 
the 7, 17.November, We find ourfelvs obliged to give Your 
Majeitie thanks for the honour you have been pleafed to do us: 
But with all We cannot difpenfe with ourfelvs without declaring 
to yout Majeftie the grief we conceive by finding the fame of 
an importance fo much to our disadvantage; and that the Mi- 
nifters upon whom your Majeftie hath placed moft confidence , 
have untill this time exercifed their skill in bringing things to 
that pafs they are now at , perfwading your Majettie alfo that 
they could rake up togeather fo many things , as they beleeved 
had been quite out of your Majefties Memorie, and which they 
in their Con{ciences knew to be farr from truth. 
"This Confideration, SIRE, hindreth us from giving par- 
ticular Anfwer to the chief heads of the Letter which your 
Majefti¢ hath writren us, out of fear Jeft the fame should tend 
- to 
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to give an 6ccafion to them who have already difpofed your 
Majeftie to our prejudice, to render things worfe : And be- 
taking ourfelvs to that whereto we have been neceffitated in 
drawing up our Anfwer to the Manifefto published in your Ma- 
jefties Name, We shall content ourfelys herein to declare to 
our Majeftie , that, whereas we have not in our Letter which we 
aa had the honour of writing to your Majeftie , de felto fet any 
thing of which we should not be able.to give an Authentick and 
unanf{werable evidence , So shall We always be ready to produce 
the fame before your Majeftie, whenfoever it shall pleafe you 
togiveus a more particular occafion thereunto. Further, fith 
your Majeftie (being of the fentiment thatthe report your Mi- 
nifters had made to you was very fincere) hath complained in 
your Parliament of the invincible aversnefs which We showed 
tothe Peace; And thatthe Houfe of Commons , according to their 
accuftomed wisdom and prudence , hath been pleafed to fufpend 
their Judgements , and thereby given us opportunitie to bring 
our innocence fully to light, and to make known in a more pu- 
blick manner the uncontradictory finceritie of our intentions 
We have beleived it to be our dutieto add this, thar your Ma- 
jeftic and all your Kingdoms may fee , that we affect not to {peak 
of a Peace (as we are thereupon accufed ) withouta reall defire 
thereof , and thar We are farr from concluding ourfelvs within 
generall Terms without particular difcovery of our meaning ; 
We are then ready to renew with your Majeftie the Treaty that 
was made with us at Breda, inthe Year 1667. and togive a 
clearer expofition of the 1g. Article referring to the Ceremony 
of the Flagg, upon fuch a manner as may leave no place for future 
difpute,and to regulate the fame without any ambiguity. And for 
as muchas that Treaty hath been held by your Majetftie to be juft 
and fo equitable , that in the following Years it occafion’d your 
Majeftie toaffoard us more tokens of benevolence and good in-| 
clination , and that you entered into a nearer Alliance with us 
than ever formerly , We propofe that fame Treaty as a faft Foun 
dation of a firm and durable Peace , and hope that your Majettie: 
will not refufe your Friendship upon the fame Conditions,which 
were by yourfelf before approved ; and the rather , for that the 
Intereft of the Prote/tant Religion, and many cafes refpectivly| 
relating tothe profperitie of both the Nations ought to oblige us | 
on both fidesthe readylyer to unite. Moreover feeing fome havé) 
ftrongly endeavoured to perfwade your Majeftie that we have 
violently, 
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iolated our Treaties, and committed divers unjuft things, for 
hich you demand fatisfation , Weare ready without any de 
ay tofend Ambaffadours to your Majeftie to enform you of the 
ruth, with lefs disguife than hath been don by our Enemies » 
and before your Majeftie to enter intoanexamination of allthe 
breaches whereof we are blamed, with a folemn promifeto re- 
pair all wrongs and injuries which your Majeftie or yourSub~ 
jects might have received from us or from our Officers fince the 
forefaid Treaty at Breda, till the beginning of this Warr. And 
that the discuffing thereof may not retard the concluding of a 
Peace , which we fo ardently wish for , and which is fo needfull 
for the welfare of Chriftendom, We offer to your Majeftie for 
greater fecuritie, the Guarantie of our Allies for the exact and 
pundtuall performance of the promife we here make to your Ma- 
yeftie , and which we alfo confent to , that it be brought into the 
Treatie which shall be concluded , to make it fo much the more 

authentick. 

Finally , to let your Majeftie fully fee the efpeciall efteem 
we have for your Friendship , We hereby offer the Reftitution 
of the New-Netherlands , and of all the ether Places and Colo- 
nies which have been won by our Weapons inthis prefent Warrs 
periwading ourfelvs that your Majeftie will not refufe recipro- 
cally to engage to reftore to us the Lands or Fortes which yours. 
may have taken from us. . 

But for that your Majeftie feems above all to complain, thae 
We moft highly offend you, inthe propofall we make for {e+ 
parating you from ycur Allies , to whom you have promifed not 
to treat without them, when we meanwhile aflume it for a fune 
-damentall Point that we muft purfue the engagement that we 
have given to Ours , without injuring our honour, asif your 
Majeitic ought lefs to refpeé yours; We befeech your Majeftie 
to confider that there is a vaft difference between yout engage- 
ment and ours ,as well as in the condué of thofe with whom we 
are allyed. 

And zens Majeftie may with as much righteousnefs as glory 
extinguist a fire which is allready fpread much farther than was 
at firft thought of : Whereas we cannot abandon our Allies 
without the greateft unthankfullnefs, and without the ruin of 
Europe, and therewith all of ourown. At that time as your 
Majettie entered into an Union with our Enemies, they feemed 
to have no other aim than to levell our Commonwealth ; Ar 

te this 
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this day the Warr is generall; and the Spanish Netherlands (fof 
the prefervation of which your Majeftie hath always shown fo 
gnuch zeal) participate therein no lef than We; as alfo doth the} 
greater part of the Empire. 

Onthe other fide , your Majeftie hath fo muchthe lefs caufe 
to continue in your former Alliance , for that your Allies have 
been they who have altered the nature of the Warr,and engaged 
our Friends fo much the fooner to declare in favour of us: Hi 
Imperial Majeftie, and the Moft Serene King of Spain having 
not been jlonger able to bear the hoftilities which the Frenchy 
committed in all the Netherlands, and in feverall Provinces of 
the Empire , where they had already made themfelvs Matter of 
an Eleétoral Place. But without entring upon the fearch of thofe 
affaires , and not accounting it needful to ferve ourfelvs with the 
feverall Arguments of that nature, Your Majeftie (SIRE) 
hath but too much caufe to defert an Allie , whichinthis War 
hath fought nothing elfe favehis particular advantage 5 and who 

‘in cafes of moft importance hath laid nothing le(s to heart than 
the Intereft of your Majeftie , that We fay no worfe: and if yout 
Majeftie do yet inthe leaft doubr thereof; let not your Majeftie 
content himfelf with thatthe French Partizans particularly tell 
you ; but letthat be well examined which was don the laft Yeat 
at Uprecht between the French Minifters and Our Deputies , and 
you may fee the finceritie of the proceedings of your Allies : it i 
certainly enough to convince you, to read the propofitions which 
the French at that time made to us, wherein you cannot find 
one fingle word that concerns your Majeftie. And meanwhile 
that our other Deputies were detain’d at Hampton-Court , with 
out your being pleas'dto give them Audience, They at Utrecht 
would have had us to enter into and accomplisha Treaty with4 
out participation with your Majeftie : And to conftrain us the| 
more, they declared tous, that in cafe We agreed not to alll 
that they then demanded of us within the time of five days , they| 
should then make new demands of us. We should befides thefe 
produce divers other Overtures which have been made to us 
fince that time, wherein as little hath been mention’d of yout 
Majeftie ; but becaufe that kind of dealing hath not been fo pu- 
blick, though really fuch, We shall not infift thereon; and 
shall fatisfie ourfelvs with the laft proof of chat obligation yout 
Majeftie hath from your Allies, in giving you to conlider wha 


is pafled in the Sea-fights , of which we defire no other tefti 
t mor 
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| mony nor Judges than thofe who had the commands over the 
| Fleets of your Majeftie, with all the reft of the Officers and Sol- 

diers :. But in reference to us, as Our Allies have dealtin quite an 
other way , for which weare bound by Obligations , which we 
cannot enough exprefs , foon the other hand , are we entered. 
into a Covenant with them trough an idifpenfable neceflitie, and 
therewith for the welfare of all Europe. 

And laftly , as we have already faid, We cannot feparate 
from them without our deftruction, and the hazard of the well- 
being of Chriftendom. Your Majeftie ought not to wonder that 
we cannot confent to break our word, nor to take it illthat we 
propofe to your Majeftie the purfuit of your true Intereft , and to 
take a refolution which will be fo honourable and fo righteous, 
as well as profitable for your Kingdoms and Neighbours. 

‘Hereto will we yet add, that a particular Treaty is fomuch 

more neceflary and more juft than the Conferences of Cologn y 

which do abfolutely ftand ftill through the ftrongly-opiniative 

denyall of France , for fome Months paft , to grant the Pafles 
requifite forthe Minifters of the Duke of Lorrain, One of our 

Allies, and to confent thar He might be accepted as an Inte~ 

reifed Perfon in the Treaty of Peace. 

This, SIRE, isthar We have thought meet to reprefent 
and offer to your Majeftie for Anfwer to the moft principall of 
your Letter: and hereupon we hope that how little reflection 
foever your Majeftie shall make upon it, you will acknowledge 
that more cannot in juftice be demanded of us : being not willing 
to believe that your Majeftie will without neceffitie ‘or profit 
continue to favour the Arms of France , not onely againft us, 
but alfo againft others your oldeft Allies, who are obliged to 
own our Caufe , or that you will longer endanger the preférva- 
tion of Europe and the Proteftant Religion. We shall chen with 
great impatience expect the refolution of Your Majeftie, upon 
which the quietnefs and profperitie of fo many Nations depend.

The Earl of Effree, Vice-Admiral of France, and 
fome other Heads of the French Squadron were for 
their faithfull fervice nobly entertaind by the King of 
England , and went .witl that blefling the * of

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September. under fail to return home, but were on the 
28. ditto fallen upon with fo heavy a ftorm, that they 
were wholly fcattered from one another , many loft all 
their Ankers, fome muft cut their Mafts, others runa 
ground, andthe Admiral himfelf was in a thoufand dan- 
gers: yet moft of them gather’d together again, being 
ion order, and furnished with new Anchors and Ca~ 
les , fet out the 14. October into the Sea from Spithead, 
but were kept back by Storms and contrary Winds, fo 
-that they muft caft Anchor at St. Helens Point , and there 
repair again feverall defects ; after which the 25. dito they 
fet fail again from the road of Portland, but prefently 
thereupon were overtaken with fuch fad tempeftuous 
weather, that they muft fall into feverall Havens of Eng- 
land, being all shattered and wholly difperfed from one 
another , onely fiveShips of them a day or two after that 
got to Rochefort, not knowing what was become of the 
refts yet the Earl d’Effree having gathered together the 
remainder at Portsmouth, departed thence the 8. of No- 
vember, and, though not without much hard tugging » 
arrived on the 12. dito at Breft , having had much more ~ 
to do with ftriving againft the raging waves, than 
againft the Hollands Fleets, and fuffer‘d full as much 
his Squadron by the Air and Water, as by the Fire; and 
damage in it is obfervable, that this Earl had alfo the — 
la{t year fo much work , ere he could find the Havens of 
France. 
_ . Monfieur dz Pas , that had been Governour of Naer= 
den, being for fome time held in arreft at Arnhem, was 
on the 1. October by the Provoft-marshal of the Army 
brought from thence to Utrecht ,and fecured, his Procefs © 
being fent back from the Court to the abfolute Sentence 
of the High Councel of Warr of the Conquefts, of the 
which there were delegated to be his Judges the Duke of 
Luxemburgh , Monfieur Stoupa, Magalott: , d Albret » du 
Soy, Maquelini, and fome other Ofhcers ; beforewhom 
‘came thele accufations moft efpecially , that he had made _ 
no Outfalls, to hinder the Enemies Works ; that he fought 
to 
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to Capitulate before the moat was fill'd: that he held not 
longerout. Thereto he anfwered, to the firft, that the 
Enemy was to ftrong in Horfe, and could lightly have 
cut off the retreat of thofe who should have made the 
fally , for as mufch as he had no Canon to defend them : 
to the fecond, that when the Counterfcharp was won > 
the moat might eafyly be fill’d within two or three hours: 
tothethird, that he thought it better to give over upon 
honourable Conditions, than, through alittle obftinate 
holding out, to deliver over fo many couragious Men , as 
lay there in Garrifon , to a certain deftruCtion: Wherein 
nerethelefs the Judges found not fo much fatisfaction > 
but that he was condemned to a perpetuall Imprifone 
ment’, and declared to. be deprived of all his dignities 5 
which fentence was pronounced the 7. of November, for 
the receiving whereof he was brought upon the Neu, 
led away through the paflage under the Gallows, the 
Sword broken at his feet, and a fpade given him in his 
hand for atoken of being degraded from a Gentleman 5 
wherewith all he mufttread forth before every Companie 
ftanding there in Arms, and hear the reading off of his 
Sentence: all the other Officers who had laid in Naerdens 
were cashiered , onely Monfieur /a Mote, who had pro- 
tefted againft the Capitulation , remained , and wasafter 
that appointed by the King to. be Colonel of the Marine 
or Sea-Soldiers. 

One Charles de la Lande, a born French-man, but a 
fubjeét of this State, atthe time of Naerdensbeing given 
over tothe French, cafting off all due {ubjection to the 
State, did during the command of the French there, con~ 
tinually correfpond with them , to the great damage not 
onely of the Inhabitants, but alfo of the State itfelf, and, 
after the regaining of that Citie being apprehended, he 
was for the forenamed Maleverfations on the 3. of No- 
vember by the Supreme Council of Warr declared a 
Traitour , condemn’d in a Fine of 60coo.

at which time they were advanced to within go. paces of 
the Citie-wall, and then was that Earl releas’d by his | 
Highnefies Regiment of Guards underthe Earl Roe | 
; MAR; | 
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mark; meanwhile thofe who were beleaguerd made a 
fally on the 7, ditto, but of little importance and to 
their own lofs, yet they continued ftedfaft in their op- 
pofition upon hope to be relieved by Turenne and Luxem- 
Surg , but neither of both did appear: onely the Marshal ~ 
d’Humieres {eemed to be willing to undertake fomwhat, 
who on thet. of this Month paffed through Maftricht, 
on the 2.dito was come to Wyler and Eyfch, holding 
him on both fides the Geul, where he was further fol- 
lowed by 2000. Horfe from about Maftricht , and onthe 
3-dito be came to Gulich, from whence he fent an Ex- 
prefs tothe Duke of Chaulnes to Collogne, with report of 
his being com’d thither, and that he expecting to be 
reenforced by the Duke of Luxemburghs Troops, meant 
shortly to come upwards, to traverfe the defign of his 

Highnefs, the which Troops he having received under 
the Earl of Chos/eud , came with g or to thoufand Horfe 
on the 6. dito to Berchem, where the Duke of Chaulnes 

fufficiently under{tanding that his coming with fo {mall

nefs making his whole Cavallry at that time fitt all night 
a Horfeback , to pafs upon him, he onely on the 8. dito 

fent to the Citie Monfieur de Si/veftre » with 100. Hors- 
men and 8. Officers, who giving themfelvs out for Lor- 

rainers, Coming to releafe the Guard , had the hap without - 
any hindrance.to get into the Citie, but 140. being upon 

the fame adventure, whointended to follow the former, 

were difcovered , and all kill’d or taken prifoners : and 

the Marshal @’Humieres feeing he could effect nothing 

there, prefently turned off to Nuytz, from whence he 

fent back the Troops he had under him to Maftricht, and 

went in perfon with the three Squadrons which he had 

received from below from the Earl of Choiféul, towards 
the Hollands Conqueits , there to command as General 

in the place ofthe Duke of Luxemburgh. 

Now was the bufinefs in right earneft before Bon , 
and on the 8. November the Batteries were ready , from 
whence they begun firft at 6. aclye in the evening with 

the 
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the great Canon to play upon the Citie, and the next day 
tocatt the Granados into it, which were fince continued 
with great fury , and meanwhile they made fo very much 
haft in their approachings, that on the ro. dito his Highnefs 
was drawn neer to within afew paces,, and the Imperia- 
liftsto clofe by the Citie-wall, fothat the Canon of the 
Citie lying igh , could do little more harm, whereby 
on the 11. ditothey were all over on the fide of the Wali, 
whenin the evening a Ravelijn before the Gate of Col- 
logne was {tormd and overmatterd by his Highnefs , and 
purfuantly all was put in pofture to make a generall ftorm 
upon the next-night , to which end the Imperialifts had 
two Mines in a readynefs on the dry fide; but the be- 
leaguered having got knowledge hereof, and being re- 
duced to a hopelefsnefs of being fet free; on the 12. dito 
in the morning , beat a Parley , accordingly capitulated, 
that very evening entertained at one Gate the Empe- 
rours Companies , and fo gave over the Citie by appoint- 
ment, after thatithad been shot upon but four or rather 
three days, theg. 10. and 11.0f November : in which 
Beleaguering feverall of the Enemy were loft, yet no lefs 
of the Confeederates , who loft there before the Citie by 
their furious Attacque between three and four hundred 
Men, moft Hollanders and Spanjards, among whom 
was the Earl Koxingsmarck, the young Earl of Schellart 
Lieut. Col. Kie/manig » and other Officers of Name. The 
13. ditto in the morning the Garrifon drew out with 
2 Field- pieces and Baggage , under the conduct of 


400. Troopers, lodged that night at Brueil, and werethe 


next day convoyedto Nuyts ; immediately after the eva- 


cuation the Imperiall Garrifon drew in, finding there, |

tity of Ammunition , Victualls and all fortsof apparrel, | 
and on the 14. dito came in there the Marquis of Grava» —

took care for what might be fit for thereparation of the | 


For- © 
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Fortifications of the Citie , and forthwith made ready the 
Bridge there over the Rhijn , with the {trenghening of the 
fame on the other fide, in fuch fort, that the Imperia. 
lifts could have always here a freedom of marching over , 
for the better fecuring whereof, the Fortifftation-works _ 
of Siburg , thrown down by the Duke of Newburgh , were 
made up again by the Emperours, where they could al- 
ways keep a faft footing on that fide of the Rhiyn, to ferve 
themfelvs thereby upon all occafions. 

His Highnefs, after the overmaftering of Bon, havin 
showed his Army in Battalia, to the Lords the Nether- 
JandsPlenipotentiaries at Collogne, broke up the pext day 
and drew downwards, together with fome of the Empe- 
rours Horfe, under General Sporck , lodging in the night 
about Cologne, having that day dispatched a Partie of the 
Emperours to matter the Cattle of Breuil , which render’d 
itfelf without making any refiftance and took in a Garri- 
fon of the Emperours, being onely held by 80 French, 
who prefently departed , likewife alfo an Imperial Party 
out of Bon , cover’d in two Ships fell at unawares early 
in the morning on the Electors Grier-bridge of Bon, 
lying now asan Outlyer provided with Guns before Col- 
logne, which they overmafierd and brought upto Bon, 
where a part of the Emperours Army was gone over the 
Bridge, who, as his Highnefs on this fide, marched alfo 
on the other fide along the Rhijn, whereby the Cities on 
the Rhijn were alarmed , fearing that they might be fallen 
upon, but the défign being no further than to fecure — 
the upper part of the Diocefs , thofe Troops returned back 
to Bon, and his Highnefs alfo drew from the Rhijn down 
to the Maas, lodging on the 17. dito at Browiler: from 
whence the next day the Imperialifts drew before Le.h- - 
nich, and the Princes people before Kerpen: thofe of 
Lechnich having but alittle before gotten in an addition 
of 200.French, ferthemfelvs in detence , but before the 
Evening a breach being shot in the Walls of the Caftle, 
they gave over upon difcretion , as they of Kerpenalfoto 
his Highnefg the next day; and both the Caftles being 
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furnished with Garrifons ; they purfued the March to 
Duuren , of which alfo poffeffion being taken, the Army ~ 
{pread itfelf abroad and refreshed for fome days in Gu- 
lick-land : after which on the laft of November the Jm- 
perialifts drew back again to the Diocefs of Collogne , and 
the Spanish with his Highnefs to Roermonde upon the 
Maze , and paffed over it. 

So foonas his Highnefs in the firft beginning of the 
expedition was paffed over the Maas at Venlo, and the 
‘Duke of Luxemburgh was come again from Nimwegen 
to Uytrecht, men begun clearly enough to efpy the fruit 
of this March, the French beginning from that hour and 
fo on to make preparation for the leaving of fo many 
places as there after followed, the coming off of Turenne 
and Luxemburgh being thereby fenced off , and they for- 
_ ced to.carry a confiderable Army hence out of the Land 

to above: all unan{werable evidences of the weight of 
the Defigns undertaken ; in which lies founded the pre- 
fervation of the State, and the immortal Glory of the 
Stadholder, whofe Princely Conduét herein shall always 
live in the efteem of ages , what impediments foever the 
procefs of time may come to caft in , or how much foever 
envy may sharpen her ruftie teeth againft the fame: the 
which hath moved the Supreme Power to order, that on 
the cuftomarie Day of Prayer the 6. of December folemn 
Thanksgiving should be made, with outward Demon- 
{trations of Joy and Thankfullnefs for fo honourabie 
Conquefts , and withal] that God should be prayed to for 
_ his further blefling upon the State and the Perfon of his 
Highnefs. 

We have heretofore left the Marshal de Twrenne in 
the Newftad on the Haart, from whence he, having 
fpoiled moft of the Palatinate , on the 2. November broke 
up with his Army towards Keyfers-lauter , and fo forward 
to Kreutsnach , where having kept a foul houfe for eight 
days, after the committing of many infolencies on the 
12. dito he fuddenly broke up, leaving behind his train 
of Artillerie, paffing over the Noh along the Hunsruck 
; ' to 
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to the Bishoprick of Trier , for to proceed further to vifit 
the Imperialifts , but upon advertismeht of the frame of

Lorrain on the Moefel, departed back again, and for 
bindring the free open march of the Imperialifts «long 
the Rhijn, hetook poffeffion of the Muyfentoorn, and 
poffeffed it with Soldiers , treatning alfo to come over the 
Rhijn into Rhijnkow , and {o wholly to shut up that paf- 
fage, but the Countrey - people upon the Fort Ehren- 
fels, lying right over againft the Muyf{e-toorn (or Mice- 
tower) hinderd him from fo doing , and Turenne obfer- 
ving that this poffeffion could do little hurt to them 
that paffed by, evacuated the Tower again , burt in 
defpite of the E/eor of Ments , he made himéfelf 
matter of Binge , and let his Army ravage through the 
whole Bishoprick, meanwhile that Army melting away 


exceedingly, fo that he begun to prepare to draw into - 


Winter-quarters, endeavouring to encamp himfelf a- 
long the Moefel , whereto again taking out of Binge thofe 
who had poffeffed it , heon the 22. November dispatched 
4. or §.thoufand Men horfe and foot, with fome Pieces 
of Canon under the Chevallier du Pleffis- Praslin to Bern- 
caftle on the Moefel, that, by being Mafter of that , he 
might there Quarter and {ecure himfelf: but thofe Men 
taking notice that the Garrifon there was ftrengthencd 
with 1000. Men, durft not attempt it, but gave the 
Marshel advertiffement thereof, who now lay with his 
Troops difperfed in the Dukedom of ‘Zimmeren, of 
which he fent a part to Trier, and marched with the reft

to Lorrain, whereunto the Earl of Vignory, Governour — 


of Trier had fecured him his paflage, by the poffeffing 
of Zaarbruck with French Garrifon, where this Marshal 
coming, quarter’d his Soldiers all along the Zaar, and 
himielf in the beginning of December went to Paris, 
having with his whole Army which he brought out of 
Weitphalia,and fo many times ftrenghtened by new Suc- 
courts, effected nothing the whole {ummer; but that he 
ruined a brave part of Land in Germany , and committed 
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many infolencies and outrages, there being in that expe-) 
dition above 10006. of his Men melted away. 

Woerden, the lait of the Cities which the French had 
taken in poffeilion, though not the leait teftimony of 
their illimitted tyranny , should now have the good hap 
to be rhe firft that should be fet free by their own forfaking 
it: for that Citie being not to be kept without a heavy 
Garrifon, their further marching into the Land being 
now ftopt, it was not of the confiderableft importance 
for the Enemie, who had in this conftirution of affairs oc- 
cafion enough to ufe that people otherwhere, and fo in 
‘the end of October they made preparation to draw out 
of it, by packing up their Baggage, Spoil and Ammuni- 
tion, withall ruining in part the Fortification, and cau 
fed fome Bulwercks, Gates, and the Caftle. to be under- 
mined, andtolet them attheir departure be blown up 5 
further threatning them that they would plunder the Citie 
and fet it on fire, meanwhile letting them know , that 
with a notable {umm of Money this roving and fetting on 
fire might be bought off, which Money for buying of the 
firing was at laft agreed to be 16000. Gilders , the half in 
hand, and the other half to be paid within a certain time 5 
whereupon they went forth with deftroying the Out- 
works, and cafting down the Breaft-works, amd with 
plucking out the Palifado’s and Storm-pales, which yet | 
the Citizens bought for 1000.

Gilders, but without the leaft further al-, 
teration , or delay: whereto he was anfwered by thofe 
in Government, thatcalthough they faw no poflibilitie of 
getting together fuch afumme, yet taking notice of the 
neceflitie thereof, they would ufe all their endeavour to 
give fatisfaction, which was, for fo farr,taken to be agreedy 
and yet meanwhile were many fruiclefs inftances made 
to the Governour ard Intendant for further moderation. 

Interim all were bufied with packing up : the incre- 
dible abundance of Baggage of the Prince of Condé, Duke 
of Luxemburg, Monfieur Stoupa and the Intendant were 
carryed by water upwards, with at leaft 300 Flatbottom’d- 
boats all along the Rbijn and then further, therebein 
among that of the Intendants much of the moft coftly mo- 
vables of thofe that were Fled out of town,a great many of 
which alfo were bougiit bya Jew of Frankford whocam 
to Uytrecht exprefsly for that end , andthe reft was per- 
mitted to be ranfomed by the owners for a fourth part of 
their worth, without the Tol-tteegs-gate lay the whole 
Kolck (or Water-pool) fullof Ships, which were loaden 
with Canon, Artillerie, Ammunition and Victualls 
‘ the Magazins being emptyed as clean, asif they had been 
fwept witha beefom; andon the'12.dito therecame in 
above 900. Waggons, to carry away the Baggage of Vi 
€tualls and Provender : there was no where found Wag 
gon or Paffage-boat which was not preft; of Ave Ship 
that the Counte!s of So/ms had order’d to‘come there for 
the Tranfport of her Houshold and Goods to Holland 
She mutt {pare three, and keep herfelfonely with twa 
during 14. days long they were conftantly weston By 
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their goods , among which wasan incredible deal of pil- 
lage and plunder’d Schift: wherewith, that nothing of 
importance might:.be left behind, they packt up alfo 
the chains of the very Gallows: perhaps out of fear left 
ary man out of {pight becaufe of their departure should - 
hang himfelf thereon, 

All things being now ready for marching out, befides 
the money to buy of the firing of the Citie, in the brin- 
ging in of which, thofe of Uytrecht were all too ftow ac- 
cording tothe intention of the Intendant, who us’d an 
expedient in that behalf to promcte the fame with force, 
fending on the 16.of November lete in the evening to 
the Houfes of the aftermention’d Lords , the Burgerma- 
{ters Booth, de Goyer, and de Leeww , the Judge Nieupoort» 
the State of Roffum. the Preachers vanden Hengel and 
Lodefteyn , the Lord Ka/enbroot , Honthorft , Spiering » de 
Goyer, Secretarie of the Leck-dijck, and yet another de 
Goyer, the Profeflor Regius, Dr. Waffenaar, arid the 
Commiflarie Rofa; toevery onea Serjeant with 10. or 
12. Mufqueteers, with order to bring the fame before 
him, fome being already in bed, and othersindifpos’d, fo 
that the Sons of the Lords Nieuport and de Leeuw, came 
in ftead of their Fathers, all whom the Imtendant the next 
morning betimes, without permitting them to give any 
order about their particular affairs, or to provide them- 
felfs ofany thing, fentaway with4. Waggons under a 
good Convoy to Aarnhem, and higher upto Emmerick: 
the fixteenth perfon of this Companie being Monst. dw 
Pas; that had been Governour of Naarden; After which 

| fending away forthwith upon the ringing of the Bell, ie 
was caufed to be read off that no Mans-perfon should at- 
tempt to go without the Citie-gates , upon pain of being 
plunder’dand his Houfe to be razed down; threatning 
turtherto fend away yet agood number of Lords, if the 
demanded Moneys were not brought up ; with one, 
defiring , atthe requeft of thofe enclind to the Romish 
Religion, thatthe freedom of their Worship might be 
conunued to: them ; and that there might be a general _ 
. Y ~ Oblivion 
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Oblivion ofall that might have been committed by par ’ 
ticular perfons, during the French Ruling over them 5 
but thofein the Government excufed themfelvs in fuch 
cafes, it being wholly without their power to maintain 
the one orthe other: but they neverthelefs ufed all en- 
deavours to get together that Money, which mutt be paid 
béfore their marching oat , & deliverd it tothe Intendant 
on the 22. dito, 

The French having fentaway the forenamed Lords, 
as Hoftagersfor the remainder of the tax for redemption 
from the Fire, the Intendant did moreover afterwards 
feiz.on the Burgermafter Hamel, the Lords de Wilhem, . 
Ormea; Bylevelt , Howwart » van Buren , Strick, and the 
Preacher wan Viet, to be fent as Hoftagers with the o- 
thers for the remainder of the formerly agreed Contribu- 
tion-money, though in the place of the Lords Houwardt 
and Strick wenttheir Sons; and of Ormea Sr. Gilbert van 
Voort: who under the condu& af Stoupa’s Regiment of 
Switiers were conveyed to Aarnhem the day before the 
generall marching out. 

‘The Intendant having now received the ready Pay- 
ment of the fumme of ahondred thoufand Rixdollers on 
the 22, of November, thereupon did the Governour 
Stoupa that very evening order the whole Garrifon to be 
ina readynefs againft the next day to march out early in 
the morning : and withall gave command 5 that no Shop 
keepers should then open their doors. In the morning 
on the 23. dito the Drums beat, and the Munfter-bells 
rung, that the Mafs might e’re their departure be cele4 
brated , the Papitts having fome days before brought theig 
coftlyeft Ornaments back out of the Munfter-church afteg 
Klarenburg again, being willing to hazard the reft there, 
if haply they mightbe able there to maintain their freg 
Exercife; at leaftthey would not give them over, but 
rather ftay to fee. if they would be taken from them : per 
haps believing that no body would dare to put out tht 
hand to violate that Sanctity , though the iffue taug 
them wholly otherwife. Meanwhile after rhe Roe "7 
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held, immediately the Governour rode to the White 
Vrouw-gate, where were alfo fome of the Governing 
Lords, and forthwith were all the Foot-foldiers drawn 
~ out, after whom the Troopers followed, all with fo good 
order as could be wished, without committing any in- 
folence at all: Whereupon the Governour, by his 
Brother Lieutenant Colonel Stozpa deliver’d over the 
Keys of the Citie to the Lords who were there prefent 
taking his leave in very civill Terms, and wishing them 

all health and profperitie. ™ 
Immediately hereupon were the Gates of the Citie 
shut, the Citizens had their Arms which had been taken 
from them put into their hands again, andall kinds of 
_ Joyfulnefs showed for the Deliverance. Before the 
marching out, the Ruling Lords had difpenfed with one 
another about the Oath ot the Perpetuall Edict; and fo- 
me Lords were gon tohis Highnefs , being in the Camp, 
to offer him the Stadrhouldership of that Province; thofe 
who remain’d at home show’d themfelvs.to be even fo 
minded, fetting themfelvs forth with Orange Ornaments, 
fuch Flaggs alfo prefently were to be feen waving off 
from above all their Towers and Steeples, and many 
other Tokens of Joy were there among the Citizens: and 
indeed not without caufe, they having been now from 
the 23. of Juné, 1672. tillthe 23. of November, 1673- 
under the hard dominion of the French , whereunder , 
befides the lofs of their freedom , they were forced by an 
enflaving and coftly inquartering among them, to bear 
infupportable burdens , which iti Money given outs 
befides all other Exactions, make out the fumme of. 
1668000. Gilders ; forme of which were got in in the 
cruelleft manner by Militarie Execution, and the reft of 
the Citizens were {o hardly tallen upon, that theimpof- 
fibilitie of bringing it up was often by the Lords in moft 
lamentable wife laid before the Intendant, and he be- 
fought for Gods fake to have commiferation on thofé 
miferable People , or that ic might be free for every one, 
to Forfake all, and nakedly to depars » the City and Pro- 
2 viace 
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vince being fufficiently ruined without hope of reftaura- 
tion; fo that it was no wonder that this freedom brought 
them fo much rejoicing » which tended to nolefs grief of 
many Papifts , who muft fee the Youths, without giving 
any honour totheir Idol, unhallow the Sanctuary of the 
Minfter, affault the Images , and throw them in ro their 
bonfires : but much more Chriftian-like were the deport 
ments of thofe, who inthe afternoon in that Church, 
wherein the morning the Mafs had been ufed, did give 
publick Thanks to God the Lord in a pure way of 

divine Worship. 

As in the morning the French Garrifon was draw 

out, fo in the afternoon at§. aclock was Major General 
Fariaux come with 3 Regiments within Uytrecht , who 
prefently difcharged the Citizens from the watch, and be- 
fet all pofts as they oughtto be, he being yet that evening 
faluted by the Magiftrates in his Lodging , who defired 
him to take the Oath tothem, togive the Word and to 
leave the Keys of the Citie.in their keeping ; but that was 
by his Honour excufed, as having no command thereto, 
fo that the Magiftrature was neceffitated to give up the 
fame to him , and the day following to the Earl of Horz ; 
who was come alfo thither with fome Militia, being fol- 
lowed on the 25. dito by the Lords the Deputies, as the 
Lords Gee/vinck on the behalf of Holland , Crosmox for 
Zealand , Gemenig for Friefland , andGockinga for Groe- | 
ningen, and the Lord-Penfionary Fage/, who approved 
what the Earl of Horn had don, in the fetting off of the 
Cities Government, and in that he had moreover dis- 
miffed all'the three Members which reprefent the States of © 
Uytrecht: asalfo the Lords deputed by the States of Uy- 
trecht to the Haagh to take their place there in the Affem- — 
bly of the States General, were not admitted , it being — 
underftood that it was yet too timely , and that the orders | 
requifite for that Province muft before hand be fetled | 
there: but that they might not be without all form of © 
Government, there were continued the Lords the Chief- 7 
Officer Ruyfchy Secretaric of the Policie Qui, theSes © 
Vibha iin shri cretarie | 
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cretarie of Juftice Lugtenterg , the Secretary of the States 
van Beufighem, andthe Threafurez de Leeww, that every 
oft hem might take care of fuch cafes as should fall within 
their function, the ordering of the Citie-affairs being re- 
ferred to eight new-chofen Citie- Captains, as Facod van 
Dinteren , Peter Both van der Eem » having both been 
Schepens (or Sherifs) Henry Quint, Albert Benthums, 
Fuftus Vermear » Paul Voetius , Henry Pothuyfen and N, Bo- 
{hart , who should regulate all fmall matters, till time 
and leifure should be for reftoring the Government again. 
Amersford » Wijck , Rheenen and Wageninge were 
with this marching up of the French likewileleft , yet the 
Marshal @’Hwmieres remained lying for fome time with a 
partie of his People at Wijck, for that the Ships of Uy- - 
trecht fent upwards becaufe of the drynefs of the river 
could not pafs through, two of them loaden with Meal 
being taken by fome of our Soldiers with Sloops , were 
gotten loos , and brought to Uytrechr. burthe reft being 
lightened bythe French themielvs, gotall to Aernhem , 
and thereby the whole Province of Utrecht were quit of 
them. 
Elburgh , alittle Citie onthe Southern Sea, was now 
not maintainable, whilethe Veluwe ftood open; fo thar 
they there alfo prepared themfelvs for a departure, and 
bargain’d with the Citizens for 12000. Gilders for re~ 
deeming their Citie from firing , who being very ready in 
bringing up the fame, paid the fumme wholly, ere the 
French drew out ; fo that they marching out on the 2. De- 
cember, demanded yet as much more, and took fome 
as Hoftagers for thef{ame with them to Kampen , having 
before that alfo fpoild a part of the Fortification, 

Steenmijck , not held by the French, but by the Bishops 
people , was in like manner forfaken by the Enemy : the 
Governour Baron van Wedderen , pretending as if he 
would yet more ftrengthen the Citie, had caufed very 
many treesand beams to be brought together , and on the 
5. December called up all the Countrey-people round 
about with Spade and Shuvle, to come and labour at the 
4 ¥..2 For- 
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Fortification; and when they were there, the Governour 
made known to the Magittrate that he had order from the 
Bishop to raze and plunder that Citie: whereupon the 
Rulers preft upon him, that they might buy ic off with 
redemptien money, they being agreed for a {umm of 
1000. Gilders, whereupon the Countreymen were for- 
ced to flight the Breaftwork,to chop off the Thorn-hedges 
and Palifado’s, and fo farr as was poffible to ruin the For- 
tification ; after which on the day following the Baggage 
was packt up and carryed away , 2s alfothe Ammunition 
and the beft of the Canon, and therewith all the Militia 
drew out , having caufed two Gates and the Ammuni« 
tion-houfe to be blown up with Gunpowder , and took 
‘with them for Hoftagers the Dortmaz , Burgermafter 
Keurbecck ; and ‘FohuCroeven; there being the fecond day 
after the Frenches marching out, fome coimmanded Com- 
‘panys out of Friefland come in thither, and the requifite 
orders were appointed for the making upof the ruined 
Fortification-works. 

Meppel, an open Market-Town, was the day after 
the leaving of Steenwijck , forfaken alfo by thofe of the 
Bishops ; when they ‘iad firlt preffed fome money out 
of them by the maniier of that redeeming them from 
Burning. 

Kampen had alfolong feen the French make prepa- 
tion to leve that Citie , the Bishops people having preffed 
hard, that they might take poffeffion of the Citie, for 
the fecuring their Conquefts on the Yffel; which was de- 
nyed them , and of the Citizens wasdemanded a fumm 
of 100000. Gilders for faving them from Burning, yet is

agreed for 80000. Gilders, to be paid in three terms; — 
thereupon they packt up their Baggage , loaded their Ca- | 
non and Ammunition , and carryed all their other Train 


to Aarnhem ; and onthe 25. December the whole Garri- 
fon marched out atthe Vean-gate, without committing 
any infolence, through the good conduét of the Marquis

Men ttragglers of a 
Party from Blockzeel, under the command of aLieute- 
nant, who yet came not in himfelf; with thefe fome mu- 
tinying Citizens joined themfelvs, who together ftirr’d 
up much commotion , but were ftopt in their defigns by 
the Citizens which held Garrifon: and shortly after Co- 
lonel Goldfteyz with 14. hundred Men came in to take 
poffeffion there, and orders poffible were given forth for 
the repairing of the ruined Fortification-works, and in 
the Government they follow’d upon the fame foot, as had 
been proceeded on in Uytrecht. f

Highneffes Army to Collogne,dyed there on the 19.0f Nos. 

. vember, bewailed by all who knew him, as being the lofs_ 
ofa valiant Soldier, andon the 23.dito he was there fump- 
tuously buried ; fo alfowas the Earl of Guiche, one ofthe 
Lieutenant Generals of Monfr, de Turenne, left lyingfick, 

: at 
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at Kruytsnach, andthere on the laft of November dee 
parted this life, whofe body was carryed thence to Paris, 
and pompoufly laid in grave. 

A party out of the Hertogen-bofch,of the Regiment 
of Colonel Hondebek, confifting of 29.men , met witha 
party of 47.French horfe between the 21. and 22. No- 
vember inthe night, which thgyfell upon , and beat fuf- 
ficiently, there being 8. of them that efcaped , the reft we- 
rekilled, except 3. taken prifoners ; the plunder, faddles, 
Piftols, and Horfes remained for bootie to ours : andal- 
mott fuch a like accident there was on the 20. December, 
the Earl of Horz having fent out of Uytrecht the Lord of 
Sevenaar with 70, Troopers and 30. Foot-foldiers upon 
the Veluwe, where a party of 80. French Troopers held 
themfelvs, the which ours, being divided into two parties, 
the one confifting of 62. Troopers met 64.. of the Enemie 
about Putten, who falling freely upon the French, pre- 
fently shot down 14. of them , where upon the reft quick- 
ly call’d for quarter, 27.being brought prifonersinto Uyt- 
recht, among whom the Marquis de Romecoert , and the 
Lieutenant Vargieufe, the Marquis de Coerfél dying of 
his wounds at Amersfort; of ours onely oneloftand 14. 
wounded, although the Frenfch were of the famous Regi= 
ment of Gaffon: but worfe fortune about that time had 2 
troop ofabout 40. ofours; who recreating themfelvs to- 
gether about Harderwijck, were unawares fallen upon by 
a muchgreater company of French Troopers, and moft 
ofthem taken prifoners. 

_ Between the Fren{ch and Spanish continued the ra- 
vaging, pillaging, and gathering in ofcontributions on 
both fides equally hard; theSpanish Lieutenant General 
Agourto onthe 15.and 16. November was drawn up to 
the fide of Capelle, and had forced aboye 200. villages to 
pay for faving them from burning. The Prince of Vaude- 
mont came at this time to Luxenburg, from thence to . 
bring the Dukedom of Lorrain under contribution, for- 
bidding upon pain of corporall punishment any one to gi-

who have attacqued the fame on the 21. November with 


a mighty force, and after 4. hours refiftance overpowered 
it, killing all that they found in Arms , and abufing — 
the Citizens very barbaroufly for twodayslong, bringing - 
over theirtime in nothing elfebut robbing, murthering, 
and whoring, with which they being fatiated, further rut- 
nedall the walls, and left the place again: yet they carryed — 
not their bootie away without blows, there being 1. Co= — 
Jonels, 4. or 5° Captains, many inferiour Officers, and at 
leaft 500. Soldiers; left dead thereupon, and the Son of 
@’Eftrades fadly wounded; wherefore they afterwards 
preffed 6000. gilders more out of the miierable Citi- 
Zens. 

His Highne/s being paffed with the States Army out of — 
the land of Collogne back again over the Maas , & having . 
conferr’d with the Earl of Mowtery,turned home in perfon 
with hisLifeguard co theFlague,all przparations being At 
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ted for atriumphant and glorious reception, but his No- 
blemindednefs being willing in this conftitution of times 
todecline the fame, he arrived the 8.of December at7.a 
clock in the evening unexpectedly in the Hague , being 
welcom’d the next day by all the Citizensin Arms, and 
attended on with all demonttrations of rejoicing ; but af- 
ter ashort ftay, & continued States-bufinefs, His Highne/s 
upon preffing occafions, on the 1§. dito at7.aclock in 
the morning , with thofe followers who came with him, 
returned back by poft to the Leaguer. 

Upon the French drawing out fo many from their 
Conquetts , there was fufficient advertifement that they 
drew their Army together, not fo much to countermine 
the defigns of the Allyed , astofecure France itfelf, now 
| very bare of Armed men, againftall invafions, on this 
| fide, and confequenty to draw with the fame hence out of 
the land towardtheir home: forthe hindrance whereof, 
were it poffible, and fo muchas could be to cut off their 
paflage through, the Earl of Wa/deck had now fora good 
while gather’d together in the Langeitraet a body of the 
Army of 10. or 12000. men with a fitting train, and his 
Excellencie himfelfwith fome othérOfficers on the 19 Now 
vember departed from the Hague thither, & from thence 
on the 26. dito broke up with the Army, for to go join the 
fame with the Spanish troops which the Ear/ of Montery 
had drawntogether,confifting of 10, Companies of Ca- 
valry and 20. Dragoons, with the Spanish Regimentsof . 
Infantry of Duke de Montalte, Agiery » d Efpinofa, Waree © 
gnieand Wefterla , two Walsh, andthat of the Prince of 
Vaudemont , together with 8. Companies of the Earl of Be. 
aumont , which companies his Excellencie Moztery , after 
hehad held conference with his Highne/s in his return on 
the 8. December; and with the Earl of Waldeck at Herent- 
hals, forthwith caufed to march to Dielt, and himéelf, fol- 
lowed by moft of the Nobilitie of the Land, and an extra- 
ordinary Equipage, drew to the field on the 13. dito, lod- 
gedthat night at Erp, andthe night following in the Ab- 


bey of Perck by Leuven, where on the 6. dito-he held

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Council of Warr with the Earl of Waldeck, who had the 
Van with 6000. horfe under the Earl of Na/fou, and was 
followed by 8000. foor-foldiers, taking the courfe to Tie- 
nen, the appointed Rendevous, whithertothe Earl of 
Montery alto on the 17. dito was drawn out; and His 
Highnefs the Prizce of Orange, being on the 15. dito. de- 
parted from the Hague, cae the 16. at night at Aer- 
ichot, having onely lodged the night between at Breda, 
being followed by 7. pieces of Canon and other Artillerie, 
under the conduct of 3. Regiments of foot, arrived alfo 
onthe 17.dito at Tienen , where after conference held | 
and many demonftrations of civilitie,the Armys on both 
fides were conjoined, and ranged according to the inten- 
tion of the defigns, the march being taken toward the fide 
of Luyck, fo for to hinder the thorough-fare of the 
French who would have paffed through Maftricht to 
Charleroy. 

The Duke of Luxemburgh, havingdrawn together fo 
many companies as the Netherlands Conquefts could 
mis, by and about Rhijnberg,broke up from thereabouts , 
in the beginning of December, with18.or 19000. man, 
more or lefs, marching in 4. Brigades onthe 3. dito by 
Meurs, and further along the Rijn to Nuyts and higher - 
up, pretending as if hisintention was to draw through the 
Diocefs of Cologne: in defpight of the Imperialifts to the 
Bishoprick of Trier, but the Duke of Bournonville{pee- 
dyly gatherd together moft of his companies, even of | 
them alfo who lay beyondthe Rhijn, and fet himfelf in 
pofture to prevent the French for pafling throughthere ; 
which Luxemburgh taking notice of , prefently marched 
-from the Rhijn through Gulick-land tothe Roer, and on 
the8. dito paffed by Linnig, fpreading his companiesin © 
the Land of Hertogen-rade, at Geelkerke , Uubach, and 
to within 2. or 3. milesof Maftricht, where having for ’ 
{ome daysencamped himfelf, on the 12. dito headvanced | 
to within the land of Valkenburgh and wholly under the | 
‘Walfs of Maftricht, but feeing little likelyhood of his 
getting through Mattricht to Charleroy , becayfe of the | 
: cons © 
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conjoined Armies, and having now confumed all the. 
reabouts, the Duke broke fuddenly up from thence on 
the 19. dito, marching along the Mafe to Luyckand hi-. 
gher, to turn home that way through the Ardennes, but 
the comfoederated Amiersgetting Knowledge thereof, in 
haft drew by Namen over the Maas, to {top the Frenches 
paflage : but fo foon at the French Avantguard was drawn 
over the black water, the Bridge fell down , whereby the 
re{t were hinder’d from following; fo that the forefaid 
foremoft compagnies obferving the march of the Spanish, 
after fome encounter were drawn back again , and the 
French Army abode encamped fome days on the Black 


Water, who left they should draw through Stavelo and 


Luxemburg to Trier and Lorrain , the Imperialifts came 
| prefently into the land of Limburg with 50oo.horle,being 
_ tobe followed by the Infantrie, to cut them that pafs off, 

who being grown to 12000. reached a long from Aix 
wholly to Lurzenburg, whereby the French were finally 
in the end of December necefiitated to retire wholly to 
under Maftricht, finding themfelvs there fure enough 
againft all encounters. 

The Confederate Army having obferved the retiring 
ofthe French over the Black Water, who us’d the fame. 
river for a breaft-work to deck themfelvs, came moft 
fpeedyly back on this fide the Maas, the Prince of Vaude- 
mont onely remaining onthe over-fide, to theend, that 
if the French would yet pafs that way to Sedan, they 
might join themfelvs with the lmperialifts,and hinder the 
Enemy: meanwhile came His Highnefs and the Spanish 
Militia lower, falling down to beneath Luyck , andthe 
French ftill continuing to ly encamped at the Blackwater, 
councels were taken tolay a Bridge over the Maasby Nas 
vagne, and over the fame to fall upon the Enemy , who, 
not willing to tarry till then, drew again wholly to under 
Mattrigt, in purfuance of whom the Spanish with fome 
_ Datfch Troops {pread themfelvs upon the great Caffey, | 
and His Highne/s encamped himfelf about Haffelt and 

Bilfen, to shut up the paflage from. Mattricht to Charle- 
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roy, thereupon the Duke of Luxemburgh ; not being able 
to {ubfift there longer with his Army , begun to breakit, 
laying one part thereof wichin Maitrigt.. one part within 
Mafeyck, and fentalfo apart back to the Rhijn, fo that 
out of ali that contrivance it appearing clear enough that 
he was not minded to hazard himfelf by breaking throug, 
the conjoind Army much tired out by marching too and 
fro, thereupon begun to part, to draw toward winter- 
quarters,the Eari of Montery on the 4. ofJanuary 1674..ta- 
king leave of His Highue/s , who with the Prince of Cour- 
land , the Rijngrave and other Lords onthe 9. dito, and 
the Earl of Waldeck alo the day following arrived in the 
Hague, being followed by the body ofthe Army , as alfo 
the Earl of Moxtery on the 7. dito came again into Bruxel- 
les, and fent his Troopsto their Winter -quarters. 

The udings of the {topping of the March of the 
French occafion’d to the French Court fuch alteration, ° 
that.all was there in commotion for the fetting free ‘of the 
Duke de Luxemburgh , the King would ;himfelf thither, 
yetat lat fuffered himfelfto be perfwaded , thatrhis Ex- 
ploit should be manged by the Prince of Comdé as Gene- 
raliffimus, and the Duke of Turenne as General; all the 
Troops of Court received order to march to Charleroy : 
thofe who laid quarter’d on the Zaar , thofe in Trier and 
Lorraign, thofe even in Alfatia were order’dto be on the 
15. January at Charleroy, thecommon Randevouz: 
Montal Governour of Charleroy was got from thence to 
Maftrigt with 8c. horfe , Bellefouds had brought together 
fomethoufands of horfe, Cowdé was departed from Pas 
ris, but Zurenne plaid the part of a fick man, that he 
mipht not ferve under the Prince. all the commanded 
troops were whollyin motion, when they-underftood 
that oursand the Spanish Army were feperated, and go- 
ne totheirrefpective quarters, whereupon , alfo all the 
preparation ofthe French ceafed again and Covdé turned 
back to Paris, yetfor all that Luxemburgh came not up 
with his ‘Troops which wereon the fo. January paffed | 
over the Mafeat Malirigt, ere that Monfr, Schombergh 
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was come to him with qooo. horfe more from Charle- 
roy at which time he, leaving the Infantry, all too 
much wearyed out, in Maftrigt and the other Cities in 
the Land of Luyck 5 on the 15. dito, marched up from 
Gembloers without any Carts or Baggage-waggons, 
which were moft fold, broken or loft in their running 
here and there.onely with the Cavalrieconfifting of sooo. 
horfe , together with the Earl of Schombergh, and the fa- 
me day they arrived at Charleroy, and profecuted their 
journey to Paris, therewith being an end of the Field- 
expedition for this year. 

After fo many turnings too and fro, the French, who 
the year before went {0 profperoufly forward , effected 
nothing elfethe whole fummer, fave to lay waft many 
Lands: the Marshal de Turenme was drawn away from the 
Rhijn through the Wetterwald, Rinckaw and the Wet- 
teraw untothe Mayn, where he took in poffeflion the 
places round about which had any fortification ; this his 
march made every one beleeve that the coming down of 
the Imperialifts was inearneft, and gave enough to un- 
derftand that his defign wasto prevent them therein, to 
which end he being drawn over the Mayn’, encamped 
himfelf between the Tauber andthe Mayn in Francken- 
land, through whichthe Imperialifts muft come, who 
being mufter’d at their rendevouz at Egrain Bohemia, 
came in three Wings right upon them , and fet themfelvs 
down clofe by the French, neither party feeming very ha- 
fty forr Field-battel, always not the French, who had 
feverall timés occafion enough thereto , but at length 
through the holding off of their convoys, & deminishing 
of their provifion, they were neceflitated to retire over 
the Tauber, and fo to leave the paffage through Franc- 
kenland open and free for the Imperialifts, who ree 
pafs’d the Mayn, through the Wetteraw, Rinckawan 

_-the Wefterwald marched right on to the Rhijn , whereby 
{ they cut the way off from the French, who marched 
from the Mayn through the Palatinate over het Necker 

to Philipsburg, and pailed over the Rhijn there, hho 4 
orth 
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forth along the hill the Haart , tothe Dukedom of Zim- 
meren, that through the fame and the Bishoprick of 
Trier they might come into the Diocelsof Cologn, and 
fet themfelvsin oppofition tothe Defigns of the Empe- 
rours forces: but Turenne being advanced till he was not 
farr from the Moefel, and finding all well befecthere by 
the Duke of Lorrain. and the Armies of the Allies joined 
before Bon, marched back again, and having enquar- - 
ter’d his Troops on the Zaar, himfelf departed to Paris: 
The King lying in Lorrain, had made all preparations 
to fall upon the French Compté (or Burgundy) but ta- 
king notice of the march of his Highne/s, for tojoin . 
with the Spanish Troops, and finding himfelfvs too 
wezk on the parts of Flanders, fent moft of the mili- 
tiahe had by him under Montfr. de Fourslles thither , and 
himfelf went home: His Highnefs joined with the Spanish, 
drew over the Maas and through Gulick.land to Bon, 
whereupon the Duke of Luxenburg fearing of an 
attempt upon Nimwege the Grave or any other pla- 
ce in haft brought all together what he could , and 
drew therewith himfelf to INimwegen, but that dan- 
ger being over, and the Cities on the Rhijn provi- 
ded with better garrifons, he returned to Uytrecht, 
and gathered up all the militia out of the places they 
had forfaken, forming the fame into an Army. ; me-= 
anwhile comes the Marshal d'Humieres', and having — 
witha good number of Troopers brought a Convoy to — 
Majltrigt, and being further ftrengthened by the Earl of 
Chorfeul from below, went into the diocefs of Collogneto - 
{ee once how it {tood with Bon , but finding nothing for 
him todo there,he fent his Troops back to Maftrigt, and 
came in perfon to Uytrecht, trom whence the Duke 

was already gone, to bring his Army together by Rhijn- 
berg» and tocarry the fame to France, for to preferve © 

that againft all invafion of the conjoined Forces of 
thofe now Allyed, which haply should not have been dif-. | 
ficult even to draw up without hindrance to the gates of 
Paris; but forthe preventing, ifpoflible, of che pace 
F i iM, ! 
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of Luxemburgh, and to drive away his ftolen bootie from 
him, his Highnefs, after he had difpatched all according 
to his defign in the upper part of the diocefs of Collogne, 
joind again with the Earl of Momtery, that they might 
jointly shut up the pafsage through the Ardennes,.4nd the 
way over the great Cauley, whereupon the forefaid Du- 
ke drew up along the Rhijn, asifhe would march through 
the land of Collogne to Treversand through Lorrain , to 
France , but finding that way too well blockt up by the 
Emperours people , he drew to Maftrigt, and feeing there 
alfo iittle opportunitie of getting to Charleroy,he took the 
‘way by Liege to Sedan, but being there alfo ftoprt by 
the Spanish and the States militia, & hinder’d by the Em- 
perours from going through Limborch to Lorrain, he 
\turned again to Maftrigt, theredividing his Army, whe- 
reupon the Confoederates alfo , much worn out, parted, 
and drew into the winter- quarters ; after which the Duke 
of Luxemburg fetch’d off by Count Schombergh with 4000. 
horfe, at laft drew up with his Cavalrieto Charleroy , and 
from thence on to Paris, therewith ending the Campagne 
of this Year. 

Thofe of Liege were difcontented at the coming, and 
fo long continuance of the Duke of Luxemburgh with fuch 
an Army upon their Territories, and fo clofe under their 
walls,but the French, being ashamed to acknowledge that 
they were ftopt in their march, pretended, that they ftayed 
there to preferve the neutrality of theyr Cittie againtft 
the propofalls ofthe Imperial Minifters, but the contra- 

/rie appeared, for that they werethere before any propofi+ 
tions weremade; for it wasthe 30. of December ere the 
Baron d@ I/olaaccompanyed with the Count Schellart de- 
liver’d over hisCredentials in the Council, and confe- 
guent made his propofition on behalf of his Imperial 

ajefty, for the prefenting his Imperial protection, pre- 
fervingallfreedom and privilidges: And fo foon as the 
French could get through, they drew away, while the 
treaty was at its height , for it was the 3. of January 1674. 
that the Lord des Carrieres French Refident at Liege de- 
ZL, liver’ 
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liver’d over his anfwer to the Council about the conti- | 
nuance of the Kings troops upon theyr territories whe- 
reby was joined the excufe of the work at Tongeren, 
as being committed through the fault of their mifunder- 
ftanding‘each other, protefting that his Majefty was min- 
ded wholly to maintain their Neutralitie, but he wasanf- 
wer’don the §.dito 4 thatas yet they had enjoyed nothing 
butthe bare name of neutrality , and that meanwhile they 
were dealt with as open Enemies , showing the fame in 
many inftances with feverall replys to the pofitions of des 
Carrieres , and on the 15. dito was Laxemburgh arrived at 
Charleroy. In whichtime Baron @’'I/o/a went yet ftrongly 
forth in his négotiation at Luyck (or Liege) fot to bring 
that Citie to the Emperours partie, .whereunto many 
muchinclined, having already undergon fo much mis- 
chiefand extorfion from the French; yet washe fo much 
counter-mined by the French party, by promifes and 
threatnings, that the work continuesand fticks were it 
was, and the Luyckers ( or Liegers) abode under the 
shadow ofa fo called Neutrality. 

But after fo many Warlick-a¢tions we return again to’ 
the creating of Peace,wherein the Lords Mediatours were 
yet vigilant at Collogne, and had in the beginning of De- 
cembera project of giving fatisfaction every one , the for- 
mer debates having been moft touching the differences 
between France and England with this State: con- 
cerning which’t was further propounded 1. ‘That the 
demand of money made by Frame, and the conten- 
ting of the Knights of Maltha should be put to or- 
dering of Commiffioners, that in ftead of Mevis, Fou- 
quemont or another Equivalent should begiven. 2. That 
the fatisfaction of England be referred to their project 
of the 7. of November. 3. That the States give to 
the Elector of Cologne Rhijn-bergh and 300000. Rix- 
dallers, the E/ecforal Prince on the other fide should 
reftore to the States moft of the places which he hath 
of theirsinhishands. 4. Tothe Bishop of Muaffer als 
foo 300000. Rixdallers, with condition that he in lik 
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manner should reftore moft of the places by him taken. 

. That between the Emperour and France the Wettpha- 
lian Peace should be proiecuted, andthe places on both 
fides taken should be redelivered with juft compenfation 
ofdamages. 6. The difference between France and Spain 
should be compofed by a general A& of Oblivion, and 
all be regulated according to the Treaty of Aix , and mo- 
reover it was urged that there be a general Ceffation of 

Arms But, befidesthat here was nothing mention’d of 

the Duke of Lorrain, thefe Propofitions were very littlé 

relished by the State or their Allies s yet inv the mean ti- 
me it was {trongly endeavoured to promote an union - 
with England, if poffible ; towhich end befides the fore- 
mention’d Offers by the Letters of the States General, 
there i a on the behalf of this State by the Spanish 

Ambaffadour prefented : 

1. That the point of the Flagg should be ordered to the cons 
tent of his Majefty. : | 

2. That all Places and Prizes which during thefe Warrs have 
been taken or might be taken on both fides by the one or the 

_ other Nation without Europe, should be reftored. 

3. That to his Majefty should be given a {umm of $00000.pa= 
tacoms or 20.tuns of gold, that is, two hundred thonfand 
pourds fterling. iy 

Wherewithallthe faid Ambaffadour preffed fohard, 
thathe declared , incafe England should continue to re- 
fule the concluding a Peace upon reafonable terms with 
the United Netherlands, that then Spain in purfwance of 
the concluded and ratifyed Treaty should be alfo neceffi- 
tated to break with England; which propofalls were fin- 
ce made larger andaugmented; which, that they mighr 
find more entrance into the minds and inclinations of 
the Enemies, there came outa Manifefto wherein it was 
an{wered largely wkh many convincing reafons to every 
pointof the Kings Declarationof Warre, & the righteouf 
nefs there of was referred to the judgement of thegreat c6- 
ncilthe Parliament, which confifting of fo many under- 


ftanding Men , who withoutdoubrdid apprehend the in- 
Lz finite 
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finite danger of fucha and ruinous Warr, and as is hoped, 
willemploy all their ftrength and endeavor,for the procu- 
ring the {ame tobe exchanged into a defired Peace; the 
proceedings of the States General therein being fo reafo- 
nable, that on that fide fcarce any thing elle can be ex- 
pected, as appears by the words of the foremention’d Ma- 
nifelto : 

So is it, that We here inthe uprightne/s of our hearts. and 
in the confidence of our integritie , do fubmit the finceritie of 
this our defence to the judgement of the English Nation ix 
general , and more efpecially to the high and honorable Court 
of Parliament ; as reprefenting the whole body of the Nation; 
shom we are not onely willing to make full Arbitrators of all 
zhe unhappy differences between the Court of England and Us; 
éut should alfo account it for the fpeedyeft ftep to a happy ac- 
commodation; if they (who muft be agreed to be the beft ‘fud- 
ges of thefe Controverfies ) will take the pains to make aright 
diftintion between the true Intereft of the Nation (whom 
they reprefent ) and the artificial or cunning craftine{s and 
pretences of [ome few evil-minded Men , who ( for fome falfe 
defigus of their-own, very little agreeing with the duty 
which they ow both to God and their Countrey ) have con- 
trived this Warr, aiming at confiderations fo deftructive for 
England as for this State : 

As zealous as this State was in contributing all that 
mmighttend to the furtherance of the Peace, yet neglected 
they not what was needfull for the profecution of the 
Warr. By land werealltherequifite orders given out for 
the recruiting of the ftanding militia, to be again com- 
pleatandin full pofture in the fpring, to maintain the 

ands Intereft in the moft forcible manner againftall ho- 
ftiledefigns. By water ’t was refolved to equip a Fleet of 
Men of Warr mightyer than eyer was broughtto Sea by 
this State, being to confift of go. moftly , grent Ships of 
Warr, with 12. Freggats and alfo Fire'ships, Galliots and 
Advice-boates proportionably,to make out jointly a Fleet; 
of 150. Sail; for which there should be taken on betwee 
29, and 30, thouGindmen: and fcarcely was this refolu 
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tion taken but the Equipage ofthe Ships was begun , and 
fet forward with fo much vigour and alacritie, that there 
might be very good appearance oftheir being able to take 
Sea-very foonin the {pring: and for the {peedyer man-’ 
ning out of the fame, all care in that cafe was taken by fe- 
verall Proclamations ; as the forbidding any Seamen to 
put themfelvs into any forraign fervice , and tocall home 
thofe who hadalready don fo; the forbidding of all fai- 
ling of Merchantmen,, the great and {mall Fishing, the 
going to fetch Whales, and the going out of Capers,toge- 
ther with the calling in of all Capers that werealready our, 
again{t the firftof March : by which means it is to beho- 
ped thatthere shall be no want of Seamen: and for fupply 
of the charges , feverall propofalls were debated touching 
the revenue, the raifing of the 200. penny was again 
confirmed ,andanew Tax of Familie-money appointed, 
whereby every one who enjoyed any Office ; or exercifed 
trading , shop-keeping, gainfull profeffion and arts, oF 
manuall occupation, mutt bring upevery day atwentieth- 
part of their gains; which feemed to fome a defperate 
means and not practicable without great confufion, and 
perjurie; though that judgement feemed to be too rash 5 
although in truth there is not the greateft likelyhood of 
its going forward. 

Our Hope was not in vain which we had, that the Wis 
dom of the Parliament might employ all their Might in 
procuring the Warr to be changed into a wished Peace, 
feeing that the liberall Prefentations of this State, and 
the further preffings there of ; were followed with fo blef- 
fed and defirable au iffue; the relation whereof we conceis 
ve needfull to be hereto adjoined , for the perfecting the 
narrative of the things which have paffed. 

It was now the 17.of January 1674.. the day appointed 
for the Affembling of both the Houfes of Parliament, 
whenthe His Majefty appeared therein his Robes, and 
fpoketo them with the following Oration.

Suppliants much apprehending the dangerous confequence that un- 


doubtedly will follow thereupon, if [uch intolerable Provocations of 
the (aid Duke and Counte{s should continue without redre{s, Have 
found Themfelvs boundin honour and con{ctence humbly to bet ake 
themfel-vs toyour Honours, nothing bringing more grief to your Sup 
pliants, thag that they ave neceffaryly conftrained , in this manner to 
make their Addre{s and complaint, which they have long kept in,and 
should yee for the prefent bavve forborn, in ve[pett to the unfortunate 
LADY, incafe She and her Complice the fore{aid Duke of Buckin= 
gham bad but ufed the common prudence of [uch Evil-doers , by cove= 
ving the fault and thefcandal: But fecing that neither of them bot 
pave any apprehenfion there of,ner that the reproach that they ca 
upo 
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upon tro {uch attonable Famihes of the Nobilitie of England, nor 
that the bloud which hath been shed upon occafion of their open and 
loathfome manner of living together , bath not prevailed fo much as 
to produce an outward show of forrow and amendment of life; bur 
on the contrary as it appears they perfift ( as contemmng the Law of 
God and Man )in that fcandalous life, in the face of the whole World, 
andhavve alfo caufed, asin a bravado, aSon born out of wedlock to 
be buryed in the Abbey-Church at W eftminfler, with the title of Earl 
of Coventrey , and that with allthefolemnities , rights and for-. 
malities helonging to [uch a funeral. Where upon your Suppliants 
firmly beheve, that your Honors willin no wife judge amiffe of this 
humble Addrefs, although thetr complaint be againft a member of 
this Honorable Houfe; or account it irregular, for as much as the 
unparalleld circumftance of the cafe feems to import , that there is no 
hope of reafonable or proportionable|atisfattion to be expetted, orber- 
wife than from the Houfe of Lords , being the higheft Court both of 
Honour and Fuflice. And your Suppliants very humbly pray, that 
your Honours taking the whole cafe into confider ation, will ike-wife 
pleafetotakethe honour of this noble fatherle{s Child into your prote~ 
thon, and by the feafonablene/s of the farisfation, whith You, accor- 
ding to your great wisdom at prefent shall pleafe 10 judge (ufficienty

The Lower Houfe having adjourned themfelvs from 
the 17. of January to the 22. dito, and meanwhile taken a 
fulland{fufficient information of what had paffed,where< 
unto the conduét of the late Chancellour was very: fervi- 
ceable for them, he already applying himfelf occording to 
the Meafures of the Parliament, have firft ofall refolved to 
fee that their Grievances be redreffed, the Proteftant Re- 
ligion, Freedom , and Propertie firmly fecured. And for 
the obtaining a better Succefs upon their Refolutions, 
HisMajefty is befoughtto appoint a day of Fafting & Pra- . 
yer, & that the Militia ef London and Weft-mintter may 
. A 5 ftand 
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ftand ready tocomein Arms for fuppreffing all tumul- | 
tuous meetings of Papifts. The day following were 
brought in feveral Accufations again{t the Duke of Buckin- 
ghamand Lauderdal , as alfoshortly after againit the ard 
of Arlingtoz » about the promoting of the prefent Warr, 
which now begun the more to encumber the Members of 
Parliament after they had received affurance the Ratifica- 
tions of the Treaty between Spain and this State in the 
Hague were mutually exchanged. 

The Lords Buckingham and Arlington perfonally appea- 
ring in the Houfe of Commons an{wered upon every one 
of their accufations, yet neither of them gave fo much Sa- 
tisfaction , but that they werejudged uncapable of being 
in the Kings Council and prejudicial to the Kingdom : 
and it was ordered for the one io well, as the other, that a 
Committee of the Houfe should addrefs itfelf to his Maje- 
fty, with a humble requeft, that thefe Lords might be de- 
clared unmeet for any Politique or Military Employment, 
and put from the Kings pretence, and out of his Council 
for ever : Among whofe Examinationsalfo fome Accufa- 
tions were produced againft the Earl of Shaftsbery, late 
Chancellour. But in ail this the Houfe of Peers obferving 
that firft one and then another of their Affembly was thus 
Charged by the Houfe of Commons, took further order 
therein ; fo that among all by the Lower Houfe it was re- 
folved onthe 24. of January to deliberate in a Grand Com- 
mittee upon the Grievances of the Kingdom ; and mean- 
while, on the 1. of February the Marquss del Fre/no Agent 
of His Majeftie of Spaiz prefentedinan Audience to the 
Kinga later Miffive from the States General dated the 24. 
ofJanuary, together with 4. Articles, upon which the Sta- 
tes General proffered to conclude the Peace with. the 
King of England, being as followeth. 


SIR, 
ving obferved, that your Majefly, in your Speech lately made 
EB to the Parliament , ( which was printed by your M ajefties or- 
der) yer feemsed to doubt of the finceritie of our intentions, and to bla~ 
me 
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one us , that wemade overtures of Peace ta your Majeftie , onely to 

win time, and without defigning to come to anyconclufion sereupon. 

We find ourfel-vs obliged to repeat the proffers which our Plenipo:entiae 

ries at Cologne, as we are confident, in our name made to thofe of your 
Majeftie; and fo fend you a projet of a Treaty, which we are ready. 

to fign, without any further Conferences, or longer putting off the cone 
clufion of a Peace, which we have foearneftly defired. 

And that your Majeftie may the better apprehend how farr you 
have reafon to be contented with our propofals which wemake , and 
with how much reafon ave promifeourfelvs a wholefom fJue there 
of, we pray your Majeftie in the firft place to confider , that the rene- 
wing of the Treaty at Breda , which we prefent , % the ~very fafeft 
foundation of a firm and durable Friend{chip, as we have already 
showed in our Letter of the 19 December , and that out of confidera- 
tion of the fame , we ad thereto alfo the Marine ( or Sea) Treaty, 
concluded inthe Hague in the Year 1 668. 

But in regard the 19. Article of the [aid Treatie of Breda hath 
been vari0ufly interpreted, andthat your Majeflie agaznft <vbat ye 
always judged, hath pretended , that by -vertue of that Article our 
whole Fleet as well as particular Ships are obliged to firike their 
Flaggs and Top-fails , upon the meeting of the leaft Ship of Warr of 
your Majefties : We thought we could show your Majeftie no greater 
evidence oj the refpeit which we have for your Royal perfon , and of 
our earneft defire of obtaining anew the honour of your good inclina- 
tion,than by confenting to your Majeftie inthe Rrittish Seas, what yor 
in this cafe have demanded of us , and by the regulating of the cere~ 
monies of the Flagg , according to the projec which your Mayefties 
Plenipetentiartes themfels ent us out of the French Army, in [uch @ 
time as our Commonwealth was brought into the greateft encum- 
brance. 

The fecond Article, whereby we agree that within three months 
after the conclufian of a Peace, Commiffioners should be named for the. 
regulation of the trade inthe Indies, and other places, ts tn tke man- 
ner agreableto the above-named projctt, which was fent us out of the 
French Army, and conformable to the propofition made to us by the 
Medtatours at Cologne the \9. of Fanuary laft, with the cognizance 
of your Majefties Plenipatentiaries. 

For whatrelates toSurinam, wehaye made an Article there- 
of, onely for your Majefties fatisfuthon in particular, ( without 
any obligations of yours ) and as we yet till now havve been, fa shall. 
we always be very ready to give freedom tothe English Inbatitants. 

at 
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at Surinam to tranfport themfelus other where, when ever they shal 
defire fo to do. 

The foarth Article, although in reciprocal terms , gives {ufficiently 
and plainly to know to what abigh degree we ave come of defiring to 
deferve your Majefties affettion, in as much as we offer to your Ma- 
jeflie the reftitution of a Conqueft fo confiderable as New. Netherlant 
ts, without hope of receiving any thing in exchange ag ainft it. 

And the laft Article , by which we Conform ourfelus to what the 
Ambaffadour of the moft Serene King of Spain , in pur{uance of the 
Treaty between Spainand ws concluded in Auguft laft, hath proffered 
toyour Mafe(tie,7s a clear demonftration that our defires to promote 
the Peace, go beyond all other confiderations, feeing we have con[ented 
20 give fo confiderable afumm of money , when as we cannot juftly be 
blamed for the leaft crofs-atling againft the Treaty between your Ma- 
Jeftie and Us. 

And 10 let your Majeftie fee how much we are affured that we 
are free from blame on this beha'f,we again at prefent declare toyouy 
Majeftie , as we have already formerly done in our forementioned 
Miffive, that we areveady to come under an examination before your 
Majeftie, touching all the breaches whereof we are accufed , with fo- 
lemn promife that we shall make reparation for all the burt and 
wrong, which your Majeftie and jour Subjetts meight without our 
knowledge, have {uffered, by ws or our ae Ne the time of the 
Treaty of Breda till the beginning of this Warr , further proffering the 
guarantie of our Alkes for performance of this promife, and confenting 
£0 it thatthe fame be incorporated in the Treatyto make it the move 
authentick. 

The above-mention’d five Articles comprehend in the cleaveft 
and beft manner of all, all that your Majeftie hath demanded in your 
anfwer to the Memorial of the Marquis delFreino , except onely that 
which concerns the Fishing , upon which we are obliged to [ay to your 
Majeftie, that we cannot belte-ve,that after all the advances which we 
have made for to give your Majeftie all poffible farisfattion, and af- 
ter the proffers which wehave made of a Peace {o honourable , and 

foprofitable for your Majeftie and your Kingdoms, you should ftick at 
the conclufion of the [ame out of aconfider ation of this nature, and 
should oblige us toyield to what your Majefties Predeceffors never 
demanded as due in any Treaty that hath been concluded between 
them andour Republick, and of which your Majeftie have not your- 
elf in the leaft made any mention in the Treaty of 1662. nor in that 
of 1667. And confidering alfo that this Article never was apart of 
your 
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B your Majeflies complaint, that it hath nothing in itfelf of reference to 
the Warr which your Majeftie declared againft us, and laftly that 
ave onely defire in this particular, what our Inhabitants have for fo~ 
me ages long enjoyed without interruption, with out any difference 
ever arifing thereupon, that hath caufed any alteration of the friend~ 
ship and good correfpondence between both the Nations. 

The cafe being thus, there remains nothing more than the perfe- 
fing of a work fo farr advanced, and to know whether it be your 
Mayefties defire that itbe don at London or at Cologne. Theswhole 
Negotiatwn, incafeyour Majeftie pleafe, shall-onely ftand hereiny 
that the progett wich the fend your M ajeftie, may be put mto the form 
of a Treatie, hoping that your Majeftie will not permit that the tran- 
quillitie of your People,€&S the good of your Kingdom should depend on 
the particular intereft of the Crown of France, which ftill goes wholly 
on to {top the Conferences at Cologne, by denying 10 give Paffes to the 
Miniffers of the Duke of Loirrain, and to let him into the bifine{s of 
Peace ( whereas hy vertue of the Treaties concluded between hts Im- 
perial Majeftiesthe moft Serene King of Spain and Us, it muft neceffa- 
ryly be admitted ) without any other aim , than to engage your Ma= 
| jeftie deeper and deeper in this lamentable Warr, (0 ruinous for whole 

Europes whofe Progre{s may be of [orl confequence. And as the prof= 
fers which we here make to your Majeftie are truly fincere, fo ave we 
alfo ready Bona fide to put the fame in execution , if your Majeftie 
shall pleafe to conclude a Treaty with us,wethout dependance on ano= 
thers intereft , “which onely can make this Negotiation fruitle{s. 

We have many,things to add hereto , for anf ‘ver to the groundlefs 
complaints which the Lord Keeper of the Seal makes again{ts 1s in his 
Speech, and tothe unjuft interpretation he makes of our Condud o 
affaires: but as we are willing to believe , and to flatter ourfels 
with that hope, that what we bere offer your Majeftie. shall gi-ve you 
full fatisfattion, and make an end of our unhappy differences , there~ 
fore we believe that it w better to forget and pafs by all matter of 
animofitie and bitterne/s whatfoever , than to keep any longer open 
the wound whith we defire to beal. Inthe meanwhile in expetta- 
tion of your Mafefties anfwer, we pray God, Oc.

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I. It is further agred , that the Ships and $ea-Veffels be 
Jongine tothe United Provinces , as well Ships of Warr of de- 
fence, as others, whether they be fingle or in Fleets, which shall 
meet the King of Great-Britains Ships of Warr in the Brittish 
Sea, whether they alfo be fingle, or more in number , yet fo that 
they carry the Kings Flagg, shall ftrike their Flagg , and let their 
Top-fail fall: and the {aid States of the United Provinces shall 
order all Commanders of their Ships and Fleets fully and in good 
deed roperform this Article, : 

II. Andtotheend that the fecuritie and mutuall friendship 
between the {aid King and the faid States General , their Subjects 
and Inhabitants may be the more fincerely kept, and thar all oc - 
cafions of further differences may be taken away , ’t is alfocon- 
fented that certain fitt Laws toutching the Trade and Commerce 
be eitablished , which shall regulate the Navigation and Com- 
merce of both parties in the Indies , and in other places without 
Europe, for an exactand mutualrule that shall limit the fame 
within certain Laws , which shall for ever be obferved.

States General do by thefe prefents promife , that they will ver 
uprightly and faithfully take care the faid Articles, and what ae 
terwards was agreed ina meeting at London about the Execu- 
tion of the fame, and the Orders of the States General in purftan- 
ce thereof, be readyly executed and accomplished ; and alfo that 
the time of three Months shall be granted to the faid Inhabitants,

thereupon promife to pay to his Majefty eight hundred thoufand. 
Patakons , which fumm the faid States General of the United 
Netherlands for fome reafons bya certain Treaty concluded im 
the Year 1673. between the King of Spain and the faid States Ge=- 
neral, have promifed to bane which the Ambaffadour of the 
faid King in their name hath prefented to the King of Great- 


Britain: which fumm is to be paid at certain terms, viz one fourth 
part fo foon as the Ratification shall be exchanhed , and the reft 
in the three following years in zqual parts.

Toavoidthis blame, they have 
now fent me a Letter by the Spanish Ambaffadour, proffering 
me terms of Peace upon conditions propounded before , aud ina 
more becoming ftile than heretofore, 

Hereupon it is, that I defire your fpeedy advice » for if you 
shall find the terms {uch as may be accepted, your advice skall 
have great weight with me; and if you find them defective» 
then. I hope you will give me your advice and help to procure bet 
ter. . 

Inthe wholecafe I doubt not but you will take care of my 
Honour, ¢ of the honour and welfare of the Nation , which at 
prefent are fo deeply engaged. 

Thus much being referred to the advice of the Parlia- 
ment, thereupon istaken this following Refolution, That 
upon Confideration of his Majefties gracious fpeech , and the 
Propofalls of the States General of the United Provinces » this 
Hou/fe is of opinion, that his Majeftie be advifed to proceed in 
a Treaty with the faid States Generall in order to a [peedy 
Peace. Which Relolution accordingly prefented by a 
Committee to His Majeftie gave introduction to the fol- © 
lowing conclufion of Peace.

tion of the holy Scripture. 

I reject ink wholly renounce, and abhor this belief, that all 
thofe whom the Pope or Romish Church rejeét as Hereticks an 
Schismaticks, are to be rejected and reputed for fuchby God.

Reconciliation at the hands of Almighty God , and with humble

doth yet enjoy , and that he will be gracioufly \pleafed to beftow 
his abundant Bleffings upon Us and the prefent Parliamenc ; that 
all their Councels and Confultations may tend to the Glory of 
God , and the Honour , Safety and Profperity of Us and all Our 
People.

inclined fully to conclude the Treaty of Peace with the

the King of Great Britain was brought by Sr. Gabriel Syl- 
vius: there upon the States of Holland being affembled — 
on the2o of February, they difpatched the bufineffofthe 
Ratification and brought it over to thofe of the Genera- 
lity , the like being alfodon onthe 21. and 22. dito by the 
other Provinces, and the fame bythe States General on 
the 23. dito was fully performed in the prefence of His 
Highnefl; the Ratifications on both fides being exchang- 
ed mutually on the 24. ditoin the morning and forthe 
with was the Peace notified in the Court of Jutftice, 
which was folemnly published with the found of Trumpet 
at noon from the Town-houfe in te Hague in the fallow- 
jng manner :

At London were the Members of the Parliament ftill 
zealoufly labouring about the fecurity of their Religion 
and Propertie, and all being adjufted concerning the re- 
gulating of the Papifts, they were come to the bufinels of 
the ftanding Militia. And they refolved by an addreffto 
His Majefty to requeft that all the new-raifed Militia 
might be disbanded, where upon His Majeftieappearing 
in Pailiamerit gave this following aniwer.

fame day published , andthereupon were madeall forts o 
demonttrations of joyfulnes, efpecially in the Hague, 
where His Highnefl was treated with a noble Feaft by the, 
Nobility and Cities of Holland in a body, there being 
moft excellent fireworks before the Court, for all the 
Membersof State , for the forraign Minifters, and almoft 
for every particular perfon, with the ringing of bells,

fmall time will be requifite for the framing of firm and durab 
Articles for the contentment and fecurity ofthe Subjeéts on bot 
fides; Sceing in the mean time the wafted and almoft undo 
eftate of the greater part ofthe Lands of Europe is Preffing , f 
wel as the two Parties involved in the Warr , toa {peedy accom

Whilft they were bufy between England and this State 
with the Treaty of the Peace, the Negotiations at Cologn 
{tood moftly ftill, althoughthere appeared even there 
fome show between the English Plenipotentiaries and 


thofe of this State, of a Separate Handling, whichthe 
Mediators would rather have feen directed toa General 
Peace: thereupon Baron Spar departed from Cologn for 
directing the work according to his Lord and Mafter 
intention fo well inthe Haag as at London, haying ha 
his firft Audience by the States General the 23. of Febru 
ary, being juftthe day before that the Spanish Secretar 
cameWith the Articles figned from London, receiving 
very friendly Anfwer to his Propofition ; but feeing th 
work of the Separate Peace now fully perfected, he on th 
27. March had his Farewel-Audience, and thereupo 
departedfor London, as was believed to difpofe that 
Crown tothe Office of Mediation toward the Univerfa 
Peace: There cameamongthetrain of theforefaid Baron 
from Cologn to the Haag the Marquis de Blagny, Bri 
gadier of Horfe under the French, without doubt wit 
no other defign, than to také cognizance of the Confti 
tution of the Land; but by order of his a tens sare 
take 
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taken in arreft , and, manu militaré, by aguardof Soldiers 
brought upon Lovetteyn. 

While Baron Spar was gone from Cologn, the Prifice 
William of Furftenburgh, Bishop of Metz, Brother ofthe 
Bishop of Straatsburgh , the efpecial forger of the French 
Defigns, and Directour of all the affairs of the Elector 
of Cologn fell there into the hands of the Imperialifts ; 
Who onthe 14. of February, at 4. a clock in the after- 
noon , ashe came from the Countefs de /a Mark , a Lady 
he was wont fomtimes to vifit, and was faid tobe with 
childbyhim, Niece of the Earl de /a Mark, Field-Mar- 
shall under the French, for to ride tothe Cloyfter of Sr. 
Pantaleon-, where the Electoral Prince kept himfelf; 
coming chofe by the Church of St. Maurice ina dead-by- 
ftreet , was fallen upon by 9. or to. Perfons, ‘being Im- 
perialifts, and Officers, who firft laid their handson the 
tyres of the Horfes. and forced the Coachman out of the 
box, fayingtothe Prince, that he was the Emperours 
Prifoner; who with his Secretary, the Mafter of the 
Horfe tothe Countefs de /a Mark ,and fome others fitting 
in the Coach, as alfo his other Servants, together 11. 
ftrong, fet themfelvsinapofture of defence, and let off 
their Piftolsupon thofe of the Emperours, which made 
the A ffailants alfo prefently give fire, whereby fome were 
wounded on both fides. The Countefs de/a Mark, who 
upon the report was come running out, and call’d for help, 
now feeing fome fall down, retired in again ; The Prince, 
meaning to escape, leapt out of the Coach, but was 
forced to ftepintoitagain, 2. or3.fetting themfelvs with 
Swords in theirhands by him ; and moft of the Princes 
followers being driven away , one fet himfelf in the 
Coachmans place, andthe Earl Framcifco Petro Bognafto , 
Nephew of the Marquis de Grawas with a drawn Sword _ 
nexthim, riding thus poft out at the Hane-gate; and 
when they had carryed him over the Rijnby Mulheym, 
and had lodged that night at Duyts, he was brought the 
next day to Siborg, and fo forwards on to Bon. 

The feizing of the Prince , though it went in irfelf 
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{till enough, yet afterwards occafion’d great Commotion, 
the French Minifters efpecialy, and allo the Sweedish 
Mediators being thereby much put outof order, com- 

laining tothe Magiftrate that it was againft the Right of 

ationsand the Laws of Neutrality: the Magiftrate fo 
well as the Sweedish Lords fending prefently Deputies to 
Bon to the Marquis de Grama, for to underftand the 
reafon hereof, andto defire the reftoring of the Prince - 
. who anfwered that he could do no otherwife therein , than 
to obey the Orders of the Emperour, and could give no 
other reafon than his Majefties Commands; yet doubted 
not butthey should foon know the caufe, and affured 
them he should perform all good Officesin favour of the 
Prince; which anfwer little pleafing them, they fent 
thereupon an Exprefs to Vienna it felf; Andthe Marquis 
de Grana {ent alfo the Earl Boguafto to his Imperial Ma- 
jefty, to give advertifement of all, andto fetch further 
Orders; This action mean- while being by the French fo 
ill-favourdly painted out in all the Courts of the Princes 
of Europe, and fo great Complaints made thereupon , as 
if never any thing like ic had been committed ; whereas 
yet the lawfullnefs of the cafe, and the exceeding great- 
nefsofthe reafon, fo wellasthe valourou({nes in carrying 
it on may eafyly be comprehended by every one ; This 
Princebeing a natural-born Subject and Vaffal of the 
Emperors, poffeffing feveral Coppie-hold- Inheritances 
inthe Empire, and being actually regiftred among the 
Noblemen of Auttria, who putting himfelf into forraign 
fervice , obeyed not the Imperial Mandatum avocatorium, 
or, Command of callinghim home: but on the contrary, 
ferving the Emperours and the Empires Enemies , psa 
tifedand committed all forts of Underminings again 
the Emperours Intereft, without having the Guarantie 
of a Publick Minifter, or having been ever acknowledgs 
ed fo to beatthe Treaty , being committed in an Impe 
riall Ciry, wherein the Militia of rhe Emperour ando 
the Circles of the Empireh eld Garrifon. 

Allthe inftances and ragings of the Frenchbeing if 
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vain, Prince Willam was on the to. of Marchcarryed 
witha conduct of 60. Horfe through Germany to Bohe- 
mia, and fo to the Emperours Court ; There being tothe 
further difturbance of the French another Accident 5 
fallen out at Cologn on the 1. of March: whenaCart 
with fome Tuns, asthey gave it out, full of Brandewine 
the should ride outat the Gate of Egelfteyn, for togoto 
Nuyts; Butthofeof the Emperours Regiment holding 
Watch there, laid hold on the fame, and found the . 
Tunns to be fill’d with Gunpowder and 50000. Crowns 
of money, which a French Commiffioner, there re= 
fiding , fie away for the paying fome Garrifonson the 
Rijn, but was now brought by the Emperours foldiers to 
the Lodging of the Earl of Kilmanfek , their Colonel , 
without that the French , what Inftances foever were 
made by the Mediatours, could procure the reftitution 
thereof unto this time. 

How great a @amour foever it is that the French 
make about the work of Prince William of Furftenberg, yet 
it isfuch an action as they do fufficiently juftifie with their 
unheard of Proceedings about the Earl of Naffau Sarbruck, 
from whom , becaufe he would not follow the Intereft of 
France, though yet hein no wife oppofed their doings, 
they by violence took his Seat of Refidence, laid 7. Com- 
panies of Foot and 2. of Horfe withinit, and affeffed the 
Earldom at 500 Rations a day, carrying the Earl himfelf 
prifonerto Metz , whom indeed they releafed again, after 
that which befel Furffenberg , though doubtles onely for 
that they thereby might alfo procure the freedom of 
that Prince. 

The French had long endeavoured to bring the Earl- 
dom of Bourgondia under a Neutrality, that they might 
{parean Army from thence, and avoid the feared invafion 
on that fide, but could therein obtain nothing ; therefore 
they refolved totry ifthey could make themfelvs Matter 
thereof by an Enterprize, to which end even in the midft 
of January the Troops under the Duke of Navailles begun 
to draw out of the Dukedom .of Bourgondia into the’ 
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French-County , for to fall upon the Citie Gray atun- 
awares, who about 8, or g. thoufand ftrong on the 23. 
dito pafled along the Borders, caufing Manifeftos to be 
{pread allover for ftirring up, {edition among the Inhabi- 
tants , yetfound fo much oppofition and hindrance by the 
high Waters, that for that time the further irruption muft 
defift ; butonthe 12. of February the forenamed Duke 
marched up*again over the way of Auxone, with his 
whole Artillery, being further to be ftrengthened with 3. 
or 4.000. Men,who being, under the Earl Kowimgsmarck, 
as Field-Marshal , joined with him , paffed the River 
the Soneand Oignon, where Sr. de /a Fueile, had been 
by him leftfor fecuring the paffage; having in his way to 
Gray on the 14. dito overmafterd the Caftle Pefme; out 
of which the Garrifon, confifting of 400: Italians, drew 
outto Luxenburg; asal(o the Caftle Mornais, and other 
placesonthe Oignon; coming on the 24. of February 
before Gray , where they from withing: the Garnfon con- 
fifting of 200 Men, under Colouel Maffette, upon the 
firft coming on of the French y fallyed out couragioufly, 
whereby many French fell, and Navaslles Himdéelf had 
his Perrywig shot of his head; but the Beleaguerers ad- 
vancing ftrongly by their Approaches and gteat Guns 
thofe from within on the 28. dito capitulated, and gave 
over the City with very much provifion which wasin it ; 
feeing that fince it was difmantled by the Frenchin the 
former Warr, the Fortifications had not been fully re- 
paired, foit could not be defended as was meet, the Gare 
rifon marched with white Sticks to Luxenburgh; onely 
400. Switfers ; who were therein, were fent with their 
weapons home; the Duke, having for fome time re- 
freshed his Troops here, left Sr. de/a Fueille for Gover- 
nour, and marched again with moft of his Troopsout of — 
the French County to Dion; upon which Enterprize the 
Switfers much alarm’d, prefently fent Deputys on both 
fides, forto bring the faid Earldom undera Neutrality, | 
- whereto the French , by reafon of this Conqueft , show’d | 
‘themfelys now not fo inclinable as before » though with-. © 
out 
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out doubt they would be the firft that should confent 
te ities ' 

The Duke of Simmeren being dead at Kruytsnach with- 
out Heirs, his Eftateand Goods were fallen to the Pal/ts- 
grave of Heydelbergh; again{t which the Bishop of Mentz 
pretended, that the Caftle and Baylifship of Boeckelheym 
belongedtothe Bifshoprick of Mentz; and that it was 
foacknowledged by the Duke himfelf departedina par- - 
ticular Convention the 11. of September, 1663. where- 
upon fell Difputes in writing on both fides, and at laft it 
came from the Pen to the Sword: which Disgufts were 
encreafed by fome , thereby to procure their own ad- 
vantage + but the prudence of other Princes brought this 
cafe under the Judicature of the Imperial Chamber of 
Juftice, or otherwife to the arbitration of the Emperour 
himfelf. Which cafe hath fomwhat overfwayed the Prince 
Elector Palatim, having already fuftered fo many info- 
lencies from the French , towards the Emperours fide ; 
trom whencethe French ; taking an occafion of jealonfie, 
and being troubled about Philipsburg, upon pretence 
ofanintercepted Treaty between the Prince Elector of 
Heydeléergh and His Imperial Majefty, drew their Troops 
together out of Alfatia, under the Marquis dw Vawbrun , 
and out of Lorrain underthe Marquis de Rochefort: And 
while the Marquis de Betuze had Audience by the Prince 
Elector on the 22. of February, confifting of all manner 
of Proteftations and teftimonys of Friendship , on the 26, 
dito Monfr. de Vaubrun and Rochefort {uddenly gatherd to-_ 
gether before Germersheym, which place they without 
much oppofition overcame, lodging their Tropsround 
about upon the Villages of the Prince Elector 5 and com- 
mitting all forts of villanys; after which Vaubrua drew back 
again to Brifack , and Rochefort to Lorrain , leaving 
Germersheym befet with a fuficient Garrifon, with order 
to fortifie it. Which invafion fo fore alarmed that 
Electoral Prince, that he befought the Emperours Affi- 
{tance, and openly denounced enmity againft the French; 
whereupon the Troops of Saxony, who laid quartered 
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inthe Wetterau, and fome of the Emperours from the 
4 Moefel in the Palatinate were drawn together for his de- 
© fence, growing up to an Army of 12. or 1400. Men; 
between whom and the French out of Landau onthe 23. 
of March fell out an Encounter , of which we here

Extract of the Lord Lieutenant Marshal Earl Caprara s out 
of Renningenheim in the Palatinate, the 25. of March 
1674. written-to his Excellencie the Lord 
Duke of Bourneville. 


BY orders from his Highnefs the Prince Elector Palatin, I 
came on the 23. to Weimbgenheim, about an hour from 
Manheim , where his Ele€toral Highnefs at prefent refideth ; 
and after that { quartered the Troops of his Imperial Majefty , 
and thofe of his Electoral Highnefs of Saxony in three of the 
next adjacent Villages , and that very evening commanded fome, 
20 keep three places by which the Enemys might come, fetting 
uponeach pafs 50.Saxon Dragoons, and 30. of the Emperours 
Troopers. The French Goo. ftrong, befides feverall Officers, 
who had joined themfelvs tothem, drew out from Landau, and 
having marched the whole night , without ours having had any, 
knowledge thereof , they attached ours, and made the Dragoons, 
who keprthe Pafscalled Schipperftadt , retire ; whereby about 
8. aclockin the morning there arofe analarum , a quarter of an 
hourfrom my Quarters: but as our Troops had order to hold 
themfelvs alwaysready ; fo there drew out firft 5. Companies of 
the Lorrainers, and 5. of my Regiment, who were pofted in 
the Field , who were prefently followed by 5. Companies of Your 
Excellencies Regiment , and 5. of that of Colonel Dunecwale , 
as I had alfo given order that the Saxons should do fo, to join 
themfelys with me. But ere Colonel Dunewalt wascome on 
with the Troops of Your Excellencies and his own,had I with the 
Avantguard, confifting of the Lorrainers and my own Com- 
panies, withftooda falley and a falvo from the Enemy ; after 
which we fired upon them, with fuch fuccefs, that there fell 
200. French dead upon the Place, 80. were taken prifoners , a- 
mong which 3. Captains, one Lieutenant, one Quartermatter 
and one Serjeant ;and, as I was enformed , about foo. of thofe 
obvy run away were woundeed , among whom , asthe prifoners | 
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fay, wastheSerj’eant General of the Battail Monfieur Bovife ; 
who had gota shot crofs through his body. I cannot yet know 
how many of ours are dead or wounded , feeing I have not yet, 
whilft I writethis, got a lift thereof, which makes me believe 
that chere mutt be but few: when I shall have received anaccount 
thereof , Ishall not negle& to enform You thereof, So foonas 
this Refcounter was aff'd » I gave order to Colonel Dunewalt , 
who was notat the fight,to purfuethe Enemies with 400. Horfe; 
but they were fo fwift in flying, that the Colonel is come back, 
without having been able tofindthem out. His Electoral High- 
nefs, having underftood of thealarm, came inperfon withthe 
young Prince Palatintothe place wherethe fight was, and have 
feenthe dead, after which they came into my Quatter, and 
have fpokenwiththe prifoners. another of our partys about this 
time had been out , and brought back, 3. French Licutenants, 
with 3. inferiour Officers shot dead, and 6. prifoners: Onthe 
Emperours fide were onely 3.Perfons dead,and very few wound 
ed; and Sr. de Bawvife the next day dyed ot his wound at Lan- 
dau; Of which lofs the French defirous to revenge theméelvs, fell 
down very trong toward the Palatinate, but have effected no 
other thing thanto waft the Land round about, andtobring it , 
fofarr as they could, under Contribution; and fearing they 
should not be able to perfect the Fortifications of Germersheim , 
they begunto demolish the fame again, though they were al- 
ready far advanced therewith, and shortly after they left that 
again, asalfo Landau. 


[t was not onely that the French inthe heart of the 
Winter made their Field-expeditions , but where their 
Weapons were too weak, they took their refuge tothe 
common Maxime, forto carry on the Exploits by trayte- 
rous bribery: fo they meant by one Francis. Hoo hired 
thereto by Monthly Penfions from the French Minifters, 
to make themfelvs Matter of the Caftle of Antwerp, and 
the Fort Montery by Bruxelles; But afew days before 
the execution of this Defign, when there were fome thou- 
fands of French already upon the march thereto, che 
fame was difcovered, and the undertaker on the 30. of 
Match condemned therefore to be hang’d, which fen- 
tence was accordingly executed on him. : 
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The Duke of Luxenburgh being pafs’d by Luyckland; 
divided his Troops he-brought with him upon the Fron- 
ters of Picardy and the further Bordefs againtt the Spa- 
nish Netherlands,and on the 20. of January himfelf came 
to Paris, where, with moft of the General-Perfons who 
were prefent, it wasimmediately deliberated ‘touching 
the next Campagn. Mean whilethe Negotiation of the 
Baron de Iola at Luyck ( or Liege) being through the 
French made fruitlefs , he with the Ear/ of Schellard de- 
parted again from thence, and onthe 22. February came 
to Cologn : where now the Action of the Imperialitts 
again{t Prince William of Furftenbergh , and about the 
French Money that was leifd on, effected fo much about 
the Treaty for Peace, that inall likelyhood it was ready 
plainly to be broken off; as the French Plenipotentiaries 
alfo made known co the Lords Mediatours , that on 
the laft of March, they had recived Order not topro- 
ceed any further in that Bufinefs, _ but prefently to return 
home. ges 

The Peace with France being now without hope of 
fuccefs, the Raifing of Arms for the Warr is on all hands 
luftyly fet forward ; The Imperialitts, befides the recruit- 
ing and ftrengthening of the old Regiments each with 
6. Companies of Foor, and two of Horfe, refolved yetto 
raife a Regiment of Horfe under the Baron Reys van _ 
Plawn Knight of Maltha:and 4 of Foot,each of 2000 Men, 
under the Marquis of Bareit Culmbag, Sr. Schultz, the Ba- 
ron Metternig, and the Baron of Rijffenbergh ; and more- 
over there shall be a Body of 15 or 16000 Men gathered 
together on the Frontiers of Auftria arid Bavaria s to be 
ready to march further, as the cccafion shall require. The 
Spanjards likewife in the [mperial Hereditary-Coun- 
treys raife 6. Regiments , for which the Colonels named 
were the Ear/s of Naffau; of Theun and of Holack, the Baron 
‘de Soye and Dandremont, and Sr. Diependal; asalfo in Spain 
and through Italy their Raifing of Soldiers was conti- | 
nually carryedon 3 ‘The Earl of Monteryin Netherland 
had appointed his new Raifingsto be 12000. Men for to 
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make oie Body of 30060. Soldiers to be brought into the 
Field, befides thofe wha should be put in Garrifons, 

Though the Armings of the Béshops of Colleyx and 
Munfter be of very little importance, yet are they for- 
warded with all earneftnefs in France; where the Sea- 
Equipage is of {mall confequence, and as it feems, for no 
more but to defend the Coatts, for keeping free the Mid 
lands-Sea + but at Land they give it out fo highly, as if they 
were the next Summer to {ubdue whole Europe: their 
Warlick-force being to confift of 3. Chief-Armys, under 
the King, Prince of Condésand Mar/chalde Turenne + befides 
which the Duke of Navailles should command 15000. 
Men in the French Compté; the Marquis du Vaubrunas 
many in Alfatia; Sr.de Monta/ a like force in the Hollands 
Conquetts ; Sr. de Gadagne a flying Army about Rochel, - 
and Sr. /e Bredt in Rouililion: whereto the Raifings were 
mightyly forwarded, butefpecially in France, where for- 
merly forraign Nations ufually made upagreat part of 
their Armies;To which end,for the finding out the necef- 
fery Means, the King caufed feverall Edicts of new Impo- 
fitionsto be verified in Parliament, and particulary dif- 
pofedconcerning many Matters of Offices to their very 
great prejudice ; all being thereto directed that they might 
very early begin their March into the Field, which really 
may eafyly occafion fome unexpected Succeffes, although 
it is to be hoped that on this and the Allies fide nothing 
shall be awanting for toballancethe Enemy. 

The Warlick-preparation of this State, both at Water 
and Land, is vigoroufly profecuted: the Fleet being to 
confit of 78. Shipsof Warr, with allfors of other Vef- 
{els thereto belonging, wherewith fuch fpeed is made, 
that ’tis not unlikely but chat they shall yet before May 
fet to Sea , being provifioned for 6.

Horfe ; for the charges where- 
of the States of Holland,befides the ordinary Taxes,have 
agreed the advance of the Two-hundredth-Penny, Re- 
creation, Shoe-and Familie-money, on the 27. of March, 
together with the raifing of four times the Two-hun- 
dredft~Penny by form of Capital-Lending ; and more- 
over the States General have, with the concurrence o 
the Spanish Netherlands , renewed the Proclamations 
againit the bringing in and confumption of the French 
Cool Wines, Vinegers , Canfaffes,Paper and Chefnuts,as 
alfo the French Brandewines and Manufactures, where- 
with is alfo forbidden the bringing in and confumption 
of the Manufactures}made in the places lying under the 
obedience of the Bishops a Cology and Munfter; alfo for 
the better fetting forth of the Lands-Fleet, and fecuring 
the Commerce, the Proclamations are renew’dagainit 
all manner of dealing in the bufinefs of the Capers. | 
For to make the armature of the State more profperous 
toward the obtaining of a wished Peace, and for the pre- 
ferving italways, when once it should be gotten, the 
States of: Holland, taking into confideration the eminent 
fervices of the Houfe of Orange, and the neceflity ; 


a Stadtholdérs Government, have onthe 2. of February) 
unanimously conferred onthe Perfon of His Highne 
the Hzreditary- Stadtholder - and Captain-Generalship 
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Rime been poffeffed by his Illuftrious Anceftors , and is at 
prefent adorned by His Highnefs ; and with one,jitis ree 
folved to direét the cafe to the States General, thatthe 
aptain-and Admiralship-General of the United Ne- 
herlands may jointly be conferred hereditaryly upon His 
ighneffes lawful Male-Defcendents: whereupon im- 
ediately by a Deputation from the States of Holland 
hisrefolution was made known to His Highnefs, with 
a Congragulation thereupon, which His forementionedt 
] ichneimhowed himfelf well pleafed with, and upon the 
ame did that honour to thofe of the Cities of Holland, 
hat he went to every one of their houfes in particular to 
thank them. And in like manner onthe fame day wasa 
like Refolution taken in Zealand by the States of that 
Province, and knowledge thereof given to his High- 
nefs by a Deputation of Perfons of Quality ; And the 
Provinces of Friefland and Groeningland alfo deter- 
min’d the furvivance of the Captain-and Admiralship 
General, upon the Male-Defcendents of his Highnefs, 
tobe procured inlawful Wedlock; whereupon the fame 
was alfo fully adjufted by the Stats General. 

This State fought nottheir fecuritieonely by the pro- 
moting oftheir Arms,but they yetlabour’d in the bufinefs 
of their Alliances.! The Lord Secretary Schaep was fent to 
the Court of Sweden, there to further the Interefts of this 
State: The Lord of Werckendam and Moermont continued 
his Negotiation in Denmark: The Lord of Achtienho- 
ven Was {entto Berlin to treat with his Electoral Highnefs 
of Brandenburgh, to whom were granted the Lords of 
Swerin, of Sonnigh and Bla/pij/ as Commiffioners: And 
they were bufy at Celto forma Treaty with the Lords the 
Princes of Lunenburgh, by which they should fet on foor 
anotable Might for maintaining the Common Caufe, 

Here within the Land is all manner of carefulnets ufed 
again {t what attemps foever the Enemys might make: At 
Uytrecht were the Lords of the Committee gon in Ja- 
nuary with a great Convoy tothe Grebbe, to take in{pe- 
ction , and fee if with the cutting through ofthe ge si 
ank 
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~ bank the Province of Uytrecht could be defended, but t 
Refolution about that was alt’redagain, and they del 
berated upon a Concept for to bringa Trench out of th 
Leck clofe along by Uytrecht to run intothe Vecht b 
the Hinderdam; though afterwards it was not fully co 
cluded on, no morethan was the cafe of their Politick, d 
Civil Government, the Advices concerning the fam 
being not yetallcome in; although it feemed to enclin 
tothis, that the faid Province shall continuea Memb¢ 
of the Union, and exercife their Government States 
wife as before: They had nowthe Money ready for t 
fetting free of their Hoftagers, whereto on the 12. of Fe 
bruary the Commiffioners with 10. Waggons of Moncy 
convoyed with 200. Troopers, went out of Uytrecht tq 
the Greb, there to make the exchange ; but the Frenc 
not willing to fetchit'off from thence, order was gives 
to bring itto Aarnhem, wherethe Exchange was made 
and on the 14 dito the Hoftagers came again into Uy 
trecht: asalfothe Hoftagers of Campen, after the paying 
of the Remainder, on the 6.of March came home fron 
Aernhem. And fince that,feverall little Rencounters hav 
fallen out between our Folk andthe French, they keep 
ing molt! within their walls: So came there on the 20.0 
February 23.Men into Uytrecht, whom one Lieutenant 
Colonel, one Lieutenant, the Clerck of the Company 
and three Common Soldiers had fetch’d away from un4 
der the Canon of Aarnhem. Two Seamen having con 
voyed themfelvs into Aarnhem, faw the French there 
loading their Magazins into Ships, to carry them te 
Nimwegen , the one of which had in 19. Metal-Pieces 
4.. Mortier-Pieces, many Bombards, and Granados, and 
other inftruments of Warr, lying yet under the Crane 
into which the two Seamen filently inthe Night on the 8, 
of March betook themfelvs, without being feen by thé 
Watch, whobecaufe of the thick Snow and Sharp cold 
were crept into their Watch-houfe, they cut loofe the 
ropes, and came therewith fafe into Uytrecht.the French 
not being aware of it before the next day , who woe 
there 
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ereupon forely vexed; threatning they would avenge __ 
efame: to whichend Sr. Murat by order from the Jn- 
endant Robdert , prefently fent Letters of taxation for 
voiding Burning upon the Veluwe andthe Upper part 
Fthe Province of Uytrecht, demanding there of feveral 
laces a fumm of about qcoco. Gilders , threatning to 
omeand getit in by burning and Plundering in cafe of 
on-payment: but there was on this fide fo good forefight 
fed, that their threatnings were of little value: The 
forementioned Seamen being highly praifed for fo valiant 
n Action, andrichly rewarded for it by the State, and 
urther recompenfed by his Highnefs, the one with a 
Matter-Shippers place trom Uytrecht to Amfterdam, the 
other with the like to Leyden. 
TheFrench in their conquered Places feemed moftly 
to make a showas if they would depart: they agreed with 
thofe of Zurphen and Doesburgh about the money to 
avoid Firing: with Thiel in like manner; and they were 
bufy with flighting the Fortifications, and undermining 
the Gates. . Aarnhem alfo had hope of being lett, being 
agreed about the money toavoid Burning , although they 
went yet forward with Fortifying two new Half-moons, 
The Magazins of Victuals and Ammunition were all car- 
ryedtoN nweern > the Garrifons leffend fo much asthe 
lace could fufter , and they were gatherd together by 
imwegen , forto form an Army there, the which the 
Marshal d’Humierescauled toencamp there , unto which 
came People out of Wefel and Schenckenfchans; giving 
forth asif thofe Placesalfo and St. Andrews might be left 5 
But of allthis as yet little hath followed, faving thatthe 
Marshal d Humieres with 18. Standarts of Horfe departed 
thenceto Maftricht, whom the likenumber of 18. muft 
yet follow : and on the 3. of April the Marquis de Bellefons 
came in his place to Aarnhem ; upon whofe coming all 
feemed to be preparing for Marching away, which from 
fome places in likelyhood would {oon follow. 
The Bishop, of whom ’t was expected that he should 
have made his Accord withthe Emperour , and have left 
again 
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again the Placeshe had gotten, feemed as yet little to en 
cline thereto. About 1000. of his, fo Foot as Horfé, ob 
ferving thatthe Marish-lands were hard frozen, camé

March, heforthwiih fent from thence 18. Standarts o 
Horfe; to purfue them , but too late, and thefe wer 
ordered alfo to draw that way till they came in the Twente 
and immediately thereupon his Excellencie with th 
Groonings- Militia, joined with fome Frieflanders , ful 
5000. ftrong,marched to Coeverden: and althougk moftl} 
foralongtime, uponthe thawing of the weather, the} 
mutt pafs half way through the water, yet forall that he 
got withhis Guns and Trayn into the Twente, wher 
thofe Horfe who were fent off before joined withhim 
and having laid a Garrifon in Otmarfen , he difpofed o 
all foas wholly toclear the Twente, and therewith to be 
come Matter of Newenhuyfe, taking his Head-quarte: 
at Velthuyfen. Whereupon the Bishops People , {tron 
5.Regimentsof Horfe, 3. Companiesof Dragoons, a 
300.Footmen under Major-General Nage/ drew themfelv 
together,and furrounded the Commander Kingma withit 
Noorthorn ; which coming to the knowledge of the Lore 
Rabenhaupt, he prefently led on his people for the relieving 
of the forefaid Colonel Kivgma, in which Encountre th 
Bishops left behind them well §0. Prifoners , and 6 
Dead , there being on this fide dead onely the Captain

Y Efterday I humbly enformed your Honours , how the re+ ”

There weretaken within, thtee Standarts 
and one Colour, the remaining three Colours the Earl of Ben- 
them hath at his houfe at Benthem, Gn our fideisdead the En- 
fign Nicolas Coerders of the Companie of Lt. Colonel Grays, the

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Gentleman of the Canon Peter van Kolenbergh, and 10. of ¥ 2. 
common men, among whom the Providoor of my Companies 
alfo Enfign Dalwigh, and another Soldier, Captain Writzers, 
item both the Enfigns Kobler and Marwe ; and feveral come 
mon Soldiers of mine and the Eybergfe Regiments are wound- 
ed. The Fight dur’d about three Quarters‘of an hour ; the Ene- 
my retir’duponthe Caftle, being a Houfe fenced round about 
with a Wall , butours, notwithftanding the Enemy ufed two 
Pieces of Canon, preffing hard on , all went over at once, crying 
for Quarter.

His Excellency the Lieutenant Generall Rabenbaupt 
having-on the 7. April made himfelf Matfter of the 
Town & Caftle of Nieuwenhuys, left a {mall Guarifon 
there, and gathered his Troops together again ,joyning 
them to the army at Velthuyf{en; whereupon the Bishop 
alfo hurried his men together, between Enskede, & 
Oldenzeel, and marched towards Otmarfen; wherethe 
Lord Lo/ekaet lay witha Guarrifon of five Companies : 
his Excellency Rabenhaupt , upon information of this 
marchofthe Bishops, betook himfelf thicherward witha 
good number of fouldiers , & Troopers, defenfive-Wag- 
gons & ammunition ; which, notalone caufed the Bishop 
to quitt the Blockado of Otmarfen; but, thathe might 
xange what poflibly he could together, he was forced 
to leave feverall Schanfes, as, among{t others, the fort 
of Gramsbergen , & Veenfchans; in which Places he had 
onely time to nail the guns: and, on their marchto- 
wards Swoll, thofe of Gramsbergen were affaulted be- 
tween Ommen, & Dalfen by 80. Troopers under Kings 
maas Regiment, whorouted them, and took one Ma- 
jor, feverall Souldiers, and made good booty of all 
their baggage: but my Lord Rabexbaupt, taking the ad- 
vantage of this opportunity , marched up higher to- 
wards Oldenzeel; and, not finding himfelf neceffitated 
to erect a Magazin at Nieuwenhuys, he commanded it 
to be demolished, that he might with that Guarrifon, in- 
force his Army for the execution of his defigns : and, by 
that means, on the 15. he took Oldenzeel, where he 
found ftore of Provifions ; there he pitched his head-quar- 
ters: commanding thence a Party under Captain Lofee 
kact to {eiz Almelo, phere were So. Men; and aftet 
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fome oppofition they took it,& found a great deal of Rye 
there; fo that now whole Twente was rid of the Enemy, 
who now and then appeared neer Enfchede, whereupon 
his Excellency, on the 16. towards theevening , prepar- 
ed to meet them with 20.Comp.of Horfe, & 4. Regi- 
ments of foot; butthey waited nothiscoming, where- 
upon his Excellency defigned, as foon asthe g. Comp. 
which, on the 19. went out of Groeningen , & the 
Guarrifon of Nieuwenhuys , should be joyned with him, 
to march up higher, but whilft preparing for this de- 
fign, his Excellency was commanded, bya miffive , to 
return home with his Troops, doubtleffe occafioned 
by reafon of the Treaty at Cologne: whereupon fending 
order on the 1g. to the Guarrifon of Nieuwenhuys to 
follow him , he broke up thence, and marched toGroe- 

ningen , where, on the 24. hearrived with his army. 
The Bishop of Munfter , feeing the fucces full progrefs 
that Lieutenant Generall Rabexhaupt made, and fear- 
ing their conjunction with the Imperialifts, who, un- 
der command of Generall Spork , were already broke 
far in atthe other fideof Weftphalia; caufed his Envoy 
Smiefingh to preffe forward with more earneftneffe the 
negociation for peace which was now in agitation at Co- 
logne: in the mean time, finding himfelf too weak , 
to ftand againft us, he not only gathered together all his 
own men, that he poflibly could; but wasalfo very in- 
ftant with France , for auxiliary Troops ; whereupon 
Marquis de Bellefons {ent him from Rees, Aernhem 5 
Welel and other Cities 800. Troopers , who, on ¢he 
14. April paffed Elterenbergh: unto which Monfr, de 
Montauban Governour of Zutphen, was to fend four Re- 
giments of foot, to fuccour the Bishop ; who, having — 
heard that wee had demolished Nieuwenhuys 5 fo that | 
the 14. Companies which were lodged there , were now 
without defence, and the army lying at a great diftance , 
yea perhaps hearing they were marched away , in all 
haft on the2o. marched thither being put forward by the 
French fupplys: our men, obferving their march, and 
feeing |

feeing they were not able to defend themfelvs there , 
marched out, & made allhaft to follow the Army ; but 
36. Standarts of the Enemy interpofing cut off their 
paffe ; fothat, finding themfelvs compatied about, they 
prepared for a Battle; they were in all 5. Companies 
_ Groeninger Troopers, all choice men under the Captains 
Sigterman; Appel, Ripperda, Rengers, & of Broersmas men, 
who was deceafed. And 5. Companies Groeningers 
footmen and 4. Comp.Fries-Souldiers ; which body was 
commanded in chiet by Colonel Swartzenbergh , and 
Eybergen commander of Coeyerden; and the Scout- 

{ter general Sickinga : before their Musketteers they 
had placed their defence- Waggons and between them, & 
the Pickeniers,they planted two Field-pieces,& fo fought 
with that commendable and noble courage, that, had 
not the French, after acombateof five hours long, fe- 
conded them with three Regiments of foot and four 
Field - pieces of Ordnance , the Bishops men would 
have been forced toa shamefull retreat : The French, and 
no wonder , affaulted our men fo furiously , that afteran 
hours fresh difpute with them alfo, ourmen, feeing no 
efcape , were at laft forced to yeeld themfelvs into the 
Enemys hands: fome few made their efcape, the reft 
remainedtheir Prifoners : it feems the Bishops-men were 
refolved once more for atarewell, to make one booty 
more ; but paid dear enough forit. Many indeed of our 
men were killed, but the Enemy loft more, fullas ma- 
ny as we were {trong in all. 

This action was on the 20, April, andonthe 21. dito 
the peace was concluded at Cologne between the 
Minifters of his Imperiall Majefty , and the Bishop of - 
Munfter, which the next day alfo was figned by the Ple- 
nipotentiarys of the States at the Lodgingsofthe Baron 
@ Ifola, under promife of ratifying and interchanging ir, 
within a fortnights time: the Bishop was doubtleffe 
the more eager for the concluding of this Peace, becaufe 
‘he faw the profperous fucceffes of his Excellency Raben- 
haupt; andthe Imperiallifts at the fame time under Ge- 
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nerall Sporck- domineering in Weftphalia ; who every 
moment might have joyned with the forces of Rabex- 
haupt, but hitherto had avoided it; thatthey might not 
impede the Treaty at Cologne; yet the Bishop , fearing 
it, hafted to a conclufion: for he faw, by the prepara- 
tions that France made to quit his conquefts, and ufe 
his men otherwhere, that he could expect but fmall fup- 
ply of men , and perhaps as little money , that way; and ’ 
therefore thought peace moft advifable;and fo he imme-~ 
diatey defiited from farther demolishing of Groll, which 
they had begun, and acquainted the Marquis de Bef- 
lefons that, being now come to an agreement with the 
Emperour and the States, he had no more need of the * 
French forces; having not onely engaged to abandon 
the French party 5 but was engaged to joyn his troops 
to the Army of the Confoederates to be made ufe of 
againft the French. The Imperialifts alfo,though with an 
unpleafing farewell, marched out of Weftphalia, for, 
to be even with them for the forementioned action of the 
Muntfters Troops, they plundered {everall Villages in 
Muntter-land, asalfo rhe Town and county of Reck- 
Jinckhuyfen belonging to the Electorship oF Cologne : 
but thus, at laft, ceafed all farther hoftilities between 
Munfter, the Emperour, and thefe States, the treaties 
were on each fide ratifyed, and in convenient time ex- 
changed; and then the Peace published: 


In the name of the Lord, and the holy unchangeable 
Trinity. 


2 E it Known by thefe Prefents: that whereas the warre which ig, 
"~ broke out between the moft Chriftian King of France, and bis} 
Allyes on the one fide, and the High and Mighty States of the United) 
Netherlands on the other fide, had fpread ut felf, 0 farre, that bis 
Imperial Majefty bimfelf and the while Empire was engaged in] 
it , and that bis aforefaid Majfty , by bis Minifters bad warned 
and exhorted the moft worthy and illuftrious Lord the Bishop and 
Prince of Murfter , who, as an Ally of the moft Chriftian King, 
pas entered inte the fame warre again{t the United Netherlands , ta) 
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break off bit allyance with France, and, for the common good of the 
‘Empire, and that commonwealth, to make peace with the afore- 
aid Lords and States, which exhortation the. above faid Loyd Bishop 
shewed himfelf ready to comply with ; and, in all humble re- 
fpe# unto his Imperiall Majefty, to for fake that allyance before made 
with his moft Chriftian Majefty ; and, by virtue and power of that 
freedom refer-ved by agreement to himfelf in the [aid allyance, whol- 
ly quitted and renounced the fame; promifing toftand tothe laff Re- 
' folutions made at Regensburgh at the Diet there , relating 10a Gua- 
rantee in behalf of the oppreffed and perfecuted members of the Em- 
pire ; and to conform himfelf thereto ; and , to that end, to 
afift with his quota, as should be convenient; andalfo, for the 
promotion of the common good , to-make peace with the Lords the 
States of the United Netherlands: accordingly, by the interpofition 
‘of the Minifters of bis Imperiall Majefty , namely the well-born, 
excellent Lords, Francifcus free Lord of L’lfola;tis lmperiall Maje- 
fties prime Counceller , and John Fifcher , prime Counceller of Up- 
per Auftria, Embaffadors and Plenipotentiartes at the General 
Treaty of Peace , being deputed in this affair by the Plenipotentiaries 
on both fides ; and on behalf of the [aid Lords States Generall , the 
highly ,noble and Excellent Lords, Hieronymus van Beverning old 
Burgermafter of the City Gouda , formerly Counceller and Trea{urer 
Generall of the United Netherlands, andJohn Isbrants, Fudge 
of Hoochkerck, and Councellour ofthe city Groeningen Deputy in the 
Affembly of the States Generall ; and in behalf of the forefatd Lord 
Bishop , the worthy , wel-defcended , and much re{petted , noble and 
learned Lords , Frederick Lord of Schmifingh Knight of the order 
of St. Fohn of Ferufalem and Commander in Franckfort, and 
Warner ter Meulen, Doéfor in the Law , Pri-vy.Councellour to 
bis Grace, and Vice-Chancellon’; an agreement was concluded on , 
upon the Conditions and Articles folowing : 

I. There shall bean eftablishd and lafting peace between the fore- 
mentioned Lords States of the United Netherlands, and the Lord 
Bishop and Prince of Munfter 5 which shall be fo maintained and 
preferved , that they shall feek each the others advantage ,* end 
manifeft all tokens , andoffices of affedtion, and good Neighbourm: 
hood; nor shall either of them do or fuffer any thing to be done 
againft the others Subjetls, by any Arrefts or Reprifals , or binder 
the Execution of any matters already decided ,. & Sentenced : 

Il. There shall paffe on bothfides a forgiving , and erernall 
filence and oblivion of all whatfoever hoftihty may in any wife or 
CC 4 ; place 
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place have been done by either party , fince the peace of Cleve, and 
from the beginning of this warre to this very time fo that neither 
on account thereof , or on any other pretence whatfoever, any hofti- 
lity, Enmity, Grievance , ar inconvenience with refpet to Per fons 
or goods, shall be done or undertaken , or {uffered to be done by 
themfelus or any other openly , or fecretly, direttly , or indirefly , 
under pretence of right , or by-violence; but all, ande-veryinjury, 
cruelttes , loffes, charges, which before, and during this warre 
have been done or [uftained, onetther fide, in words, deeds , or 
writings shall be wholly and abfolutely forgiven,fo that whatfoever 
either might . or could be pretended by the one ayainft the other, shall 
be and vemain dead and {forgotten , with an eternall filence. Yet, for 
the farther dilucidation of this article ,’tis concluded , that thts in- 
demnity shall nor be extended to thofe who ave guilty , or fufpetted 
of hightreafon or Crimenlafxe Majeftatis ; fo nevertheleffe , that 
the courfe of juftice shail be open for juch Perfons; and their goods 
Shallremain intire for their Wives, Children, and Heirs, accord- 
ing to the tenour of the fecond Article of the Treaty of Cleve. 

III. This foundation of an univerfall , and unlimited in- 
demnity being eftablished, the Lord Bishop shall immediately , 
upon the ratification of this,yeftore unto the Lords States of the United 
Netherlands, all the places, wherefoever jacemt , none excepted , 
which be during this warve hath taken and occupyed , and which at | 
this time shall be found under his authority, and that all in fuch | 
pofture and condition , as they at prefent ave; taking care, that 
nothing inthem be [poled , or made worfe , thanit now w, Viz. 
the Towns, Fortifications and Caftles of Lingen , Lichtenfort , — 
Borkelo, Fe. in all (till prefer-ving the Rights and Conftitutions of © 
the Empire, and the Weftphalian peace ; that by thi reftitution 
nothing be taken or derogated from it , or innovated to the prejudice 
thereof. . ; 

<i In like manner shall he reftore to allthe Nobility , Tenants 

and Subjetls of the Lords-States , of what quality or condition 
foever , alland every of their Lands, Lordships, Furifdillions, 
dwéllings and unmovable goods , wherefoever they may lie 
which he, during this warve, hath occupied , or caufed to be occu- 
pied; and efpectally he shall quit and take his militia ont of the Caftle, — 
Town, and Lordship of Weerth , making reftitution of the fame 
unto the Lord Georg Frederick , Earl of Waldeck; refer-ving, not- 
withflanding 5 expreffe liberty , in behalf of the faid Lord Bishop , 
bis Succeffours and the Church , as alfo in bebalf of the faid ree > 
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ohaveall right , pretences, and attions thereto belonging , decided 
y a competent judge; As alfo the Lords States shall take cave that 
veftauration be made to theVaffals and Subjetts of the Bishop o f 
Munfter, of allunmovable goods, which, during this wartes 
have been taken from them and occupied: Alfo the Prifoners om 
both fides, of what condition , ftate, or profeffion foe-ver , shall be 
releafed, and fet free. ; 

V. The Treaty concluded at Cleve, the eighteenth day of April y 
Anno one thoufand fix hundred fixty and fix , Stylo Novo, 
shall be, and remain in full force and power, in all points not 
comtyadittory to this prefent Treaty. 

VI. Inthis Peace and Indemnity shall be included the houfe, 

and family of the Earls of Benthem , his Minifters , Vaffals and 
Subjects 5° and what hath been taken from him in this warre shall 
be reftored; andthe faid Earl shall without any hindyvance or im= 
pediment , enjoy and ufe bis Priviledges , and Royalys , and 
‘shal! be peaceably left under the protettion of bis Imperiall Majefty 
andthe Empire: and after the ratification of this Treaty the parties 
on both fides shall labour with bis imperial Majeftie for the reftau- 
vation, and eftablishment of the peace , fecurity , and efpectally 
the chaft-cobabitation in this family ; in all, flill conditioning the 
prefer-vation of the Imperiall luvifdittion. 

VII. Forthe farther confirming, and greater fechrity of the 
aforefaid Articles his Imperiall Majefty, and the moft tlluftriows 
King of Sparin shall be entreated , that they would perform the 
guarantie of this Treaty in the moft Solemn and beft form. 

VIII. The ratification of this Treaty shall by the Partys Con~ 
tratting on both fides be delivered into the hands of the Lords 4m- 
baffadours of bis Imperiall Mayefly , and be interchanged within 
the [pace of fifteen days , accounting fromthe dayof the undersprit- 
ing of thw inflrument, or fooner if poffible: but all attions of 
hoftilty shallveafe, asfoon asthe Ratification of the illuftrious Lord 
Bishop y shall be delivered into the hands of the Impeviall Embaffa~ 
dours: for the fuller confirmation whereof , two Inftruments of the 

fame tenour are made , figned, and fealed, both by the Imperial 
Embaffadours , and the Plenipotentiaries and Deputies on both 
fides. Given at Cullen onthe Rhiin, the two and twentieth day of 
‘April, Anno one thoufand , fix hundred and ‘fe-venty four.

Wehad been for fome time alfo, inconference with 
the Prince Elector of Cullen , but he could not wel 
digeft the fuffering the Imperiall Guarifon in Bon, th 
City of his Refidence , and to abandon the caufe o 
the Furftenburgers he could not well refolve ; his de 
mands alfo towards this State were exorbitant , whicl 
putaremora to the Treaty : but this Prelat, obferving 
the march of the French out of thefe Provinces to bf 
approaching , and that the Bishop of Munfter was agreed 
aw that it wasimpofliblefor him to preferve his con 
quefts; therefore refolved to take away his Guarrifon ou 
of Overyffel, andjoynthem to the French; and having 
given orders accordingly, the Bishops men at Devente| 
made preparation to be going, demanding a good fom 
for contribution ; and Ranfom of their Fortification 
and guns , and at laft agreed for 42000 Rixdallers , 
third part whereof they immediatly réceived, and for th 
fecurity of the reftthe Burgermatters Schreeck , Le/pire 
Groterbule, Secretary Fockeling , and of the Commona 
lity Warmelo , Henry Boom, and Samuel Kramer wer 
carryed along with them for Hoftages; whereupon , of 
the 28. April the Guarifon marched our under comman 
of Count wander Lip, who, making a short Oration 
delivered the Keys of the Ciry-gates unto the Prefident 
Burgermafter Steenberge before the Counfel houfe; of 
the 30. alfo the Cullen-Guarrifon marched out of Swoll 
demanding too000. guld: of the City, but not agrecing 
they took with them two Burgermafters , and twé 
Towns-men,, whom they fentto Maftricht; all whic 
Militias under Count Lip, on the 8. May, joyned: wit 
the French Troops, under Marshall de Bellefonds nee 
Rhijnbergh, and camped that night over againft Key 
ferswaert 5 to'whom the next day came the ms O 
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Straesburgh , and the reftof the Cullen-Guarifon out of 

eyferswaert , and joyned with them » to march alto- 

ether upwards: Whilftthe Prince Elector , finding him- 
felfbut meanly fecured, and shut up in Cullen, he be- 

an to come clofer to the bufinefle of the Treaty; 
whereupon, onthe 11. May, an agreement was conclud- 
ed on and figned, between him on the one fide, andthe 
Imperiall Minifter, and Plenipotentiaries of the High 
and Mighty States on the other fide, andthe fame rati« 
fyed on both fides ; but the exchanging of the fame on 
behalfofthe Emperour was for fome time delayed, on 
occafion of what happend that fame 11. day of May, unto 
the Towne Erkelens , which, by inducement of the, 
Bishop of Straesburgh , and principally by the Cullen 
Militie under Count Lip, was taken in, and plundered , 
whilft the body, and artillery of the French army were 
pafling the Roer , for which the Imperialifts , and 
Spanjards demanded fatiffaction , defiring that all the 
Cullen forces might be called out of the French fervice: 
butat laft this was decided alfo, and the agreement was 
folemnized in due form. ‘The Treaties with France 
had not fo good fucceffe , they, fora long time, en- 
deavouring onely to put an end tothe fame; for 
which having no apparent reafon , they thought to 
force this State to it , by provoking their patience 
with the infifting on their former irregular demand, 
and {till refufing to grant thofe Pafles which were 
needfull for the Duke of Lorrain to appear asapartycon- 
cerned in that Treaty; but now fince the bufineffe of 
Furfienburgh , they thought they had fufficient ground 
fur what they aimed at, namely the diffolving of the 

reaty: therefore, having published at Paris anample 
Manifefto of this aétion, and complained thereof in the 
Courts of all Princes , with many circumftances, as if 
foorfooth 5 *twere a breach of the right of Nations; 
thereupon the Lords Courtin and Barillon , the French 
Plenipotentiaries at Cullen, gave notice on the 5: April 
unto the Lords the Sweedish Mediatours, that they had 
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received orders to withdraw ; giving by memoriall 
an account of the reafons thereof, defiring them t 
acquaint the Lords Plenipotentiaries of their Highneffe 
therewith , and take care to procure Paffes for them 
which accordingly was done, and the required Pafle 
were timely given unto thems with which, on the 16 
they left Cullen: and going by the way of Maeftricht 
they there made ashort ftay, andon the2. May arrived 
at Paris. All probability of accord being, by thismeans 
nullifyed, the English Lords Plenipotentiaries received 
order alfoto return home; whoon the 25 departed thence 
with their Baggage by water , and meeting on the rodg 
before Nimwegen fomecontronts fromthe French, on 
the 30, arrived at Rotterdam; and afterwards diverted 
themfelvs for fome time at the Hague and Amfterdam 
till on the 13. May one of the Kings Pleafure-Boat 
arrived in the Maes, in which they returned for Eng. 
Jand: in like manner the Imperiall and Spanish Mint 
fters, andthofe of this State, having had fome confe 
rences withthe Minifters of the Dukes of Lunenburgh 
about the raifing 13000. men to be joyned tothe arm 
of the Confoederates, which affair was adjufted , and 
the Treaties with the Electorall Prince of Collein and of 
Muntfter concluded; eachof them departed from Culler 
tothe places of their refpective Refidence. But the Lords 
Beverning and Isbrants , the Plenipotentiaries of this 
State, did, by order of the High and Mighty States 
give in unto the Lords Mediatours of Sweeden, alarge 
anfwer unto the memoriall of the French , which the 
{aid Mediatours had delivered unto them: and after that 
on the 14. May returned home again ; the which 
obliged allo the Sweedish Lords , having no moré 
work to do there, to leave Cure alfo, and to renew 
their negociation in the Courts of the refpective parties 
and to labour there for a more clofe treaty : to which pur 
pofe Baron Spar was already departed for England, and 
Count Tot gone for France , but the Lord Ehrenftey 
came not into the Hague betore July, where onthe 5. 
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be made his propofitions. In purfuance of the nego. 
jation for Peace, which we before, though interruptedly, 
ifcourfed of, we shall here annex a copy of theafore- 
aid reply to the memoriall of the French, whereby will 
ppear in what fort the treaty was carryed on. 


MISSIVE of the Lords Plenipotentiaries of the 
Highand Mighty States, tothe Lords the Me- 
diators of Sweden , upon the rupture of 
the Treaty by France. 


Pon recept of the advice we [ent unto the Lords the. 
States Generall our Mafters » of the declaration which 

jour Excellencys had made unto us » concerning the orders 
phich the Lords the French Embaffadours had recieved to 
opart hence » on thofe pretences contained in the memoriall 
phich your Excellencys were pleafed to communicate untous y 
pe have received expreffe order , after previous confultation 
pith the Minifters of our cAllyes ina matter of fogreat weight, 
o acquaint your Excellencies with our joynt opinion. Where- 
pon we find our felvs engaged by expreffe order of our Ma- 
ters , andthe Generall advice of the Minifters of our Allyes , 
0 let you know ; that we much wonder at fo fuddam and 
roundlef[eavefolution » fo much againft the common good of: 
ll Chriftendom, andthe more, becaufe our Lords and Mafters 
pave neither direttly , nor indirectly had any hand in the 
ufineffe of Prince William of Furftenburgh , avd that 
either they nor all the World doe yet know the reafons which 
duced his Imperiall Majefty , to fecure the Perfon of that 
Prince. But paffing by this as well as other reafons mentioned 
m the aid memoriall , as Matters not relating at all untous , 
ut which we doubt not his Imperiall Magy will effectually 
fiver s we cannot apprehend , that France should be fo 
nreafonable , to break off , ont of their own paffions a treaty 
phich we were engagedin, by the generall confent of the In- 
erefted Parties on both fides : and feeing the feizing of Prince 
illiam is looked on in the [aid Memoriall 5 as an action con- 
erning the whole affembly in Generall , tis very inequitable 
that 
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that France alone should make himfelf Umpire of t 
bufineffe, that he might from thence take occafton to bre. 
Of the whole Treaty, notwithftanding the diligent ende 
vours of your Excellencies to prevent it , yea » againft t 
very judgement and cone of his Allyes, efpecially of t 
Prince of Cullen » who had more reafon to concera bim/e 
én the affair of Prince William. 

We have alfo feen, that, notwithftanding France ha 
done his utmoft, by this pretence too) ftruct the ratificati 
and confummation of Our Treaties with England » yet h 
Majefty of great Britain judged it not fitting, that an 
gociatron of fo great weight for the Common good, should 
delayed for one Particular Intereft: as allo that the Lo 
Bishop of Munfter bath not therefore refufed to conclude bh 
Treaty of peace with us; andthat, lajily,his Royall Maje 
of Sweden hath not thought good , om occafion of this x 
accident to defift from his mediation, but hath comman 
your Excellencys not to depart from the place of the Affembl; 
fothat France 1s alone in his opinion , not onely as confider 
a Generall among the whole affembly , but even among ft 
own Allyes , and fo by confequence, is the onely caufe of t. 
breaking up of this Affembly: We cannot beleeve » that yo 
Excellencies or any elfe, can approve of it , that France, 
bis own authoritie, on fo flight grounds , should frop t 
courfe of a Treaty , on which a Generall peace depends 5 ther 
making all the labour and pains which your Excellencys h 
been at for the procuring a defired peace, wholly fruitle, 
But if your Excellencys do but take notice of what is paffe 
you will eafily difcern , that France never had the le 
thoughts of a Generall Peace; but on the contrary ufed 
pofible endeavours to avoid a fincere clofe Treaty ; and 
make a feparation between the intereft of us, and our Ally 
always referving tBe decifion of matters of greatef? mom 
30 particular Treaties and Umpirages. We have alfo obfe 
ed, and hope all the world hath done the like 5 that for fo 
months together they have had uo other intentions » tha 
break off this Treaty ; but they not being willing to appear 
st as the firft Authors of it » have ufed all mays that 
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aginableé » to neceffiitate us , thatmwe might be the firft im 
2 feparation , and fo bring a generall hatred on our heads. 
bis is the reafon why they have by all means fought to 
e out our and our Allyes patience » both by their extra- 
Zant demands , and impoffible means they propounded. and 
pecially by their lingring , notwithftanding your Excellens 
2s mere very imftant for it, togivethesr anfwer , concerning 
be granting thofe Paffes which were needfull for the Dea 
ties.of his Highneffethe Duke of Lorrain, notwithftand- 
vg they well faw , that we, inconfcience, honour and fecurity y 
puld not proceed fartherin the Treaty , before we had fatif- 
action in amatter fo juft andof fo great moment: which was 
enerally Disipoved of by the whole world , and by bis 
Majefty of Sweeden himfelf , in his anfwerto the Extraordi- 
arie French EmbaJadour , on the laft of December . Anno 
673- but netther the unwearyed endeavours of your Excel» 
ncies , non the equity of our demands» nor the confideraa 
zons of the common goodcould move themte fpeak; by which. 
peans they. have kept up the Negociation fromthe 9. Gober 
673.tothis time, wellknowing , that.they could not refufe 
e aforefaid Paffes , without incurring the blame of the 
phole world, nor grant them without thwarting their own 

7 5 by making way for a Generall Treaty, 
By all which we hope your Excellencies, as righteous and 
partiall Mediatours , willhave caufe to praife the juftice 
nd moderation of our attings; and that all thofe who are 
ightly acquainted with the matter» will graunt, that wes 
uring the whole courfée of this Negotiation , have always 
datrueéntention to promatethe peace; andthat France hath 
een the Author of all the hindrances and obftacles thereof y 
d that at laft the defign, framed long before by them » 
if breaking this meeting, 1 broke out by this their laft refo- 
tion. Therefore we find our felvs obliged to proteft before 
our Excellencies, and all Chriftendomin the name of their 
Highneffes, andtheir Allyes , that ithath not been, nor 
ot our fault, that the Negociation which was begun, hath 
ot proceeded as might be wished ; tke which , before the 
izing of Prince William of Furftenburgh, #fit bad aot 
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been kindred by the aforefaid means » might bave had ago 
iffue; and that weare frill willing to continue the fame wi 
all vigour,if we could but fee any fincere di[pofition in France

And now it was in vain for us to look more afte 
Peace with France this Summer; but on the contrary ,pre 
pare usfor the warre: but before we come toan accour 
of the preparations and aétions of the warre on bot 
fides, we shall take a view,of what fruit the leagues alread 
concluded, had with reference to therefetlement of th 
State, bothas to the Enemies leaving their former co 
quefts, and the eftablishment of their Government, afte 
the French had quitted the Province of Utrecht, an 
Marshall d’ Humieres was marched-towards France wi 
part of their Guarrifons, andon thecontrary, Marsha 
de Bellefonds was arrived from thence at Maftricht, who o 
the 2. April marched from Maftricht downwards wi 
a Convoyof 1000. Horfe, to condué the remainder ¢ 
the Guarrifons upwards, upon whofe arrivall they ¢ 
Zutphen immediately made preparations for their r¢ 
moval], Severall Veffels and Boats were preffed frog 
all parts thitherwards, in which all the Artilery , Ammu 
nition, and Vidtualls wereladen , tobe drawn up th 
Yfel by Doesburg, which was wholly difmantled; bu 
the high waters, and broken banks were fome hindrance 
to them : in the mean time thofe of Munfter reported 
that they should take poffeffion of that Ciry . al 2 t 
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LF rench leftits butthe Governour Marquis de Montauban 


romifed the Townsmen he would not fuffer it; and {fo 
eaving with them Arms for 600. Mentodefend them= 
felvs, they made an agreement for areafonable con- . 
tribution : and fo, having fecured che paffages, and 
the water being fallen, on the20. they fent all their Bag- 
gage away to Nimwegen and the Grave; and on the 30.in 
the night-time marched out themfelvs, that fo rhe next 
morning, they might joyn themfelvs with the Guarri- 
fon of Aernhem , carrying along with them thofe 
whom they had chofen as Hoftages for the ranfom 
agreedon. | es Tem Nae : 
Whilft the French were thus bufy with their Bag and 
Baggage at Zutphen ; they went forward with their For- 
tifications at Aernhem , which madea fufpicion whether 
they intendedto ftay there or not; and, notwithftanding 
that on the q. of April there arrived 25..Ships to lade 
Victualls, Ammunition, and the guns, they went on 
with their’ Fortifying untill, the.7. at which time there 
came other Veffels to lade the Victuals, Houshold-ftuff 
and Baggage of the Governour ; whereuponthe States 
agreed with the [ntendant, for a contribution ef 170000. 
guld.for that City andthe Veluw, and the French fent 
éleven of the moft refponfible Perfons as Hoftages to 
Nimwegen ; on the 20. they took the guns from the 
‘Walls, and carryed them on board; & fo by degreesmoft 
of their Victualls, Ammunition, and Artillery. throwing 
feverall Carts-full of Hatchets, Bills, and Bulletsinto the 
‘water; all that they had shipt , went paft Nimwegen tothe 
Grave; whereupon, on the1t, April they laded on Carts 
and Wagons their Train; and the Guarrifon the nextday 
at .1n the morning began to march out , delivering the 
Keys over to the Lords without the Town in the new 
half Moon, and at halfan hour paft fix was nota French~ 
maninthe Town tobefeen. After the Companies from 
Cuylenburg and Buuren were arrived at Thiel, and that 
the French had fentthencealfoall they had, and had in 
part demolished the Town'- Walls , and Fortifica- 
DD tions, 
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tions,on the 29. they marchedallout, taking their way 
towards Nimwegen, to march up farther with that Gua- 
rilon: and the fame day, all being paffed St. Andries, 
which the French were carrying by Water to the Grave 
out ofall the Towns onthe Yffel, Rhijn, and Waal, the 
Guarifon of St. Andries drew out alfo towards the Grave, 
having firlt demolished the Schans Voorn : at their 
leaving of St. Andries , they fet on fire the huts of 
the Souldiers, and wouldhave made more waft, if our 
boats had nothindered, who firing briskly againft them, 
made them make the more haft to be gon. 

Schencken{chans was alfo to bequitted, but was to be 
furrendred to Brandenburgh; fo that all their Baggage, 
aud moft of their Victualls was carryed out , onely a com- 
petent number of guns with Ammunition proportio- 
nable was left there; the reft was carryed to Nimwegen : 
the Goyernour Cajack, with part of the Guarifon, march- 
ed outonthe §. the which fome Spaniards in the Land 
of Gelder hearing of, on the 18. came from the Kal- 
karfe hole withtwo Ships by night, defigning to furprize 
Schencken{chans ; but being very unexperienced, ran 
again{t a Veffel with Wine before Emmerick, who faid 
they belonged to Holland; and that on the other fide 
of the Rhijn_lay 6. or 7. Ships at Ancker with French 
Souldiers , fo the Spaniards, by help of the Wine Veffel, 
got up.a,little higher , and fo ran full-but againft the 

French, and maftered fome of them ; but others, chop-| 
ping their cables, drove down the river to Schenken- 
{chans, whereby alarming all there , the Spanish defign 
fucceeded not, and yet thofe within knew not what the 
true defign was, but made allready to be going, onthe 
1. May, accordingly on May-day sah marched out, 
and being joyned with the Guarifon of Nimwegen, paffed. 
altogether the Rhijn by the Tolhoufe. 

Hitherto Nimwegen had been the place whither all 
their ftore was brought, and ‘twas thought they would 
make that City the feat of the Netherland warre;for,whilft 


every where elfe, they were making preparations to 
planer ae depart, 
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depart, they wereasbufy here about fecuring themfelys3 
atlea{t 3000. men were daily at work about the Fortifica- 
tionsof the Town; and about2000. more were drawing 
the linesfor a Campagne abroad, which mighr,at any time; 
march into the body of the Countrey again: but on the 
19. April, the Governour received orders alfo to leave 
that City, they had but short warning, thenext day all 
thofe that were at work about the Fortifications were 
fent fortothe Market-place, where they were paid,and 
immediately orders were given to ship all the guns that 
were planted on the Walls, to empty the Magazijns 
and to carry away all that was worth any thing ; at leaft a 
ships-loading of Pikes , Muskets , and other rumble 
wasthrown into the Waal ; the Wheelbarrows, Palli- 
zadoes, Spades, &c: were fold to the Towns=men for 
lirtle or nothing: one great braffe gun, which they could 
not wellcarry away with them, they made to fly’: and 
fo having packt up all , away with it they went to the 
Grave: and on the 23. day they agreed for contribution of 
both the Town and Betuwe for the fumm of 82000. 
Rixdallers , for which they Lords Bruy/ 5 Secretary 
Leuwens » Doctor Heufs , Doctor Beth, van Wichem , 
Martini , and Morimg , 2 Lawyer, together with thofe 
that were brought thither from other Townss wereonthe 
30. carryed altogether for Hoftages to the Grave: 
whereupon primo Mai early in the morning the drums 
beat, and the baggage was firft convoyed over the Bridge, 
then followed the Italians, and after them the Switzers 
and French ; fo that at g. of the clock they were all 
marched out, in good order and difciplin, by thecare 
and good condu& of Lieutenant-Generall Mate/orti ; 
and Lieutenant ¢¢ Roy; Monfieur /a Secretiere , the Goe 
vernour and Commandour s who, being the laft that 
went out, delivered again the keys of the Town with 
all civility, and being joyned with the Guarrifon of 
Schenkenfchans, they croffed the Rhijn nere the Toll- 
houfe. to unite there with the French Army. 
After this manner celebrated we May day in thefe 
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parts, the French being very bufy with their removing; 
on the 29. April they left Thiel , and S. Andries; the 
30. Zutphen; the 1. May betimesin the morning Nim- 
wegen, Aernhem & Schenkenfchans, who all joyning 
at the Nether-Rhijn with the Guarrifon of Rees:smarched 
up together towards Wefel, where on the 4. May 
Monfieur de Bellefonds the Governour of Wefel , Count 
de Lorge and other chief Commandours conducted them 
over the Rhijn, who then encamped neer Rhijnbergh 5 
to whicharmy alfo there joined themfelvs the Guarifons 
of Wefel, drawn outthence the 6. May; of Rhijnberck 
the7.; of Nuytsthe8.; on whichday Marshall de Belle- 
fonds muttered them , and found their number effectively 
3000 Horfe, and.25000. Foot, with the Cullen Troops, 
who, under Command of Count vander Lip, were alfo 
arrived there from Overyffel : and thereupon , with a 
great Train, and feverall Canons, they marched thence 
towardsthe Roer, leaving the reft of their Trains many 
guns, a Magazijn of Ammunition & Vidtualls, and the 
reftof their Plunder and Baggage in the City Grave, 
with a Guarifon of 5000. Men undet Count Chamally ; 
former Governotr of Nuyts, intendingdoubtleffe at 
a more convenient opportunity , to fetch them thence 
alfo, whereof more hereafter , together with a farther 
account of the march of Marshall de Bellefonds , with 
whom the Bishop of Straesburgh was now joyned, who, 
fearing the like refcontre his Brother Prince William of 
Furffenburgh met with , dared not truft himfelf any 
longer in Keyferswaert, but departed for France. 

The Muntters Troops, according to the agreement 
made,muft now alfo quitt their conquefts: onthe 3 .May 
the Bishop published-at Swoll a ceffation of Arms,yet were — 
they very vigorous in furthering in the contributions | 
yet unpaid ; at Vollenhoven and other Places they com- 
pelled the Inhabitants to give their utmoft, tobe releafed 
of the burdenfom quartering of the Souldiers: in other 
Places they took the Gentlemen , Townsmen , and 
Couatrymen from theirbeds, and carryed them as Pri- 

foners 
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oners to Swoll, forcing them by their bad ufage, to 
pay their demands; but at theirdeparture an iffue was put 
to all this. : 

Thus once.more, behold the Body of this State reftored 
to their former liberty , and freed trom the Enemy. Oh 
wonderfull Cataltrophe of the affairs of Netherland ! 
which, fo {malla time fince, feemed to ly a gafping, but’ 
now had received again, as it were. a new life. 

We had reafon to beaffrighted, and amazed to fee our 
deftru€tion approaching us; but greater caufe have we 
to be aftonished and ravished: whilft we behold fuch an 
unexpected reftauration: That Supreme Power which 
had ftricken us witha Spirit of fearand confufion , hath 
now alfo ftraightned the heart of the Enemy, and turned 
them out of our Borders, the fame way, by the fame 
means, and inthe fame manner that they came in. From 
Charleroy the Army took their march towards the Land 
_ of Luyk, and thence crofling the Mafe and Roer marched 

towards the Rhijn, wherethe Towns on both fides being 
mattered , they marched over a Vaft Bridge made of Boats 
neer Wefel, joyning to the Nether-Rhijn; and there 
ise themfelvs to the right and left band. , fotomake 
themfelvs Mafters of the Yfel and Waal; whereupon 
from Aernhem they ran.over the Veluw, and:the Whole 
Sticht, and fell upon fome Holland-Pofts, which they 
again foon left, and, after them, Utrecht, and the Veluw 
alfo: fromthe Yffel and Waal they gathered again at the 
Lower- Rhijn , and,thence the Army. marched towards 
‘Welel . paffed the Rhijn againe over the Ship-Bridge , 
and leaving all again there abouts, marched over the Roer 
and Maes, through,the Land of Liege, to~Charleroy. 
That which animated France. to fo. great undertakings , 
was the Allyance withthe Crown of England fo Porent 
by Seaand Land, and the hired affiftance of the Princes 
of Cullen and Munfter ; the fame were alfo the meansof 
his confufion , when he faw the firlt agreeing with us, and 
the other forced to make their peace alfo; our civill 
difcard made a broader Bridge for him to comein over 
DD 3 them 
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them than that by Wefel, and the rifing of our own 
‘Towns-men broke down again all Bridges for his farther 
progrefie, and pointed him the way to Wefel to return 
over that Bridge again ; his invafion was more by money, 
than Arms ; in like manner he went out again; One 
Nimwegen alone made refiftance againit him; and One 
onely Naerden was by force of Arms,regained from him ; 
after all his conquefts, the ftrong Town of Maeftricht 
could not ftand outhis ftorms; and after all his loffes, the 
ftrong Town Grave was by ftorm on ftorm forced 
from him; a fufficient requitall for all his conquetts , 
confilting chiefly in fome Enfigns hung up at Nofre 
Dame » and deeply {prinkled with the bloud of many of 
the chiefeft nobility of all France. He might truly have 
faid Veni , Vidi, Vici: butas well may he lament at Vidz, 
ut Perit : there are no, leffe than full 1oo000. Men who 
came out of France fince this warre, which shall never 
fee Franceagain. | 

The Heavens have opened the true meaning of that 
proud Emblem, Evex?, feddifcutiam: whilft that Sun of 
Righteoufneffe hath diffipated , and made to yanish all 
thofe clouds of armed Bands, which, as adeluge, threat- 
ened to overwhelm us in a moment. 

But returning to our Hiftory, let us now behold the | 
pofture of thefe Provinces which were rent off from us, 
after their deliverance from the Enemy ; unutterable was 
the joy every where, whereof wereas great outward ma- 
nifettations, as poffibly could be ; the Orange Colours 
were difplayed from the Steeples, and other high places ;

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defence: as to the matters of Policy, they proceeded 
here in the fame method as they had done before inthe 

Province of Utrecht, Viz. all Magiftrates of what condi- » 
tion foever, were turned out by the Deputies of the State, 
and fome Perfons from among the Citizens nominated 
to have the direction pro ivterim of all the Towns-con- 
cerns: accordingly onthe 26, May atCampen my Lord 
Wevelinckhove » andWiert/e, of his Highneffe his Coun- 
cell , appointed and fwore thefe following Perfons 
for the looking after the Concerns of the State-Govern- 
ment of Overyffel , the Lord Hendrick van Bentingh » 
of Werkeren , Rudolph Steenberge Burgermafter of 
Deventer , Everhart Ram Burgermafter of Campen, 
Herman Meuffen, Burgermafter of Swoll , and Rutger 
van Breda, Secretarie of Campen, for their Secretary : 
and afterwards fettled all affairs in Overyffel and Gelder- 
land, bothin the Cities, and all Colledges of the States, 
and other Charges , on the fame foot, as they were 
eftablishedin Utrecht, which weshall heré, withall the 
circumftances thereof fetdowne; that, by that we may 
judge of the other. 
After the Province of Utrecht , Gelderland and Over- 
Bi were brought wholly under the power of the French 
ing; the Statésof Holland onthe 4. Auguft 1672. re- 
folved after mature deliberation , and the’previous advice 
of his Highnéffe, that the Deputies of thofe Provinces 
under the Enemy , should in the civilleft manner be 
denyed their Seflion with the States Generall , or in 
the Colledges of the Admiralties, and that, if poffible, 
the matter might be fo managed, that the faid Lords 
Deputies, of their owne accord, without waiting for 
the refolution of their Allyes, should abfent themfelys 
from the affembly of the Generality ; whereupon the 
Deputies for Gelderland , defiring to be admitted into 
conference with the Honourable great, and mighty De- 
puties, it was after deliberating, thought good on the 
9. Auguft to refufeit, and to perfift in their Refolution of 

the q. and accordingly they alfofrom that time forward . 
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-abfented themfelvs from the Colledges of the Gene- 
rallitie. a odrey" 
' When again on the rs 1673. the French 
had left the Province of Utrecht, and feemed refolved to 
abandon the other alfo, the Deputies of the four un- 
conquerd Provinces, }.Geelvinck, Gafpar Fagel ,W. var 

‘Crommom; B.Gemmenich, Scato Gockinga,went to Utrecht, 
andimmediately de facto difcharged all the Governours 
both in the Government of the States and Cities, and 
didtheliketothe abfent onesby letter: untill fuchtime 
that the High and Mighty States , and his Highneffe should 
refolve more particularly about that matter : in the é#terim 
the direction of the affairs of that State , andthe Towns 
thereof was committed to thofe Perfons mentioned be- 
fore in thistreatife , untill the refpective Provinces should 
deliberate on what foot Utrecht, and theother conquerd 
Provinces should be again received into the Union, 
and in what manner the Government of them should be 
eftablished: the different advice which was given about 
that matter, did long retard the determination, efpecially 
with refpect to Friefland, which had of olda difpute with 
Utrecht, about preference in the order of their places; 
fo that at laft, their Highneffes deputed a good number 
out of the refpective Provinces to ‘laboug together, with 
his Highneffe, to make upthofe differences, andto form

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States on the 16. of thelaft month March , concerning the re+ 
ffauration of the Provinces of Gelderland, Utrecht and Over- 
ylel; 2s is more at large noted in the memorialls of the fame 
date ; it is thought good, refolved , and concluded, as, by 
thefe prefents, we do refolve ; think good , and conclude that 
the above-mentioned Province of Utrecht, as alfo the Provinces 
of Gelderland and.Overyfel, as foon as they shall be reduced 
under the power of the State,shall be re-admitted into the Union, 
and shall have the favour of the fame order of Seflion, which 
they had before the calamities. and. ditfafters which fell upon 
the Land inthe Year 1672. and. for as much as Several Years 
age , even from the beginning of the Government, there hath 
beer a particular difference between the Province of Friefland , 
and Utrecht abouttheir Rank , which the faid Provinces were 
to havein the Union , and amongft the Confoederates ; that the 
faid Difpute shall be fubmitted to the judgment of his Highneffle, 
and the Lord Henry Cafimier , Prince of Naffou , Stadholder 
of the Province of Friefland , aforefaid ; and that his foremen- 
tioned Highnefle, and the abovenamed Lord’ Stadhoulder of 
Triefland shall decide and terminate the difference bertweenthe 
faid Provinces , accordingto right and reafon, in the method 
of true Juftice; and shies the faid Provinces shall regulate

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Forts: and that the faid Provinces of Holland and Weft- 
Friefland, Friefland, and Groningen above mentioned may , 
fof their own authority , demolish, and deftroy wharfoever 
rshall be built or planted, or altered in the buildings or planr- 
ings alreadyimade, withinthe compaffe of the forefaid one 
hundred Roods; and thatthe faid Provinces, Cityand Lands, 
shall have always free accefle and receffe unto the fid Forts ,

Friefland ; all Difputes, proceedings of Law , and orher diffe- 
rences concerning the right of the Dijkes , or Banks , and 
grounds 5 with all the confequences , and dependances thereof, 
nothing excepted , either concerning the Government of them , 
forfeitures , Breaches , Enclofures , or any thing elfé what- 
foever,shall be decided ,by the Dijk-grave and his Councellours, 
or, inthe wantof them, or ontheir refufall, by the Courtdf 
Holland ; ‘and that, whether the difference may be between 
any Villages, or inhabitants of Utrecht amongft themfelvs, or 
betweenany Villages or Inhabitants of Holland and Utrecht , 
one againft the other, which foevet be either Planitiff, or De- 
fendant. 

That farther,the Hinderdam of the Vecht, which lay formerly 
in the Proyince of Utrecht, being now removed, and inthe 
roomthereof, a Sluice made at Muyden, shall for ever be and 
remain fo, and that the faid Province of Utrecht shall never 
dire€tly nor indire@ly remake the faid Dam, either in the place 
where it before was, or any where elf. 

And forasmuch as during thefe late calamities and difafters, 
Severall Colledgesin Holland and Weft Friefland have negoci- 
ated feverall fumms of Money for defraying of the charges , 
which wereexpended , forthe prefervarion of feverall Wards > 
or places; asby name, thofe of the Crimpenders yard, for the

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Lopicker-ward, thattherefore neither the aforefatd Lopicke 
ward, nor any other Wards, or places, for whom any Co 
ledges in Holland have , fince this warre , negociated any fummg¢ 
of Money, shall be under the Authority,;Government, or difpo 
tionof the faid Province of Utrecht,or Gelderland, before th 
faid Colledges shall be re-emburfed : and that the Patent,graund 
ed onthe 23. January thisprefent Year, by the Lords States 
Hollandand Weft-Friefland unto the Inhabitants ofthe Ronde 
Veenen, lying partly under theaforefaid Province of Holland 
and partly under the Province. of Utrecht, shall be valid-, anq 
of Force , without any new confirmation , or approbation thereo 
by the faid Province of Utrecht. 

That alfothe Provinces of Gelderland, and Overyflel , shal 
affure the faid Province of Holland and Weft-Friefland, tha 
the Inhabitants of the {aid Province of Holland and Welt 
Friefland shall be fuffered inthe poffeflion of what they have 
enjoyed, asto the bufineffe of Fishing on the Souther-Sea, and 
the Swart-water; and thatall trouble, moleftation, and hinde 
trance, which the faid Inhabitants fome time fince have met 
with in their Fishing, shall ceafe , and be no more renewed 
Farther, that the aforefaid Provinces of Gelderland , Utrec 


and Overyffel , shall never ng or deferre directly or, indi 


Hol 
land, Zeeland, Friefland, and Groeningen, or any one of 
the {aid Provinces in particular, or the Councill of State shall

State itfelf shall judge 
needfull and convenient to be done ; in which the aforefaid Pros 
vinces of Gelderland , Utrecht, and Overy/fel shall not diredly,

That, within one Year after the end of this prefent.warre; 
e Lords the States of the Seaven Provinces re{pectively shall 
rocure and deliver overunto one anorher,- an exact State of 
econftitution, and their Financies , and whatthe incomes of 
ach of the Provinces was in flourishing times: and in what, or 
what manner of impofitions , taxes , or revenues the faid in- 
omes do confift, and with what burdens each of the faid 
rovincesis burdened , all with Authentique Evidences , and 
that under Oath, that they have not concealed any thing relating 
hereunto: and that the faid Provinces , within half a Year after, 
hall examine the faid accounts , and fo regulate the proportion 
f whateach of rhefaid Provinces ought ta contribute for his 
hare in the burdens of the whole Union: and if they should 
ot inthe fpace of fix Months come to an agreement about 
t, then his Highnefle, as requefted thereto by all the Provih- 
esin Generall , shall be pleafed to proportion the faid Quotions, 
nd that, according to the Proportions Defigned by his High- 
iffe the faid Quotions shall be regulated , augmented , ot 
iminished without any contradi€tion, or oppofition of any one. 
That the Farmers farming the revenues of the refpective Pro= 
inces and the Country of Drenthe, in or upon any places bord- 
ring on the confines of the one or other Province, shall have 
tall times acceffe thereto, and onthe defire of any one , the 
ther sliall , at his reafonable charge , givehim a Copie of the 
oHeion , or other Booksor Regilters, by , or out of which 
he faid incomes ate raifed or received: and thatthe faid Provin- 
es and Countrey of Drenthe shall, in all faithfulneffe , affift one 
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- the other; to hindér all frauds, which might be committed i 
fuch matters. 

And for as much as the Lords States of Gelderland, Uirech 
and Overyffel, do owe aconfiderable fum of Money unto th 

efpective Admiralty-Colledges ; refiding in Holland and Zee 
land , on account of feyerall fumms towards defraying th 
charges ‘of the Sea, before this prefent warre ; it shall be re 
ferred to the decifion of his Highnefle to appoint any reafonab!

That farther inconfideration of the good fervices, and fait 
full valourwhich the Lords the States of City and Land of Grog

Upon which refolution made, his Highneffe 5 accom- 
-panyed by feverall Great Ones on the 23. April at §.of the 
clock inthe morning, went from the Hague to Utrecht, 
where he arrived at 3. inthe afternoon, being metand 
led into the Town by the Commiffioners of the High and 
Mighty States on Horfeback , through the rancks of the 
‘Townsmen in their arms,{ftanding in ranks from the Gate 
to the German Houfe. The Foot-militia were pofted, 
each Regiment in feveral places , Viz. the Regiment 
of Waldeck , Horns, Solms, Erbach; Berkenvelt, Polens, and 
Turck, the Horfe both Dragoons, and Polanders were 
ranged without on both fides of the Rhijn: at his en- 
trance were all tokens of joy made; all the Colledges 
faluting him; on the 24. his Highzeffe gaye audience 
unto all Perfons that defired thefame, making all need- 
full preparation for the difpofall of the governmeut the 
next day, giving motice unto thofe, who were to be 
members thereof. 

On the 25, April, His Highneffe appeared im the ufuall

His Highneffe, at the fame time, made known, that 
fome of the principalft among the Towns-men had de- | 
fired him to draw 2 modelaccording to which the Go- 
vernment of the Land of Utrecht should be eftablished 5 
and that he had feriously confidered of itand framed. 
one which he judged moft agreeable to the ancient Go- 
vernment of that Province ; yet he could not refolveon 
it before he knew the opinion of the prefent Lords about 
it, and their approbation of its His Highneffe alfo put 
to their confideration a form of an oath to be taken by all 
thofe that should appear inthe Affembly of the States of 
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' Utrecht. The aforefaid model of Goyernment and form 
of oath are both as follow. — 


An Order and Model according to which the Government 
of the Province of Utrecht should be founded 
and fettled, 


bi ier the Government of the faid Province shall remain as 
formerly inthree Members, Viz. of Elected Councellours 5 
Nobility, and City, and Towns. 

That the Elected Councellours , both thofe which his High- 
nifle hath now chofen, and thofe , who shall hereafter be chofen, 
shall continue in their charge , and funétion three Years fuc~ 
ceflively , and that the faid chofen Councellers , or each of them 
shall three Months before the expiration of the time of their 
charge , acquaint the Stadtholder of that Province thentbeing 
thereof. And that the Stadholder of that Province then may 
continue all orany of the faid Councellers in their charge three. 
Years more, or chufe others in theirroom, or inthe room of 
thofe that might come to die within the faid- term. of three 
Years, which choice he may make out of the whole body ofthe 
Abbots, Deans, and Canons, of the five Chapters here , and 
that without any ones nominating any , or contradiéting what he 
shalldo, fuppofing the Perfons chofen thereto be arrived atthe 
full age of 25.

That the Stadhoulder of this Proyinee, for the.time then 
being , shall havethe di(pofall of all military charges, without 
any exception, whether in the Field, or other where.

28. Departed his Highne/fe for Amersfoord,and Wijck 
te Duurftede, to fet things in order there, as was conve= 
_nient, and to eftablish the Government of thofe Cities, 
which was in like manner done through the whole Pro- 
vince: whereupon on the 30. his Highne/fe withall ima- 
ginable Solemnity, and Civilities departed from Utrecht, 
early inthe morning , andat noon wastreated by the Ma-. 
giltracy at Leyden, and at Evening arrived in the Hague; 
having thus reduced all things in the Province of U- 
trecht, intoa poftureto take breath a little, and with one 
pie a foundation for the eftablishing the affairs of the 
| Province of Gelderland and Over- Yffell. 

Butto returnto the Warr again , and having in the for- 
ner partrelated what preparations every one hadmadein 
the beginning of this Monthof April; weshall now. fee 
with what zeal and vigour they were carryed on, both by 
senewing of leagues» railing Souldiers , and affembling 
great Armies together : Did France renew his league 

| with Sweden? itwas again ballanced here by a Treaty with 

Denmark: and though Hanover and Bergen leaned to 

the French Party; the Dwke of Brandenburgh wasagain 
entred into a new alliance with the Confcederates; and 
the Princes of Lunenburgh had alfo promifed fome Auxi- 
liary forces ; the Bishop of Mun/ter himfelf ftood upon 
joyning his Troops withthe Army of the Empire, and 
moft of the German Princes followed the. Emperoury 
taking up Arms forthedetence of the Empire. 

The time began now to approach, that the Armys 
were to take the Field, and the Statesand their Allyés 
having refolved to affault the Enemy on their own 
Frontiers , twas thought good, to bring a Confoederate: 
Army into Flanders, under his Highzeffe the Prince of 
Oramge as Generaliffimus sand other Imperial, and Spanish 
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Generals; andthe Army of the Empire in the Palatinate 
onthe Rhijn ; againft whom the King of France fent the 
Prince of Condé , with one Army to Flanders and ‘Mar- 
shall Turenne with another Army towards the Rhijn, de- 
figning, in the mean time, with the forces under the Duke 
de Navailles , to make himfelf Matter of the County of 
Bourgundy, ifit should not ftand Neuter ; the King re- 
folved notto march in Perfon this Campaign: the march 
of all which Armies we shall follow ; beginning with the 
French, who began firft. 

Whilft the Germans were bufy with their five Depu- 
ties to procure a Neutrallity for the Province of Burgun- 
die, the French went forward with their Fortifications at 
Gray ; either becaufe they intended not to accept thereof, 
or elfe thought thatSpain would not becontent therewith: 
on the24.of March, the Deputies arrived at Befangons 
but found little appearance there of any inclination toa 
neutrality, the Spaniardshoping, by that fuccour they’ 
expected, to make themfelvs Matters there ; neverthe- 

ethey confented'to a ceffation of Arms, andon the 2. 
dito, the Deputies (being fatisfied with the entertain- 
ment of the Governour Don Framcifco Gonzales d’ Al- 
vedo) departed thence for Auffone: to conferre with the 
Duke of Navatlles who confented to aceffationof Arms 
for ‘a Month, yet fothat neither of them should in the 
mean time receiveany Succours, butall things should 
remain in the fame polturethey werein , which pleafing 
the Spaniard, the Deputies departed home again re iz- 
feta. On the fame 28. March arrived the Prince of Vaude- 
mont at Befancon, who witha very {mail train, by many 
by-ways, through many dangers and perils arrived there, | 
by Poft;that by his prefence and Conduct he might take - 
care of all things that might conduce tothe fecuriity and 
reftauration of that Province; expecting his Father the | 
the Duke of Lorrain with Succour for the Spaniard. The | 
fecond day after his arrivall, being the firft of April , this 
Prince wentto Field, and forced the French to quit Ar- 
boys, who loft feyerall men, and left 2. piecesoifOrd- | 
/ mance: 
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nance: On the 5. the Prince went to Dole toconferre 
with the Marquis de St. Martin Goyernour there, and 
having had here and there feverall encounters with fome 
good tuccefle, efpecially under Monfieur Maz/ons who 
totally ruined the cee of Horfe of the Duke St. At- 
gzon, which kept the Guarrifon in Orgelet; afterwards 
fo ordered all things that there was good hopes with the 
expected Succours, not only to defend that Province, 
but alfo wholly toclear it of the French: which the Duke 
de Navailles apprehending , departed in Perfon for Paris, 
to acquaint the Kingthere of the conftitution of at. 
fairs. Whileft the French County was in this poiture, 
the King caufed his great Councell of warre to confult 
‘togetherat Verfailles, where the Generalls of the Are 
mies then were, and there they concluded onthe orders 
to be followed in the next Campaign , and being in- 
formed of the defigns of the Confcederates, they con- 
cluded to be only defenfive, and, what poffible, to bafle 
our defigns, bytheir lingring: and to keep watch againtt 
the Sea-forces of Holland, an Army of 300c0. Men was 
refolved.to be fent to the Sea-coafts, to whom the Coun- 
try People were to be joined: and the Prince of Condé 
with 25000. Men was defigned for Flanders,. to joyn 
there with thofe Troops which Marshall de Bellefonds had 
drawn out of the Dutch conquefts, and Marshall de Tu- 
venme With another Army wasto march tothe Palatinate, 
there to joyn with the forces that were in Lorrain, and 
the Elfas: to the Duke of Navailles wascommitted the 
charge of affairs in Bourgundy: accordingly all Troops 
were now on the march towards their re{pective Ren~ 
dezvous ; all the forces in fervice of the King being by 
computation, above three hundred thoufand Soldiers, 
and very great Train and Artillery; whereupon Marshall 
de Tuweune onthe §. April departed from Paris, towards 
Lorrain; the Prince of Condé, being detained by the 
Gout: On the 12. Duke de Navailles arrived at the Court, 
who. giving account of the pofture of affairs in Bour- 
| gundiie,and the Succours expected there,the pes 
ro. iatly 
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diatly thereupon fent orders to Turenne , to impede wit 
all vigour the paflage of the Duke of Lorrain throug 
Alfatia , or Switferland into Bourgundie ; .refolvin 
himfelf, wich the Troops of the Royall Houfe, and thof 
defigned for Netherland under Cenzdé, to marchthither 
and matter that County; in the mean time the Prince of 
Vaudemont was not idle there, who, on the 16, April, 
with 5. Field-pieces of ordnance went to. attacque Po- 
ligny, having majterd feverall other {maller places, fome 
whereof, onthe approach of the French forces, he again 
quitted, that he might the better defend the more confi~ 
derable places, committing the Government of Dole 
to Marquis de Borgamanes of Salines to d Alvedo, Go- 
vernour of the Province: drew his own forces into 
Befangon. After the Troopsof the Kings Houfe, and 
fome other under Duke a’ Anguik were on their march to- 
wards Bourgundie, with Artillary proportionable ; his 
. Majefty , the Queen, and the whole Court began their) 
Journey onthe zo. April , and lodged that night atFon= 
taine-Bleau, thence marched forwards though Pontfur- 
onne, Sens, Villeneuve le: Roy , and onthe 22. lodged 
at Joigny., whence after’ one days ftay , they went to, 
Auxerre ,.Stoyers , Montbard on the 15. they.arrived at 
Lefils Dulict, whence the Queen, and Dolphin departed 
for Dyon, and Auxone, the King towards Gray, being 
followed on the 28.by his Brother the Dwke of Orleans. 
by. Poft from Paris; on the 2. May his Majefty arrived at 
Gray;but,by reafon of the Rain andbadneffe of the Ways, 
the Guns could not follow fo faft, wherefore he imme- 
diatly. commanded the Duke of Anguin to environ Be- 
fancon, and fent the Duke of Luxenburgh, and Marquis de.

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he French Guards, under the Duke de la Touillade theit 
Colonel, and firft Lieut. Generall ; Chevalier de Lorrain; 
Field-Marshall, and Marquis darcy, Aide de Camp: 
the Duke of Anguiz being there prefent alfo; that nighe 
they advanced 200. Paces: onthe 7. they fired very vio- 
lently from 4. Batteries, and the Watch atnight wasre- _ 
Jeafed by two Battaillons of the Regiment Lionnois , 
under Count de Lude , Lieut. Generall , Marquis de Genlis, 
Field-Marshall ; and Chevalier Nogent, AidedeCamp: 
who proceeded with the Approaches on the right and lett. 
fide: onthe 8. two Battaillons of the Dolphins Regiment 
came into the Approaches, under Marquis de Rochefort 
Marquis de Rene/ , and Countde Chiverny; which night 
notwithftanding it rained very forely, they advanced 
much on the right fide, but not much on the left line, 
becaufe of the rockineffe of theground; whereupon, on 
the 9.the King commanded to make their Approaches by 
day alfo: Sothat, inashorttime they came to the River, 
and were at evening teleafed by the Regiment of Cruffol , 
and one Bataillon of Anjou, conducted by the Earl de 
St.Geran, under command of Marquis de Fowrilles; de 
Hautefeuille , Knights andthe Earl of dyer » who Ap- 
proached within 140.

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Ifo; and his Majefty himfelf on the 25. broke up with 
is Army from Befancon, and on the 27.encamped be- 
fore Dole, where the befieged made many a Sally; the 
next day the Canon was brought, and the fame Even 
ere the Trenches opened; on the 30. thofe in the Town 
made a valiant Sally, killing many ofthe French; yetthe 
flailants were fo eager, that on the 4. Junethey mattered 
the Counterfcharp , and lodged themfelvs there » and 
ade all ready fora GenerallStorm; whereupon on the 
. the befieged were forced to a furrender, having Capi-= 
tulated that the Guarrifon should march out, with full 
rms » and be convoyed to the Dukedom of Mlilan: 
othat now there was onely Salines, & the {trong Caftle of 
St. Ann , whither the Governour of the Province was 
etreated, and Youx, which were yet unconquered: 
Dole bearing the repute of having defended themfelvs 
obly. 

The King having caufed the Dolphin, Queen, andthe 
hole Court tocome from Dion, into the Army before. 
ole, he there treated them, and let them fee the march- 
ng out of the Guarrifon; and then himfelf, withthe 
whole Court, departed for Artoys homewards, andon 
9. June. arrived atSr. Germain, committing unto Duras, 
nd other Generalls, the care of conquering the re- 
mainder of that Province, Duke d’Orleans being departed — 
or Paris before. 

On the 13 June.Monfr.de /a Feuillade opened theTren- 
hes before Salines, and on the 19. nothwithitanding a 
uragiious oppofition within,and the loffe of many Men 
y the feverall Sallyes, thatweremade, they came very 
ere the Out- works, having taken in the Barcon-fort,and 
he Star, which was the defence of St. Andrews, fothat 
hereupion, thatalfo, and on 22. Salines it felf followed; 
ill finally, thejremainder of the Province was all con- 
uered.. This Enterprife being accomplished before the 
‘ampagn for this Year truly began, fo that the King 
as now become Matter of whole Bourgundie, without 
aking: ufe of an Army apart for that work; moftof the 
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Troops, which were employed in this exploit, bein 
fent away to the Prince of Condé and Turenne. 
To this bufineffe of Bourgundie wee shall next in or 
_ der joyn thé march of the Dike of Lorrain; who o 
. the firft motion of the Duke de Navailles in the French

7000. Men, fending his Son the Prince of Vaudemoni 
before him: he himfelf, after fome conference held wit 
with the Dwke of Bournonville, Generall of the Imperial 
Forces » at Bon, on the ro. April arrived with fever 
Regiments of Horfe at Francfort, where being encreafe 
with the addition of three Imperiall Regiments; on th 
18.he croffed the Main, intending, through the Palati 
nate and Dukedom of Wirtenburgh, tomarchtowar 
the French County, and, to that efid refolved to pa 
the Rhijn at Rhijnfeld; but obferving the motions 
Marshall de Turenne to difpute his pafladge, he march 
flowly, through Brifgow, neer unto Bafil, and-on th 
to. May arrived at Rhijnfeld, whence he fent 200% 
Horfé over the Rhijn to récognife in what pofture 77 
vennés Army lay, whom they found fo ftrongly pofte 
that he faw ’t would be very difficult for him to bre 
through; and confidering, the King was on the mar 
with his Army towards Bourgundié, and that the Pr 
virice was already as good as loft, in the latter end 
May he retreated again thence with thofe Troops he ha 
to join with the Confoederates in the Palatinate, and 
ais the 1. of June arrived at Oberkirke , 2.or 
leagues from Straatsburgh. 

. Marshall de Turenne » who on the §. April depart 
from Paris towards the Army, arrived on the. at Zabert 
where Monf. de Rochefort wasencamped, and caufedt 
sir to be Fortified, and fo immediatly departed fe 

rrain, to bring away thofe Troops that were ther 
wherewith on the 16. he encamped at Steinbruck, ne 
Zabern , 4. leagues from Straetsburgh, his Army dai 
encreafing with new forcesfenttohim; buat, upont 
Duke of Lorraits marching towards Bourgundy , yet

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Orders from the King to hinder it, Turenne drew all hig 
Forces out of Lorrain and che Elfas, quitting and ruining 
Seltz , Weyflenborrow , Geiiepoer » Landaw 5 
and other Places in the Palatinate, and leaving Monf. dé 
Veaubrun potted at Hagenauw, encamped him{elfe from 
Zabern as far as nere unto Straasborow; not knowing 
but the Duke of Lorraiz might feek to break through that 
way ; but, when he faw him take his march through Brif+ 
gouw towards Bafel, foto pafie to Rhijnsfelde, he alfos 
having left a good Guard at the Paffe and gate at Zabern 3 
broke up with 7.

Men 
defended themfelvs ftoutly , but could not hunder the 
advance of the Frenchin their Approaches »fo that the 
befieged ‘being much tired, and almoft halfe of them 
wounded, did, on the 22. on honourable conditions , fur- 
render themfelvs, which, they were thehaftierin , be~ 
caufe they faw the Prince of Condé coming of, with his 
whole Army towardsthem: the Guarrifon marched out 
with 2. pieces Canon,their full Arms and Ba nee Were 
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convoyed to Leuven; The French were alongtime in 
fufpence about thofe z. Fortrefles, whether they shou!d _ 
demolish them, or preferve them. having fent fort the 
Countrey People, feverall timesto rafe them, and then 
again began tofortify them, but atlaft inthemiddle of 
June they made feverall Mines in Argenteau , and fo 
blew them up, fome whereof, by reafon of the rocki- 
nefie of the place, had little fucceffe, but did fomuch one 
with another, that they {ufficiently ruined the Fortifiea- 
tions of the Caftle , and madethem wholly unfit for ufe ; ” 
and in the mean time, were very buify, in Fortifying 
Navagne, that from thence they might, with the better 
fecurity» make their incurfions into the Land: yet on the 
opinion they afterwards had , that it might be prejudicial 
to Maeltricht, and if taeken would {top all their com- 
munication with Liege , they refolved to demolish it, 
which, in the Month of June and July, theydad, with 
great labour andcharge, and foturnedthat ftately Forti- 
fication intoadefolate heap, by that meansalfo {pareing 
many Men, which would have been required for the de- 
fence of thofeworks, 
After the Marshall de Bellefonds had maftered the ftrong 
Caftles of Argenteau, and Navagne, and the Prime of 
Conde, on the other fide; was advanced nere the fame with 
his Army,the faid Marshall, on 23. May marched through 
Maeftricht, about which time feaven Cornetsof Culle 
Troopers , obférving the march was lead towards th 
Freach Frontiers, and diffatiffyed ar their nonpaiment; 
went their my rebelling again{t their Officers, amd com- 
ing towards the Rhijn, found little better comfort from 
their owne Prince Elector, fo: broke their Standards 
and wenteyery one their way; which afterwards fevera 
other Cologne Troops followed; who not findling fuc 
fatt pafture there , as they had in Holland, tovok littl 
pleafure in the French fervice without paymemt. Th 
whole Army ,on that fide of the Maes being now joyne 
with the Prince of Condé, who onthe 26. May lay encamp 
ed nere Tongeren, thence the nextday he marched to 


wards Namen; whofe Armyconfifting of 4.0. or £0000. 
Men makeing a halt between Penvees, and Gembloers, 
gave fufpicion as if he had defigned fome thing againit 
Namen;but the Imperialifts,on theother fide of the Maes, 
being on their march , he brokeupthénce, and made his 
Head-quarters all Hautein above Nivelle, where he pitch- 
ed his Army in the Country between the Sambre and 
Maes, and on the 7. June broke up again towards Biriks, 
and Bergenin Henehouwen, where he made fignesas if 
he intended to befiege that place, having fent for feverall 
Guns from Lisle, and prepared many Fagats, and befet 
all the paffes round about withhis Souldiers. And thence 
fent at that time2ooo. Horfetothe Borders of Flanders, 
to difcover the Spaniards, which were come to Waterloo, 
and fent goo. of them clofeto the City of Bruffels 300. of 
whom came tothe very Counterfcharp of the City 
whence they carryed away (everall Horfe and Cattle , but 
immediatly retreated again, untothe Prince of Conde’s Ar- 
my , Which was farther itrengthenéd with feverall Troops 
newly comeout of France: but this Prince obferving the 
march of the Imperialifts under Generall de Souches up- 
wards towards Ardennes , beyond Namen, andof his 
Highmeffethe Prince of Orange towardsthe Landof Liege, 
broke upon the 13.0t July very fuddainly from Brugelet, 
and pafled by Bragen towards Charleroy, and took his 
Quarters in the Abby of Bonefperance , nere the Sambre, 
from whence he fent 7.or 8000. Men, to Furnish, Rocroy 
and oither places with convenient Guarrifons; and fent 
the Duke of Luxenburgh towards Philippeville to obferve 
the Inperialifts, who had already made them(elvs Maf- 
tersof Dinant; but the Confoederates, having refolved 
to joy forces nere Nanney , and the Imperialifts being 
to that end marched again downwards along the Maes 
from IDinant ; Condé drew all his forces togeather , and 
pitched on the fide of the River Pieton, where he not 
only hiad the defence of that River andtheSambre, bet 
entrenched his Army alfo, that fo he might be fortifyed 
ainft: any Affault of the Enemy , from whence feemed 
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my ; the Army then encamping between Limburgh, 
and Verviers onthe 30. began to march thence towards 
Deuren beyond Aix la Chapelle, and on the firft of May 
held their Head-quarters at Eswylen, and the next day, 
at Legerendorp; the fame day Count de Souches arrived in 
the Army with 4co0. Men; whereupon the next dayja 
great councell of war was held at Dueren, and then the 
Command of the Army was furrendredto count de Sou- 
ches; after which the Army was muftered, and remained 
forne days nere about Dueren. 

The Duke of Bournonville, haying gave overthe com< 
mand of the lmperiall Army in Netherland, to Count de 
Souches ; being to ferve himfelf in the Palatinate as Ge- 
nerall of the Imperiall ‘Troops there , marched imme- 
diatly from Dueren to Bon, withtwo Regiments of Horfe, 
and one of Foot, and onthe8. of June began his march 
thence in company with Count Portia with3ooo.

_ As long as the Duke of Lorrain lay encamped on this 
fide of Straasborow , Twrenze wason the other fide , very 
_ buify in fortifying of Saberne, and having , forthe better 
conveniency of torrageing fpread his Troops far abroad, 
as foon as he obferved the march of the Duke of Lorain 
broke up alfo on the 12. of June from his Quarters at 
Hoogfeld, nare Straetsborow , leaving the Marquis de 
Vaubrun at a Pott at Hagenaw and fo with 6000. Horfe, 
and §000.Foot, marched in all fpeed to Philipsborgh, 
wherehe, on the 14. arrived, but withoutthe Infantery, 
who were not able to march fo faft: in ftead of whom, he 
commanded the Field- Marshall MMourlerier- Colbert to 
joyn with him, feverall Bataillons Infantery , andfome 
Dragoons of the Fleeing-Army that was there, with 
whom, having fome Pieces ofOrdonance with him,he im- 
mediatly croffed the Rhijn over a Bridge of Boats, and the 
fame day , maftered alittle Town, called Broeckhoufen, 
wherein lay a Guarrifon of 150. Men; and on the 15. 
early an the morning , departed towards Wiffellog, in 
which. wasa confiderable Guarrifen of Imperialifts, and 
therefiore thought it not advifable to attacque the fame; 
but , abferving that the Imperialifts marched towards 
-Heylbron, herefolvedto follow them; and fo onthe 16. 
marched'to Zintzheim , where he wasinformed, thatthe 
Imperialifts had pofted themfelfs very advantagiously on 
alittle Hill , andbehind afmall River, which was not 
to be pafed, faving over one Bridge at Sintzheim, which 
the Innperialifts had guarded with fome of their Infantry, 
and ome Troop of Dragoons , thinking the Enemy was 
only ifomefew Troops {ent out of Philipsburgh ; but Zu- 
venne with all his forces confifting of 12000, Men, fell. 
FFs fierly 
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fierly upon the paffe , and poft , and after a yaliant op 
pofition made , for two hours y and the loffe of many Men 
on both fides, mafteredit: whereupon Tureune, pafled 
there with his Troops, and Artillery, and comeing to the 
otherfide of the ‘l’own, fett his Men in Battailarray, 
which he could not quite doe before 3. Efquadrors of the 
Imperialifts came off againftthem, and ‘ell fo furiously 
onhis Avant-Troops, that they were forced to retreat,but 
the reft of the French Cavalry coming up, the Imperia- 
lifts were again forced togive place; but immediatly ral- 
lying themfelfs ,, beat the French under the very Walls 
of Sentzheym; but Twrenne again brought up his Cavalry, 
formed his leftwing , and placed his Artillery; but, 
whilft he was formeing hisrightwing, theImperialifts, 
the 2.time, fell fo fiercely on them, that they put the French 
to fight , and maftered their Canon ; but the French 
Infantry advanceing » difcharged fo cruelly among thems 
that the Imperialifts were forcedto give ground, by which 
means the French, not onely recovered then Guns 5 but 
theirCavalry had time to rally, and fo formed the leftwing 
again; the Imperialifts came downe againft them the q. 
time and fought ftoutly , and many fellon both fides; the 
Duke of Lorrain , and Count Caprara were feverall times| 
amongtt the French; and Monfr. de Turezne was above 
halfe an hour engiged withthe Imperiall Curaffiers, but 
at laft, the French kept the Field; and the Imperialifts,| 
after they had eight feverall times brought up their Men 
againft the French, were at laft forced to retreat to Heyl- 
bron,being in number far inferiour to the French,and had 
noe Canon: fo that Turexnes Victory confifted only in 
his keeping the Field, having loft as many Menas the 
Imperialifts , the number of what was loft on both fides, 
being about 4ooo. amongit whom feverall Officers of 
name and repute on both fides: of whom the following 
Lift was made.

Souches on the arrivall of the Earl of Waldeck, and Mar- 
quis de Louviany held alfo with his Chief Officers a coun- 
cellof Warreat Dueren, andthen madeall preparations 
to break up, and to march with his Army towards Na- 
men, accordingly on thes. June, hetook his Head-quar- 
ters at Elfwiler and Aldenhove , the Army being ranked

of the Palatinate were in, hadfentunderthe Marquis of 
Baden, to fuccour the Confoederates there. 

This Confoederate Army whereof his Highneffe was 
owned as Gexeraliffimus, took their march, on the 28.

very notable diverfions. 

This Fleet failing ,on the 24. May from the Wielings, 
came the next day, to the bie of Dunkerke, where, ac- 
cording to the refolution of the Councell of Warre there 
held ; they divided themfelvs into three Efquadrons , and 
fent away 15.Sail, which that night ran up the Channell, 

& on the 26. made Calis,and the Coaft of Bolonia,putting

{emt to difcover in what pofture the French Army lay, 
who meeting with a party of the French fell fo coura- 
gioufly upon them , that they were forced to flee leaving 
1510. Troopers Prifonners, with good booty befides , all 
which the Duke brought back with him intothe Army : 
amd oa the 29. May, 41. French were brought Prifonners 
inito Bruffels, whom the Spaniards had took in the So-_ 
niienbofch; atthe fametime 13. Spanish Troopers of Ba-= 
ron dz Few’s Regiment meeting 15. French foon mattered | 
them, killing fome, andjthe reft with booty befides where 
broughtinto Bruffels, wherealfo on the 22.

other fide, one only Spanish Dragoon was killed; the 
reft with the richbootys feverall fuits of apparel, §, or 
6000. Rijxdallers in Money, and to. Prifoners , and 
above 50. Horfe returned home again ; another Party alfo 
went out of thence and hid themfelvs in awood, where 
they heard , the French were to paffe with 300. Cows 
and Oxen, whom they fellupon, beatthe French, and 
took allthe Cattel: about the fametimealfo goo. French 
Troopers, and as many foot, convoying 12. Veflels with 
Stonefrom Bethunen to Rijffell for the building of that 
Citadell, were affaulted by 300. Spaniards of Arien, 
and 600. of Yperen , who wayted their comeing nere 
Verlangier, where they knew this Convoy wasto pafle ; 
and on ther. of July, fo furiously engaged them, that 
the French, with the loffe of many of their Men were 
putto flight,they funck 3. of their Ships to make the River 
unnavigable, and rantfomed the reft afterwardsto around 
Rate, and Lieut. Generall a’ 4gourtoon the 11.ditoen- 
countered nere Vitry, with 1500. Horfe,; and maftered 
a Convoy of feverall Ships with Wine and Meal bound 
from Aat to Doway, of whichthey made a good booty. 
Nere Maeftricht alfo a Party of 60. Spanish Horfe, and 
30. Dragoons on the8. Julyin the Haysbane the road to- 
ward Tongeren, lighted upon the Son of Monft. @ Efrra- 
des, Governour of Maeftricht, going from Charleroy to= 
wards Maeftricht with go. Horfe, having with him 2. 
Mules anda Cait wellladen: the Spaniards fell on them 
with fuch fury, that the French had noetimetodefend 
themfelys ; but every one lookt how he could beit fave 
himfelf; the Marquis @E/frades with fome others fled to 
‘Tongeren , and were followed by the Spaniards into the 
‘Town to the very Church it felf, where feverall of the 
French faved them felfs, but many of them were killed, 
and the Spaniads remained Matter of their Baggage; a 
like Encounter at the fame time happened in the Palati- 
nate , where a Party commanded out from F “a.

' Not much worfe fared the Spaniards of Charlemont, 
who, on advice that the French had prepared at Rocroya 
—Convoyof 400. Wagons to carry tothe Prince of Conde’s 
Army , with Wine, Brandy, Meal , and other Provifions, 
marchedout about 200. Foot,and §o. Horfe {ftrong,under 
Sergeant Major Bres/y , and pofted themfelves about a 
mile diftant from Rocroy, whereon the21. early in the 
morning the Convoy under the conduct of the Marquis _ 
de Hilaire arrived, whom they fo itoutly aflailed, thatthe 
French were totally rowted, many of their Men being 
wounde¢ and killed, amongft whom wasthe faid Marquis 
himfelf end the Collonell, and moft of the Proviender 
which the Spaniards could not carry away was there de- 
ftroyed ; but moft remarkable was the encounter which 
happened on thez9. nere Manberge, from whence che 
Prince of Condé defigning to break up his Army, fent 
Monfr. ¢u St. Clar, Commandor of a{Btigade with 500. 
Horfe, before him to difcoverthe Enemy, and if poffible 
to incommode them ; to that end they hid themfelvsin 
an amibushment there abouts,and ina narrow way,a Party 
of French from Zulsnay metthem, who fuppofing them 
to have been the Enemy, fierd fagainft the French, in 
which encounter Montr. de St.C/ar , being wounded 
with 3;. Muskett-shots, fell from his Horfe, and was left 
there by his owne men,and the reft wholy rowred, know- 
ing no otherwile, but that °twasa Spanish Party, they had 
mett with ; afterwards the Spaniards found him there, 
and carryed him into the Caftle of Vofien , to be healed 
there @fais wounds, it being fome time afterwards be= 
fore he came to know the mistake of that engagement, in 
which many were killed on both fides. 

Abonutthistime the Spaniards out of Luxenburgh went 
outand plundered the French inhabitants on the other fide 
of the /Maes,whotrufting to fome Forts,& Works,refuled 
to give: Contribution:whereupon thePrince of Chimay,Go- 
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vernour of that Province, commanded out the Baton | 
Orsbeck with 280..Horfe , and the Lord Melfenhan 
with 120, Foot-souldiers, who ftoutly effefted their de 
fign, though ic feemed impoffible, for coming to th 
_ Maes, they found the paffadge there very difficult, th 
country People having raifed the Bank of the River ver 
high but one Dragoon ventured with his Horfe intot! 
Maes; who, getting well over, wasfollowed by his Cap 
tain, and whole Company , andafterthat, by all the I 
fantry and Cavallry: asfoonas the Dragoons were go 
over, they fett feverall places on fire, Ville Franche, Sa 
-moury, Suffay, and others , without the loffe of any on 
Man-notwithftanding the Fort and Canons of Stena 
fired very hot amongft.them; whereupon the Frenqd 
Governour defigned to lay an Ambufment againft them 
havingto that purpofe, hid 300. Men, under comman 
of Monf. David, Major of the Citadell ina Wood hag 
by, tofurprifethem in their returne, but the faid Majo 
the Lieut. of his Company and 16, or 17. Souldiers bein 
killed on the place, the reftretreated tothe thickeft pa 
of the wood ; and fo the Spaniards, on the 20. Septembe 
returned home with good booty andlittle loffe. Ont 
- 23. alfo 4. Companyes ot Croats,one of Dragoons, an 
one Company of Waiters, went out towards Auville 
two Miles above Rocroy, where a great Fare waskep 
and nothwith({tanding the refiftance made by the Inhab 
tants plundered it wholy , and burnt at leaft qo. Houle 
becaufe they would not pay Contribution , and fo 
turned with great booty, feverall Horfesand much Catte 
And,as all thefe encounters iffued-to theadvantage ¢ 
the Confcederates , fo the French had fometimes t 
better alfo, but were fo inconfiderable that I shall he 
paffe them by,confifting principally in great devaftation 
and preys made upon the country People, but leavin 
thefe particular occurrences lett us returne to the ma 
fubje& of our Hiftory,and that which next prefents to of 
confideration is , the [mperiall Troops ftrengthened wi 
feverall forces of the Empire engaged with Turenne a 
: Palat 


Palatimte’, and the Army of the Confoederates here be- 
flow wihethe Prince of Condé andthe Navyes both within 
and without Europe, whofe atchievments wee shall now 
proceded to give an accountof, to the end of this Cam- 
pagnie, and Year alfo. ! 
The Duke of Turenne wee havealready obferved playing 
his pranksin the Palatinate, where he deftroyed all things: 
fo that,that Prince Elector, made his complaintthereof in 
England, whereupon the King of France putoutacer- 
tain Declaration onthe 13. July, that he might ftill if pof- 
fible, divert that Prince ; the contents thereof were as 
follow <h: 


A ie King far fome time fince, whilft hehath fo fincerely 
defired to maintaine,with all might the Weftphalian Treaty, 
and, on that foot, the Peace and reft of Germany which muft 
needs be very acceptableand of great worth in the efteem of the 
| whole Empire, hath to his great disfatisfaction obferved , that 
the Emperour and fome other Princes of the Empire, have putt 
themfelysintoa pofture , of giveing fuccour tothe Enemyes of 
France contrary to the obligation of tHe fame Treaty , and 
others, alfo which his Majefty, in particular, had concluded with 
the Emperour ; and how juft caufe foever his Majefty had to op- 
pofe thofe Arms which were taken up againft chem and under 
whatfoever obligations he thought himfelf bound , to twarr and 
oppofe thofe contrivances and engagements which were there 
made againft the intereft of their States, yethe never left his 
intentions of contributeing what poffibly he couldto the quiet 
of Germany. a5 
His Majefty never intended to enlarge his Limitts there, by 
new Conquefts: the fole imai not only of his Arms, but ofall 
thofe See aon: which his Minifters have made in the Em- 
pire efpecially on the Rijx-day!at Regensburgh, hath beento 
difpofe the Emperonr to the contributeing of thofe helps forthe 
facilitateing of the Peace, which his Majefty hath been always 
ready to: he hathalfo, on feverall occafions, declared , thathe 
was ready to recall into his owne Kingdom his forces out of all 
thofe places, which, by the progreffe his Arms had made in Ger= 
many, were in his poffeffion , as foon, as thofe Princes in the 
Empire, who had armed themfelys againfthim , should eoqee 
their 


their Troops into their States, and re ngage themélvs to a 
exact obfervation of the Treaty of Munfter , and, by that mear 
putt an iffuero all chofe troubles, which they had raefed. 

That which he had feverall times already teftified, he did the 
again more efpecially declare, when he found himéelf neceffitate 
to prevent all confequenees of thofe practices which, the Princ 
Palatine, with the Emperour engaged in againft him, not forget¢ 
ing, to divert that Prince from a defign fo contrary to the Friend 
ship, and Allyance , which he juftlyy had promifed himfelf t 
have found at his hands. 

At the fame time that his Majefty found himfelf obliged t 
take pofleffion of the Caftle of Germersheym , hedeclared him 
felf to be ready to renew his Friendship with that Prince, and{t 
deliver the Caftle into the hands of any Prince of the Empir 
whom they should agree upon, at what time foever his Majctt 
should but be affured of their Neutrality, and, notwithftand 
ing that he then gaveno an{wer unto thefe fo reafonable and ad 
vantagious, proffers , yea notwithftanding he neceffitated hi 
Majelty to an indifpenfsable Warre with him , by a Proclama 
tion of therupture , which he published againft his Majefty, an 
the hoftilityes , which he began againft his fubjeéts , having cal- 
led the Troops of his Enemyes to his afsiftance , his Majefty ye 
ftood to his former intentions, loofing no opportunity, where! 
he could doe any thing , which might contribute to the Peac 
of the Empire in gerierall, and a particular accommodation with 
that Prince. 

In the midft alfo of that Succeffe his Arms had in the Battail 
of Sintsheym, the advice thereof to his Minifters inthe Empire] 
was always accompanyed with orders todeclare that his Ma 
jefty was ftillof the fame mind ; ordering that they should de- 
clare in the Courts where they refided , and caufe the like to be| 
made knowne in all other Courts throughout Germany , that the 
aforefaid Vidtory made no change inhis Majeftyesformer mo- 
deration, who was {till ready , forthe promotion of the Peace, 
and on the fame conditions which he had already propounded, 
to reftore all fach places which his Arms had conquered , fince 
this prefent Warre, inany part of the Empire y and to with draw 
his forces out of the State of the Prince Eleftor Palatime, when 
foever he should ftand neuter, and reinbrace the friendship and 
amity with his Majefty. \ 

And that which his Majefty there, proffered after fo great ad= 
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antages, heis ftill ready todo, nothwithftanding his Majeftys . - 
orces,by a Ize action , not lefle fuccesfull and confiderable, than 
he former ,:ndthe fecond time, pafled the Rhijnunder com- 
mand of Vicount Turenne, and purfued the Enemy over the Nec~ 
er, and foxetthem to retreat, and feek shelt over the Main. 

And ; nohwithftanding his Majeftyes victorious Troops are 
wholy Mafte of the greateft part of the Palatinate, and noth- 
withftanding the juft grounds of difpleafure his Majefty hath 
againft hat Irince, yet his Majefty is pleafed, by this memorial, 
which he difireth may be made known to every one, toreftifye, 
that he demands nothing of this Prince , but afincere engage- 
ment co mantaine from this time forward a true Neutrality, ree 
nouncing thofe ‘treatys and leagues which he is entred into for 
to Warre azninft his Maiefty: on chefe equitable conditions, he is 
ready to draw all his forces out of the faid Princes Countrey , ane 
leave him ir the free and peacable poffefsion thereof. 

His Majety was pleafed alfo, forthe fuller teftimony of the 
fincerity of his intentions, with refpeét to the whole Empite, 
and in particular to my Lord the Prince Elcor of Palatine ,to or 
der,that the Declararion thereof in this prefent memoriall, should 
be deliverecinto the hands of Count Tot, Embafladour extraor« 
dinary for Sveden , judging him moft capable to bare witnefle 
tothis favairable difpofition of his Majeftye, towards the Peace 
of the Emyite , andto his good inclinations towardsa Prince 
fo neerly alyed tothe King of Sweden; and the more, becaufe 
this Embafadour al fo hath been fo long employed, and shewn 
fo great zed inthe Treaty for Peace,at an Aflembly, which might 
have effeGed the fame for all Europe, if it had not been broken, 
by an odicus violence , which was both a breach of the Law 
Of Nations, and publick faith.

Burtt thit Prince remaining ftedfaft , notwithftanding 
this Diecleration , and allthe entreatyesof Turewne, to the 
intref{t of the Emperour, and Empire; Marshall Turenme 
atlaft:, oa the 26.July quitted Wijnheym, and Bergh- 
Rraat),’aad on the 27. with all his Baggage and Artillery 
marched 
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marched overthe Necker (having fett feverall places or 
fire towards Philipsburgh,where croffed the Rhijn,to rui- 
nate the Palatinate on that fide alfo. : 

The Duke of Lorrai and the Duke of Bourneville, with 
the Army of the Confcederates lay on the May at Hars- 
heym , waiting there for thofe feverall Troops who were 
on their march to joyn with them, whither the Marquis 
van Bade was alfo commanded with 5000. Muntters 
Souldiers, belonging to Generall de Souches , who on the 
30. July, began his march through Munfter Eyfel cowards 
the Palatinate : at the fame timealfo the Regimentof the 
Ear! van Vbeele broke up , to march that way , asalfo the 
Celsand others, 

Marshall de Turenne having paffed the Rhijnat Philips- 
burgh, and laid Guarrifons in Nieuftadt, and fome other 
places of the Palatinate, & having burnt many places there 
about,took his Head-quarters at Landau, in the mean time) 
the Duke of Bourneville caft aBridge over the Meynat Flert- 
heym; over which, on the 2. Auguft, Commandeur Dz- 
mevalt marched towards Manheym with 2000. Horfeand 
Dragoons, and on the 5.the whole Army of the Confce- 
derates paffed the fame way.and took their Head-qaarters 
at Herauw the great,* within the Dominion of Darm- 
ftadt, thence defigning higher towards M. abeym : theres] 
abouts Commandour Duzava/t with one Troop of Horfes! 
feveral Dragoons, and fome Croates of the Duke of Bours 
nevilles with about §00. French Troopers and Dragoons, 
who were come to Maften-heyms-hof to plunder there, 
but were fo faluted by Baron de Marfie, who wais inthe 
Front, that 100. of the French werekilled on the place; 
40. took Prifonners, and the reft put toflight, leavang be- 
hind themevery where Carts with Provifions and booty; | 
which they had made inthe Country. 

Whilft the Duke of Turenne lay pofted at Landou, having 
fortified himfelf there, the Duke of Bourneville remained | 
at Herauw, expecting feverall Auxiliary forces; but, in 
ftead of going thence for Manheym, he fuddainly broke | 
up, and returned back againe crofling the Meym a ie 
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f28. Auguft at Flersheym, and marched towards Ments; 
where, haying fecured the pafladge over the Bridge, Mar 
quis de Bade with his Horfemarchedfirftover, whom 
the next day the Body of the Army followed , with all the 
Baggage-and Artillery , the whole Army paffed through 
the Towne, andnere Coftheym : this fo fuddain march 
feemed to have been occafioned by the interception of a

were comeing towards them » that fo they might be in the 
better capacity to drivethe Enemy out of the Elfas,and all 
Places: thereabouts, having hither, received no Auxiliary 
forcesis fave thofe of Muntter under Marquis of Baden; a 
Regiment Imperialifts from Manheym; one Regiment 
Saxe’s , and that of the Frankish Creits, yer they pute 
themflelvs intoa pofture of annoying Turenze, what was 
poffibile: andcontinued prefling the Confcederates very 
earneiftly , to haften the march of their Troops: the 
Munifiters, under Generall deSouches, on the firftof Au- 
guit, broke up from Chinay having firft plundered it, and. 
marclued through the Landof Limburgh towards the Pa- 
latinatte : on the 14. they went over the Bridge at Coblents, 
and on the 17. were nere Swalbag, ufeing the country

After which Battail the French retreated again towards 
the River Severn,and the Confoederates affembled them- 
felvs togeather nere Grabeftadt, there to ftay for the 
Troops, which were now on their march from Heyl- 
bron towards Straesborow,being followed by the Duke of 
Sell,and his Troops,as alfothe Prince Elector Palatine,who 
on the 17.marched over the Rhijn with his forces, all which 
Troops togeather made a very confiderable Army who 
ufed all endeavours to invite the Enemyto another Bat- 
tail , and, to that end, on the 18 they marched directly to- 
wards Marleheym, where Zurenme had entrenched him- 
felf, the Generall Dorfting miarching before with 5000.

Thefe two Armyes laying encamped fo nere onetothe 
other, the Confoederates could not by any perfwafions: 
inviite the Dake of Turenne to a Field-Battail, nor could 
they well fall uponhim, within his Entrenchments: in 
the mean time the Forces of the Elector of Heydelbergh 
pitched themfelvs before Waflenheym , where the French 
hadi a Guarrifon of 200, Men, and on the 25. dito, after 
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three days fiege , Maftered it: ’t was furrendred unto — 
them on difcretion , wherein they took 120. French Dra- 
goons, and feverall Foot-Souldiers, bur, what was moft 
confiderable, found a good quantitye of Provifions there. 
The Army of the Confcederates laying now fonere 
the Enemy, on the 27. October a great Councell of Warre 
was held at Kogersbergh, where the Imperialifts Head- 
quarters were, at which Councell were prefent his E/e4%o- 
rall Highneffe of Brandenburgh as Generalifiimus of the 
whole Army; the Price Elector of Heydelberch,the Duke 
of Lunenburghand Zell, Duke de Bourneville, Lieut. Gene= 
rall Caprara, the Marck-Grave Harman-van Baden, the 
Duke of Holfteyx » Ploen , the Field-Marshall Dorflinger, 
and Monfr. Chauvet: the Duke of Lorraine being with 
fome of his Troops abroad ona certain Exploi@ , in 
which Councell of Warre was delibexated, whether they 
might not edfily enough paffe the River Sor,and fall upon 
the Enemy in his Trenches, but they could notat that 
time, agree aboutit , fomeof them j udgeing fuchan En- 
terprize to difficult , feeing the French lay encamped 
fo advantagiously among{t Hedges, Ditches, and Bogs ; 
whereupon on the 29. the Counfell metragain; and con- 
fidering, by reafon of the fcarceity of Provifions, that 
fo greatan Army could not fubfift there, they took it into” 
deliberation how to divide their Troops into their Win- 
ter-quarters; molt part of the upper Elfas andSuntgou 
laying open for themas far_as Brifack | about which time 
Marck-Graef Frederick van Baden Duerlagh , arrived at 
Straesborow , having commiffion from the Emperour, 
to negociate fome affairs with the Generallity there, 
whereupon the next day the Prince Elefor of Branden- 
urgh , and Prince of Lunenburgh arrived there alfo , and, 
aiter fome Conference held there, returned again tothe 
_ Army. : 
P The Duke of Lorrain being marched with feverall’ 
_ Troops from the Army towards the Hill of Vauge,on pre- 
tence offecking Winter-quarters , was there informed, 
that the Baw and 4rrier-bau from Anjou » Languedock, 
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Britaigne, and Bavois confifting of about 700. Nobles, 

each having 2, 3. or 4. Men to wait on him, was on their 

marchtowardthe a of Turerine, which daily had fuch

and thelike fupplyes; he commanded Monfr. Mercy with 
4.Regiments to waylay them, on the other fide of the Hills 
who had alfo the good fortune to light upon them in 
the Villadge Menamenil, not far from Nancy, where 
he could not well mafter themjwhilft they ftood on their 
defence, and therefore they fett the Villadge on fire in 
feverall places, and then environed it roundabout, by 
which means, moft of the French were killed, and fome 
took Prifonners, befides whom they madea great Booty 
of many excellent Horfe agreat fumme of Money, and 
other coftly Equipage and 3 or goo. Wagons of Meal: of 
theLorrainers Baron de Mercy was shott with feverall Pi- 
ftol Bullets, Lieut. St Croix,two Captains, and about §o. 
Souldiers killed ; of the French, moft of them were 
killed, and the following Nobles took Prifonners:

Which Victory was fecunded by another advanta- 
gious Refcontre, which fell out between a French Con- 
voy marching towards Turemnes Army, with the Baggage 
of the Duke of Crequi, Commandor in Generall of the 
French Baz and Arrier-Ban , which Convoy they wholy 
routed, and took part of them Prifonners, and made 
Booty of 11. Mules laden with Money, Plate, and other 
coftly things, belonging to the faid Duke; and Kra/o/, 
the Commandor of this Convoy, was caryed Prifonner 

_intothe Army. 
The Army of the Confcederates remained neer Clo- 


gensbergh , and Turenno in his Entrechments at Sor, a- 

gainft whom nothing was attempted partly by reafon of 

the divifions among their Commandours, and partly be- 

caufe he wl fo ftrongentranched, but the want of fup- 
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plyes, at laft, forced Turenne out of his Works, fo that the 
forlt of November13. Regiments of Horfe, who had lain 
at Nederwijlen marched over the Hills of Lutzelfteyn 
s towards the Zaar, whom the greateft part of the Infantry 
followed the next day, except fome Companyes who 
were left within Zaberne and Hagenaw for the fecurity 
of thofe Guarrifons, Monfr. Matthseu with 6. Battalions 
was letf within Zaberne, and Monfr. Fougeret Sergeant de 
Battallie with 4. more, to have the command thereof 
within Hagenauw,and on the 2. November,the Marshall 
himfelf with the Arrier Guard followed the other Troops: 
in the meantime, the Confoederates fenta broad feveral | 
Troops into the upper Elfas, who took in moft places 
there 


there, ami fo made them felvs Matters of that Land, efpe« 
cially when the Brandenburgers conquered the City , and 
Caftly of Thuyn being a place of great moment opening 
the paffaige into Bourgondy through Lorrain: where- — 
upon theVonfoederates wentinto their Winter- quarters, 
- The Lurenburgers in the neather Elfas, whofe Head- 
quarters vere at Zleeftad ; the Brandenburgers in the up- 
er Elfas, at Colmar; the Imperialiftsat Sintgau; and 
orraines from St. Hippolite along the Vallyes, as faras 
Lorraine, and. Schudenaws Regiment had paffed the 
_ Rhijm, n order to block up Brifack in Brifgau, andthe 
Prince Eleéor Palatine on the 25. Novcmber marched 
with the Kreyts-forces towards the Palatinateto block up 
_ Philipsbirgh, for that Guarrifon continually made their 
incurfiois into the Palatinate, ruining all they could 
come nee, as in particular,onthe 24. November, 100, 
Men frem Philipsborow with 4. Pieces of Ordnance 
shewed nemfelvs before Altzy, demanding contribution, 
andon efufall,they fetton fire the Cloifter St,Jan,and 3. 
mills offanother,that ftood without the Town, & the like 
in feverd]Villadges and afterwards fell upon the little City 
of Firanteym,which they plundered , andcaryed the {poal 
thereof vith them to Philipsborrow: whereupon the E/- 
or Paldine by virtue of the guarante obtained of the Em- 
pire., mde his complaint by memoriall given in at the 
Affe:mby at Regensbergh,whereupon’t was refolved that 
the Marquis of Baden withthe Creits Troops should block 
uptlnat City , thereby to prevent any farther infolencyes, 
whovaceording tothe orders given marched thither. 

The Troops of the Confederates being this divided ine 
to tlheir Winter-quarters made it {till their buifneffe, to 
fecuire the Elfas; the Lorrainers maftered Dammami, 
and ithe Caftle St. Lambert, fome of thefe Troops mett a 

-Commpany of 100. French Horfe convoyed by aPerfon 
of QQuality, many of whom they took Prifoners amongft 
otheers tae Earl de Seau/x, befides feverall others who were 
killed on the place: the Imperialifts took Henningen, 
neem Bafel.and Prince Harmen van Baden, General] Pa the 
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Emperiall Artillery, marched with the Forces of Munfter| 
againft ‘Betfort , and Generall Vertmuller againft Lands- 
croon;the 2. only places which the French ftill hadin Sint- 
gou, the great defigne was, to {top all fupplyes from going 
to Brifack, and, being informed that the Guarrifon was 
‘but flenderly provided with allforts of neceffaryes , foto 
force them by a Blocado to furrender: on the Suntgaus 
fide wherethe Emperialifts, Brandenburghs , and Lunen- 
burghs Forces, on the Brifgous-fide, the Emperiall Ge- 
nerali Schuts of Friburg: forthe furthering of which de- 
figne the Duke of Brandenburgh on the 4. December fent 
his Conforts to Bafel,to prevent any follicirousneffe 
there by reafon of the approach of the Confeederate For- 
ces, and to communicate unto them the reafons of their 
taking up Arms in the Empire againft the King of Ffance; 
and to profter themall good correfpondency and Neigh= 
bourhood to hinder as much as they could the raifing 
more forces for France , whereupon, on the 8. he departed 
thence towards Arrau- the Great, wherethe Deputyes of 
the 13. Cantons were affembled, to whom having made 
his Propofitions to fuchlike effect, recieved this following 
anfwer from them. 


W Ecare refolved to acquaint your Eledtorall Princely High- 

nefles, and Grace’ss of Brandenburgh, and the Palatine, as 
alfo my Lord George William Duke of Brnnfwijck, and Lunen- 
burgh, and the Duke of Bourneville, inthe name of the Impe- 
tiall Generality,in anfwer to the Propofitions made in our Couns 
cell by my Lord Thomas van den Kneefenbeeck Privy Concellour 
to the aforefaid Prince Elector of Brandenburgh, and to his 
Confort. 


Firft , that wee are thankfull for the affurance you give us in 
the name of your Losds and Mafters, of all good inclinations, | 
and affections , and gracious difpofitions ufward, wishing us 
well , even to the maintaining of a good Neighbourhood with 
us; and for thofé orders which are took for the preventing any _ 
moleftation -or prejudice to us in our Confoederacy by your 
Souldiers ; and farther, that you will pleafe in a general] wh 
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Hfor Peacé, to have refpedt unto the intereft and Peace of our 
antons. ; 

Alfo that your Highnefle and Graces doe reciprocally aifure 
us , with all welwishes , and proffer of your fervice to us in this 
e(pe&t, chat a good Unity shall be maintained between us, hopn- 
ing thatno mishap shall be fall either of us. 

Andthat,what may farther concerne the intereft of the Allyed 
Cantons, in generall and each of themin particular, shall (they 
hope) beconcluded inthe Generall Treaty for Peace , the which 
wee now once more recommend unto you, and in the mean 

‘time befeech the Almighty God, that (notwithftanding he for 
holy ends is pleafed to punish Chriftendom with fuch cruell 
Warrs ) he out of his bottomleffe mercy will graynt you a defi- 
reable Peace. . 

Wee hereby alfo do farther acquaint the Iluftrious Prince 
Elector,and his Grace, that his Royall Majefty of France (on this 
condition alone hath raifed thofe forces inour Country , with 

Our confent, that he should carry chem into his owne Land; there 
to make ufe of them only for the defence thereof , but, accord- 
ing to the reports that goeabroad , wee find it other wife ; fo 
that wee are Very earneft with his Majefty , and his Minifters, 
that he will keep our Men in his owne Country, ftri@ly alfo com- 
manding our Chief Commandour and other Officers, that they 
remaine within the Dominions of France , and take noe fervice 
againit the Holy Empire or any Members of the fame. 

What farther relates unto the Commerce , wee have by virtue 
of the Neutrality, as in all former times of Warre, declared unto 
all contefting Partyes ( which. wee have alfo always prattifed ) 
that either of them might, on the Yearly and Weekly Market 
days , buy whatfoever he pleafed for his owne neceffity as long, 
and as much only as wee our-felys can miffe. 

And _befides the teftimonye your Exceilencyes Lords Embaf~ 
fadours have givenus, of keeping a good correfpondency with 
us wee doe recommend unto you the care of our intreft on all 
occafions, as wee, onour fide,doe offer unto all and eachin par- 
ticular all good friendship, and refpe&, wishing your Excel- 
Jencyes all profperity, and wellfare from heaven. :

Whilft the Confoederates were thus labouring in th 
upper Elfas; the old Duke of Lorrais was upon’ anothe 
Expedition intohis Dutchy : in the beginningof Decem 
ber he marched fuddainly towards the Moefel, where h 
mattered Efpinaland Remiremont, where heleft a goo 
Guarrifon, and thence with the affluence of many hun 
dred Countreymen in arms, being all his natural! Bor 
fubjects , marched towards St.Nicholas and Nancy, t 
fecond whom,Count Caprara with feverall Emperiall For 
ces, arid the Duke of Holfteyn with feverall Brandenbur 
ghis Troops, marched.towards the Borders of Burgundy 
But Turenne,who lay at Bockenheym on the Sor.being fur. 
prized by thofe fuddain invafions; the fiege of Bend for 
and Lands-croon; and the Blocade of Brifacks imme 
diatly gathered all the Forces togeather he could to pre 
yent the proceedings of the oneand the other, andefpe 
cially, what ever it should coft, to relieve Brifack, int 
which Generall Stkuts on the Fryburgh fide began alread 
to caft his Bombensand Granates, andthe Prince of Homs 
ergh on the other fide was advanced within Canon-sho 
of the City. 

Turenne, as {oon as he had gotten what force he poffi- 
bly could He Sa began to move , whereupon thé 
Guarrifon of Efpinall,& Remiremont, having notimet 
Fortifye themfelvs,retreated to the Elfas. and the Duke o 
Lorrain himfelf, feeing fo great a power Approaching 
Turenne with the Army of Marshall de Crequs who wer 
now gotten before the Gates of St. Nicolas, departed to- 
wards Bourgundie, whereupon Turenne fent before hit 
300. Horfe and Foot under the Earl of Bourlemont ; t 
make a triall whether they could not gett into Brifack 
whom Generall Chauvet meeting, with a Troop of tk 
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-nenburgers, wholy routed them;killing 80. of them in the 
} Field; and took Bourlemout with feverall inferiour Off- 
cersandabout 30. common Souldiers Prifonners; on the 
23. Marshall de Turenne himfelf broke up from Remiere- 
mont towards Bourgondye, and there did fobefert all 
Paffadges, that the Conicederates could find noe entrance 
into that Country , who thereupon gathered themfelvs to- 
geather alfo nere Altkirchen to confront Turenne. The . 
Duke of Bourneville with the Imperialifts, Munfters, and 
fome Brandenburghs Forces, marched towards Than and 
Betfort, and returned themfevs on the fideof the River 
Tober; the Dake of Zelltowards Markirchen, the E/eéfor 
of Brandenburgh remained with his'Forcesnere Colmar, 
that onall occafions, he might {peedily fecund the other : 
but on the Approach of Turemne the Imperialifts retreated 
from Betfort, towards Mulhaufen, and Turenne being ad- 
vanced as far as Betfort, he marched forwards with 30. Ef- 
quadrons towards Mulhaufen,the Imperialifts had pitched 
themfelvs on the way thitherwards, which Twrenne by his 
{coups beinginformed of, who reported that there was a 
{mall River before them, and that 8. Efquadrons lay at 
the Foot, and 20. on thetop of a Hill, he refolved to at- 
taque them , on both fides, to which endonthe 29. De- 
cember he fentthe Earl of Brog/zo on the one fide withone 
Efquadron , and the Duke of Orleans Regimentto the 
other fide, whocharged the 8. Efquadronsat the botrome 
of the Hill ; and kept them up fo long, untill the body 
of the Army wasadvancedtothem, whereupon the en= 
gagement wg very fierce on both fides, without any 
great advantadge any way , favethatatlaft, the Imperia- 
lifts retreated Jeaving fome Prifonersin the hands of the 
Frenclh : The Emperiall Generall Caprara brokehis Arme 
in this Engagement, butfome of the French they took 
Prifomners alfo, amongft others, Monfr. Sanguin: Tue 
renmey the next day, being informed that fome of their 
Baggage was ina Villadge thereabouts kept by about 800. 
Souldiiers belonging tothe Regiment of Portza, they {ent 
a Company of Dragoons who fatt the Villadge on fire,but 
the 


the Caftle being fortifyed with a Broad and yery Deep4 
mote ; he fent fome of his Infantry with 4. Pieces o 
Ordnance, who forced it toa furrender on difcretion, th 
Guarrifon was fent all of them, as Prifonersof Warre to 
Betfort, amongtft the orher Prifoners; andall their Bag- 
age remained for aprey and booty tothe French: The 
Imperialifts continued itill their retreat towards Mulhau- 
fen, encamping themfevs on the River Ill, whither Z#- 
venne alfo , being advanced, he fent Marquis de Mont au- 
éan with thofe Forces under him, whocroffing the River 
charged 6. Ef{quadronsof the Emperialifts, and notwith- 
ftanding thegreat difadvantadge, hehad, kept them en- 
aged untill the reft of the French Forces could croffe the 
iver, and then the difpute grew very hott on both fides. 
but the Imperialifts, not being fecunded couragiously 
enough by the Muntter Forces,were putt to flight,to their 
great prejudice; leaving in the Enemys hands feverall 
Standards, and twoKeteldrums: Coll. Reytembergh and 
the Commander Dusewalt were killed:all thatthey gott 
of the French,was only: Mr.Montaubanx, whom with fome 
other French, they carryed Prifoners to Colmar: the 
next day being the firft of January 1675. Twrenne mar- 
ched with his whole Army over the Ill : andencamped 3. 
days at Mars nere unto Mulhaufen , whereupon the 
Confosderates broke up the Blockado of Brifack on the 
one fide, and gathered their Forces togeather at Colmar, 
and the 4. early in the morning , the French Avant~ 
- Troops shewing themfelvs at the outtermoft watches of 

. the Confoederates , made them retreat; gpereupon the 
Prince Eleor of Brandenburgh with 8. Battaillonsand fe~ 
__verall Efquadronsand fome Pieces of Ordnance,marched| 
towards a {mall River to binder the’French in their paf+ 
fadge towards Colmar , which Twrewne oblerving {ent 
Montt, de Foucaut Lieut. Generall of his Army,amd Mar- 
quis de Mously with6. Battaillons of hisbeft Infamtry and 
feverall E(quadrons with fome Pieces of Ordance to the 

- other fide, to attacque the Poft atTurckheym, which 


afcer a furious encounter they carryed; and took the see 
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Guarrifon Prifonners, except 300. Dragoons who nar- 
rowly efcaped; but the right wing of the Contoederate 
Army being reinforced withthe Regiment Brandenbur- 
gers uncer the Commandonr Dorflinger, with {ome Lu- 
nenburger Forces,they fell into a fierce combate » with the 
French, and many were killed on both fides , in parti- 
cular of the French were flain Montr, foucaut and Mou/- 
fyboth: but the French, having new Succours, gott at lait 
the upper hand; the E/edfor of Brandenburgh itill kept 
his Poft, but , as foon heheard the iffue of this com- 
bate occafioned chiefly by the difference among the Off- 
cers, che next day early in the morning he broke upthencé 
becaufe the French, being now broke through at Ruffag, 
- could march paft Colmar, and cutt of the Paffeandall 
Avenues from Sleftadt, and Straesborow; whereforethe 
Con fcederates, that night, fome thing confufedly broke up 
thence, end marched towards Sleftad and fo forward ,to- 
wards Straesborow, leaving fome Men and Baggage at 
Colmar, Monfr. de Mozclar with two Brigades was fent 
after them to obferve their motions; and on the8.dito 
| Marshall Turenne {ent the Earlof Roye againtt Ruffacky 
which immediatly furrendred , whereupon the French 
Army marched towards Colmar, and all, thatthe Cons 
foederrates had left there, they made good booty off ; and 
_ the remainder of the Militia they took Prifoners: Dureing 
this whole Expedition, the French took between, 2. and 3 
* thouffand of the Confcederates Prifoners, and they, fome 
French alfo; the number of the flain on each fide differ 
not much. But the keeping of the Field, and haaging up 
of formany Enfignsdoth, without difpute, give unto the 
French the Victory ; who on the g. arrived at Sleftadt, and 
took poffeffion thereof, whielft the Confoederates where 
difpuiteing about the mifcarriadges, and differences a- 
mong their Forces: and tltereupon the Munfters Forces 
were immediatly difmiffled, who on the 11. crofled the 
Rhijm nere Straesborow , being followed by the reft of 
the Confcederate Forces, who were to have their Win. 
ter-qiuarters in Brifgou; and the Marckgracyship over

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againft it; The Elector of Brandenburgh took hismarch 
towards Heylbron , thence to march homewards: at 
Dagfteyn, only the Imperialifts left aftrong Guarrifon, 
who were well provided of all things needfull for their 
holding out a fiege , and another body remained in 
the Scons at the Straesborow Bridge, overthe Rhijn for 
the defence thereof:thereupon Turenne removed his Head- 
quarters to Gemar, between Colmar and Sleftadt, whence 
again, by reafon of the fcarcety of Provifions, he fent part 
of his Troops into Lorrain, and onthe 22. January de- 
parted himfelf for Paris, leaving that ftrong place Dag- 
iteyn blocked up by his Forces under Monfr. de Vaubruz, 
who had drawn all the Water from the Town, and fal- 
lowed the fiege clofe, and on the 28. under the defence 
of 8. Demiculvers planted within Piftolshott of theT own, 
ftormeditvaliantly , but was, as valianly , repulfed, till 
the next night, renewing the ftorme, he made fo great 
a breach, that the befieged defendedthemfelvs, asinan 
open Field, to the loffe of much blood on both fides: 
and the Governour my Lord Howitz ashe was cafting 
Granades into the Lower Towne to fett it on fi- 
re, was there shottthrough, not without fufpicion of 
Count Contarinies doing its or ordering it to be done be~ 
caufeof fome Jealoufies about his Confort, and alfo out 
of envy for his haveing that Government : whereupon 
the befieged fled confufedly into the Caftle, again ft which 
the French immediatly planted their Guns , which caufed 
fo great a confternation among the befieged, now com- 
manded by Count Contarimi, that they would no longer 
hear of defending themfelvs any more, but immediatly 
furrendred : the Common Souldiers remained Prifonners 
of Warre, the Officers had all their liberty, who with8:; 
Baggage Wagons, and the Corps of Monfr. Howétz,mar- 
chedout on the-3o. towards Straesborow,where the afore- 
faid Contarini, having firftburntall bis Writings , shott 
himfelf through with a Piftollashe lay in his Bed, and. 
was burried by the Executioner, in the place where Cri- 
minalls are buryed: his Servants, and other nmetns 
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who had figned the capitulation, were feized on, and care 
ryec Prifonners to Fryburgh. 

Thus wee have feen the proceeding of the Confoede» 
rates againft the Enemy in the Elf{as, where, one while 
wee have them wholy Mafters, and, in all probability of 
keeping their Winter-quarters, but again wee fee them 
leaving ic wholy untothe Enemy ; very ftrange, by 
what means occafioned, as being noe way in feriour, yea 
exceeding the Enemy in power ; the fault they shiftone 
upon the other : but now wee shall leave thefe Confeede- 
rates in their Winter-quarters, Zurenne at home, and his 
Army divided. and turne unto the Army ofthe Confce- 
pi that lay below, encamped againft the Prince of 
Condé. 

Inthe beginning of Auguft, the Army of the Confce~ 
derates was gotten nere Nivelle, whilft Condé lay en- 
trenched behind the River Pieton which difchardgeth 
itfelf intothe Sambre, nere Charleroy; and onthe 3. Au- 
guit, his Highneffe the Prince of Orange had his Quarters at 
Genivale , and Count de Souckes nere Oharam , and 
Count Montery nere Waveren, and,there they encamped 
for fome time, in expectation,that the Enemy,wholay not 
above two leagues fromthence, would come out of his 
Entrenchements to give them Battail: but, which way 
foever they turned, the Enemy shewed noe inclination 
atall toa Battail, therefore, ata generall Councell, ’t was 
concluded , they should march paft the Enemy towards 
Bings to cutt him off of his Provifions that way , or 
elfe to force him out of his Trenches; to whichend,on 
the g. dito, the whole Army broke up from Nivelle, and 
ofted themfelvs nere to theVilladge Senef: their right 
ee {pread towards the W ood of Bufferay, and their left 
Wing towards Arken, and Senef, a little Villadge be- 
tween Nivelle and Mariemont , lay before; thereon the 
ro. they remained: on the 11. Auguft two hours before 
day, the Army of the Confoederates began to move up- 
wardis, intending toencamp between Mariemont and 
Bings: the Imperialifts lead ss usa thofe of the er

the main body , and the Spaniards the Arrearguard: and | 
a Troop of about 4000. Emperiall Spanish and Holland 
Horfe, with fome Dragoons were fent under the Prince of 
Vaudemont to cover the Army on the one fide next the 
Enemy, becaufethe Armysin thaer march wouldfome- 
timesbefeperated; which Forces the faid Prince placed in 
Battailarray, before the faid Villadge of Senefin a way 
hin the French mutt paffe to come to the Confoe- 
erates. ) 
The Prince of Condé obferving the march of the Con. 
foederate Army, and, knowing that the inconveniency 
of the road would force them to afeparate march, he 
with the Duke of Anguin, Navaillesand Luxenburgh , the 
Marquis of Rochefort s and Sr. Fourilles Knight, betook 
themielvs to an afcent,from whence they could difcover 
how the march was ordered whereupon immediatly he 
caufed the Guards to march out toa place, wherethey 
might difcover the Army of the Confoederatessand, with 
one, made the Battaillons of Navarre, of the Queen and 
fa Fere , and the Brigade of Felladet to croffe the River 
Pieton at a wadeing-place, below Gouy, to affift the 
~ Guards: and with one commanded a Troop with Fire- 
locks alfo to march with 4.. Pieces of Ordnance,the Life- 
guard, armed Men, light Horsmenof the Guards, the 
Curaflers,andother Troops of referve,which were placed 
nere Gouy, and ranged themallin an open Field where 
they could notbe {een , and gave orders to the reft of the 
Army to putt themfelvsin Arms, and fentthe Marquis of 
Choifoul to acertaine high ground on their Jeft fide to ob- 
ferve the foremoft of the march, and went himfelf to 
the right fide,to fee how far the hindermoft of them reach- 
ed: in the interim the Duke of Luxenburah, and Sr. de | 
Fourilles advanced with 100. Horfe to a certain high © 
round , called Renefart, who thence difcovered thofe 
en wee had fent out pofted on two {mall Hills between 
whom, and the french was a Marshy Valley , which was 
paflable only in two places: whereupon the Prince of 


Condé commanded the Dragoons under the conduct pf 
the 
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the Marquis de Rannes and Sr. Treladet to march againft 
them, and with onecaufed the Regiment of Navarre, of 
the Queen, and of /a Fere to approachalfo, under the con- 
dué: of the Field-Marshalls, che Earl of Montal/ andthe 
Marquis de Mouffy. 

On the Approach of thefe Dragoons, the Prince of Vau- 
demont acquainted his Highneffe that the Enemy shewed 
themfelvs , and had already began toskirmish with fome 
of his Dragoons, and therefore defired, that two Battail- 
lons of Foot might befent to hisaflittance, becaufe the 
narrowneffe of the place, andthe broken Land hindered 
his Horfe from aéting as they should : whereupon the 
Regiments of rhy Lord Priace Mauritz Field. Marshall 
and the yonge Price his Couzin makeing togeather 3. 
Batiaillons werefent to him under the command of the 
yonge Prize, who placed themfelvs before the Horfe 
on the other fide of a little River, thatran by the Villadge 
Senef, afterwards, they finding it convenient that the 
Horfe should retreat over the Bridge, the g. Battaillons 
which were in the wood came and pofted themfelvs at the 
Bridge for the fecurity thereof: and in thofe skermifles 
they had with the Enemy, Moztall broke hisleg. 

Whilft thefe 3. Battaillons.defended the Bridge of Se- 
nef, and the Horfe lay in a narrow Valley behind the Vil- 
ladge, the Prince of condé , and Sr. Fourilles Knigt with 
the Horfe of the left Wing paffedthe Riverhigher, to 
engage the Horfe that lay behind Senef, whereupon the 
3. Battaillons recieved order to retreat to their affiftance, 
which could not be done to fuddainly, burthe Enemy 
firft forced in upon them, and madeagreat flaughtera- 
mongft them, and fome of them who sheltered them. 
felvs in the Houfes of Senef, where took Prifonners: 
The Enemy being gott now abovethe Horfe,wee would 
haye chargedthem, before they had puttthemfelvs intoa 
pofture, but the hollowneffe of the way which the Prince 
of Vaudemont was to paffe madeitimpoflible, not having 
time enough, by-reafon of the fuddain preffing on of the 
Enemy » to bringupthe 3. ins 8G which he lead; to 
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‘witt » one of his owne Regiment, and the 2, other of 
Holftevs » and Langerack commanded by their refpeCtive 
Colonels, indueorder, and much leffe againft 4, Ef- 
quadrons of the Enemy: fo that, that whole party was 
quite routed, many of them flain , andtook Prifonners ; 
and, notwithftanding all the induftry the Prince of Vaude- 
mont ufed to prevent it, the reft fled; part of whom 
rallyed again under fome of the Spanish Cavalry com- 
manded by Duke de Villa Hermofa, who ttood below a 
little Hill, Scituate between them , and the Villadge Fay; 
the Infantry rallyed again with the other foot, that were 
on the top of the Hillyagainft whom the French prefently 
marched: the Prince of Condé, Duke of Anguyn and Na- 
vaillestotheright, and Luxenburgh tothe lett fide, skir- 
mishing briskly on both fides, untill the Spanish Horfe, 
at the requeit of the Marqus d’ Affentar, were fecunded 
with 4. Batalions Infantry, which ftood on the top of 
the Hill, Viz. the Regiments of y/ua and Swartzen- 
éurgh,and one Batailion of Thouars ; atthe fame time the 
Earl of Sault,the Marquiffe of Villeroy, Mouffy,and Rames; 
with the French Dragoons, the Regiments of Navarre, of 
the Queen , and /a Fere with one Troop Fuzilliers or 
Firelocks, advancing towards them, prefently fellon, 
de Sault on the right fide, and Villeroy on the left fide, 
having marched moft of the way through Hedges and 
Ditches: at firft they fought ftoutly on both fides,but the 
Cavalry was quickly brought into diforder, notwith- 
ftanding all the induftry the Earl Faffantar ufed, who 
himfelf was there killed; the Infantry ftood at firft alfo 
ftoutly , but, feeing the Horfe fo routed, they fled alfo, fo 
that the Brigade of Weede, which lay on thetop of the 
Hill, where the Earl of Waldeck alfo was, confifting in all 
of 3. Batalions were forced to bear allthe brunt; the firft 
the Prince of Condé commanded to be chardged,the fecund 
he went againft himfelfe, andthe Duke of 4nguim took 
chardge of the third, who defended themfevs fo bravely, 
that they regained the placethe Enemy had gotten from 
them , and, that they might the better follow the Enemy, —

was not followed , fo that, after a bloody flaughter, they 
all were brought intoconfufion; and the Earl of Waldeck 
forely wounded. 

Thus all lay open to the Enemy,as far as the Villadge of 
Fay, where molt of the retreated Troops had rallyed, and 
potted themfelvs; behind the Villadge was a Hill where . 
the reft of the Army had pitched themfelvs, being in- 
creafed with the Emperiall Avantguard , who were now 
come to their affiltance ; here again began a very hott | 
Batcailon the left fide of the Villadge was Quagmire, _ 
and every where round about’t was full of holly-bushes 5 | 
fo that the Confoederates had, by that means, the.oppor- 
tunity, of putting themfelvs in pofture again ; The Prince 
of Conde fent the Duke of Luxenburgh to obferve the {ci- 
tuation of this Poft, whilft he fell upon the Villadge; /@ 
Mothe, with the Regiments of Exguin, Conde, Conti and 
Auvergne affaulted it on the left fide, Montal with the 
Regiment of the French Guards, and the Swirzer Re- 
giments of Stoupa, Erlag, Pheyferand Salis attacked them 
on the right fide, this fight was very bloody , and laited 
nere five hours; many on both fides, but moft of the 
French, were flain, the whole Regiment almoit of the 
French Guards was thereruined, four of their Captains 
were killed , and three forely wounded; other Officers 
proportionably ; ¢z Mothe at the left fide of the Villadge 
had fomeadvantadge at firft, which occafioned fome con-’ 
fufion , the more becaufe the Poft on the right fide 
was alfoloft; but the foot of the Confoederates retreated 
from the Villadgeto the body of the Army which lay on 
the op of the Hill behind Fay, between which Villadge 
and Hill, the Baggage was placed, where the Dukeof Lua 
xenburgh , and the Marquiffe of Villeroy put the two difor- 
dered Batalions to flight,who keeping the way unto Bruf- 
fels.,, had almoft putt Fariawx Regiment into diforder, but 
the body of the Army moveing on thetopof the Hill, 
they returned again unto the Villadge ; after which, the

 Battail firltthroughly began; the reft of States Infantry

The Duke of Luxenburgh being again returned unto 
Fay, would have flancked fome Troops, where he heard 
them hotly engaged; but found himielf immediatly a- 
mong{t a Company of Foot whohad hid themfelvsin the 
wood: they fired hard again{ft him but he nevertheleffe, 
broke through them, untoa Vallaye, where he was rein- 
forced by the Duke of Navailles with the Horfeof the right 
Wing, the Regiments de Marines, and 3. other Foot, 
and the four Switzers; the Confcederates being pofted 
there ‘on the fide of afmall River, who began te march 
behindthe wood , to cuttof the Enemys paffe , but were 
iv, hl Luxenburgh and Chrifeul with a Brigade of 

‘Horfe under Latroffe;thereupon the Enemy endeavoured 
to goeround about by the left fide, where Monfr. de ¢ha- 
veignah mett them with the gros of the Emperiall Horfe, 
to whofe affiftance feverall Battallions were alfo fent, 
who altogeather refifted the Enemy, and with 4. Pieces of 
Canon, did much mifchief amongft them 5’ whereupon 
Duke de Navailles, thinking again to gett through omthe 
right fide , made noe {mall ftirrethere, bur with as little 
fucceffe as on the other fide, firft driving back 3. Efquae 
drons, who Sa meeting with fuppleis returned upon 
him ,and beat him back againe,and fo continued fighting 
backwards , and forwards , for agood while, but towards 
theevening the Marquis of Mouff{uccouring the Infantry 
which were in the Valley they overcame the Efquadrons 
that withftood them, but were again ftopped by the Ear! 
of Naffow, whereupon the French found every where fo 
much work, that they could ftand noelonger, their Men

fonners, they took, and, in their plundering of the part 

of the Baggage , on the other fide the Confazderates kept 

the Field, two hours after the Enemy was retreated: In 

whichengagement every one that was there prefent , doth 

highly extoll, and applaud , the laudable conduét of his 

Highneffe the Prince of Orange, who behaved himielf there 

not inferiour to the ancienteft Souldiers in his wife con- 

dud, and prudent Valour , unleffe perhaps his zeal might 

have carryed him fometimes to farre; having been en- 
gaged himfelf, and that alone, among the Enemyes For- 

ces, wittnefling thereby , that his own bloodas well as his 

Anceftors wastor the fervice of the Countrey.: and how 

the other Generalls behaved themfelvs, may be judged. 
by thofe commendations his Highneffe himfelf gave of 
them, inhis Letcer to the States. the Copy whereof wee 

have fubjoyned: 


Noble and Mighty Lords, my fingular good Friends, 


T Hat wee may, according to our ptomife,’ give unto your 
Noble Highnefle, a more particular account,of what pafled 
between us and the Enemy in thislaft engagement than our for- 
mer Letter contained , weedoe hereby acquaint you ; that , on 
the 1 1. inftant, wee with the Confoederate Army marched from 
Senef, defigning to have encamped between Mariemont and 
Binch,and confidering wee were to pafle within a mile of the 
Prince of Condes Army, wee thought good to fend a Party of 
4000. Horfe and fome Dragoons, out of the Emperiall Spanish 
and the Troops of this State, for the defence of our Atrierguard: 
In the march, the Imperialifts had the Van, the Forces of the 
State the midle, and the Spanish the Arrier-guard , and, after 
wee had, in this pofture, marched fome hours , the Prince of Vawe 
demome , who commanded the Horfe and Dragoons aforefaid, 
fent t@ acquaint us, that the Enemy beganto shew himfelf with

feverall Troops, and had already began to skirmish with hims 
therefore he defired that two Batalions of Footfouldies might 
be fent to him, becaufe, the place where he lay, being very 
narrow, and abroken Land round about,he could notaé with 
his Horfe as might be required, whereupon wee thought need- 
full to fend him 3. Batalions in ftead of 2. which he defired : ac- 
cordingly the Regiments of Prince Mauritz, Field- Marshall,and 
the yonge Prince his Couzen,were commanded thither, confifting 
in all,of 3. Battaillions under the conduét of the faid yorge Prin- 
ce, who prefencly pofted themfelvs onthe other fide of Senef,in a 
kind of a wood before the Horfe; and, feeing the whole Army 
was now out of their Leger place, it was judged convenient 
that the Horfe, who lay onthe other fide of the River,that ranne 
by Senef , should come over the River again ; which being 
done, the 3. Bartallions of Foot,which were before placed in the 
wood , pofted themfelvs at the Bridge. The Enemy prefently 
“atracqued them with Horfe , Foot, and Dragoons, andthey re- 
ceived them valiantly ; but, whilft they ftood to defend that 
Po't, the Enemy marched higher along the River , fo that, at the 
fame time the Cavalry , that was placed behind the Foot had 
enough to doe to withftand them , and being much ftreighned 
for want of ground, in fo muchthar they almoft trod on one 
another , the Enemy being gotten above them on the other fide, 
wee caufed the forefaid Foorto retreat ; which was noe fooner 
done, but the Enemy advanced very ftrong againft the Cavalry, 
and beganto putt his Efquadrons in order, fending his Foot 
along the Hedges ; whereupon they refolved to chardge 
him before he could gett his men into pofture , but it could not 
be effected , becaufe of a hollow way that was between them, 
whereupon , fearing leaft the faid Horfe should be cutt of from 
the reft of the Army, they were ordered to march of to the

agement , the faid Prince approoved himfelf to be a Perfon of 
xtraordinary courage and valour : thefe Forces thus fleeing 
made noe ftand , unti!l they mete with part of the Spanish Ca- 
valry, who ftood under a little Hill between them and the Vil- 
ladge of Fay; with which Cavalry commanded by my Lord 
de Villa Hermofa, {ome of them rallyed again ; he advanceing a- 
gainft the Enemy inthe head of his Company, acting as much, 
as conld be expected of a Perfonof his worth and qnalitye in 
fuch a diforder , which all things before were in: thereft of 
the Foot rallyed again with a part of the Infantry of the State, 
which ftood on the faid Hill, confifting of the Regiments of 
Weedes Brigade, excepting two Battaillions, which were com- 
manded to fecure the Baggage ; the Enemy ftill purfuing, 
fell uponthe Horfe, both of the Spaniards, and thofe that rallyed 
with them, amd the Margqnis of Affentar,who was onthe Hill,de~ 
fired 4. Battalions of Foot for their affiftance,which was graunt- 
ed them, and the Regiments of Aylua and Swartzenburgh , 
with one Battalion of the Regiment of Forars were fent to them, 
who polted themfelvs between the Cavalry and the Hill : whilft 
the Enemy , having brought up a body of Foot through the 
Hedges and Ditches thereby , quite routed the Cavalry , tha 
Mrquifle @’ 4ffémtar laboured by his owne example to encous 
radge his Efquadrons to ftand, and refift the Enemy, but fight- 
ing with an extraordinary couradge , recieved feven wounds, 
whereof he dyed, and, fo this Cavalry being brought into dif 
ordre , they did the fame with 4. Battalions of Foot which wee 
fent to their fupply, and fo ranne overall, even thofe Foot- 
Souldiers which were on the Hill,and had kept their ground be- 
fore: my Lord the Earl of Waldeck , who was perfonally in 
thatemgagement,, did what was poflible for a Mantodoe, to 
prevemt the difordre of the Foot-Sonldiers, but, not being able 
to accomplish it, he took an Efquadron of Horfe, who, alittle 
before: had rallyed there,to chardge the Enemy therewith in their 
flanck:, before they should be able to face about , but not being 
followed as he hoped , and finding himfelf alone amongft the 
Enemy, having received three yvounds, he at laft retreated 
without being taken, having killeusz. of the Enemy, who had 4 
Han 


Hands onhim,and fo, as wounded, and bloody as he was,joyne 
with the gros of the Army, being very hardly perfuaded to re 
tire though he had fcarce any ftrength Jeft,to fett his Horfe lo 
ger. The Lieutenant Generall Ayluafignalifed himéelf allo in 
this engagement : the reft of the Infantry of the State confiftins 
of the Brigadesof Heefwijck, Erpach, and la Villaumaire , witl 
whom was Prince Mauritz, the Rbingra've,and Sergeant Gc 
nerall Valin were pitched onan Hill, on the other fide of th 
Villadge Fey, togeather with the Emperiall Forces , who, jut 
about the fametime, mettthere: and, totheir honour wee fa 
it, they bore off the violence of the Enemy with anextraordi- 
nary ftedfaftnefle , and that both their Commandours and the 
Common Souldiers quitted their chardge to admiration : The 
Enemy endeavoured at firft to goe round by the left hand, but 
prefently other Batallions were difpatched that way to prevent it, 
and Monft. de Chavaignac , who wasthere with the gros of the 
Emperiall Forces vigorously withftood them, and kept the Poft, 
whether ke gott to be brought 4. Canons, which very much 
annoyed the Enemy; on the right hand the Enemy made noe 
leffe difturbance, but with as little fuccefle, as the former , fave 
that about feven of the clock in the Evening, at one of the Pofts 
he forced two Battalions of Foot-Souldiers, which had their 
Poft ina farre diftant Field, andranne downethe two Efqua-/ 
drons, which fecunded them ; but was again ftopped by the 
Earl of Naffow , who in this occafion did a {peciall piece of 
fervice , and prevented the diforder, with great wifdom and 
valonr: my Lord Prince Mauritz shewed his valour there beyond 
his years; arid, notwith{tanding he was {carcely recovered from 
a fitt of ficknefle , which had brought him very low; yet he in 
the whole engagement continued in the exercife of all the fun 
tions of his chardge, not yeelding unto the yongeft there; the 
Lord the Ré#ngrave, hath alfo made himfelf remarkable among 
allthereft , fo that: wee may truely fay, thata great part of the 
fucceffe of this Battail , may be afcribed to his valour and con- | 
du, being therein well feconded by the Earlof Erpach,wha 
was, at laft forced to retreat, being wounded in his thigh which 
hindred his doing any farther fervice: Major Generall Vahey | 
and Monft. de /a Villaum aire are mortally wounded, having, both 
of them feughtcouragiously , and done {peciall good fervice : 
amongft the Emperiall forces the Lord the Earl of Sonches hath 
_ givena fingular proof of thar couradge and sisopsanié ase 2

ther occafions he hath fo-aften shewed:thePrince of Lorrainhath 

ade himfelf noe leffe famous, but wasatlaft brought to an 
Ncapacity of being farther ferviceable by a wound which he re- 
ceived in his head, the like fortune had Prince Pio being wounded 
n his thigh, The rigorous refiftance which the Marquiffe de 
rana made with his Battailion , before the Villadge , conduced 
ot a little ¢o the good fuccefle of this engagement as well as 
he ftedfattneffe of the Battalions of the Regiment of Souches, 
vith my Lord his Sonne in the head of them. 

Finally , after twelve hours fighting, anda great number of 
fain ad wounded , on both fides, the Enemy retreated to his 
Leger; and two hours afterwards wee retreated alfo to our Le« 
ger-place, which wee had defignedto encamp in, before the en- 
gagement: the whole advantadge , that the Enemy had of us in 
this engagement isthe takeing apartof our Baggage: weecan- 
Not yet give unto your Highnefles, an exact Litt of the flain, and 
Prifoners , onour fide, but by the firft‘opportunity shall give 
youaccount thereof: thus committing your Noble Highnefle, 
(Noble and Mighty Lords, and our fingular Friends) unto the 
protection of the Lord, &c., From our Head-quarters at Quari- 
gnan. 18,Aug. 1674. f

And according tothat degre of honour thofe deferve, 
who have quitted themfelvs in thisengagement coura- 
- giously again{t the Enemy: the moreare thofe to be de- 
tefted » and feverely punished , who, in fuch atime,have> 
merited the nameof acoward,and Rogue; as the Ma- 
jor of the Regiment of his Highnefles Foot-Guards 
Eerigh Diseurklouw, bath brought that shame and punish- 
ment on hisowne pate, who, when the faid Regiment was 
retreated in diforder, could not by alltheordersanden- 
treatyes of the other Officers, be broughtto chardge the 
Enemy again,and,at laft, in {tead of turning agairift them, 
he turmed quite away from them intothe Hedges; and fo 
made him{elf anexample of couwardize unto hisowne

'T He Great Counfell of Warre of the United Netherlands 
having feen the informations given’in the cafe of eric 
Dieurklouw, Major of the Guards of his Highneffe , anda 
prefenr Prifonner , by which it is evident to the aforefaid Coun 
fell, thatthe faidPrifonner, onthe 11. of this Month, when tht 
Jaft fight was with the Enemy , after the Regiment of Guard 
had retreated in diforder, was abfent for fome hours , and 
when Major Dedemwas shott, he joyned himfelf with 12. 0 
13, Captains, feverall under Officers , and a good number o 
Souldiers ; that a good while after that, Captain Schrevel telling 
him, inthe name of my Lord Major Generall Fariaux , that hé 
with his Men should fecund the Regiments of his Excellency 
the Earl of Waldeck, Field-Marshall,and Colonell U//par, the Pri 
foner anfwered , hecouldnot; that the Captains, and other Of 
ficers protefted againft him, and by many arguments endea 
voured to perfuade him to charge the Enemy , Captain Schreve 
telling him with one,that if he would not, he would acquaint m 
Lord Fariaux of it ;that the Prifoner at laft being overprevailed 
by many perfuafions refolved to it, and fo leadhis Men into 
plain to that end: buta little after, feeing part of the Imperial 
Cavalry , which were engaged on the left hand of his Battaillion 
beat of by two E(quadrons of the Enemy , ‘and that the faid Re 
giments rallyed again , he commanded his Men to turme about ta 
the right ,tinto a Hedge that was there abouts , wheré&pon fome 
of the Officers {aying tohim, lett us, at leaft once, charge the 
Enemy, he commanded them to faceaboutagain; but ose 
afterwards ordered them again to retreat behind the Hedge ; and 
that he then with his Horferedaway , leaving his Men in confu- 
fidn, who afterwards rallyed again at the Poft from whence they 
came, where the Prifonner came tothem again: thatthe Pris 
fonner , nothwithfanding the oppofition of the Officers, an 
notwith{tanding the faid Regiment did charge the Ememy , re 
mained there: thatafterwards the Earl of Les/ypaffing that way 
faidunto him, that heshould advanceand charge , and thatthe 
Prifonner anfwered, he could not loofe his Men, the faid Earl re 


plyed he wauld complain unto his Highneffe; the Prifonner ans 
Revered he wonld juftifye what he did; that the Prifonner went 
ot from thence with his Men, nor fuffered them to fire one’ 
ott againft the Enemy; that the Officers in the night time 
hearing, thar theother Troops marched off , they looked for the 
rifonner,but not finding him, the Captain wentto his Highneffe, 
ho returning brought ordres, that the faid Battaljon should 
march off alfo: all which things being directly contrary to the 
Drdinances of the Military difcipline , and alfo of very perni- 
ious confequence , and therefore not to be tollerared, butto be 
everely punished and made exemplary to all others ,. the faid 
ounfell of Warre, having heard the demand of the Advocat- 
ical, and weil confidered on all that is materiall in this con- 
erne , or that could move them in this matter they have, 
acting according to Juftice, condemned the faid Prifonner, and 
by thefe prefents do condemne him’, to becarryed ro the place 
of Execution, and there to be executed with the fword , that the 
death enfue thereon ; bur all, with the approbation of his High- 
efJe: chus done and fentenced in the Head-quarters at Quavignan, 
in the Aflembly of the Counfell of Warreaforefaid, on the 
23.Auguft. 1674.

WwW Orthy and welbeloved ; the great, and advantagious Succef= 
fes, wherewith God hath been pleafed, from the beginning 

of this Campagne to bleffe the righteoufnefle of our Arms with, 
inthe conqueft of the whole French County, and other confide~ 
rable advantages , which our Army, under the command of our 
Couzin the Vifcount de Turenne hath obtained again{t the Empe- 
rours Army, commanded by the Duke of Lorram, in the Batcail 
of Sintsheym, and, inthe retreat which he forced them to, over 
the Maiin, were not, it feems, fufficientenough , to convince 
them of the neceffity ofhearkening to a Peace. {9 oftenprof 
fered- 


fered them. The confidence they had inthe conjunttion of 
Armyes the Imperial, Spanish ,and Dutch, putt them upon ne 
projects to fall uponprincipall places , and mafterthem , and { 
marchinto our Kingdome;but God fome in his Providence, hat 
baffled their great defigns., andpermitted , thatour Couzint

The profperous {uccefle which our Arms have had againft che 
States Generall of the United Netherlands, our Proclaimed 
Enemys, hath bred fuch cola inthe Catholike King, that he, 
only with all his might affifteth them, though he had noe reafon 
not to trouble himfelf with the Warre ;but hath alfo been preffing’ 
with the Emperour and Severall Princes of the Empire, that they 
would alfo concerne themfelves therein : and after he had 
drawn them thereto , and himfelf with them entered into

the States took a poft behind the faid Dyke , whereupon, 
the next day, which was the firft time they fired their ca= 
nons from the city againft them , which on the 27. we- 
re firft anfwered out of the Army , but out of the city 
they fired fofurioufly, that.weetould 4415 a 4600 shott 
ina day , on the 29. they made a fally upon us with 450. 
foot & fome horfe, who again mett with {uch oppofition , 
that they where forced to retreat, and fome of them where 
cuttoffrom the body ofthe Troops, who retreated into 
the Church of Ve/p, where our men befet them, & (they, 
shooting continually out of the holes in the Wales, & re< 
fufeing to recieve any quarter ) fatt the Church on fire 
whereby fome of them leaping downe head long, broke 
their arms and leggs , others where burnt, many killedy 
and 1 £ took Prifoners , among{t whom was one Major, 
one Captain, and 2. Lieutenants, and on the fame 
day by mifchance 30. Barrels of powder within the city 
in the Bolwork of the Caftle , where blowne up, which 
very much damadged the faid Bolwork , and Caftle, and 
many houles, and killed ai ys 
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Inthe Army wee were ftillbuify in makeing new Bat- 
teryes , viz. one in the quarters of Collonell Hondebek , 
whence on the 25. the firit gun was fired, at the fame time 
was hanged in the Army a De/ferteur beeing a Sergeant,on 
whits time the French beganne to shoot from the top of 
their Towers iron kookes , where with they did much 
mifchief: on the 27. his Excellency arrived inthe Army, 
and took his quarters at Ba/gogen , and the fame day fent 
3 Regiments over the Maes, where fome Spanish Troo- 
pers mett them, and more daily arrived there , befides 
{ome Brandenburgers. 

On the 3. of Auguft, the Penfionary Fage/ arrived in 
the Army, with the Lords Romswinckeland Blaspijl & Ge- 
nerall Spaaz 5 who, after fome conferences had there , re- 
turnedagain, and onthe 5. a citizen of Thiel was hanged, 
& another fett under the Gallows , whohad ferved in the 
Graaf as E{pyes , on the 7. the French endeavoured to ra- 
fe the Dyke Velp, but being difcovered , were drove back 
again with loffe, fo that now, the fide of the city towards 
Liege was almoft quite clofed, yeton the 20.they very 
cunningly conveighed thence Wagons with Hoitadges 
to Maeftricht; about the fame time, Goo. French Hor- 
fe shewedthemfelvs nerethe Graaf, as if they defigned 
to have beat up fome quarters there, but twas only in- 
tended to recieve the Hoftidges, and to deliver over fo- 
me monyes unto them for the payment of the Guarrifon ; 
in the mean time, they did nothing but shout back- 
wards and. forwards, untill the 30. at which time their 
cavalry with 60. foot Sallying out of the Bos-gate furpri- 
fed our meninthe Trenches, and as good as ruined 2. 
Companyes, took 70. Prifoners , of whom 2. were Cap- 
tains, fo that of 120 but 19. wereleft, atthe fame time, 
they fallyed out at 2. places togeather on the otherfide of 
the Maes, but were beat back with great lofle, whereupon, 
the next day, when our men were ready to Storm , the 
Revalynon the Maes-dyke, they leftit, and blew itup , 
without doing any hurt unto the Befiegers , whereupon 
the Regiments of Niewant and Hoorn, marched alfo . 
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the Maesalfo and our men worked hard on the deferted 
Ravelyn, and caft upa very futhcient battery there. 

On the 6. December ; the Prifonners, which were ex- 
changed or rantfomed 6. out of the Graaf,cameagain into 
the Army , and on theg. and to. allthe other Regiments 
except one paffed over the Maes tocarry on the Siege the 
more earlneitly ; Collonell Balenteyn who came from the 
Bofch to view the Army , adventureing himfelfe to-na- 
_ ked before the Canons had his head shott off; between the 
is.and 72. our men fell upon the French in their Tren- 
ches, whichthey yet had in their out works, in which 
encounter, befides feverall that were killed, 7. were rook 
Prifonners, on our fide Captain Verféhoote and one Lieu- 
tenant was killed, and fome wounded, on the 4. 4. Soul« 
_ .diers were hanged in the Army 5 and 2. had their nofe 
and earscutt off; about this time they beganne to flay 
horfesin the city , for the fwftenance ofthe Army. 

On the 28. the French fell out with 80 Horfe, each a 
Man behind him , into our Trenches nere the Quarters 
of Collonel Niewland, but were drove back again with 
fome loffe, in lieu whereof they took two Prifonners 
along withthem; Onthe 29. Collonell Wagenheym; had 
his turne to keep the Watch in the Approches of the 
Commandour Hondebek, who makeing preparation about 
noon to attacque the Enemy , was shott dead witha Ca- 
non- bullet; and, at § of theclock inthe evening , Col 
lonell Tamminga was commanded toftorm with his Re- 
giment the Enemyes Works , being fecunded by the Re- 
giments of Wagenheym and Hondebek; whilft our Men on 
the other fide were paffed the Maes ina Line, tochardge 
the Enemy with both Canon and Musketts, to favour 
the Attacque fo much the more , and thereupon ftormed 
very furioufly , and 3 feverall times was the Poft gained, 
and loft again, but at laft wee drove the Battalion of 
Bourgundy » as farre as the Stone Bear, notwithftanding 
feverall of our Men flew into the air by 3 Mines, which 
were blowne up, but were again beaten of by the Batta- 
lion of Normandye , who purfued our Men even into their 
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owne Approaches: our'Men might likely have kept that 
Poft if they had been fecunded as they should have been 3 
~ The French had 70 common Souldiers, and 9 Officers 
killed and wounded togeather, and the next day a cefla- 
tion was agreed on for 2 hours, to bury the dead. 

On the firft of October the Regiment of Collonell 
Beaumont , made another Attacque on the fame place, 
but , after a ferce encounter, where again beat off, with 
the loffe of so or 60. Men: the Enemy loft 2 Officers , and 
fome common Souldiers,and at evening was again,agreed 
for anhour, ona ceffation of Arms, for-to bury their 
dead: in the mean time all things where continually 
brought to them,that where needfull in {uch a Siege » but 
the wantof more Men hindred the carrying of iron as 
was requifite, *tillon the 9. dito his Highnelfe the Prince 
of Orange, and the Stadchoulder of Friefland , with other 
Officerssto'the number of 17 perfons in all, arrived there, 
who where followed with 60 Companyes of Horfe and 
feverallfoot, whereupon his Highnefle , gave farther or- 
ders, about what was need full, and enlarged the circum- 
vallation , and at a great councell of warre , concluded to 
affail che Town by force, whereupon , onthe 13 they ma- 
dea very fierce affault out of the Hol/feyms Quarters , be- 
gunne with 200 men whowhere again fecunded with 200 
more, and afterwards with whole Regiments, fo that 
they: of Vendo/me where forced to give ground, but they 
being again fuccoured with the Troops of Dampiere and 
Languedock ftood againe , and fothe fight grew very fierce 
on both fides, and one mine was blowne up, whereby 
the French themfelvs had muchloffe; and another, which 
did execution amonge the Netherlanders, fo thatin fine, 
the Affailants loft 200 men on the place, 11 were took 
Prifonners, and of the French above 8o killed; the fame | 
day in the Evening wee ftormed again 3 places togeather 
near the Basgate over againft the Princely Bolwerck 2 | 
Battalions paffing the Grafts with their ftorming Bridges, 

ut themfelvs in Battailaray on the Glacis , ¢ inafile; the 
Drench » being but fewin number at that place, paiea: 
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ted: fo that 2 of our Caprains being followed by 48 Soul- 

} diers, leapt over the Paliffadaes into the low way inthe 
City, but they prefently (ent againft them 8 Tropers out 
ofeach Company , and the Battailion of Normandy : who 
hayeing recieved 2 chardges fell in upon our men full 
butt fo, that , aftera very fierce engagement , the ftormers 
were forced to retreat, leaving at leaft 500 men both 
dead, wounded and took Prifonners;many of whom where 
drowned in the Counterfcharps-mote ; thé French loft 

- between 3 and 400 men at the 2 other places they fought 
alfo very Ri ioutly,and on the 14. early in the morning wee 
attacqued the Briegpoort the Regiment of Languedock de= 
fended that place, but loft a great number of common 
Souldiers , and Officers : whereupon the French defired 
a ceffation of Arms, but ’t was not granted them. 

15 Septemb. the French, ofter{fome refiftance made, 
left their works at the Brug-port, where the Befiegers 
pofted themfelvs and the fame day attacqued the works 
on the Ravefteyns- Dike, which they took in ; and with 
one paffed the mote of the Counterfcharp , where they 
mett witha sharp encounter with 45 Troopers who had 
the watch there,of whom all,fave 14, were killed, no {mall 
number of our men alfo where loft:on the 16 the Befiegers 
advanced with their Approaches through the places the 
Enemy had left, as far as the Rave/feyns- Dike, and ftormed 
that Hornwerck very violently , the Storm lafted from 4, 
to 8 oftheclock, in which encounter the Regiments of 
Cloofferand Luftau,him felfe and many other Officers we- 
ré killed, and notafew ofthe French, foonafter the en. 
gagement was renewed, theBefiegers gaining and lofeing, 
again their Poft on the Geacis feveralltimes , with the lof- 
feof many menon both fides; that night the French left 
but 1oo men in the Counterfcharp, with ordersto quitt 
the fame, in cafe they should be pic : onthe 17the 
Befiegers continued going forward with their Approaches 
along the hidden way : fothat the Guarrifon , being, fina — 
ce the arrivall of his Highneffe, tired out by continuall . 
ftorme upon ftorme, about 2 and 3 of the clock ace 
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broke up from Beerzmger marched towards Hoye where 
was but a weak Guarrifon , and that, only in the Cattle , 
~ but the Commandour of the Caftle refufeing to deliver 
up the Caftle without orders from the States of Liege, Ge- 
Nerall Sporck leaving only a flight Guarrifon in theCity , 
for the fecureing of the Pafle, marched directly for Di- 
nant, where feverall deputyes were {ent to him, but ef- 
fected nothing : whereupon thofe ofthe Towne, being 
relolved,to defend themfelvs againit the Emperialiits,cal- 
led in feverall of the Country People to their affiftance: 
but Generall Spork comeing on the 19 of November be- 
foreit,caft up {everall Batteryes before it, where he planted 
20 picesof Ordnance , which were brought from Namez 
and Charlamont : the Towne at firlt feemed well refolved 
to defend themfelvs, to that end , they fent away all the 
Women and Children , but, defpairing of any fuppiyes, 
they foon yeelded , and on the 22 the Towne aduntied > 
onconditions , and the Caftle followed foon after, the 
French Souldiers were permitted to march out with their 
Baggage, but thofe of Liege, efpecially the Governour we- 
re carryed away , as Prifonners of warre: whereuponthe 
Emperiall General’, leaving ,a fufficient Guarrifon in 
Dinant, marched downe againe with the body of the Ar- 
my to Hoye , where he before had only a free paffe over the 
Maes,but now on the 25 Nov.fummoned theCaftle, whe-. 
re the Ear/ of Merode , bareing command , ftood upon bis 
defence; Butthe Emperialifts on the 28. Nov. beganneto 
fire againft it, andonthe 1. December mafterd itand it: 
being furrendered on mercy; and the Guarrifon , in 
their marching, out were plundered: and Generall de 
Souches » haveing laid Guarrifons in the Caftles of Cloc-| 
quien, Egremont , andothersthere abouts , to keep the] 
Countrey there under Contribution,On the 6.of Decem-| 
ber marched with the groffe of the Army over the Black] 
Water of Chinai, and fo forwards through the Kingdom | 
of Aken to Bon , there to hold the Emperiall Generallity, 
- at Liege, Aix la Chapelle, Spa, Verviers, and other places 
he accorded fora large Contribution , that they might be} 
tree from Quartering anySouldiers, Trus 
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Thus ended the expedition of the Emperiall Troops ; 
The Spanish Forces were now alfo divided in their Win- 
ter-quarters through Gelder , Limburgh , Henegous 
wen, Brabant, Flaenders, and Luxenburgh, and the 

_ Earlof Waldeck being with drawne with the body ofthe 
States Army , Major Generall Fariawx was commanded, 
with fome Troops only , towards the Province of Colo- 
gne, in order to forward the expedition againit Trier , 
which Defigne being laid afide, he quartered his Men in 
that Province, and was very inftant with the Bishop of 
Cologne , to releafe the Hoftadges of Deventer and Swoll 
whom the Bishop of Straetsborow had carryed with him 
to Maeftricht , butaccording to the Articles of Peace ma- 
de with that Bishop, were tobe fet free; in which matters 
feeing he could efte& nothing , he marched downe lower 
with his Army towards Orfoy, and chofe his Winter- 
quarters there,that fo,by military execution,he might gett 
in the promifed Rantfom Mony andothererrears of the — 
Province of Liege: andthus, on all fides,this Years Cam- 
pagne was ended; which weeshall foleave and ftep over 
to the Sea-expedition. 

Wee have already feen'the States Fleet in Tourbay, 
and Admirall de Ruyter with the greateft part of them 5 
and moft of the Land-militia takeing his courfe thence 
towards the Weft , leaving there the Admirall Zromp and 
Earlof Hornes with full 2000 Land-Souldiers ; whilft he, 
keeping the fame courfe with a fair Wind, on the 19. 
July arrived within fight of Martenique, whereupon im- 
mediatly convocqued a Councell of Warre on board his 
Ship, toconclude on what orders should be obferved in 
landing there. 

On the2o0. July being calm weather , the Fleet arrived 
before the Bay of Martenique, called Cuylfack, where 
they difcovered 3 or 4 French Ships, and approaching 
neerer unto the Land, difcovered fome forces on the 
Shoar, marching with white Colours, amongft whom 
one of our {mall Ships, failing clofe by.the Shoar, fired, 
whereupon the French Sauce > ‘ip fire themfelvs 
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on feverall Houfes, which they judged ftood in “their 
way: Inthe afternoon the Signe was given to Land , the 
Militia being divided into 3 Efquadrons under the com- 
mand of Collonell Uytenhove s each Ef{quadron haveing 
20 Men to throw Granadoes : all of, whom on the gi- 
veing of the figne embarcqued themfelvs in the Boats and 
Sloops, and, full of couradge and refolution, rowed to 
Shoar, notwithftanding the French fired very violently 
upon them from their Ships, which lay in their Bay ,'and 
as they approached to the Shoar , out of the Woods with 
Musquetts , and more efpcially from thetop of a certaine 
height , which the French had caft up, to prevent their 
. Landing, which our Men, forceing in upon them ;foon 
_maftered, the Enemy retreating to the height of their 
Fort, whilft Admirall de Ruyter {ent 1500 Seamen more 
on shoar , and then the engagement grew very sharp on 
both fides, but our men had a great disadvantadge ; the 
Enemy fireing againft us, from behind their Ships , and 
a Battery which they had caft up, and made very ftrong 
with Palliffadoes , fancking our men who ftood quite na- 
ked before them , and our Canons could not doeany exe= 
cution amongit them: fo haveing fought untill the Even 
- couragiously enough, though with little fucceffe, they 
then recieved orders to march off again, it being very e= 
vident, that the Enemy was informed of our comeing » 
and fowere fully on their watch, whereby there was noe 
probability of our fo foon maftering their Fort, it being 
very dangerous,by reafon of the ufuall Harricanes at that 
. time of the Year, tomakealong delaythere, In the faid 
Attacque thefe following were wounded and flain:

On the 21. the Admirall called the great Councell of 
Warre on board; and for feverall reafons, Viz. the E< 
nemy being fo well on their guard, all the Country 
People in Arms, moft of the Chief-Officers wounded 5 
want of Water on the Fleet, {carcety of Match, and other 
neceffaryes; they refolved to adventure no farther there, 
nor on any other Ifland; butto fett their courfe directly 
for St. Doningelers to refresh themfelvs and fetch wae 


ter, and , the next day, they came within fight thereof- 
and on 23.tothe26.they fetcht wares refreshed ther 
A 
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felvs with the beft, that the Country could afford them; 

Afterwhich, haveing given orders about their Rendevous 
and other occurrences : Capt. Midland was commanded 
with 4 Ships to cruice after the ViCtualling-Ships , which 
were expected out of Holland, and the reft of the Fleet 
fett fail ,and onthe 28. arrived before Mevis, where , the 
Ships of theState , and the English haveing faluted one 
another’, the Governour of the [fland came on board our 
Admirall who again went with him on Shoar, and was 
there nobly treated: whereupon the next day the Fleet 
departed thence homewards, who comeing nere the Bar- 
mudes Iflands , Admirall de Ruyter fent Capt. Thomas To- 
4yas and the Earl Ian van Hornes before him , to make re- 
port of what had paffed: who on the 8. September arri- 
ved, and in the latter end of the fame Month the whole 
Fleet arrived fafe, except the q Ships who remained about 
Martenico, cruiceing afterthe Victualling-ships 6 weeks » 
and there mett with an Hurricaen, that lafted 14. hours, 
but at laft,in the end of October, arrived fafe at home alfo, 

The Lievtenant Admirall Tromp with his Esquadron, 
in which were left but 2000 Land Souldiers, under the 
command of my Lord the Earl of Hornes » weeleft within 
fight of BellIfle, confulting at a Councell of Warre a- 
bout Landing; The fequel whereof, and what farther 
paffed on the [fland Normantiers , may be feen in every 
circumftance thereof by the Letters, which the Lieve. 
Admiral Tromp, and the Earl of Hornes wrote unto the 
State concerning the fame; The Copyes whereof are 
as followeth.

Wind N. W. and by Weft , wee fett fail from Tourbav ,andtmeae 


evening , by shifting backwards and forwards , wee gott as far as 
Goutftaert, onthe 19. and 20. ditto was the wind Wefterly , 1m 
the Evening wee made Heyflant,five Leagues from us lying S. E. 
and by Eaft ; and weethen fett our courfe S.S. Weft: thenexe 
day in the motning , being the.21. it beganne to blow a fresh 
gale out of the North Eaft, fo that wee fteered S. E. and by 
South into the Bay of France,and thereupon caufed all the Chief- 
Officers, and Captains of the Fleet to come on board our Shi 
before noon, to recieve the needfull orders for a generall lan- 
ding; On the 22. wee fent a Fregatt towards the River of Nantes, 
to look for a certain English Veflel (which was fent thither to 
difcover in what pofture the Enemy was) and to bring her tous, 
which Frigatt returned towards the Evening with the faid Ship , 
and a French Pilot of S¢. Lazeere; Onthe 23. the wind blew 
ftill Eafterly , but was fometimes quite ftill ; fo that wee advan- 
ced that Evening no farther than Rell Ifle , or the Ifland Boulyns 
where wee came to an Anchor with the Lands Fleet,onthe Eaft 
of the faid Ifland , in 10 fatham Water: Onthe 24. in the after- 
noon wee fett fail again ,the Wind N.N. Eaft , and came toan 
Anchor again; withina League, Eaftward of the Caftle in 13 fa- 
tham Water: On the 2¢. the Wind was inthe fame corner, but 
blew harder ; His Excellency the Ear! of Hornes fent his Trom- 
petter to the faid Ifland , a the afternoon returned again ; 
On the 26. inthe morning it blew ftill hard out of the N. Eaft, 
inthe afternoon N. Weft, when my felfe, and his Excellency 
the. Earl of Hornes, failed with my Sloop along the corner of 
the Ifland, to difcoyer,which might be the moft convenient place 
for landing, and, onour returne on board again , gave Orders ta 
our Sea- and Land-Officers , that , early inthe morning , (Wind, 
and Weather permitting) they should land , at that place, which 
wee had found moft convenient; accordingly, on the 27. at 
break of day wee gavethe Signe for their landing : where- 
upon all the Galiotes , Boats , Sloops , and other {mall 
Veffels full of armed Men and Ammunition made towards the © 
Shoar, in order toland there , under the favour of the Ships Ca- 
nons, which were ordered for their defence: And , comeing to 
Land, they found fome refiftance from a Battery and fome En- 
trenchments, which the Enemy had made: but the Frigatts 
flancking them, they-were forced to leave it, and at about. ten of 
the chock our Men gott fuch footing on the Ifland , that they putt

themfelvsin order,and beganne to march: wee in the meantime 
with other of the Landships failed towards the Caftle, which : 
by reafon of the Rocks and Clefts, wee durft not goe neerer io 


. zr . 
than in 63 fatham Water, whereupon wee difchardged upon the 
Enemy , and they fired again onus : but {eeing wee could doc 
little good there, wee putt out into the Sea again, and came to an 


Anckor in 7; fatham Water, whence wee faw feverall Troops 
marching out of the Caftle againft our Men: but, as farre as wee 
could difcerne, (feeing fome on Horfeback going up to them) 
when the news came that our Men were in full pofture, they 
returned from whence they came: towards the Evening his Ex- 
cellency was advanced with the Army a full mile beyond the 
place where they had landed : on the 28. wee thought good , 
thatthe Adiirall Banckaert and Van Nes should {ail towards the 
Welt of the Caftle, where our Army now lay, onthe 29. at noon 
came aboat from the Caftle rowing towards us, with a white Flag 
and a Trompetter, who brought a Letter from the Governour 
called de Logerie , whereby he defired, that, confidering the faid 
Caftle was flenderey ftored with provifions , they might have , 
liberty to fend out 2 or 3 Barks to catch Serdin, both for the fleet 
and Caltle : but, thar being athing beyond our orders, wee 
on the 30 fent the Trumpetter back again to the Caftle , and de- 
fired to be excufed , as haveing no fuch orders , and defired, that 
our Prifonners which they had, might be releafed , as the Earl of 
Horns had already releafed feverall of theirs both men, Women 
and Children; which the faid Gouvernour failed not in, but fent 
unto us , with the Trumpetter, 17 Seamen and Souldiers , who at 
firft had adventured to farre from of the body of the Army, to 
plunder , and were took bythe Enemy and carryed into the 
Caftle; the which being contrary to orders, wee examined 
the fame very ftri@tly , and finding z of the Souldiers to have 
been the Ringleaders inthat action, they were, by a councell of 
warre, condemned to the Halter,and onthe 1. of July , the exe- 
cution followed : in the mean time his Excellency broke up with 
all rhe men, and came on board the Fleet againe :_ And for feve- 
_ all important reafons it was refolved, that wee should fail then- 
ce, and fteer our courfe towards Noirmantiers ; and, if poffible 4 
toannoy the Enemy there , and fo wee fent twoo frigats , and 8 
Fireships with orders to {ail between Heys and the main land , 
above the Rijff of Colone, within fight of the Ifland St. ates 
. an 
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and thereto behave themfelvs as good Souldiers, and feamen: on 

the 2 ditto wee fatt fail again,the wind being N.W. and by Weft 
fteering E.S. Eaft ; in the evening came into our Fleet again 
thofe whomon the 18 paft, weehad fenc as Convoy to S. Se~ 
baftian with a Fly-boat laden with Mafts, and Ropes ; the 
fame Captain brought letters to us from the Governour : The 
next day was the wind ftill N. W.and by Weft, the greateft pare 
of the night wee drove backwards , and forwards: and at funne- 
rifeing, wee made Croifigh,clofe tothe mouth of the River Nan- 
tes, N. Eaft fromus , about 3 leagues of, the wind turned more 
northerly: an hour afterwards. wee made the Ifland Heys , Star- 
boordt of us andNormantiers a head of us tothe luward, whether 
wee direged our courfe,and about noon came to an Ancker in 73 


fatham Water : the fame afternoon, wee caufed all the Generalls 
and Officers of the Fleet , and Land Officers alfo to come on 
board of us; whe unanimously advifed, that wee should land the 
next morning , whereupon Iwent in my Sloops toward the shoar, 
to fee which might be the convenienteft place for landing, and 
comeing on board againe gave what orders were needfull to 
that purpofe , and, for the better fecurity, I fent one of his Excell: 
Captains, with one of mine towards the shoar, to take full 
infpection thereof: onthe 4. the wind being N. Eaft, a Fresh gale 
and: fair weather, wee gave the figne to land , the Enemy did 
oppofe us 5 and, with great difficulty, all our men at laft gott a 
dry land; for they had miftook the right landing place , and the 
tide was almoft fpent, fo thar they were forced to wade over the 
Rocks and Clefts, knee-deep , and fometimes , as deep as their 
middle, burt yet about feaven of the clock the laft of our men gote 
on land, who marched direétly to the next mill, where wee 
foon faw the Princes Flagge ett up,and inthe afternoon 2. of the 
Seamens Vanes from the Caftle , wee heard alfo fome shoo- 
ting. On the fifth , feeing wee were perfect mafter of the Ifland 
(where his Excellency found feverall braffe . and iron guns both 
in the Caftleand other Batteryes, which he fenton board the 
Fleet ) I ordered that all the Boats and Veffells they landed 
with, should come into the Fleetagain, and,onthe 9, I comman- 
ded 2 Frigatrs with 2. other Veflels, to cruice for 4. days and 
night between the Iflands Heys , and Boulijn, thar, if poflible, 
wee might mafter the fame; and, with one tould all the Captains 
and chief Officers of the Fleet, that they should provide victuals 
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3 days , for all ourmen on Land ; aund pon the figne given by 
us, on break of day, to land with their Sloops and Boats, and 
joynthemfelys with the Army : accordingly on the 7 early inthe 
morning , | went with. our Sloops and {mall veffels to the shoar, 
and at the Evening returned again therewith into the Fleet 
haveing,before my departure (at the requeft of his Excellency ) 
given order to all Officers in my Ship, that they should ftri@ly 
warne all the feamen in our Efquadron, not to fetch any cattle 
orany thing elfe fromthe Land onpain of death: Onthe 8. the 
wind being eafterly, and good weather, the 2 Frigats , and 8 Fi- 
reships which wee,onthe 1. inftant,had fent out,returned in the 
afternoon to the Fleet, and acquainted us, that they had been be- 
fore the Ifland S.Martin and had chafed a French Frigatt of 14 
guns againft the shoar , which was there blowne up by its owne 
powder partly » andthe ret of icburnt; andonthe 2.a Zeelande 
privateer informed us of 7 Turkish Pirates cruiceing nere Hey{- 
fant; and onthe 4 wee mett with an English Vefell who tould us 
that the Inhabitants of the faid Ifle could not beleeve, that wee 
had been before the Ifland Boulijn, and therefore the fore men- 
tioned Frigate was fent out to difcover us:te fam eday we fent one 
Frigate, with 9 other Ships, Both Flyboats and Galliores , with 
empty Casks to S. Andree to fetch water, and , oneachofthe | 
French Bregatyns wee put 30 men , who were ordred with 2 
other Shipsto cruice along the Coaft of Bretanny;, as far as 
Breft for the {pace of 12 days, and to takeand deftroy all French 
Ships and Fishers as much as they poflibly could; and on the g. 
wee fent the like number with 2 Fireships, to act inlike manner 
nerethe Ifland. S$. Marten, asfarre before as the River of Bour- 
deaux:on the 10 Capt.Dekker and Megang, who were fent out on ~ 
the 6. returned: us an account, that they had been before the 
Island Heys, and found it,in fuch a pofture,that (confidering that 1 
finall number of men they had onboard ) they found themfelvs. 
to weak, to adventure on land, only they fired fome of their guns 
again{t the houfes , and afterwards , meeting an English veflel 
which came from S. Marten , they were told that, onthearrival | 
of our Ships there, they were mightily alarmed, and thatagreac | 
number of men were thereupontransported into the faid Ifland — 
from the main continent , and that they were by guefle 10000 
men ftrong , (but moft of them countrymen ) and muft procure |] 
their ownc provifions, and thatthere were alfo feverall Canons — 
planted along the shoar,of 1 2 and 18 pound Bulletts; and sigs 
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feed, alfothata Turck of 36 guns, was makeing ready and vidual. 
a in Faelmouth ; on the 11 July twas ftill weather and wee 
ordred the Commandours ; and chief Officers of our Fleet to 
fend ‘on shoar for the Souldiers provifions for days, on the 12. 
and 13, twasagain good weather,and nothing ofany importance 
pafled, on the 14. returned the two Ships and the Breganti- 
nes, which wee had fent tothe coafts of Brittany, bringing a {mall 
French Ship along with them , which failed 6 weeks agoe, in 
Compagnie with 25. other merchant Ships, from Marfeilies, un- 
dera convoy of 18 French men of warre, who had brought them 
as farre as the Straits of Gibralter, & then returned againe within 
the faid ftraits ; the {aid Ship was bound for Nantes , and laden 
with Spanish Soap, Galls, Corrents, Rys , Oyl and Yellow dyers 
wood , mounted with ro pieces of ordnance , and manned with 
30 men, 17 of whom, onthe comeing of our Ships Fled to the 
shoar , with the letters , and bills of ladeing, whereof his Excel- 
lency the Earl of Hornes was immediatly advifed , whom 
wee defired , to fend in to the Fleet the men belonging to the z 
Frigats which were inthe Army , the Steerman of the {aid prize 
haveing informed us, that the aforefaid Merchant-men were 
moft of them in the Bay of France , fo that I commanded the 
Captains of the Frigatts to make ready, and on the 1 1 fent z 
Galeys and zdobble Schallops again towards the Brittain-shoar ; 
Onthe 1 6.wee again commanded all Captains,and chief Officers 
ofthe Fleet, to fend Provifions on Shoar for 3 days more, on 
the 17,18 and 19 was the wind wefterly , and nothing confide- 
rable paffed: onthe 20. came feverall Ships into the Fleet , whom 
on the 9. wee had fent out to cruice before the River of 
Bourdeaux; who informed us , that they had been by 12 English 
and 2 Hamborow Ships, who told them , that the Kings Ships 
were retreated under Rochefort , where they lay before ¢ 
Booms and that Fireships were made ready at Rochell: Inthe | 
evening I againe ordered the Officiers of the Fleet to fend provi- 
fions onshoar for 3 days longer, and , on the 21, wee gave noti- 
cetothem all , thatthey should flay all their Cattel , whichthey 
had on board , to fpare the more water. - 
Onthe 22.in the afternoon , came the 2 dobble Schallops and 
2 Galleys which wee had fent out, on the 17. one of the Galleys 
haveing loft hisMaft,they brought advice that they had took and 
deftroyed 3 Barks , and faw gor ¢ fale Vefléls rideing before 
Boulyn , which they prefumed had Ammunition in , 1 caufed 
igi ar aaa 
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another Maift to begiv@n to the Bregantyn, and fent Captai 
Barent Hiddes thither with 3 dubble Schaloups and Bregantyns 
to take or deftroy thofe Ships if poffible: onthe z3. early in the 
morning wee recieved a letter out ofthe Army, whereupon wee 
imsnediatly commanded all the Officers, to fend their Sloops,and 
Boatsand other (mall Veffells.on land , to fetch away the feamen, 
and Jand Militia, and bring them on board, and accordingly in 
the fore and. afternoon returned into the Fleet , and towards the 
Evening, followed his Excellency with the reft ofthe Army, and 
40r 5 Hoftidges and ome Prifoners, whom onthe 24.inthe mor- 
ning, for want of room , I divided on board my owne, and other 
Ships of the Honourable colledge of Admiralty of Amfterdam : 
in this laft enterprife wee had about 135 both flain, and woun- 
ded , amongft others , Lieutenant Collonell Heyden , and Major 
Schoonho-ven Major to the Earls Regiment , befides other Officers 
wounded : and wee with the advice of the Lieut. Admirals jud- 
ged it advifeable ( feeing the Fleet would foon come to want 
water, and that the Ships wee had fent to S. Andries, were 
not returned) to fend 2 -Frigats with 4 or 5 Galiots , and 
other {mall Veffells with empty Barrels on Shoar, and that 
they should take the French Prince along with them,who onthe 
14. was come into the Fleet , and fee to bargain for his rantfom 
as advantagiously as they could: wee alfo concluded , to fend 
Captain Hallart with letters to Zeeland ,to gett thence , as foon 
as poffibly could be obtained , fresh Victualls for the Zeeland 
Ships, which might laft tothe middel of O&ober: Wee are at 
prefent on another defigne with the Fleet, which wee cannot 
yet give any exact account of;as being not come toa finall refolu- 
tion; and fo shall referre me-to his Excell. the Earl of Hornes let-_ 
ter, and high and Mighty Lords , shall pray unto God 
almighty , that he will, more & more bleffe your Highnefles | 
laudable Government and defignes againft your Enemyes, and | 
remain &c. Po .

(Cl Ince the laft time, 1 had the honour of writeing unto your 
S Highneffes at our departure from'Vorbay , wee ufed all 
poffible endeavours to gett into the Bay 7 Biska and comeing 
neere Fleyflant , wee ranne along the Shoar as neer as wee da= 
red ; The Enemy.on our arrivall, fired all along the Shoar, and 
from place to place gave Signes to one another of: our approach, 
wee were informed by the Prifonners » whom wee had tookina 
feverall {mall Barks , that a great part of the Nobility of 
Brittanny mere at Brekt, and thereabouts , which city they 
_fortifyed very ftrong » and furnished with ftore of Guns, the 
like they did on their Ships , which were ranged along the ‘ 
Shoar;to hinder our entrance into the Haven. 
All the Chief: Officers of the Fleet were unanimoufly of that 
. judgement, that (confidering how the wind then blew sand the 
danger of the Coaft alfo) "twas a for us to wait between Bell 
Ifle s aud the Cardinalls , for thofeShips which wee had fent- 
aways partly on fome defigne » and which were fcattered from 
us ; and then, being joyned togeather, to fail with all our force 
ta the River of Loire. 

Ox the 23. laxuary wee arrived before Bell Ifle, and took 
that Evening» Barks laden with Wine and Salt, and the next 
morning wee poke with an English Mafter, laden with Corne, 
who came out of the Haven of the Fort of Bell fle, who affu- 
red us , that he had feen 8000 Armed on the Ifland , amongst 
whom were 600 Hor{e » all of the Gentry of the Land: which 
mas partly cay rmed by a Pilot of 3t. Lazara , whom wee took, 
who,about 3 days beforeshad been on the Ifland of Bell Mle,but 

faid he had only beard fo , not knowing the certanstyithereof: 

Hereupon.x¢e refolved to land in this Ifland , and to that pur- 
pofe wee ment with my Lord Admirall Tromp 5 to view the 
Shoar; and found avery comvenient place thereto, 

1 fent.in the meantime,aTrompetter tothe Inhatitants.with 
Orders,that they should deputé fomePerfons from among them, 
tocome on board of our Fleet , to know our-defigne upon pain of 
being plundered: The Trompetter was carryed tothe Gover- 
nour of the Forts who haveing read bis Orders, returned them 

‘ato 
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unto him,and told bim.the Inhabitants should obey no fich 6 
der ; and if wee would attacque the Ifland , they would defen 
the fame. . 

‘ae wee landed the next morning very commodzous/; 
and found much leffe refiftance than wee expected ; notwith 

franding the Enemy had made 2 Entrenchments there one a 
Love the other, which were filled with Men, befides the dif 
ficulty of klimming up the Hill « as farre as I can judge ,1 be 
leeve not » that there were 3000 armed Men in the Ifland 
that the Englishman was miftaken. 

In the Evening, when wee had traverfed part of the 1 fland. 
wee encamped about a Musquett-shott from the Caftle, in 
Valley, where wee found drinking Waterswhich was very {care 
in that Ifland. 

On the 28. wee encamped at Saifon , where wee drove mo 
part of the Cattel togeather, which was very plentifull om th 
Ifland , and fent them on board the Fleet: and, after wee ha 
been there two days, wee Sots thofe Ships,which wee ha 
miffed ; and then wee refolved to embarcque again without una 
dertaking any thing againft the Fort , becanfe’twould con[wme 
ae | much ofeur timeswhich wee sould employ to better advan- 
tadge to your Highneffes ; Wee carryed 3 Pieces of Ordnance 
with us which wee had took fromthe Enemy , and fetting our 
courfe towards the Rever of Nantes , on the 3. of Iuly in the 
morning wee came to an Anchor in the Bay of Bourgeneuf 
over againft Normantiers. 

The tide being gone that day, wee refolved to land the next 
day on the Iffand Normantiers, which wee accordingly did: 
the Enemy had caft up fome Batteryes and Entrenchments on 
the Shoar, inthewhuh they had placed their Mussketteers : 
and,there being not much Water there, wee were feign to Land | 
with Sloops,Boats andPincks and mevertheleffe,the half of our 
Menwere forced to march through the Water , as high as their 
middel , fo that many Bandelleers were wett. ) 

After the Enemy had fired feverall chardges upon us, out of 
their'Trenches,and from behind the Walls of aVilladge.nere un= 
der which wee lay ; wee approaching nere unto them, they fleds 
and retreated to Poicton : At the fame time they deferted the

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Caftle of Normantiers a//o : Whence , and from along the 
Shoar, wee took 17 Canons, 8 braffe and 9 of tron » befides 19 
Ships, which for want of Water could not gett out: Inlanding 
mee had ; killedan wounded 135 Men ; befides feverall Off1- 
cers , namely the Lievtenant Colli, and Major of my Regt» 
ment, one Captain, one Lieutenant, and 2 Enfignes. 

The Prifonners that wee took tould us, there were 5000 
Men on the main continent ready toembarcque for the Iflands 
and that 500 were already gott into the Ifland , which made 
me baften our march as much as wee poffibly could , to encounter 
with them on their paffing over : and left Captain Brakel with 
3 Companyes Seamen, and 70 Musketteers, in the Cajftle and 
_ Captain Hardenbroek with 3 Companys of Seamen un.ler the 
Admirall Tromp ix the Abbye; and» comeing towards the 
| paffadge inthe Evening » 1 faw they were all retreated again 
to the main Land: Where wee faw a great number of Men» 
both Horfe and Foot. The want of fresh Water forced me to 
encamp a league diftant from that place, and left my Lord So- 
merdijk with 400 Men to guard that Poft. 

Oxthe 5. of Iuly inthe morning , came within fight there- 
abouts 2 Bregantyns, made after the manner of Galleys, which 
pel of Rochell had fent out,to obferve our Fleet, each moun= 
ted with 3 Canons , and 35 Seamen ; all well armed: who not 
knowing , that wee were landed, approached nere the Shoar, 
where my Lord Van Somerdijck had placed 6o Musketteers 
behind alittle Hill , and,whil/? he amufed them makeing as if 
he was aFrenchment,hey came fo neresthat he falling fuddain- 
Lyin upon them, they yeelded. 

On the Ifland are » as nere as wee can gueffe » 2000 Houfes, 
and lyes about 50 Rod diftant from the main continent: fothat 
wee lay within Musketts. shott of the Enemy » who was encam. 
ped over againft us, onthe other fide of the Water. At low Wa- 
ter, the Land,that lyes between Bouin and Beauvoir, which 
is the continent of Poicton , and this Yland ranne fodrye 
that with as many menin arank as could be defired wee could 
goe over from one tothe other dry shod, which pafjadge was 
but.an hours walks and that ita is dry two hours before, 


and tmo hours after low Water, 


The 


The Enemy reported, that they had orders from their King. 
tocome over with all their Force, both Horfe and Foot :to force 
us from the faid Poft , in the mean time they fatt all their Salt- 
paus on fire themfelvs between Boin, and Beauvoir, wheres 
it appeared , they were more afraid of our going over to them 
than that they intended to attacque us. : 

After wee had lain there three Weeks (the fervice of you 
Highnelles oblidgeing me to fo long a ftay there) wee reim 
barqued, haveing firft blowne up part of the Caftle, and caft 
downe their Works along the Shoar , emptyed their Houfes » 
and confumed their Cattle,which was very numerous there,ana 
befides that , took Hoftadges along with us ; for the payment of 
the Contribution, lum upon them for 14.000 Rijxdalles, which 
treatment their oppofition was the caufe of. 

From fome of our Prifonners wee had intelligence , that the 
Duke of Chaulnes /ay between Croifil and St. Lazare, a- 
bout 6 Hours going hence, with 4000 Horfe , being all Gentry, 
and the Duke of Rets with about 1200 of the Gentry » and 
5000 Inhabitants, about one Hour from this place. 

The Duke of Neuville ay over againft us, within fight o 
us, with 2050 Gentry » and 8000 other Inhabitants » [pread= 


ing themfelvs as far as Bouin and Beauvoir, which two laft 
might eafily in a short time joyne forces. 

The Duke of Gadaigne commanded at Rochel, Oleron, 
in the ile of Rhee, in which places they had brought moft of 
their Forces. apes the defigne might be that way. 


And , according to the unanimous report of feverall Prifon- 

_ ners , which was alfo confirmed by the English and Hamborow 
Ships , comeing from thence , who tould us that on the Ifland of | 
Rhee alone, was 10000 armed Men; of which 1000 Horfésand | 
about 5000 of the Inhabitants reakoned among them, that 
within 6 Weeks the Foot-Regiments of Gadaine , Neuville y | 
Louvigny , and one Battaljon of Marines , be fides [ome other | 
Companyes were arrived in that Ifland: as alfo the Regiments | 
of Horfe of Courfelle, and Bellegaurde, the firft of whom 
commanded, under Gadaigne, the fecund commanded the Hor= 

Je, and Louvay commanded on the Forts. | 

From Oleron wee have no other news » but that they _ |

The Governour of $. Sebaftiaen tould me» that he had nar- 
rowly fearcht what forces the Enemy had along their Seacoafts, 
and found that they af Rochel , Bordeaux and Bayonne, had 
above 8000 Foot and 600 Horfe im arms.

My Lord Admirall Tromp had aduifed you the particu- 
lars about the burning of a French Frigatt , which two of our 
Men of Warre had drove on Shoar as alfo the takeing of a 
good prife , fo that I need not repeat the fame: wee are juft 
now » fetting failagain, to fee toeffedt what I am farther com-

Verily,a matter of no {mall importange,that the landing 
of 4000 Men, should keep 100000 inalarme, whoelfe 
might be ufed otherwile to greater advantadge to the 
Enemy , and thereby a dread caft upon all the Inhabitants 
round about, not knowing, what Defignes the Fleet 
might farther have , who now were fett fail againe, and, 
on the laft ditto, arrived at S. Sebaftiaen , where the ‘Zee- 
land, and Friefland Ships gave over their Land Forces 
unto the other Ships; and fo departed thence homewards, 
whilft my Lord Zyomp, the Earl of Hornes and William 
Baftiaen/e » and other Officers, went there on Shoar, and 
conferred with Doz Bernardo de Salines , who, to that end, 
was arrived there: after which, the Earl of Horzes went 
by land to Madrid in Company with Don Bermardo de Sa= 
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Hides; and Admiral Tromp, with the Fleet,fet fail forcaditc 


thereto meet his Excellency on his returne » who had 
feverall conferences , with the Queen » and the Councel 
of Spain, and, after he had been nobly treated bythem » 
departed for Cadix , where comeing on the 1.Septemb. 
he found the Fleet, hich was arrived there on the 27 Au- 
guft : and after they had revictualled themfelvs, onthe 
7. September they fatt fail towards theStraits, pafling 
on the 17 Allicanten ,onthe 24. they arrived before Barce-

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} Men again , and accordingly , the fecond day after their 
landing , they went on board again , and immediatly 
weighed Anchor and returned home again, under the - 
command of the Rear Admirall Allemonde, and on the 
10 November arrived at Cadix ; where he found my Lord 
de Haens left there by Admirall Tromp ; he would not give 
him leave to Victual himfelfe, but forced himthe next 
day ,thence , without convoying any Marchant-meny _ 
which accordingly was done, and foon after they were 
gone to fea a terrible Storm met with them ; in which 
Berckhout being f{eperated from the reft , loft his Helm 
and floated a long-time inthe fea, without any hopes of 
being faved , untill at lafthe mett with the Lord Fan van 
Lier who haledhim into the Caronmia to be repaired, but, 
at laft , allof them arrived athome in fafety : and fo with 
the year finished the Campagne alfo, and were laid up 
in their Winter-quarters. 

In the midft ofall thefe noifes of warre,the Sweed founs 
ded the Trumpett of Peace: the Swedish Mediatour , my 
Lord Eéreffeyn was returned from Cologne tothe Hague 
and, onthe . of July, delivered over his firft Memorial 
unto the High, and mighty Lords, in which he teftifyed 
his great joy for the reftauration of this State, and hisgreat 
grief forthe breaking of thetreaty at Cologne and prof- 
fered his owne perfon, and the unwearyed conftancy of 
his King, to ufe all their endeavours for the effecting of 
a peace between the diffenting partyes. 

Which Memoriall was fecunded on the 12. by another 
wherin they declared their farther inclinations , andgood 
affections , with an ample apologie againft what he faid - 
that fome of them laid the blame of the Treaty’sbeing 
broke of, onthe Mediatours ; accufeing them of partiality 
intheir deportment; but shewed, that there were feverall 
other evident reafons thereof; and in particular ;_ his 
Majettyes fincere affection, to this State appeared herein , 
that he had again fent the Earl Tot tothe Court of France, 
and the Baron Spar toEngland,and himfelfetotheirHigh. 

| nefles, that, defpifeing all difficultyes , they might faith- 
MM 2 fully 
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- fully preffe forward the Peace , fo farre advanced already, 
to which all partyes declared their inclinations: demon- 
ftrateing at large the advantadges of peace , and the 
mifchievoufnefie of the warre ; whereby alfo even thofe 
that laboured to keep themfelvs neutrall, were fo opreffed 
and fo hoftilly treated , by forced paffadges through their 
Dominions , quartering of Souldiers, and unlawfall exa- 
étions , as if, for that very caufe, they ought to be oppref= 
fed and plundered : which was moft notorious in the 
Empire , where the innocent places, which muft be 


acknowledged are not concerned in this warre , are fur- | 


prifed, without any refpect unto the Weftphalian treaty, 


which above all things ought moft facredly to be maintai- 


ned; fothat his Majefty of Sweden is fomething follici- 
tous and troubled for it , for as muchas he is, on many ac- 
counts, oblidged, to prevent, as much asin him lyes, that 
the faid peace be not wholy violated, nor their fecu-, 


rity enfringed : and therefore he moft earneftly emplores | 
the afliftance of their Highneffes, to prevent whatfoever | 


may hinder the fame, hopeing that the Eperour andKing 
of France will then be brought toa reconciliation, ifthe 
grounds of Jealoufye be removed by each withdrawing 


his forces out of the Empire, which France had declared | 


him felfe willing todoe; and thentwill be no great diffi- 
culty to content Spaiz who hath declared, that he feeketh 
no new conquetts , butthat hetakes up Arms only on his 
needfull defence out of love to peace, which will eafily be 
obtained , if1.there be but an agreement made for a cef- 
fation of Arms, and 2. that a fecurer place be propofed for’ 
the Treaty , and 3. that, before any place be pitched on , 
fome conditions may be propofed, whereby a peace may 
be wrought out. 


Befides all which Memorialls, he, on the 20. dito de- | 


livered a third, defireing , that, according to that good | 
friendship and obligation.of Treatyes, that was be-| 


tween his Majefty of Sweden and this State , he might be 
made privy to,and have the Copyes of the Treatyes made,

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according to publick rumours, between their Highneffes |

| and the Dukes of Brunswijck and Lumenburgh,asalfo with 

tthe Crowne of Dexmark, and the Elector of Branden- 
4urgh; and shewed farther , how the new contraéted Al- 
liances were prejudicial] to the Peace. 

To all which Memorialls their Highneffes on the 2. 
July anfwered, That they heartily thanked hisMajefty,for 
all che endeavours towards a Peace which he had ufed,and 
that’t would bea thing very acceptable unto them, ifthey 
would pleafe to continue the fame ; that they beleeved 
his Majefty of Sweden might , by what had paffed, eafily 
fee their cordial] defires , to keep themfelvs in Peace, 
and tobe freed of this Warre , and that botlithey , and all 
their Allyes perfifted in their zealous defires of finishing 
this Warre by a good, honourable, and fecure Peace: 
that they could not fee how any Negociation that way 
could be carryed on without refolveing on a fett place 
thereto; it being, in their judgement, impoffible, before 
that, todeclare on what Conditions the Peace might be 
reftored : That their Highneffes therefore thought the 
only means to attain a good Peace was, thar, firft of all, 
all that are concerned in the Warre should come toan a~ 
greement abouta place to treat in; which they and their 
Allyes were ready to doe: That, with refpedt to their 
Confcederacyes, their Highnefles declared that they were 
only for mutuall defence, and affiftance againft thofe 
that had already fallen upon them, or might hereafter 
doe it, haveing no tendancy to any other injurye or 
prejudice, and the maintaining of the Weftphalian Peace 
being experefly ftipulated , and refolved on: They de- 
claredalfo, that they were very willing to give themthe - 
Copyes. of the faid Treatyes, as foon as they should be 
perfected : defireing alfo, thathis Royall Majefty of Smee. 
den would pleaie to give unto their Highneffes theCopy of 
the Treatyes made between him and the King of France, 
Duke of Hanover; and Duke of Nieuburg and other Prin- 
ces, that allthe leaft occafions of fufpicion might be re- 
moved. 

On the 9. Auguft. the ct Whaat of Sweden 
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by another Memoriall thanked their Highneffes, for their | 
-atteftations of their fteadfaft inclinations to the peace » 
and that in their laft anfwer they were pleafed to shew 
their defire of haveing a place defigned fora treaty , and 
their Deputyes had particularly declared that any place 
might bechofen, which was convenient to their adver- 
faryes and any ways commodious for the other partyes s_ 
whence the Embaffadour believs the fincerity of their 
Zeal for peace, but yet coulddefire, that fome preelimi- 
narye difficultyes might be taken out ofthe way, and that 
the other conditions needfull towards a reconciliation 
might, as far as could be, in fome meafure be adjoutted : 
defireing firftly , that they would nominate what place 
they judged moft convenient for all partyes, and fecondly 
that the Plenipotentiaryes of the State , and of their Allyes 
might have their needfuil inftructions before hand;third- 
ly that the preliminary difficulryes might be qualifyed 5 
fourthly , that thofe obftacles which could not be quite 
removed might , at leaft , be propofed in fuch manner , 
as might promifea probability of ending them with {ome 
facility : and fiftly , that all arguments for jultifying or 
diffallowing ofthe warre might belaid afide, as little con | 
duceing to the promotion of the peace. | 
. And in another Memoriall on the 28. Decemb. oc- 
cafioned by theengagement at Senefand the preparations 
which thereupon were made on both fides, he farther in 
fifted on the nomination and concludeing on fomeone 
place,whether,withour any delay,the Embaffadours from 
- all fides might be fent with all need full inftructions ; and 
that the preliminary difficultyes of releafing the Prince 
of Furftenbergh, and graunting free letters of conduct to 
~ the Minifters of Lorraim might be evened, and made off; 
‘which is propofed on very equall Terms: for if the Duke | 
of Lorrain be reftored into his lands, whichhe may ealily | 
obtaine, it will not be eiteemed worthy to delay theen- ” 
tring upon a friendly treaty , by the not releafing of the 
{aid Prince. 
To all whichMemorialls theEmbaffadour not being an- } 
{wered 


{wered,according to his mind,timely enough,complained 
in another of the 9. O&. that he faw all of them fo zealous 
in profecuteing ofthe warre, & few that according to his 
wishes earneftly purfued after peace, fo that confidering 
the mifchiefs of warre,and the advantadges of peace it fee- 
med very ftrange, that , whereas fo great and faith 
fulla King to this State left nothing unattempted. which 
might conduce to the makeing them partakers of fo great 
abenefitt, this his fervice, fora long time had feemed to 
be rejected,whereas he could not imagine,that they should 
entertaine any thoughts of the unfaithfullneffe of the faid 
peaceable King ; or that they had any objection againft 
his owne Perfon, whereas their Highnefles might be ful- 
' ly fatisfyed of the fincerity of both: and therefore the per-= 
versneffe of {uch perfons was not'to be borne with., who 5 
either through inadvertency,or malice,as much as inthem 
lay» were not shamed to carpat, and blame the cordiall 
proceedings of his royal Majefty , who, q ntidering the 
uncertain conjuncture of affairs, had fent fome Troops 
to Germany for the defence of their Provinces , priviled- 
ges, and the preferving of the Weftphalian peace, by 
which means they take occafion to make the Crowne 
of Sweden fufpected, as if thofe forces were defigned 
againft this State, contrary to which his Majefty is rea~ 
dy , togiveand recievea mutuall and full fecurity tothe © 
contrary, and to makea neerer allyance, if fuch a friend- 
ly propofall, might be acceptable unto them , defireing, 
that a conference might be held to that end, and his me- 
moriall be anfwered without any delay » inconfideration, 
that the prefent ballance of the warre,and the approaching 
Winter-feafon required , that a generall treaty be entered 
on without any farther delay. ae 
And the fame Embaffadour, on the 22. December 
ina sharper ftile, declared unto the State by another Me. 
moriall , that the Zeal of the Mediation might have 
brought the Treaty at Cologne, to a better iffue, if it had 
not been prevented by fome, who, ona fuddain without 
any neceflity thereto,engaged themfelvs in the warre, and 
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prefently made themfelvs partyes in the fame by fending 
of Succours, not for the defence of the Empire, accor- — 
ding to the generall refolutions made, and their propor- 
tions concluded on, but from particular motives, and 
with whole Armyes of their owne; fince which time 
the peace hath been but cooly profecuted, that, un- 
der pretence of defending the Empire, the Neighbour 
provinces, esfpecially , the Princes, and other members 
of the Empire , which were reftored by the peace of Of- 
nabridge and Muntter, will be fo oppreffed, with the bur- 
thens, and defolations of the warre, as if they all muft 
needs be envolvedina new deftructive warre, tothe en- 
dangering the shakeing of the whole Empire without any 
reverence had to the Wefltphalian peace ; whereby his 
Royall Majefty of Sweeden , as a principall Member of 
the Empire, and Guardian of the peace thereof, was ne- 
ceffitated to beat the chardge and pains of fending fome 
‘Troops into Germany, to preferve thofe his Provinces 
rights, and interefts in the Empire , which by the faid 
peace were graunted unto him, from violence and inva- 
fion : whereupon the faid Embaffadour judgeth it very 
needfull , to entreattheir Highneffes , that they would be 
pleafedtoconfider , the prefent State of Chriltendome, 
the mifery of the Romish Empire , andthe fear of thofe 
who are fo much concerned in theconfervation of the 
Welftphalian peace , amongft whom his Majefty of Swee- 
den is one, and that they wouldendeavour to {top the 
fire’s{preading farther , among fomany Princes, and fo 
revent the generall ruine , to which end there isnoe 
Foret means , than a fpeedy treaty for the reftaura- 
tion of a peace, and thereto chiefly ic is required, 
that their Highneffes , who according tothe liberall pro- 
teftation of the moft Chriftian King, may have peace 
if they pleafe but to interpofe their Authority to effect 
the fame among their Confcederates , that they will fpe- 
cifyand nominate a fett place which may be proper for 
the Treaty ; and remove fuch known impediments, 
without the takeing away of which there is little hopes of 
comeing 
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comeing toatreaty , that fo the whole Chriftian World be 
not wallowed in their owne blood. 

To which Memoriall their Higneffes on the 17. No- 
vember anfwered; that they had hoped thearguments , 
and fincere declarations they had formerly made, would 
have futniciently convinced them , and all the world of 
their real inclinations toa peace , and that’twould there- 
fore have been needleffe to animate them thereto: Yet 
they thanked his Royall Majefty of Sweden neverthe- 
leffe for the zeal he shewed in thisaffair , and his Excellen- 
cy the Embaffadour alfo , which he feeming in his memo- 
riall to make fome doubt of, as if the arms of this State 
and their Confoederates should be made ufe of forthe 
prejudice of the german Princes: they doe therefore again 
proteft, that the caufe of this prefent warre can by no 
means beaf{cribed unto them;haveing proffered the King 
of France before he took up Arms againft them all pofli- 
ble fatisfaction,entreating all their Confoederates #nd the 
King of Sweden alfo,that they would intercede for them, 
whereas the King of France on the contrary, laboured 
amongftt all Kingsand Princes that were inallyance with 
this State, as many of them as he could not dispofe toa 
fideing with himfelfe, to ftand ftill as neutrall therein : 
whence the world may judge,to whom the following Ca 
lamityes may be imputed ; and when the unconceivable 
fucceffes of the French Arms threatned the ruine of this - 
State, their Highneffes ufed all endeayours to procure a 
peace, fufficiently befeeching it of him: and allo shewed 
themfelys every way enclined thereto, as fought after by 
the mediation of his Majefty of Sweden , but could ob- 
tain nothing elfe from the King of France than fuch con- 
ditions which were notto beaccepted of , which incon= 
veniencyes their former allyes beheld without giveing 
them any affiftance; Spaiz being the firft, who, without 
any engagement, fecunded them with his militia,& Bran- 
denburgh who by agreementtook their Party,which Fran- 
cefo highly re(ented , thar he thereupon treated the Spa- 
nish Netherlands ina very hoftile manner, and forced 
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the Duke of Brandenbourgh , for his owne fecurity, to lay downe 
his Arms; by which means the State being deftitute of all help 
againe,were conftrained,to enter into a neerer Allyance with the 
Emperour, Spain, and the Duke of Lorrain, fo that the'retarding of 
the Peace pretended to arife from this Confoederacy cannot be 
afcribed to them,but to thofe that conftrained them thereto : and 
therefore they remained obliged, before God, and the World, to 
what they had promifed their Confoederates in their greateft 
traits, the aim of all being only an eftabtished Peace , andthe 
maintaining of the Weftphalian Peace, without defigning the pre- 
judice of any one whomfoever: fo that their Highnefles are trou- 
bled, that his Royall Majefty of Sweden should any ways {ufpect 
them inthat Poiné ; and that he should prepare himfelie to pre- 
ferve the fame by force of Arms ; and that their Highneffes could 
not concieve what should be the reaton , that they should shew 
themfelvs more averfe from a Peace,fince the contraétedAlliance 
with the Elector of Brandenburgh, and the Princes of Brunswyck 
and Lunenbargh,than before,they haveing noe other defigne than 
what We had all along: fo that they much wondered at the fu(- 
pectfulfexpreffions of the faid Embaffadour , feeing the Princes 
Eleftors had adventured themfelvs into the publick danger, 
without refpecé to any advantadge as to their owne particu~ 
Jar, only to follow the Emperour their chief Saveraigne, ac- 
cording to.the decrees of the Empire ; the which is impofii- 
ble to be done , without fomeways burthening the Mem- 
bers of the Empire; yet their main endeavour hath been, to 
eafe the Empire , and totransferre the feat of the warre into the 
Enemyscountry : and their Highnefles cannot beleeve, that his 
Majefty of Sweden should hold thatto be a breach of the Weft- 
phalian Treaty , thatthe Emperour and Princes of the Empire 
doe labour for their owne fecurity, to turne the FrenchArms from 
their owne bortome , where as France without confent of the 
Emperour or Spain hath marched through their lands, with great 
Armyes , mattered feverall of their Towns and places , de- 
molishing, ruining, and fortifying again fome of them, at his ow- 
ne pleafure steel they judged the King of Sweden, as Guaran- 
ter of the peace made at Muniter and Aix laChapelle,ought high- 
}y to refent , and that their Highnefles acknowledge unto God 
the praife for their reftauration thus farre , being nor con{cious to 
themfelvs of being backward inany thing that might conduce to 


a generall peace , and were in no wife the caufe of the Pai 
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off the Treaty : if France be minded to reftore tothe Duke of 
Lorrain his land again, he would then furely graunt his Mini- 
fters admiffion to the treaty being that, which cannot in equity 
bedenyed any one; and as to the releasment of Prince William of 
Furftenburgh, whofe apprehenfion their Highneffes had no hand 
in, nor knowledge of , it eems ftrange to them, that they should 
be pute upon the interceffion for one , who hath publikely vaun- 
ted, glorying therein , that he had been labouring 1 years 
long to bring the State into that diftrefle they now were in, and 
fo hath been the chief Author of the shedding fo much inno- 
cent blocd ; and one, whom all Chriftian Princes ought to look 
upon, asa difturber of the Common reft ; and therefore ’c will 
be very unacceptable to thofe that are true Lovers of peace that 
the whole treaty should be impeded for fuch an unpeaceableand 
turbulent Perfons {ake ; and asto the nominateing a place to treat 
in , they had rather the King of France, or his Royal Majefty of 
Sweeden would have propounded it , yet to avoid offence in this 
poind, either Franckfort , Hamborow or Aix le Chapelle they | 
shall becontented with, and promife to contribute what ever 
elfe lay in their power. 

On the 19. November , the faid Embafladour delivered 
anotherMemoriall,preffing ftill the promotion of the Peace, from 
the dreadfullneffe of the Warre adding thereto that the being of 
Germany , and the interefted in the Weftphalian Peace required, 
fucha peaceable difpofition ; much bewailing it, that thofe,who- 
fe fortunes depended thereon , should fo much oppofe it, andy 

without any confideration of their peril and mifery, pafling over 
other Provinces with their Armyes,caft oyl upon this rageing fires 
and fo made the endeavours which other Provinces , and Chief 
Members of the Empire, ufed for the obtaining a Peace , ridicu- 
lous, and by that means broke the Bond of the Romish Empire : 
at the fame time he congratulated with their Highneffes for the 
Mediation proffered by the King of England to the putting an 
illue unto this prefent Warre. ies 
And ina Memoriall of the 26. he teftifyed his joy at the nomi- 
nation of a Place to treat in; affureing them, that he would ufe all 
his endeavours to make the fame acceptable to his moft Chriftian 
Majefty recommending farther unto their Highnefles , their fe- 
rious endeavours to the adjoufting of all preliminary Points, that 
foall impediments,might be remooyed,without which,although 
the place should be agreed on,there was noe hope of a meeting. 
On 


Onthe 27. ditto, heagain declared , that whereas for fome 
time forwards the Common cry hath been that the Swedish 
Troops are prepareing , to march into the Ele¢tor of Branden- 
burghs land, he, as being particularly commiffionated to the 
negotiation for a peace had yet no certainty of that affaire, mo- 
rethem what he had recieved from credible hands; but howe- 
ver that was , his Royall Majefty of Sweden, would doubtleffe , 
in due time acquaint the State , either by letter or his Ambafla- 
dour, what arethe true reafons , and caufe thereof: and inthe 
meantime, he wondered , that fome thereupon should judge it 
needfull, to munfter their forces immediatly , and fend fuccours 
that way , the intreft of that Prince Ele@our being different 
from the interett of this State, and Had only reference to the pea- 
ce of Germany: and therefore tended to the fpeedyer iffuing of 
this warre, and that they ought not to have any hard thoughts 
of their old Friend, and Ally ; and that twould be a very unjuft 
action, chat fuch a Mediatour , whoisready to give account of 
his conduét should be fufpicioufly dealt with; and therefore 
defired,that they would not come toa to precipitant refolution , 
but rather thinke of fome other way than force of Arms; aflureing 
them , that his Matter takes not up thofe Arms too prejudice this 
State thereby , or to take away any thing from Brandenburgh , or 
any other Prince , but only to promote the reftauration of peace » 
and eftablish a mutuall friendship. 

To which Memorials, their Highnefles, on the 19. Novem- 
ber anfwered they were glad , that hethe faid Lord Embaflas 
dour had fuch expectation, and good confidence of makeing one 
of thofe nominated places for the Treaty of peace acceptable to 
the King of France, and concerning the preliminary points, their 
Highnelles were troubled,that thofe nicetyes should retard a mat- 
ter of (o great confequence,efpecially with refpeét to the pafports 

_ for the Minifters of the Duke of Lorraine, and that for the rea- 
fons above mentioned,and as'ta the releafment of Prince Wiliam, 
though he was fuch a perfon, as before mentioned, yet’t was 2 
thing wholy indifferent to them what his Emperiall Majefty 
should thinck good to determine concerning him, either in the 
courfé of juftice or in a way mercy ; judging ftill, that fuch a 
matter ought not toretard fo great at work and therefore wished, 
it might be remooved ; farther, they could not forebear acqua- 
inting my Lord*the Embafladour, that they were from fewerall 
hands informed, his Majefty of Sweeden was very much care 

ed 
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fed with thé Prince Elector of Brandenburgh , forentering into a 
} necrer allyance with his State and their Confoederates , and , 
from this difcontent of his , reports did rife, as if the King of 
Sweden had defigned the undertakeing of fome action againtt 
hisEleGorallHighnetlés countrey & fubjeés;where as that Prince 
Eleétor , forthe maintaining of the Weftphalian peace, is oblid - 
ged {oto doe ,and in the lait treaty between him and France he 
by agreement, referved the liberty of fo doing : yer if fo be his 
Majefty of Sweden , should think he had any juit ground to be 
offended , fuch matters ought not to be decided by force of 
Arms, but by friendly compofition, to which endthey proffe- 
red the mediation of themfelvs and Allyes, to whom twould be 
avery irkfome thing , if, by the Sweds needlefle takeing up of 
Arms , they should be forced to doe the fame for the Branden- 
burghs defence, according to the treaty made with him , and by 
this means the Mediatour for peace would be the occafion of 
inviteing the Emperiall, French , Swedish , and Brandenburghs _ 
Armyes togeather with their allyes into Germany tothe utter 
diffolution of the Weftphalian peace ; their Highnefles farther 
teftifying , that nothing would be more acceptable to them , 
than to enter with the faid Lord Embafladour into a conference 
to compofe all things without warre. 

Onthe 4. Decemb. the Embafladour thanked their Highneffes 
for their declaration about the Place of Treaty , and other preli- 
minarye Poincts, but yet {tood more upon them than before, and 
to the juftification of Brandenburgh he made no farther anfwer 
chanthat if Brandenburgh had.not paffed with his Army through 
Germany, all things would now,without doubr, have been quiet 
and in peace , and the imaginary approaching calamityes would 
have been prevented, which neverthelefle, they hoped would be 
made offin friendship , if his Majefty might but have ch€ libertye 
to concerne himfelfe in looking after the Peace & tranquillity of 
theE mpire,exhorting their Highnefles to have a more favourable 
opinion of the Swedish expedition,& not to judge ofit,as rash,or 
without neceflity;and,feeing their Highneffes doe proffer to have 
conference held about it, he is ready alfo to hear what shall be 
propounded.as,in their judgement,moft fervice able inthis matter. 

And on the 12. the faid Embafladour in another Memoriall 
acquainted them , that he was advifed by his Collegue at Paris 5 
that France hopes they will excufe him, if, for feverall weighty 
reafons, he cannot either name, or accept of any place nominated’ 
within the Empire ; but out of loye to a peace,he had chofen the 


City 


City of Breda, whether he ak: ready to fend his Embaffadours, 
as foonas fatisfaction should be given inthe cafe of Furftenburgh, 
and the Monyes feized on inCologne, on which 2 things the 
Embafladout prefled very hard, « 

To which Memoriall their Highneffes onthe 13.Decemb. anf- 
wered,they were forry to fee the hindring difficultyes encreafe,the 
nameing of Breda being a new hinderance,which theirHighnefles 
and Confcederates for feverall reafons could by no means accept 
off; whereas Hamborow was a placeconvenient for any of them. 

Beforethis anfwer of the States was fent by the faid Embafladour 
to France, he recieved the Declaration of the King aboutthe ele- 
&tion of Breda, and on the 19. Decemb.delivered a Copy thereof 
unto their Highnefles, infifting to have it accepted: After délibera- 
tion whereon ’t was thought good to perfift in the refolution ma- 
de by their Highneffes on the 13. inftant upon the fame fubje&. 

Onthe 3. january 1675. the aforefaid Swedish Embafladour, 
repeated the proffer of their Highneffes in their Anfwer of the 2 3. 
Novemb. toholda Conference about the differences of Sweden 
and Brandenburgh,prefling them to it, leaft by farther delayes the 
breach might be made wider, and break out into Aétion. 

Onthe 12. inanother Memoriall he gave notice that he had 
recieved advice from the Court of France , by an expreffe, that he 
was willing to wave the non acceptance of the City of Breda, but 
alfo declared , that , for many weighty reafons, he could not ac- 
cept of any place intheEmpire,but out of love to Peace,he should 
be content with what place their Highnefles should make choice 
off, fuppofeing itto be within the Jurisdiction of this Common- 
wealth; to which the Embafladour added his owne arguments 
being very inftant with them for the nomination of fome other 
Place. Which Memoriall their Highneffes delivered into the 
hands of the Lords Commiffioners for forreigne affairs , and re- 
folved to defire the advice of his Highneffe and the judgment of 
their Confoederates about that matter. 

On the 21. the Swedish Embafladour perfifted on the fubje% 
of promoteing the Peace , afd compofeing the difference with 
Brandenburgh , defireing that a convenient place for the Treaty 
might be nominated ; and a Conference appointed to labour in 
earneft and with vigour , the removall of the differences between 
the Crowne of Sweeden and Prince Elector of Brandenburgh ; 
which were feparate from the intereft of this State , that the fire 
of Warre might not, by longer delays, break out into a greater 
flame : with one he delivered over unto the States an ample Fe if 
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ive from his Royall Majefty of Thales » dated thé 5. Decémb. 
1674. containing all that ie aforefaid Embafladour had from 
time to time in feverall Memorialls, propounded unto them,tefti- 
fying alfo his Majeftyes love and affection to this State, defireing 
the continuance of the fame , and farther confirmation of their 
mutuall friendship: but that his Majefty much wondered that 
they should take up Arms againft him inthe quarrel of Branden= 
burgh , that difference not at all concerning this State , and being 
of fucha nature that it might be ended by compofition. 

Inreference tothe matter of the Mediation, the Embafladour 

onthe 13. delivered over a Declaration of the King, wherein he 
declared, as before , that the Place of Treaty he had left unto the 
choice of their Highneffes , uppofeing it only , to be under their 
JurisdiGion, but yet not in Vriefland or Groeningen , as being to 
farre remote; and nowhe farther declared his refolution as to 
the other preliminarye Poinéts, friftly, that,as to what concerned. 
the Pafports , he would graunt them unto the Minifters of all the 
principall Partyes, and their Allyes , excludeing none, and z.as 
to the releafment of Prince William of Furftenbergh, he was con~ 
tent that he should be delivered into the hands of fome Neutral 
Prince, with whom he should be obliged toremaine.untill the 
Peace: And his Majeftye, by virtue of his Ecclefiafticall Cha- 
racter, doth confent that he be fent to Rome to remain with his 
Holineffe untill the fame time; But on the contrary 3. the Mony 
arrefted at Cologne , should be reftored , and 4. asto the matter 
of a Ceffation of Arms, his Majefty would give Inftructions to 
his Minifters about that Poin@, to treat about it at che generall 
Aflembly , fuppofeing that the negociation continue not longer 5 
than the beginnin 33 the next Campaigne. 

To Pak. ieee their Highneffés onthe laft of January 
replyed,that,concerning the Place of Treaty they referred to their 
Declaration onthe 23. and 25. of this Month ; that they were 
very glad to fee the difficulty about the Pafports removed;hope- 
ing that the detention of Prince Wliam would caufe noe far- 
ther hinderance , and that fome expedient would be found to 
furmount that difficultye alfo , which would be athing very ac 
ceptable unto them: and that their Highneffes would give their 
Minifters Inftructions,relateing both to the Treaty in generall,8& 
to all particular means which might any ways conduce thereto. 

Such great care took Sweden now for the Peace of the Empire, 
who never fpoke a word of the Weffphalian Peace ; when France 
had took away from the Duke of Brandenburgh all {uch Lands 
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which were in his poffeffion between the Rhijn and Wefer;when 
he kicked the Bishop of Trier out all his Dominions, and confi-| 
ned him to his Fort at Coblents ; when he furprized the Elector 
Palatines Towns, and feverall other Members and parts of the 
Empire, haveingnoe other reafon to it , but his owne good plea- 
fure,trampleing under foor the Weftphalian Peace; who alfo had 
nothing to fay about the Guaranty of the League made at Aix le 
Chapelle,when France fo hoftilly treated the Spanish neutrall Pla- 
ces; But now, when Brandenburgh marched with his Army, to 
defend the Empire , and eftablish the Peace of Germany , and to 
force theEnemy out of the Empire,without any particular agrec- 
ment for his owne private advantadge , or without any ways in- 
jureing any of the Members of the Empire; therefore muft Swe- 
den tran{port his Troops a Year before into Pomeren, and raife 
new Forces inthe Province of Bremen, wlio now in one body 
march, and encamp themfelvs , being a very confiderable Army, 
in the faid Prince Ele&tors Lands, befetting his Pofts and Pafles 
in the Uker-Markt nere unto Berlyn , and march through Stettyn | 
into the back part of Pomeren, where by the maftering of one 
City Colbergh,he can make himfelfe Mafter of the whole Coun- 
try., and all this, to make Brandenburgh depart the Empire 
with His forces : after the like manner, the Emperour, and all the | 
faithfull Members of the Empire might "be accufed of the fame 
breach of Peace,and therefore be forced to lay downe their Arms, 
leaving the whole Empire as a Prey unto their Enemyes or elfe 
engaged into a greater Warre for'the defence of the Weftpha- 

lian Treaty : And whilft Sweden thus takes up Armsagainit one 
of the Confoederates , he retains {till the Quality of Mediatour, 

in which work wee hope for a better facet thea what hitherto | 
wee have feen any likelyhood off: Unleffe the proffered Media-~ 
tion of England should work it out forus, The principall con- 
tefting Partyes haveing already accepted thereof 5 to which end / 

_his Majefty of Great Brittain hath nominated Sr. William Temple, 
his Embaffadour refideing inthe Hague, to bare the Chara@ter. | 
of a Mediatour ; from whofe peaceable difpofition wee hope for 
a good Iflue, he haveing already {0 far brought the buifnefle of 
the Place to treatin , that, in all probability, the City Nimwegen | 
shall have the happinefle of recieving this honourable Affembly 
within ber Walls. The God of all Peace graunt that a Peace may | 
be there wrought out , and fo our expectations may be crowned | 

with a blefléd. ra ; 
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
